Whereas,  There  are  about  2,000,000  head  of  cattle,  valued  at  $50,000,- 
000,  and  sheep  valued  at  $2,300,000,  that  constitute  a  large  and  valuable 
part  of  the  wealth  of  this  State ;  and 

Whereas,  A  very  contagions  and  alarming  disease  known  as  the  foot- 
and-mouth  disease  has  been  brought  into  the  State,  and  has  attacked  a  large 
number  of  cattle  in  Woodson,  CoSey,  Lyon,  Allen  and  Anderson  counties, 
and  said  disease  is  declared  by. competent  and  reliable  veterinary  surgeons, 
whom  I  have  had  examine  it,  to  be  highly  contagious  and  incurable,  and 
that  it  IB  spreading  from  the  infected  localities;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  no  power  or  authority  vested  in  the  Executive  or 
other  branches  of  the  State  or  local  government  to  quarantine,  destroy, 
stamp  out  or  prevent  the  spread  of  that  contagion,  or  punish  persons  who 
knowingly  spread  the  same  to  other  localities,  and  when  cattle  and  sheep 
are  turned  out  on  pastures,  public  highways  and  ranches,  it  will  spread  with 
alarming  rapidity,  to  such  an  extent  that  its  eradication  would  be  impossi- 
ble, and  cause  vast  and  irreparable  loss;  and 

Whereas,  The  local  authorities  and  citizens  of  the  infected  localities 
have  done  all  they  could  to  stamp  out  such  disease,  but  without  avail, 
owing  to  the  absence  of  authority  to  enforce  quarantine  regulations,  or 
destroy  diseased  stock ;  and 

Whereas,  If  the  spread  of  the  disease  is  not  stamped  out  and  wholly 
eradicated,  other  States  may  quarantine  against  the  sale,  export  and  ship- 
ment of  our  cattle  and  sheep  to  their  markets;  and 

W^HEREAS,  The  Executive  has  been  requested  by  a  number  of  boards  of 
county  commissioners,  and  by  large  and  respectable  public  meetings,  letters, 
telegrams,  and  personal  requests  to  convene  the  Legislature  in  special  ses- 
sbn,  so  that  it  may  pass  proper  laws  and  take  such  measures  as  it  may  deem 
advisable  to  eradicate  and  stamp  out  the  disease : 
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Now,  THEREFORE,  I,  G.  W.  Glick,  GovemoF  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  by 
virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  constitution  of  the  State  of 
Kansas,  on  account  of  the  extraordinary  circumstances  affecting  the  live- 
stock interests  of  the  State,  do  hereby  convene  the  Legislature  of  the  State 
of  Kansas  in  special  session,  to  meet  at  the  capitol  of  the  State,  at  the 
hour  of  four  o'clock  p.  M.,  on  the  18th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1884. 

In  testimony  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  subscribed  my  name,  and  caused 
to  be  affixed  the  great  seal  of  the  State.  Done  at  the  city  of  Topeka,  the 
day  and  year  first  above  written.

Senator  Riddle  offered  the  following  resolution :        * 
Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  inform  the  House 
of  Representatives  that  the  Senate  is  convened  in  extra  session, 
in  obedience  to  the  Governor's  proclamation,  and  is  now  ready 
to  proceed  to  business. 

Senator  Buchan  moved  that  the  resolution  be  adopted,  which 
motion  prevailed. 

Senator  Buchan  offered  Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  1, 
authorizing  the  appointment  of  a  committee  of  two  on  part  of 
the  Senate  and  three  on  part  of  the  House  to  wait  upon  the 
Governor,  and  inform  him  of  the  assembling  of  the  Legislature. 
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The  resolution  was  read  by  title,  and  laid  over  under  the  rules. 
Senator  Buchan  yioved  that  the  rules  be  suspended,  and  the 
resolution  be  considered  now,  which  motion  prevailed. 
The  resolution  was  then  considered,  and  adopted : 
Resolved  by  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Representatives  concurring, 
That  a  committee  consisting  of  two  on  part  of  the  Senate  and 
three  on  part  of  the  House  be  appointed  to  wait  upon  the  Grov- 
emor,  and  inform  him  that  the  Legislature  is  convened  in  special 
session,  and  is  ready  to  receive  any  communication  he  may  deem 
proper  to  submit. 

Senator  Hackney  offered  the  following  resolution,  and  moved 
its  adoption : 

Jlesolved,  That  the  First  Assistant  Doorkeeper,  J.  H.  Finch, 
be  released  from  duty  as  such  Doorkeeper,  and  he  is  hereby  de- 
tailed as  Postmaster  of  the  Senate,  until  the  arrival  of  that 
officer. 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  resolution,  a  vote 
being  had,  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

Senator  Brej'fogle  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Senate  do  now  proceed  to  the  election  of  a 
President  pro  tern,  for  the  Senate. 

Nominations  being  in  order —

Senator  Long  nominated  Senator  Ware. 

Senator  Ware  nominated  Senator  Riddle. 

Senator  Ware  declined  in  favor  of  Senator  Riddle. 

Senator  Long  declined  in  favor  of  Senator  Riddle. 

The  roll  was  then  called,  with  the  following  Fcsult:  Senator 
A.  P.  Riddle  received  30  votes ;  Senator  Long  received  1  vote. 

Senators  voting  in  favor  of  Senator  Riddle  were:  Messrs.

Senator  Riddle  voted  for  Senator  Long. 

Senators  absent  or  not  voting  were :  Messrs.  Broderick,  Clark, 
Hogg,  McLouth,  and  Sexton. 
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Senator  Funston  having  been  elected  as  member  of  Congress 
from  the  Second  Congressional  District;  Senator  Greene  having 
been  appointed  Inspector  of  Land  Offices :  Senator  Patchin  hav- 
ing been  appointed  Register  of  United  States  Land  Office  in  a 
Western  land  district  in  Kansas ;  and  Senator  Sluss  having  been 
elected  as  Judge  of  the  Eighteenth  Judicial  District,  they  were 
no  longer  members  of  the  Senate,  by  reason  of  such  appointment 
or  election. 

Senator  Riddle  having  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes 
cast,  was  declared  elected  President  pro  tern,  of  the  Senate. 

Senator  Riddle  was  then  sworn  into  office  by  W.  T.  Cava- 
naugh,  notary  public,  and  the  oath  made  part  of  the  records  of 
the  Senate,  as  follows :

No.  1,  appointing  a  committee  to  wait  upon  the  Grovernor,  and 
request  your  concurrence  therein.  Committee  on  the  part  of 
the  House :  Messrs.  Seaton,  Fullen wider,  and  Mitchell.

Senator  Buchan  called  up  House  message,  just  received ;  and 
House  concurrent  resolution  No.  1,  Authorizing  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  committee  to  wait  upon  the  Governor,  was  read  by 
title,  and  laid  over  under  the  rules. 

Senator  Buchan  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended,  and 
House  concurrent  resolution  No.  1  be  considered  now,  which 
motion  prevailed. 

House  concurrent  resolution  No.  1  was  then  considered,  and 
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on  motion  of  Senator  Buchan,  concurred  in.  The  resolution 
reads: 

Resolved  by  the  House  oj  R^yresentaiives,  the  Senate  eonmrring 
fhereiriy  That  a  committee,  consisting  of  two  on  part  of  the  Sen- 
ate and  three  on  part  of  the  House,  be  appointed,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  wait  upon  the  Governor  and  inform  him  that  the 
Legislature  is  convened  in  special  session,  and  is  now  ready  to 
receive  any  communication  he  may  deem  proper  to  submit. 

Thereupon  the  President  of  the  Senate  appointed  Senators 
Buchan  and  Kelley  as  a  committee  on  part  of  the  Senate,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  resolution. 

The  Senate  having  concurred  in  House  concurrent  resolution 
No.  1,  by  consent  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  was  directed  not 
to  message  Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  1,  on  the  same  sub- 
ject, to  the  House. 

REPORT  OF  SELECT  JOINT  COMMITTEE. 

Senator  Buchan,  chairman  on  part  of  the  Senate,  of  the  select 
joint  committee  to  wait  upon  the  Grovernor,  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing report : 

Mr.  President  :  Your  select  joint  committee,  appointed  un- 
der the  provisions  of  House  concurrent  resolution  No.  1,  to  whom 
was  assigned  the  duty  of  waiting  upon  the  Governor,  and  inform- 
ing him  of  the  convening  of  the  special  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, in  pursuance  of  his  proclamation  dated  March  13,  1884, 
and  that  the  Legislature  is  now  ready  to  receive  any  communi- 
cation he  may  desire  to  submit,  have  performed  said  duty,  and 
I  am  directed  to  report  that  the  Governor  informed  the  com- 
mittee that  he  would  communicate  his  recommendations  in 
writing  to  each  branch  of  the  Legislature  at  once.

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR. 

The  following  message  from  the  Governor  was  delivered  to 
the  Senate  by  his  private  secretary : 

To  the  Legislature:  It  was  with  great  reluctance  and  hesitation 
that  I  issued  a  proclamation  convening  you  in  special  session.

I  was  apprehensive  that  your  body  and  the  people  might  not 
fully  appreciate  the  gravity  of  the  situation  and  the  importance 
of  such  action.  The  proclamation  convening  you  fully  explains 
my  reasons  for  my  action.  Additional  outbreaks  of  the  cattle 
disease  confirm  me  in  the  opinion  that  such  call  was  absolutely 
imperative. 

I  was  notified  by  Hon.  D.  W.  Finney  that  a  peculiar  and  highly- 
contagious  affection  had  attacked  the  cattle  m  the  vicinity  of 
Neosho  Falls,  and  that  the  disease  was  supposed  to  be  epizootic 
aphtha,  or  the  foot-and-mouth  disease. 

As  soon  as  this  information  was  received,  I  was  satisfied  if  it 
was  that  disease  that  the  effect  would  be  disastrous  to  the  live- 
stock interests  of  the  State,  and  materially  affect  all  other  indus- 
tries, if  it  was  not  at  once  eradicated.  I  at  once  asked  Brigadier 
General  Augur,  Commander  of  the  Department  of  the  Missouri, 
if  he  would  send  me  the  veterinary  surgeon  employed  at  Fort 
Leavenworth,  and  he  readily  and  cheerfiilly  complied  with  my 
request  by  permitting  Dr.  A.  A.  Holcombe,  an  educated  and 
accomplished  veterinary  surgeon  of  the  U.  S.  Army,  to  report  to 
me  for  orders.  ^ 

I  also  advised  Gen.  George  B.  Loring,  Commissioner  of  Agri- 
culture, of  the  nature  of  the  supposed  disease,  and  requested  him 
also  to  detail  a  veterinary  surgeon  to  make  an  investigation  of 
the  nature  of  the  disease,  and  he  complied  at  oncQ  by  detailing 
Dr.  M.  R.  Trumbower  of  his  department  for  the  purpose  of 
making  such  investigation.  Both  gentlemen  have  been  at  Neo- 
sho Falls  and  other  localities  where  diseased  animals  were  re- 
ported to  be.  They  have  done  faithful  and  energetic  work; 
aided  in  establishing  quarantine  regulations,  advising  the  people 
as  to  the  best  and  most  efficient  means  for  the  protection  of  their 
stock  against  the  attacks  or  spread  of  the  contagion. 

The  citizens  of  the  infected  district  have  shown  a  commenda- 
ble zeal  in  quarantining  infected  herds  and  localities,  and  have 
cooperated  with  the  veterinary  surgeons  in  all  practicable  meas- 
ures to  prevent  the  spread  of  this  disease. 

The  Executive  made  two  visits  to  the  infected  locality,  and 
has  rendered  all  the  aid  possible  in  this  emergency;  but  he  is 
absolutely  helpless  in  adopting  or  enforcing  any  measures  to  pre- 
vent the  spread,  or  stamp  out  this  infectious  disease,  or  help  the 
people  who  have  appealed  to  him  for  aid  and  assistance  to  pro- 
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tect  their  stock  from  the  threatened  destruction,  in  any  manner 
except  by  advice  and  suggestions.  All  that  has  been  done  and 
accomplished  has  been  done  by  the  voluntary  action  and  assist- 
ance of  the  good  people  in  the  infected  localities.  They  have 
been  liberal  in  their  contributions  of  money,  labor,  and  time^ 
and  energetic  and  vigilant  in  trying  to  enforce  quarantine  reg- 
ulations. 

There  being  no  law  authorizing  the  Executive  or  any  other 
department  of  the  State  or  local  government,  to  aid,  assist  or  en- 
force quarantine  or  sanitary  regulations,  this  state  of  affairs  can- 
not long  continue.  Spring  is  here.  Feed  is  becoming  scarce,  and 
will  compel  the  turning  of  cattle  on  pastures  and  ranches.  When 
this  is  done,  the  spreading  of  the  infection  cannot  be  stopped 
or  eradicated.  It  will  involve  our  entire  cattle  and  sheep  inter- 
ests, and  cause  incalculable  loss.  It  will  strike  down  and  prac- 
tically destroy  the  cattle  industries  of  our  State,  which  are  now 
assuming  vast  proportions  and  giving  immense  financial  returns 
on  the  capital  invested.  The  number  of  cattle  in  the  State  is 
now  nearly  two  million  head,  which  has  been  increased  during 
the  year  1883  nearly  200,000  head,  valued  at  $9,000,000,  with 
a  total  value  now  of  at  least  850,000,000. 

I  am  advised,  and  investigation  has  convinced  me,  that  there 
are  at  least  ten  million  dollars'  worth  of  fatted  cattle  that  are 
now,  or  will  be  ready  for  the  market  in  the  next  ninety  days,  and 
that  that  large  sum  of  money  will  be  paid  to  the  cattle  growers 
of  this  State,  if  their  cattle  are  not  quarantined  against  by  other 
States  and  countries  on  account  of  the  prevailing  disease. 

In  this  connection  I  call  attention  to  the  following  extract 
from  my  biennial  message  of  January,  1883 : 

"The  live-stock  interests  of  our  State  are  of  vast  importance,  and  are 
becomiDg  more  important  and  valuable  yearly,  and  in  the  near  future  will 
constitnte  the  foundation  of  more  real  prosperity  and  wealth  than  perhaps 
any  other  interest 

"  We  have  all  the  ad^^antages  that  render  stock-raising  profitable,  and 
the  interest  is  rapidly  growing  into  vast  proportions,  and  laying  the  founda- 
tion for  a  solid  and  enduring  prosperity  in  our  State  that  will  place  it  in 
the  front  rank  of  meat-producing  countries  in  the  world,  and  will  bring 
more  money  into  the  State  than  any  other  industry  that  can  be  established 
within  our  borders. 

"I  learn  from  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  our  State  Board  of  Agricul- 
ture that  at  the  present  time  there  are  in  our  State  1,404,488  head  of  neat 
cattle,  valued  at  $49,192,408;  swine,  1,228,683  head,  valued  at  $12,286,830; 
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sheep,  980,767  head,  and  valued  at  $2,942,301.  This  vast  nomber  of  meat- 
prodadng  animals  is  not  a  tithe  of  what  our  State  is  capable  of  producing. 
This  interest  is  capable  of  being  increased  to  such  vast  proportions,  and  of 
being  the  foundation  of  so  much  wealth  and  prosperity,  that  it  is  important 
that  it  should  have  whatever  legislative  encouragement  and  protection  that 
can  be  given  to  it,  so  that  it  shall  be  protected  against  destruction  by  conta- 
gious, epizootic  or  other  infectious  diseases  that  come  silently  and  uftezpect- 
edly  and  without  warning,  and  that  may  lay  waste  to  the  flocks  and  herds  of 
the  State,  and  destroy  millions  of  dollars'  worth  of  property,  with  no  power 
to  stay  the  stream  of  devastation.  This  wealth-producing  factor  in  our  State 
is  not  affected  materially  by  floods  or  drouth,  or  the  capricious  contingencies 
of  sun  or  sky,  and  hence  it  is  certain  in  its  reward  to  him  who  thus  adds  wealth 
to  the  State  and  furnishes  meat  for  the  markets  of  the  world,  and  thus  sup- 
plies money  for  our  people  when  cereal  crops  fail.  It  is  not,  therefore,  too 
much  for  the  stock-raisers  of  the  State  to  ask  that  an  industry  of  such  vast 
capabilities,  and  worth  so  many  millions  of  money  to  the  State,  should  have 
some  protection  against  the  dangerous  and  destructive  diseases  that  may 
lay  waste  to  so  much  valuable  property.  I  would  therefore  recommend 
that  you  provide  by  law  for  the  appointment  of  a  State  Veterinarian  in 
connection  with  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  who  shall  be  charged  with 
the  duty  of  looking  after,  and  aiding  the  people  in  protecting,  the  live  stock 
against  contagious  diseases,  warning  them  of  their  approach  and  directing 
what  remedies  to  use,  and  the  proper  sanitary  methods  to  adopt  as  a  means 
of  warding  off  and  protecting  the  live  stock  of  the  State  against  the  intro- 
duction and  spreading  of  dangerous  diseases — a  precaution  rendered  more 
important  on  account  of  the  law  allowing  cattle  to  roam  unrestrained  in 
the  State,  and  thus  more  rapidly  and  effectually  spreading  destructive  dis- 
eases among  them.'' 

On  the  10th  of  March  Dr.  Holcombe  made  a  report  to  me  of 
the  nature  and  character  of  the  disease,  and  of  its  disastrous  ef- 
fects in  case  it  should  obtain  a  foothold  in  this  State.  The  con- 
cluding portion  of  his  report  is  as  follows : 

"The  infected  district  has  been  surrounded  with  quarantine  notices,  but 
to  all  intents  and  purposes  they  are  inoperative. 

^^That  the  disease  will  appear  in  other  herds  unless  efficient  measures  of 
eradication  are  adopted,  is  patent  to  all  who  are  acquainted  with  the  past 
history  of  foot-and-mouth  disease. 

'*In  my  opinion,  the  infected  herds  should  all  be  destroyed,  and  the 
infected  premises  quarantined  against  all  cattle,  sheep  and  dogs  for  a  period 
of  one  year.  The  bedding,  manure,  hay,  fodder,  fences,  etc,  should  be  de- 
stroyed with  the  cattle,  and  the  stables  thoroughly  cleaned  and  disinfected- 
The  disease  is  now  so  near  to  the  great  cattle  ranges  of  the  west,  to  which 
it  may  readily  be  carried,  and  where  its  disastrous  effects  would  be  incal- 
culable, and  its  eradication  impossible,  that  any  delay  of  action  is  most 
dangerous  to  the  great  interests  at  stake." 
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This  dangerous  condition  of  affairs  is  alarming,  and  is  rapidly 
depreciating  the  value  of  our  cattle,  and  requires  vigorous,  deci- 
2;ive  and  determined  action  to  stamp  out  the  disease.  If  such 
action  is  had  by  the  Legislature  as  the  gravity  of  the  situation 
requires,  the  work  of  eradication  may  be  speedily  accomplished 
and  made  effective,  and  security  for  the  future  secured. 

The  measures  to  be  adopted  and  the  means  to  be  employed  are 
matteiB  entirely  for  your  judgment  to  dictate,  but  I  hope  I  may 
not  be  regarded  as  presumptions  if  I  offer  some  suggestions  as  to 
the  necessary  methods  to  pursue. 

It  is  important  that  the  State  should  at  all  times  have  in  its 
employ  an  educated,  competent  and  faithfol  veterinary  surgeon, 
whose  duties  should  be  fiilly  and  clearly  defined  by  law.  The 
tenure  of  oflBce  should  be  three  or  four  years,  and  the  salary 
should  be  ample  enough  to  secure  a  first-class  man.  With  a 
abort  tenure  and  small  salary,  neither  object  can  be  secured. 
Ample  provision  should  be  provided  for  quarantining  stock 
brought  to  this  State  from  other  States  or  countries  where  in- 
fectious or  contagious  diseases  exist,  so  as  to  secure  the  utmost 
immunity  against  the  introduction  of  such  plagues  in  the  future. 
.  The  moving  about  the  country,  selling  or  turning  on  the  high- 
ways or  conmious,  animals  afflicted  with  contagious  or  infectious 
diseases,  should  be  made  criminal  offenses ;  also,  civil  remedies 
provided. 

The  law  should  provide  for  the  destruction  of  diseased  animals 
when  it  becomes  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of  contagious  or 
infectious  diseases,  and  compensation  should  be  provided  for  in 
.such  cases,  under  proper  regulations  and  limitations  so  as  to  pre- 
vent fraud  on  the  State,  and  limiting  compensation  for  diseased 
animals  to  two-thirds  or  three-quarters  of  their  value,  and  pro- 
viding no  compensation  should  be  allowed  to  those  who  know- 
ingly aided  or  contributed  to  the  spread  of  the  disease,  or  neglected 
or  refused  to  assist  and  aid  in  enforcing  such  quarantine  and 
.sanitary  regulations  as  it  might  be  necessary  to  adopt  and  es- 
tablish. As  there  are  many  dangerous  diseases  that  may  be  im- 
ported into  the  State,  the  whole  ground  should  be  covered  so 
that  in  any  emergency  in  the  future  there  may  be  no  doubt  as 
to  the  character  of  the  malady,  and  no  delay  in  securing  the 
.speedy  eradication  of  the  diseases. 

An  appropriation  will  be  necessary  to  carry  out  such  a  sys- 
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tern  as  the  emergency  now  upon  the  State  requires.  I  learn 
from  the  State  Treasurer  that  but  a  small  amount  of  money  is 
on  hand  available  for  such  purposes.  In  that  case  it  might  be 
advisable  to  provide  for  issuing  bonds  of  the  State  of  the  neces- 
sary amount,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  five  per  cent., 
and  limiting  the  actual  issue  to  the  amounts  that  might  be  re- 
quired from  time  to  time  to  meet  necessary  expenditures. 

If  decisive  and  heroic  action  is  taken  at  once,  before  stock  are 
turned  on  pastures,  the  disease  may  be  eradicated ;  if  not,  the 
consequences  may  be  disastrous  in  the  extreme.  But  I  feel  con- 
fident you  will  be  equal  to  the  emergency. 

Knowing  that  you  would  be  called  here  at  an  inconvenient 
time  of  the  year,  and  that  you  would  be  desirous  of  ending  your 
labors  in  the  shortest  poasible  time,  I  have  asked  Maj.  Sims,  Sec- 
retary of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  Hon.  S.  O.  Thacher, 
Hon.  James  D.  Snoddy,  and  Veterinary  Surgeon  A.  A.  Holcombe^ 
to  prepare  bills  covering  matters  which  you  were  convened  to 
consider.  They  cheerfully  coihplied  with  my  request,  and  the 
result  of  their  labors  will  be  submitted  to  you  for  your  consider- 
ation.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  AGRICULTURE. 

Senator  Kelley,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Agriculture, 
submitted  the  following  report : 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom 
was  referred  Senate  bill  No.  6,  An  act  for  the  protection  of  do- 
mestic animals,  have  amended  the  same,  and  instruct  me  to  re- 
port the  bill  back  to  the  Senate  with  the  recommendation  that 
it  be  passed  as  amended.

CONSIDERATION  OF  MOTIONS  AND  RESOLUTIONS  OFFERED 
ON  PREVIOUS  DAYS. 

Senate  resolution  No.  6,  Directing  the  Railroad  Commission- 
ers to  prepare  a  bill  relating  to  railroad  traffic  on  the  Atchison, 
Topeka  &  Santa  F6  Railroad,  was  read,  and  is  as  follows : 

Whereas,  A  man  named  Touzalin,  purporting  to  be  a  man- 
ager of  the  affairs  and  policy  of  the  A.  T.  &  S.  F.  R.  R.,  came 
to  Kansas,  and  has  recently,  in  an  impertinent  manner,  sought 
to  place  his  road  in  antagonism  to  the  State  of  Kansas,  and  has 
endeavored  to  raise  an  insurrection  against  and  to  break  down 
the  efficiency  of  the  railroad  laws  of  said  State :  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Representatives  concurring 
therein,  That  we  do  hereby  direct  the  Board  of  Railroad  Com- 
missioners to  prepare  and  submit'to  the  next  session  of  the  Leg- 
islature the  draft  of  a  proper  and  reasonable  maximum-rate  bill, 
especially  applicable  and  adapted  to  the  traffic  of  said  road,  its 
branches  and  leased  lines,  within  this  State. 

Senator  Collins  moved  to  amend  the  resolution  by  adding 
thereto  the  following: 

'^Resolved  further,  That  until  such  time  as  the  intent  and  pur- 
pose of  this  ifesolution  can  be  carried  into  effect,  the  Railroad 
Commissioners  are  instructed  to  continue  in  their  interpretation 
and  enforcement  of  the  said  railroad  law ;  and  we  do  approve 
the  spirit  in  which  they  have  discharged  their  duties  heretofore 
in  furnishing  the  relief  to  the  people  which  was  guaranteed  to 
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them  by  the  passage  of  said  law.  And  that  the  Commissioners, 
in  making  tarifls  under  the  present  law,  make  them  as  for  a 
single  haul  over  one  or  more  lines  of  roads;  and  where  the 
roads  cannot  agree  upon  a  fair  division  for  the  same,  that  the 
Commissioners  apportion  and  adjust  the  same  between  the  two 
or  more  lines  of  road." 

Senator  Hackney  moved  to  amend  the  resolution  so  it  shall 
read: 

^'Resolved,  That  the  merits  of  the  controversy  now  going  on 
between  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  and  one  of  the 
railroad  companies  of  this  State  are  proper  subjects  for  the  con- 
sideration of  future  legislative  bodies,  who  will  be  able  to  judge 
from  results,  and  not  abortions,  as  must  be  the  case  with  any 
action  we  may  now  take." 

After  considerable  debate,  Senator  Metsker  moved  that  further 
consideration  of  the  amendment  and  resolution  be  laid  on  the 
table,  on  which  the  yeas  and  nays  were  demanded. 

The  roll  was  called,  with  the  following  result:  Yeas,  21; 
nays,  13.

A  majority  having  voted  in  the  affirmative,  the  motion  to  lay 
the  resolution  and  amendment  on  the  table  prevailed.

Finney  county  to  Ford  county  for  judicial  purposes. 

Also,  Senate  bill  No.  8,  An  act  relating  to  unorganized  coun- 
ties. 

By  Senator  Brown :  Senate  bill  No.  9,  An  act  to  authorize  the 
sale  of  certain  railroad  stock  of  the  county  of  Cloud,  State  of 
Kansas,  to  apply  the  proceeds  thereof,  and  to  authorize  the 
Trustee,  Treasurer  and  Clerk   of  Lincoln   township,  in  said 
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county,  to  sell  certain  railroad  stock  of  said  township,  and  for 
the  application  of  the  proceeds  thereof. 

Senator  Thacher  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended,  and  the 
bills  introduced  and  read  the  first  time  to-day,  be  read  the  sec- 
ond time  now,  and  referred,  which  motion  prevailed. 

Thereupon,  Senate  bill  No.  7,  An  act  attaching  Finney  county 
to  Ford  county  for  judicial  purposes,  was  read  the  second  time, 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

Senate  bill  No.  8,  An  act  relating  to  unorganized  counties, 
was  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Counties  and  County  Lines. 

Senate  bill  No.  9,  An  act  to  authorize  the  sale  of  certain  rail- 
road stock  of  the  county  of  Cloud,  State  of  Kansas,  to  apply  the 
proceeds  thereof,  and  to  authorize  the  Trustee,  Treasurer  and 
Clerk  of  Lincoln  township,  in  said  county,  to  sell  certain  rail- 
road stock  of  said  township,  and  for  the  application  of  the  pro- 
ceeds thereof,  was  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Judiciary. 

SECOND  READING  AND  REFERENCE  OF  BILLS. 

Senate  bill  No.  6,  An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act 
fixing  the  fees  of  certain  officers  and  persons  therein  named," 
the  same  being  chapter  39,  General  Statutes  of  1868,  was  read 
the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Fees  and  Sal- 
aries. 

Senator  Hackney  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended,  and 
Senate  bill  No.  1  considered  engrossed,  and  read  the  third  time 
now,  subject  to  amendment  and  debate,  which  motion  prevailed. 

Senate  bill  No.  1,  An  act  authorizing  and  empowering  water 
companies  to  condemn  lands  and  water,  and  to  divert  and  take 
water  from  any  rivers  and  streams  in  this  State  for  the  purpose 
of  supplying  the  inhabitants  of  cities  with  water  for  domestic 
use,  sanitary  purposes,  and  extinguishment  of  fires,  was  read  the 
third  time. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Glasse,  the  bill  was  amended  by  insert- 
ing, in  line  7  of  section  2,  the  following :  "  the  maximum  amount 
of  water  that  may  be  daily  taken  from  such  stream  for  such 
purposes ; "  and  also  in  line  8,  by  inserting  in  the  proper  place 
the  following:  "and  if  such  water  be  diverted  from  any  dam 
erected  before  such  condemnation,  to  assess  the  damages  to  such 
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dam  by  reason  of  the  diversion  in  such  maximum  amount  of 
water." 

On  motion  of  Senator  Ware,  the  bill  was  amended  in  section 
1  by  adding,  at  the  end  of  the  section,  the  following  proviso : 
*^ Provided,  however.  That  no  condemnation  shall  take  place  under 
this  act  unless  by  resolution  of  the  council  of  the  city  to  be  sup- 
plied the  taking  of  the  specific  land  by  the  water  company  shall 
be  approved."  Also,  by  inserting,  in  section  8,  line  5,  the  fol- 
lowing :  "  and  no  other  question  shall  be  litigated  upon  said  ap- 
peal except  the  amount  of  the  award,  and  such  appeals  shall  be 
in  the  same  manner  a^ ; "  and  by  striking  out  the  words  "  the 
same  as,"  in  same  line  and  section. 

Several  minor  amendments  were  then  made  by  unanimous 
consent,  and  the  question  being,  Shall  the  bill  pass?  the  roll  was 
called,  with  the  following  result:  Yeas,  31;  nays,  0. 

Senators  voting  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  bill  were :  Messrs.

A  constitutional  majority  having  voted  in  favor  of  the  passage 
of  the  bill,  the  bill  passed.    The  title  was  agreed  to. 

Senator  Sexton  moved  that  the  Senate  do  now  adjourn  until  2 
o'clock  p.  M.,  which  motion  prevailed. 

The  Senate  adjourned.

The  Senate  met  pursuant  to  adjournment;  the  President  in 
the  chair.

Senator  Metsker  offered  Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  7, 
Urging  our  congressional  delegation  to  secure  Federal  legisla- 
tion to  prevent  the  further  spread  of  cattle  disease. 

The  resolution  was  read  for  information,  and  laid  over  under 
the  rules. 

Senator  Metsker  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended,  and  Senate 
concurrent  resolution  No.  7  be  considered  now,  which  motion 
prevailed. 

Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  7  was  then  read,  and  is  as 
follows :  « 

WhereaSy  A  contagious  affliction  which  is  supposed  to  be  epi- 
zootic aphtha,  or  foot-and-mouth  disease,  has  attacked  the  cattle 
in  Woodson,  Coffey  and  Lyon  counties,  in  this  State,  and  while 
said  disease  is  now  confined  to  only  a  few  counties,  and  the  State 
is  using  aU  the  means  within  its  power  to  stamp  out  said  disease, 
with  reasonable  hopes  of  success,  yet  if  it  is  not  speedily  eradicated 
there  is  great  danger  of  its  spreading  into  the  great  cattle  ranges 
of  Texas,  New  Mexico,  Colorado,  and  the  Indian  Territory,  where 
it  would  be  very  difficult  to  exterminate  or  even  control,  and 
would  therefore  become  very  disastrous  to  the  cattle  interests, 
not  only  of  said  localities,  but  of  the  whole  nation ;  and 

Whereas^  A  similar  disease  is  reported  as  also  existing  in  por- 
tions of  the  States  of  Missouri,  Illinois,  and  Iowa,  and  the  same 
is  liable  to  become  a  great  national  calamity,  and  has  already 
excited  general  alarm  which  can  only  be  allayed  by  action  on 
the  part  of  the  Greneral  Government;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Senate,  the  Souse  ooncurring,  That  our  Senators 
and  Representatives  in  Congress  be  requested  to  use  all  honora- 
ble efforts  to  immediately  secure  Federal  legislation  to  prevent 
the  further  spread  and  final  extirpation  of  said  disease. 

Besolvedy  further.  That  the  Secretary  of  State  be  instructed  to 
transmit  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  to  the  President  of  the  Sen- 
ate, the  Speaker  of  the  House,  and  each  of  our  Senators  and 
Representatives  in  Congress. 

Senator  Finch  moved  that  the  resolution  be  amended  by  strik- 
ing out  the  second  "whereas,''  which  motion  prevailed. 
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Senator  Hackney  moved  to  amend  by  inserting,  after  the  first 
"whereas,"  the  following:  " The  Veterinary  Surgeon  of  Fort 
Leavenworth  says  that." 

Senator  AUer  moved  that  further  consideration  of  the  resolu- 
tion be  laid  on  the  table,  which  motion  prevailed. 

Senator  Motz  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended  and  Senate 
bill  No.  2  be  considered  engrossed,  and  read  the  third  time  now, 
subject  to  amendment  and  debate,  which  motion  prevailed. 

Senate  bill  No.  2,  An  act  relating  to  Texas  cattle,  and  amend- 
atory of  chap.  145,  Laws  of  1883,  was  read  the  third  time. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Finch,  the  bill  was  amended  in  line  23 
of  section  1,  by  striking  out  the  word  "and"  and  inserting  in 
lieu  thereof  the  word  "or;"  and  also  by  inserting,  in  line  24  of 
the  printed  bill,  after  the  words  "one  year,"  the  following:  "or 
both  such  fine  and  imprisonment." 

At  the  suggestion  of  Senator  Clark,  and  by  the  consent  of  the 
Senate,  the  bill  was  amended  by  inserting,  in  line  25  of  section 
1,  after  the  word  "  cattle,"  the  word  "  either." 

The  bill  having  been  read  the  third  time,  the  question  was. 
Shall  the  bill  pass  ?  and  the  roll  was  called,  with  the  following 
result:  Yeas,  29;  nays,  0. 

Senators  voting  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  bill  were :  Messrs. 
Aller,  Anderson,  Benson,  Blue,  Boling,  Bradbury,  Breyfogle, 
Brown,  Case,  Clark,  Cogswell,  Collins,  Crane,  Everest,  Finch, 
Glasse,  Hackney,  Hogg,  Hutchinson,  Johntz,  Jones,  Long, 
Metsker,  Motz,  Rector,  Sexton,  Thacher,  Ware,  and  Wilkie. 

Senators  absent  or  not  voting  were :  Messrs.  Briggs,  Broder- 
ick,  Buchan,  Kelly,  McLouth,  Riddle,  and  Williams. 

A  constitutional  majority  Having  voted  in  favor  of  the  pas- 
sage of  the  bill,  the  bill  passed. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Motz,  the  title  was  amended  so  as  to 
read,  "An  act  relating  to  Texas  cattle,  and  to  amend  section  1  of 
chapter  145  of  the  Laws  of  1883,  and  to  provide  penalty  for  the 
violation  thereof." 

The  title  as  amended  was  then  agreed  to. 

Senator  Long  called  up  House  messages. 

Thereupon,  House  bill  No.  1,  An  act  to  provide  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  State  Veterinary  Surgeon,  and  defining  his  du- 
ties and  providing  for  his  compensation,  was  read  the  first  time. 

Senator  Benson  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended,  and  House 
bill  No.  1  be  read  the  second  time  now,  which  motion  prevailed. 
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House  bill  No.  1  was  then  read  the  second  time. 

Senator  Long  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended,  and  House 
bill  No.  1  be  read  the  third  time  now,  subject  to  amendment  and 
debate,  which  motion  prevailed. 

House  bill  No.  1,  An  act  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a 
State  Veterinary  Surgeon,  to  prescribe  his  duties,  and  fixing  his 
compensation,  was  read  the  third  time. 

Senator  Thacher  moved  to  amend  in  line  5  of  section  1,  by 
striking  out  1885  and  inserting  1887,  which  motion  to  amend 
did  not  prevail. 

Senator  Case  moved  to  amend  the  bill  by  reducing  the  salary 
of  the  Veterinary  Surgeon  from  two  thousand  five  hundred  to 
two  thousand  dollars. 

Senator  Hackney  moved  to  amend  the  amendment  so  as  to 
fix  the  salary  of  the  Veterinary  Surgeon  at  one  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars,  on  which  the  yeas  and  nays  were  demanded. 

The  roll  was  called,  with  the  following  result :  Yeas,  7;  nays, 
26. 

Senators  voting  in  the  affirmative  were :  Messrs.  Buchan,  Case, 
Clark,  Collins,  Finch,  Hackney,  and  Ware. 

Senators  voting  in  the  negative  were :  Messrs.  Aller,  Anderson, 
Benson,  Blue,  Boling,  Bradbury,  Breyfogle,  Briggs,  Brown, 
Cogswell,  Crane,  Everest,  Glasse,  Hogg,  Hutchinson,  Johntz, 
Jones,  Kelley,  Long,  Metsker,  Motz,  Rector,  Riddle,  Sexton, 
Thacher,  and  Wilkie. 

Senators  absent  or  not  voting  were :  Messrs.  Broderick,  Mc- 
Louth,  and  Williams. 

A  majority  having  voted  in  the  negative,  the  motion  to  amend 
the  amendment,  as  made  by  Senator  Hackney,  did  not  prevail. 

The  question  then  being  on  the  motion  to  amend,  as  made  by 
Senator  Case,  a  vote  being  had,  the  motion  to  amend  did  not 
prevail. 

Senator  Thacher  moved  to  amend  section  2  by  striking  out  all 
pertaining  to  the  Veterinary  Surgeon  giving  a  bond,  which  mo- 
tion did  not  prevail. 

Senator  Hackney  moved  to  amend  section  3  by  striking  out 
the  words,  "  the  Live-Stock  Sanitary  Commission,"  and  inserting 
in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "Governor;"  also,  by  striking  out  the 
following,  in  lines  1  and  2  of  section  3 :  "  Live-Stock  Sanitary 
Commission  for  the  State." 

The  motion  to  amend  did  not  prevail. 
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Senator  Sexton  moved  to  amend  section  5  so  as  to  read : 
"  Sec.  5.  The  Veterinary  Surgeon  shall  be  ex  officio  member 
of  the  Faculty  of  the  State  Agricultural  College,  and  shall  de- 
vote all  his  time  not  otherwise  herein  required  in  giving  instruc- 
tion in  his  profession,  and  shall  receive  or  accept  no  further 
compensation  than  is  herein  provided." 

Several  minor  amendments  being  offered,  at  request  of  Senator 
Crane  and  unanimous  consent  of  the  Senate  the  bill  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Agriculture.

Mr.  PliESiDENT :  Your  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills,  to  whom 
was  referred  Senate  bill  No.  2,  An  act  relating  to  Texas  cattle, 
and  amendatory  of  chapter  145,  Laws  of  1883,  have  examined 
the  same,  and  instruct  me  to  report  the  bill  back  to  the  Senate 
correctly  engrossed.

The  Senate  then  took  up  the  consideration  of  House  bill  No. 
1,  on  third  reading.

ment, unless  sooner  removed  as  hereinbefore  provided,"  and  in- 
serting in  lieu  thereof  the  following :  "  until  the  regular  session 
of  the  Legislature  in  1885,"  on  which  the  yeas  and  nays  were 
demanded. 

The  roll  was  called,  with  the  following  result :  Yeas,  8 ;  nays, 
19.

Senator  Hackney  moved  to  amend  the  bill  in  section  4,  line  9, 
by  inserting  the  word  "sanitary"  between  the  words  "stock" 
and  "commission,"  which  motion  prevailed. 

Senator  Buchan  moved  to  amend  section  1  of  the  bill  so  as  to 
read: 

"Section  1.  The  Governor  is  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered, when  in  his  judgment  the  public  interest  demands,  to  ap- 
point temporarily,  or  during  such  time  as  the  necessity  exists,  a 
competent  and  skilled  veterinary  surgeon  for  the  State,  who,  at 
the  date  of  such  appointment,  shall  be  a  graduate  in  good  stand- 
ing of  a  recognized  college  of  veterinary  surgery,  and  who  shall 
hold  his  office  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified,  un- 
less sooner  removed,  for  cause,  by  the  Governor.  The  Governor 
shall  also,  at  the  regular  session  of  the  Legislature  in  1885,  and 
every  tvro  years  thereafter,  and  during  a  regular  session  of  the 
Legislature,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate, 
appoint  a  competent  and  skilled  veterinary  surgeon  for  the  State, 
having  the  qualification  above  mentioned,  whose  term  of  office 
shall  be  for  two  years  from  the  1st  day  of  April  next  succeeding 
his  appointment,  unless  sooner  removed  as  hereinbefore  provided. 
The  Veterinary  Surgeon  for  the  State  shall  keep  his  office  at  the 
capital  of  the  State,  in  a  room  to  be  provided  by  the  Secretary 
of  State,  and  shall  receive  a  salary  of  twenty-five  hundred 
(2,500)  dollars  per  annum,  payable  as  the  salaries  of  State  officers 
are  paid,  and  actual  necessary  traveling  expenses  by  him  in- 
curred and  paid,  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  te  be  drawn  from 
the  treasury,  upon  itemized  accounts  thereof  properly  verified, 
rendered  monthly,  and  approved  by  the  Governor.  The  Gov- 
ernor shall  immediately  fill  all  vacancies  which  may  at  any  time 
occur  in  the  office  of  State  Veterinarian." 

The  yeas  and  nays  being  demanded,  the  roll  was  being  called, 
when  on  motion  of  Senator  Buchan  a  call  of  the  Senate  wa.s  or- 
dered and  had.  Senators  absent  were:  Messi^s.  Broderiek, 
McLouth,  Rector,  and  Williams. 

The  Sergeant-at-Arms  was  directed  to  bring  in  absentees,  and 
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soon  thereafter  reported  that  he  was  unable  to  find  any  of  the 
absent  Senators. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Benson,  further  proceedings  under  the 
call  of  the  Senate  were  dispensed  with.

Senator  Kelley  moved  that  Senate  bill  No.  5  be  considered 
engrossed,  and  read  the  third  time  now,  subject  to  amendment 
and  debate,  which  motion  prevailed. 

Senate  bill  No.  5,  An  act  for  the  protection  of  stock,  was  then 
read  the  third  time. 

Senator  Blue  moved  to  amend  in  line  12,  section  1,  bv  striking 
out  the  words  "whose  members,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  word  "  whom,"  which  motion  to  amend  prevailed. 

Senator  Finch  moved  to  amend  section  1  of  the  bill,  in  line  3, 
by  inserting  the  words  "for  cause"  after  the  word  "remove," 
which  motion  did  not  prevail. 

Senator  Glasse  moved  to  amend  section  1,  in  first  and  second 
line,  by  making  the  first  sentence  read  as  follows :  "  Section  1.  Two 
Commissioners,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  by  and  wuth 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  together  with  the  State 
Veterinary  Surgeon,  shall  constitute  the  Live-Stock  Sanitary 
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Commission  of  the  State  of  Kansas;"  which  motion  did  not 
prevail. 

Senator  Rector  moved  to  amend  the  bill  in  section  2,  line  9, 
by  striking  out  the  word  "  malignant,"  which  motion  did  not 
prevail. 

Senator  Clark  moved  to  amend  section  2,  in  second  line,  so  as 
to  confine  the  action  of  the  Commission  to  the  two  prevailing 
diseases  of  pleuro-pneumonia  and  foot-and-mouth  disease,  which 
motion  did  not  prevail. 

Senator  Everest  moved  to  amend  section  5  of  the  bill  so  it  shall 
read:  "Sec.  5.  Whenever,  as  in  the  fourth  section  of  this  act 
provided,  the  Commission  shall  direct  the  killing  of  any  domes- 
tic animal  or  animals,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioners 
to  appraise  the  animal  or  animals  to  be  killed,  and  shall  make 
an  inventory  of  the  animal  or  animals  condemned ;  and  in  fixing 
the  value  thereof  the  Commissioners  shall  be  governed  by  the 
value  of  the  animal  in  the  locality  in  the  condition  in  which  it 
is  then  found." 

Senator  Hackney  moved  to  amend  the  amendment  by  striking 
out  all  of  section  5,  which  reads :  "  Sec.  5.  Whenever,  as  in  the 
fourth  section  of  this  act  provided,  the  Commission  shall  direct 
the  killing  of  any  domestic  animal  or  animals,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Commissioners  to  appraise  the  animal  or  animals  to 
be  killed,  and  shall  make  an  inventory  of  the  animal  or  animals 
condemned ;  and  in  fixing  the  value  thereof  the  Commissioners 
shall  be  governed  by  the  value  of  like  animals  in  the  locality  at 
the  date  of  appraisement,  without  reference  to  any  diminution  of 
value  resulting  from  the  diseased  or  exposed  condition  on  account 
of  which  said  animal  or  animals  has  or  have  been  ordered  con- 
demned." 

The  motion  to  amend  the  amendment  did  not  prevail. 

The  question  then  being  on  the  motion  to  amend  as  made  by 
Senator  Everest,  Senator  Blue,  by  unanimous  consent,  moved 
that  the  Senate  reconsider  the  vote  by  which  it  passed  House 
bill  No.  1,  An  act  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  State 
Veterinary  Surgeon,  to  prescribe  his  duties,  and  fixing  his  com- 
pensation, and  requested  that  the  vote  on  his  motion  be  deferred 
until  some  future  time.

from  diseased  or  exposed  condition  of  the  animals,  and  shall  ap- 
praise the  same  at  their  then  true  value  in  the  condition  found."

fully  report  to  the  Legislature,  at  the  regular  session  thereof  in 
1885,  all  appraisements,  containing  the  name  or  names  of  the 
owner  or  owners,  with  the  value  and  appraisement  of  each  ani- 
mal, and  whether  said  property  has  been  listed  for  taxation  under 
the  State  law." 
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On  which  the  yeas  and  nays  were  demanded.  The  roll  was 
called,  with  the  following  result :  Yeas,  6 ;  nays,  23.

Senator  Ware  asked  that 
fbrther  action  thereon  be  postponed  until  to-morrow  morning, 
and  it  be  taken  up  in  its  regular  order,  which  by  consent  was 
agreed  to. 

Senator  Hackney  requested  indefinite  leave  of  absence  for  him- 
self, on  account  of  pressing  business,  which  by  consent  was 

granted. 

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  HOUSE.

The  House  has  also  passed  Senate  bill  No.  7,  An  act  attach- 
ing Finney  county  to  Ford  county  for  judicial  purposes. 

The  House  has  passed  House  concurrent  resolution  No.  4, 
Relating  to  the  payment  of  sufferers  from  the  raid  of  Cheyenne 
Indians  in  1878,  and  respectfully  desires  your  concurrence  therein.

Secretary  Brandley  turned  over  to  me 
the  printer's  copy  of  the  Senate  Journal  for  1883,  soon  after  the 
close  of  the  session,  and  I  issued  to  him  a  voucher  for  the  full 
amount  of  appropriation.

PRESENTATION  OF  PETITIONS. 

The  President  of  the  Senate  presented  a  petition,  signed  by 
James  Carter,  J.  H.  Daily,  and  about  140  others,  citizens  of 
Indian  Creek  township,  Anderson  county,  Kansas,  asking  for 
the  passage  of  a  law  authorizing  townships  having  160  inhabi- 
tants or  over  to  adopt  a  herd  law  preventing  the  grazing,  herding, 
or  running  at  large  of  any  animals  not  owned  in  the  township. 
The  petition  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Agriculture. 

CONSIDERATION    OF   MESSAGES    FROM   THE  HOUSE  OF

Whereas,  Some  of  the  sufferers  lost  everything  they  possessed, 
and  have  never  been  able  to  recover  any  part  of  said  property, 
and  are  now  getting  old  and  are  in  needy  circumstances :  there 
fore, 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Senate  con- 
curring, That  our  Senators  be  instructed  and  our  Representatives 
requested  to  use  all  proper  measures  to  secure  a  speedy  settlement 
of  these  claims  now  remaining  unpaid. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  State  be  instructed  to  for^vard 
a  copy  of  these  preambles  and  resolutions  to  the  President  of 
the  Senate,  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  to 
each  of  our  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress.

House  bill  No.  6,  An  act  for  the  protection  of  domestic  ani- 
mals, was  read  the  third  time,  and  being  subject  to  amendment 
and  debate,  Senator  Kelley  moved  to  amend  the  bill  by  striking 
therefrom  all  after  the  enacting  clause,  and  inserting  the  follow- 
ing: 

Section  1.  Three  Commissioners,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor, by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall 
constitute  the  Live-Stock  Sanitary  Commission  of  the  State  of 
Kansas.  The  Grovemor  shall  have  the  power  to  remove  any 
member  of  the  Commission,  and  to  fill  any  vacancy  in  said  board. 
Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  ofiice,  each  Commissioner 
shall  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  of  ofiice,  and  file  the  same  with 
the  Secretary  of  State ;  and  each  Commissioner,  before  entering 
on  the  performance  of  his  duties,  shall  execute  a  bond,  to  be 
approved  by  the  Executive  Council,  in  the  sum  of  two  thousand 
dollars,  conditioned  that  he  will  faithfully  perform  the  duties  of 
his  office,  and  file  the  same  with  the  Secretary  of  State.  The 
term  of  office  of  said  Commissioners  shall  be  for  the  period  of 
one,  two,  and  three  years,  respectively,  and  the  Governor  shall 
have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy  in  said  Commission  from  time  to 
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time,  the  appointee's  name  to  be  submitted  for  confirmation  or 
other  action,  to  the  Senate  at  its  next  ensuing  session.  Vacan- 
cies caused  by  a  termination  of  the  above  prescribed  term  of  of- 
fice shall  be  filled  for  a  period  of  three  years,  to  the  end  that  a 
majority  of  experienced  men  may  be  in  continual  service  as 
members  of  the  Commission,  one  of  whose  members  shall  be 
elected  chairman  and  one  secretary.  The  secretary  shall  keep 
a  full  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Commission,  and  report 
the  same  monthly  to  the  Governor,  who  shall  transmit  the  same 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  who  shall 
publish  the  same  in  his  several  reports. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commission,  provided  for 
in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  to  protect  the  health  of  the  domes- 
tic animals  of  the  State  from  all  contagious  or  infectious  diseases 
of  a  malignant  character,  and  foV  this  purpose  it  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  establish,  maintain  and  enforce  such 
quarantine,  sanitary  and  other  regulations  as  it  may  deem  nec- 
essary. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  member  of  said  Commission, 
upon  the  receipt  by  him  of  reliable  information  of  the  existence, 
among  the  domestic  animals  of  the  State,  of  any  malignant  dis- 
ease, to  at  once  notify  the  State  Veterinarian,  who  shall  go  at 
once  to  the  place  where  any  such  disease  is  alleged  to  exist,  and 
make  a  careful  examination  of  the  animals  believed  to  be  af- 
fected with  any  such  disease,  and  ascertain,  if  possible,  what,  if 
any,  disease  exists  among  the  live  stock  reported  to  be  affected, 
and  whether  the  same  is  contagious  or  infectious,  or  not,  and  if 
said  disease  is  found  to  be  of  a  malignant,  contagious  or  infec- 
tious character,  he  shall  direct  the  temporary  quarantine  and 
sanitary  regulations  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of  any  such 
disease,  and  report  his  findings  and  actions  to  the  Commission. 

Sec.  3.  Upon  the  receipt  by  any  member  of  this  Commission 
of  the  report  of  the  State  Veterinarian,  provided  for  in  section 
2  of  this  act,  if  said  member  shall  be  of  the  opinion  that  the 
exigencies  of  the  case  require,  he  shall  immediately  convene  the 
Commission  at  such  place  as  he  may  designate,  and,  if  upon  con- 
sideration of  the  report  of  the  Veterinarian,  the  Commission 
shall  be  satisfied  that  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease  of  a 
malignant  character,  which  seriously  threatens  the  health  of 
domestic  animals,  and  endangers  the  live-stock  interest  of  the 
State,  exists,  they  shall  proceed  at  once  to  the  infected  district,

ascertain  and  determine  the  premises  or  grounds  infected,  and 
establish  the  quarantine,  sanitary  and  police  regulations  neces- 
sary to  circumscribe  and  exterminate  such  disease ;  also  to  list 
and  describe  the  domestic  animals  affected  with  such  disease, 
and  those  which  have  been  exposed  thereto,  and  included  within 
the  infected  district  or  premises  so  defined  and  quarantined,  with 
such  reasonable  certainty  as  would  lead  to  their  identification ; 
and  for  that  purpose  the  said  Commission  may  cause  the  live 
stock  so  included  within  the  quarantined  lines  established  to  be 
branded  in  such  manner  as  the  Commissioners  may  designate. 
And  no  domestic  animal  liable  to  become  infected  with  the  dis- 
ease, or  capable  of  communicating  the  same,  shall  be  permitted 
to  enter  or  leave  the  district,  premises  or  grounds  so  quarantined, 
except  by  authority  of  the  Commission.  The  said  Commipsion 
shall  also,  from  time  to  time,  give  and  enforce  such  directions, 
and  prescribe  such  rules  and  regulations,  as  to  separating,  mode 
of  handling,  treating,  feeding  and  caring  for  such  diseased  and 
exposed  animals,  as  it  shall  deem  necessary  to  prevent  the  two 
classes  of  animals  from  coming  in  contact  with  each  other,  and 
perfectly  isolate  them  from  all  other  domestic  animals  which 
have  not  been  exposed  thereto,  and  which  are  susceptible  of 
becoming  infected  with  the  disease.  And  the  said  Commission, 
or  any  of  the  members  thereof,  and  said  Veterinary,  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  enter  upon  any  grounds  or  prem- 
ises to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  4.  When  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission  it  shall  be 
necessary,  to  prevent  the  further  spread  of  any  malignant,  con- 
tagious or  infectious  disease  among  the  live  stock  of  the  State, 
to  destroy  animals,  affected  or  which  have  been  exposed  to  any 
such  disease,  it  shall  determine  what  animals  shall  be  killed, 
cause  the  same  to  be  appraised  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  to 
be  killed,  and  the  carcasses  disposed  of  as  in  its  judgment  will 
best  protect  the  health  of  the  domestic  animals  of  the  locality. 

Sec.  5.  Whenever,  as  in  the  fourth  section  of  this  act  pro- 
vided, the  Commission  shall  direct  the  killing  of  any  domestic 
animal  or  animals,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioners  to 
appraise  the  animal  or  animals  to  be  killed,  and  shall  make  an 
inventory  of  the  animal  or  animals  condemned ;  and  in  fixing 
the  value  thereof  the  Commissioners  shall  be  governed  by  the 
value  of  like  animals  in  the  locality  at  the  date  of  appraisement, 
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without  reference  to  any  diminution  of  value  resulting  from  the 
diseased  or  exposed  condition  on  account  of  which  said  animal 
or  animals  has  or  have  been  ordered  condemned. 

Sec.  6.  When  the  Commission  shall  have  determined  the  quar- 
antine and  other  regulations  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread 
among  domestic  animals  of  any  malignant,  contagious  or  infec- 
tious disease  found  to  exist  among  the  live  stock  of  the  State, 
and  given  its  order  as  hereinbefore  provided,  prescribing  quar- 
antine and  other  regulations,  it  shall  notify  the  Governor  thereof, 
who  shall  issue  his  proclamation,  proclaiming  the  boundar}'^  of 
such  quarantine,  and  the  orders,  rules  and  regulations  prescribed 
by  the  Commission,  which  proclamation  may  be  published  by 
written  or  printed  hand-bills  posted  within  the  boundaries  or  on 
the  lines  of  the  district,  premises,  places  or  grounds  quarantined: 
Proi^ided,  That  if  the  Commission  decide  that  it  is  not  necessary, 
by  reason  of  the  limited  extent  of  the  district  in  which  such  dis- 
ease exists,  that  a  proclamation  should  be  issued,  then  none  shall 
be  issued ;  but  such  Commission  shall  give  such  notice  as  may  to 
it  seem  best  to  make  the  quarantine  established  by  it  effective. 

Sec.  7.  The  Commission  provided  for  in  this  act  shall  have 
power  to  employ  at  the  expense  of  the  State  such  persons,  and 
purchase  such  supplies  and  material,  as  may  be  necessary  to 
carry  into  full  effect  all  orders  by  it  given  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided :  Provided^  however,  That  no  labor  shall  be  employed,  nor 
material  or  supplies  purchased  by  the  Commission,  except  such 
additional  labor,  material  and  supplies  as  may  be  necessarj-  to 
carry  into  effect  the  quarantine  and  other  regulations  prescribed 
by  the  Commission. 

Sec.  8.  When  any  animal  or  animals  are  killed  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  by  order  of  the  Commission,  the  owner 
thereof  shall  be  paid  therefor  the  appraised  value  as  fixed  by 
the  appraisement  hereinbefore  provided  for.  The  right  of  in- 
demnity on  account  of  animals  killed  by  order  of  the  Commis- 
sion under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  not  extend  to  the 
owner  of  animals  which  have  been  brought  into  the  State  in  a 
diseased  condition,  or  from  a  State,  county,  Territory  or  district 
in  which  the  disease  with  which  the  animal  is  infected,  or  to 
which  it  has  been  exposed,  exists.  Nor  shall  any  animal  be 
paid  for  by  the  State  which  may  be  brought  into  the  State  in 
violation  of  any  law  or  quarantine  regulation  thereof,  or  the 
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owner  of  which  shall  have  violated  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  or  disregarded  any  rule,  regulation  or  order  of  the  Live- 
Stock  Sanitary  Commission  or  any  member  thereof  Nor  shall 
any  animal  be  paid  for  by  the  State  which  came  into  the  posses- 
sion of  the  claimant  with  the  claimant's  knowledge  that  such 
animal  was  diseased  or  was  suspected  of  being  diseased,  or  which 
had  been  or  shall  be  exposed  to  any  malignant,  contagious  or 
infectious  disease.  Nor  shall  any  animal  belonging  to  the 
United  States  be  paid  for  by  the  State. 

Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  owner  or  person  in  charge 
of  any  domestic  animal  who  discovers,  suspects  or  has  reason  to 
believe  that  any  of  his  domestic  animals,  or  domestic  animals  in 
his  charge,  are  affected  with  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease, 
to  immediately  report  such  fact,  belief  or  suspicion  to  the  Com- 
mission, or  any  member  thereof,  and  to  the  sheriiT  and  county 
clerk  of  the  county  in  which  such  domestic  animal  is;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  any  person  who  discovers  the  existence  of 
any  such  contagious  or  infectious  disease  among  the  domestic 
animals  of  another  to  report  the  same  at  once  to  the  sheriff  and 
county  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  such  domestic  animal  is. 

Sec.  10.  The  sheriff  to  whom  the  existence  of  any  infectious 
or  contagious  disease  of  domestic  animals  is  reported,  shall 
forthwith  proceed  to  the  place  where  such  domestic  animal  is, 
and  examine  the  same,  and,  forthwith  report  the  result  of  such 
examination  to  the  Commission,  or  any  member  thereof,  and 
shall  prescribe  such  temporary  quarantine  regulations  as  will 
prevent  the  spread  of  the  contagion  or  infection  until  the  Live- 
stock Sanitary  Commission  can  provide  and  order  suitable  quar- 
antine rules  and  regulations,  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Sec.  11.  The  Live-Stock  Sanitary  Commission  shall  have 
power  to  establish  a  quarantine  against  infectious  or  contagious 
diseases  existing  in  other  States,  Territories,  or  countries,  or 
parts  thereof,  and  prescribe  the  rules  and  regulations  thereof, 
and  the  Governor  shall  by  proclamation  proclaim  the  same,  and 
from  the  date  of  the  publication  of  such  proclamation,  which 
publication  shall  be  made  in  the  official  State  paper,  said  quar- 
antine, and  the  rules  and  regulations  thereof,  shall  be  in  force 
and  effect. 

Sec.  12.  Any  person  who  shall  violate,  disregard,  or  evade,  or 
attempt  to  disregard  or  evade  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
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or  who  shall  violate,  disregard,  or  evade,  or  attempt  to  disregard 
or  evade  any  of  the  rules,  regulations,  orders  or  directions  of 
the  Live-Stock  Sanitary  Commission  establishing  and  governing 
quarantine,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  one 
hundred  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  13.  Any  person,  common  carrier  or  private  carrier  who 
shall  knowingly  transport  into  the  State  of  Kansas  any  domestic 
animal  affected  with  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease,  other 
than  Texas  or  Spanish  fever,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  one 
hundred  dollars  for  each  of  such  animals  so  transported  into  the 
State,  to  be  recovered  ih  a  civil  action  prosecuted  by  the  Attor- 
ney General  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  Kansas. 

Sec.  14.  Any  person  who  owns,  or  is  in  possession  of,  live 
stock  which  is,  or  which  is  suspected,  or  reported  to  be,  affected 
with  any  infectious  or  contagious  disease,  who  shall  refuse  to 
allow  the  State  Veterinarian  to  examine  such  stock,  or  shall 
hinder  or  obstruct  the  State  Veterinarian  in  any  examination  of, 
or  in  an  attempt  to  examine  such  stock,  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  convictien  thereof  shall  be  fined 
in  any  sum  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars.  The  employ^  authorized  to  be  employed  by 
the  Commission  shall  receive  the  sum  of  two  dollars  per  day 
for  the  time  employed,  the  same  to  be  paid  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided for  the  payment  of  expenses  incurred  by  the  members  of 
the  Commission,  and  upon  approval  of  said  Commission.  All 
material  and  supplies  hereinbefore,  authorized  to  be  purchased 
shall  be  paid  for  as  hereinbefore  provided,  upon  itemized  state- 
ments approved  by  the  Commission. 

Sec.  15.  When  any  person  who  shall  have  in  his  possession 
any  domestic  animal  affected  with  any  contagious  or  infectious 
disease,  other  than  Texas  or  Spanish  fever,  knowing  such  animal 
to  be  so  affected,  or  after  having  received  notice  that  such  animal 
is  so  affected,  who  shall  permit  such  animal  to  run  at  large,  or 
who  shall  keep  such  animal  where  other  domestic  animals  not 
affected  by  or  previously  exposed  to  such  disease  may  be  exposed 
to  its  contagion  or  infection,  or  who  shall  sell,  ship,  drive,  trade, 
or  give  away  such  diseased  animal  or  animals  which  have  been 
exposed  to  such  infection  or  contagion,  or  who  shall  move  or 
drive  any  domestic  animal  in  violation  of  any  direction,  rule, 
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regulation  or  order  establishing  and  regulating  quarantine,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
sliall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor 
more  than  five  hundred  dollars  for  each  of  such  diseased  or  ex 
poaed  domestic  animals  which  he  shall  permit  to  run  at  large,  or 
keep,  or  sell,  ship,  drive,  trade,  or  give  away  in  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act :  Provided^  That  any  owner  of  any  domestic 
animal  which  has  been  affected  with  or  exposed  to  any  contijigious 
or  infectious  disease,  other  than  Texas  or  Spanish  fever,  may 
dispoge  of  the  same  after  having  obtained  from  the  State  Veter- 
inarian a  bill  of  health  for  such  animal. 

Sec.  16.  When  any  live  stock  shall  be  killed  by  order  of  the 
Comniision,it  shall  issue  to  the  owner  of  the  live  stock  so  killed  a 
certificate,  showing  the  amount  to  which  the  holder  is  entitled, 
and  report  the  same  to  the  Auditor  of  State;  and,  upon  presen- 
tation of  such  certificate  to  the  Auditor,  he  shall  draw  his  war- 
rant on  the  Treasurer  for  the  amount  therein  stated. 

Sec.  17.  That  the  members  of  the  Commission  appointed  by 
the  Governor  as  hereinbefore  provided  shall  receive  fiy%  dollars 
per  day  for  the  time  by  them  necessarily  employed  in  the  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  required  by  this  act ;  and  each  member  of 
the  Commission  hereinbefore  provided  for  shall  receive  the  actual 
necessary  traveling  expenses  by  him  incurred  and  paid  in  the 
discharge  of  the  duties  required  of  him  by  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  which  said  per  diem  and  expenses  shall  be  drawn  from  the 
treasury  on  the  warrant  of  the  Auditor,  to  be  issued  on  the  filing 
in  his  office  of  an  iteihized  account  thereof,  properly  verified. 

Sec.  18.  Whenever  the  Grovernor  of  the  State  shall  have  good 
reason  to  believe  that  any  dangerous  contagious  or  infectious  dis- 
ease has  become  epizootic  in  certain  localities  in  other  States, 
Territories  or  countries,  or  that  there  are  conditions  which  ren- 
der such  domestic  animals  from  such  infected  districts  liable  to 
convey  such  disease,  he  shall,  by  proclamation,  prohibit  the  im- 
portation of  any  live  stock  of  the  kind  diseased  into  the  State, 
unless  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  health,  given  by  a  duly- 
authorized  veterinary  inspector,  and  all  such  animals  arriving 
^  this  State  shall,  when  ordered  by  the  Live-Stock  Sanitary 
Commission,  be  examined  without  delay  by  the  State  Veterinary 
Surgeon,  and,  if  deemed  necessary,  placed  in  close  quarantine 
until  all  danger  of  infection  is  passed,  when  they  shall  be  re- 
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leased  by  the  order  of  the  Veterinary  Surgeon  or  the  Live-Stock 
Commission ;  and  all  persons  are  forbidden  to  bring  any  stock 
into  this  State  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  any 
person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars 
nor  more  than  five  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  19.  The  Commissioners  shall  have  the  power  to  call  upon 
any  sheriff,  under-sheriff,  deputy  sheriff,  or  constable,  to  execute 
their  orders,  and  such  officers  shall  obey  the  orders  of  said  Com- 
missioners ;  and  the  officers  performing  such  duties  shall  receive 
compensation  therefor  as  is  presipribed  by  law  for  like  services, 
to  be  paid  as  other  expenses  of  said  Commission  as  hereinbefore 
provided ;  and  any  officer  may  arrest  on  view,  and  take  before 
any  magistrate  of  the  county,  any  person  found  violating  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  such  officer  shall  immediately  notify 
the  county  attorney  of  such  arrest,  and  he  shall  prosecute  the 
person  so  offending  according  to  law. 

Sec.  20.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  only  to  horses, 
asses,  mules,  neat  cattle,  sheep,  goats,  and  dogs ;  and  the  provi- 
sion of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  disease  known  as  Spanish 
or  Texas  fever. 

Sec.  21.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act  each  member  of  the 
Live-Stock  Sanitary  Commission  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  administer  oaths  and  affirmations. 

Sec.  22.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  once  in  the  official  State  paper. 

The  bill  having  been  read  the  third  time,  the  question  being, 
Shall  the  bill  pass?  the  roll  was  called,  with  the  following  result: 
Yeas,  24 ;  nays,  0.

A  constitutional  majority  having  voted  in  favor  of  the  passage 
of  the  bill,  the  bill  pa.ssed.     The  title  was  agreed  to. 
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MESSAGE  FROM  THE  HOUSE. 

The  following  message  from  the  House  of  Representatives  was 
received,  and  read: 

Mr.  President  :  I  am  directed  to  inform  the  Senate  that  the 
House  has  amended  Senate  bill  No.  8,  An  act  relating  to  unor- 
ganized counties,  as  thereon  noted,  have  passed  the  same  as 
amended,  and  respectfully  desires  your  concurrence  in  said 
amendment.

Senator  Thacher  called  up  House  message  relating  to  Senate 
bill  No.  8,  the  House  having  amended  the  bill  by  striking  there- 
from, in  section  1,  the  following:  "And  such  municipal  township 
created  under  this  act  shall  have  power  to  issue  township  bonds 
to  the  amount  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  to  be  used  solely  for  the 
construction  of  bridges  within  such  township,  said  bonds  to  be 
issued  by  a  vote  of  the  people,  and  in  manner  as  prescribed  by 
the  laws  regulating  the  sale  of  bonds  and  construction  of  internal 
improvements." 

Senator  Thacher  moved  that  the  Senate  concur  in  the  House 
amendment  to  Senate  bill  No.  8.

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  HOUSE. 
The  following  message  from  the  House  of  Representatives  was 
received,  and  read : 

Mr.  President  :  I  am  directed  to  inform  the  Senate  that  the 

House  has  failed  to  agree  to  Senate  amendments  to  House  bill 

No.  6,  An  act  for  the  protection  of  domestic  animals.     The  bill 

and  amendments  are  herewith  returned. 

The  House  has  also  indefinitely  postponed  Senate  bill  No.  1, 
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An  act  authorizing  and  empowering  water  companies  to  con- 
demn lands  and  water,  and  to  divert  and  take  water  from  any 
rivers  and  streams  in  this  State  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the 
inhabitants  of  cities  with  water  for  domestic  use,  sanitary  pur- 
poses, and  extinguishment  of  fires.  The  bill  is  herewith  re- 
turned. H.  L.  Millard,  Chief  Clerk 

Senator  Ware  called  up  House  message  relating  to  House  bill 
No.  6,  An  act  for  the  protection  of  domestic  animals. 

The  House  having  failed  to  concur  in  Senate  amendments  to 
House  bill  No.  6,  Senator  Ware  moved  that  the  Senate  adhere 
to  its  amendments  to  House  bill  No.  6,  and  that  the  President 
of  the  Senate  appoint  a  committee  of  conference  on  part  of  the 
Senate,  and  that;  a  committee  of  conference  be  requested  of  the 
House,  to  take  into  consideration  the  difference  between  the  two 
houses  on  said  bill,  which  motion  prevailed. 

Thereupon  the  President  of  the  Senate  appointed  Senators 
Finch,  Crane  and  AUer  as  such  conference  committee  on  part  of 
the  Senate. 

Senator  Case  moved  that  the  Senate  do  now  adjourn,  which 
motion  did  not  prevail. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  ENROLLED  BILI^. 

Senator  Clark,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Enrolled  Bills, 
submitted  the  following  report  :

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business,  and  respectfully  desires  your  concurrence  therein.

Senator  Blue  called  for  the  reading  of  House  messages.  There- 
upon, House  concurrent  resolution  No.  1  was  read. 

The  resolution,  being  concurrent,  was  ordered  to  lie  over  until 
to-morrow^ 

Senator  Crane  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended,  and  the 
resolution  be  considered  now. 

A  vote  being  had,  the  rules  were  suspended,  and  the  resolution 
was  taken  up  for  consideration,  and  adopted.

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR. 

State  of  Kansas,  Executive  Department,  ) 
ToPEKA,  January  14,  1885.      j 
To  the  Senate:  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit,  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  constitution,  my  biennial  message 
to  the  Legislature.     Very  respectfully, 

John  A.  Martin,  Governor, 

To  the  Senate  a7id  House  of  Representatives:  Before  the 
Legislature  again  assembles  in  regular  session,  Kansas  will  have 
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completed  her  first  quarter  of  a  century  as  a  State  in  the  Union. 
Admitted  on  the  29th  of  January,  1861,  just  on  the  outbreak  of 
the  most  vital  and  tremendous  conflict  the  world  has  ever  known, 
the  history  of  Kansas  affords  a  signal  and  illustrious  example  of 
the  growth  and  development  of  an  American  commonwealth 
under  the  inspiration  of  free  republican  institutions.  The  thirty- 
one  counties  organized  at  the  date  of  its  admission  have  increased 
to  eighty-two,  and  the  population  of  the  State,  then  but  little  in 
excess  of  one  hundred  thousand,  is  now  ftilly  a  million  and  a 
quarter.  Then,  only  406,468  acres  of  its  vast  area  of  productive 
soil  were  under  cultivation,  and  the  leading  crop  products  of  the 
State  a^regated  only  194,173  bushels  of  wheat  and  6,150,727 
bushels  of  com.  During  the  year  just  closed,  9,458,737  acres 
were  under  cultivation,  and  the  leading  cereal  products  of  the 
State  aggregated  48,050,431  bushels  of  wheat  and  190,870,686 
bushels  of  com.  In  January,  1861,  the  assessed  value  of  the 
property  of  the  State  aggregated  only  $24,774,333;  now  it  ag- 
gregates $237,020,391.  Then  only  217  school  districts  were 
organized,  319  teachers  employed,  and  the  school  property  of 
the  State  was  valued  at  only  $10,432;  now,  there  are  nearly 
7,000  organized  school  districts  and  6,605  school  houses,  8,342 
teachers  are  employed  in  our  public  schools,  and  the  school  prop- 
erty of  the  State  aggregates  in  value  $5,715,582.  Then,  there 
was  not  a  mile  of  railway  within  the  boundaries  of  Kansas; 
now,  there  are  4,486.50  miles  of  railway  in  operation;  the 
assessed  value  of  these  roads  is  $28,455,907.86 ;  and  sixty-nine 
of  the  eighty-two  organized  and  four  of  the  thirteen  unorganized 
counties  of  the  State  are  traversed  by  one  or  more  lines  of  rail- 
way. In  1861  the  live  stock  of  the  State  comprised  only  20,344 
horses,  1,496  mules,  93,463  cattle,  138,294  swine,  and  17,569 
sheep — a  total  of  271,166  head.  Now,  there  are  in  Kansas 
461,136  horses,  64,889  mules,  1,858,825  cattle,  1,953,144  swine, 
and  1,206,297  sheep— a  total  of  5,544,391  head.  The  total  vote 
of  the  State,  in  1861,  was  only  14,471 ;  in  1864  it  had  increased 
to  21,835;  in  1868  to  43,684;  in  1872,  to  100,174;  in  1876,  to 
124,110;  in  1880,  to  201,236;  and  at  the  last  election  it  reached 
a  total  of  265,684. 

The  marvelous  growth  and  prosperity  these  figures  reveal  are 
not  only  gratifying  to  the  pride  of  every  citizen  of  the  State,  and 
honorable  to  the  men  and  women  whose  industry,  energy  and 
intelligence  have  wrought  this  miracle  of  development,  but  they 
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fihould  admonish  you,  gentlemen  of  the  Legislature,  of  the  larger 
and  graver  duties  and  responsibilities  devolved  upon  you  by  the 
greatness  of  the  State  you  represent.  To  you  is  committed  the 
sole  power  of  making  laws  for  the  preservation  of  public  order, 
the  protection  of  individual  rights,  the  promotion  of  the  general 
welfare,  and  the  punishment  of  outbreaking  crime ;  and  in  your 
hands  rests  all  authority  to  levy,  or  to  control  the  levying  of, 
taxes  for  the  support  of  the  State  government,  the  education  of 
our  youth,  the  proper  care  of  the  unfortunate,  and  the  building 
up  of  those  public  institutions  of  learning,  of  charity,  and  of 
reform  or  punishment,  which  are  essential  to  the  well-being  of 
civilized  society. 

STATE  FINANCES. 

The  reports  of  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer,  showing  the  finan- 
cial condition  of  the  State,  are  full  and  satisfactory.  The  credit 
of  Kansas  has  always  ranked  high,  and  the  outstanding  bonds 
of  the  State  command  a  large  premium. 

The  total  bonded  debt  of  the  State,  on  the  1st  of  January, 
1885,  was  $935,500.  Of  this  amount,  the  permanent  school  fund 
held  $544,500;  the  University  fund,  $9,000,  and  the  sinking 
fund,  $61,000— a  total  of  $614,500.  Only  $321,000  of  our 
bonds  remain  in  the  hands  of  individuals  or  corporations.  The 
cash  in  the  treasury  belonging  to  the  sinking  fund  is  $13,203.58. 

During  the  two  years  covered  by  the  fourth  biennial  report  of 
the  State  Treasurer,  viz.,  from  July  1st,  1882,  to  June  30th, 
1884,  the  receipts  of  the  treasury  (including  a  balance  of 
$644,323.76,  on  hand  July  Ist,  1882,)  aggregated  $4,588,460.50. 
The  disbursements  during  the  same  period  were  $3,833,948.43, 
leaving  a  balance  in  the  treasury,  June  30th,  1884,  of  $754,512.07. 

From  July  1st  to  December  31st,  1884,  the  receipts  of  the 
State  treasury  were  as  follows :  From  tax,  $298,733,98 ;  from 
principal  of  school  lands,  $118,811.29;  from  permanent  school 
fund  bonds  paid,  $33,552.35 ;  from  interest  on  sales  of  school 
land,  $67,985.80 ;  from  interest  on  permanent  fund  bonds,  $58,- 
268.68 ;  from  other  sources,  $164,949.44.  Making  an  aggregate 
of  $742,301.54,  which,  added  to  the  balance  on  hand  June  30, 
1884,  makes  a  total  of  $1,496,813.61.  The  disbursements  dur- 
ing the  same  six  months  aggregated  $1,118,469.96,  leaving  in 
the  treasury  at  the  close  of  business  on  the  3l8t  of  December 
last,  the  sum  of  $308,343.65,  divided  among  the  several  funds 
as  follows:    Greneral  revenue,   $90,741.93;    Capitol  extension 
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fund,  $2,679.46;  sinking  fund,  $13,203.58;  interest  fund,  $47,- 
051.08;  permanent  school  fund,  $17,384.76;  annual  school  ftind, 
$85,098.50;  University  permanent  fund,  $9,652.06 ;  University 
interest  fund,  $4,474.09;  Normal  School  permanent  fund, 
$470.11 ;  Normal  School  interest  fund,  $1,723.14;  Agricultural 
College  endowment  fund,  $4,258.48 ;  Agricultural  College  inter- 
est fund,  $4,833.03;  military  fund,  $9,224.65;  Railroad  Com- 
missioner fund,  $3,053.64;  railroad  fund,  $8,101.39 ;  insurance 
fund,  $3,426.42;  library  fund,  $2,195 ;  veterinary  fund,  $772.34. 
Amounting  in  the  aggregate,  as  stated,  to  $308,343.65  unex- 
pended balances  and  uninvested  funds. 

The  bonds  and  securities  in  the  treasury  at  the  close  of  busi- 
ness  December  31st,  1884,  were  as  follows:  Permanent  school 
ftind  bonds,  $3,051,600.25;  Agricultural  College  bonds,  $364,- 
103.50;  Agricultural  College  notes  and  contracts,  $119,083.20; 
University  fund  bonds,  $74,698 ;  Normal  School  bonds,  $61,875 ; 
sinking  fund  bonds,  $61,000.    Making  a  total  of  $3,732,359.95. 

MUNICIPAL    DEBT    AND    TAXATION. 

The  indebtedness  of  the  State  is  so  small,  and  its  payment  at 
maturity  will  be  so  gradually  and  so  easily  provided  for,  that 
the  contrast  presented  by  the  enormous  aggregate  of  local  debts 
is  startling.  The  bonds  issued  by  the  several  counties  of  Kansas, 
and  outstanding  on  the  Ist  of  July  last,  aggregated  $7,444,741.90, 
and  the  county  warrants  outstanding  at  the  same  date  aggregated 
$621,006.39,  making  a  total  county  indebtedness  of  $8,065,748.29. 
The  township  bonds  outstanding,  at  the  same  time,  aggregated 
$2,625,243.55,  and  the  township  warrants  outstanding,  $24,787.35 
—  making  a  total  township  indebtedness  of  $2,650,030.90.  The 
city  bonds  then  outstanding  aggregated  $2,287,125.90,  and  the 
city  warrants  due  and  unpaid,  $200,310.27 — making  a  total  city 
indebtedness  of  $2,487,436.17.  The  school-district  bonds  out- 
standing at  the  same  date  aggregated  $2,734,788.31,  and  the 
school-district  warrants  $13,926.19  —  making  a  total  school-dis- 
trict indebtedness  of  $2,748,714.50.  Grand  total  of  municipal 
indebtedness,  county,  township,  city  and  school  district,  $15,- 
951,929.86. 

In  one  Kansas  county  the  municipal  indebtedness  aggregates 
more  than  one-fiflh  of  the  assessed  value  of  all  the  property  of 
the  county,  and  is  nearly  double  the  bonded  debt  of  the  State. 
In  another  county  the  aggregate  of  the  municipal  debts  exceeds 
the  State  debt  over  ten  thousand  dollars ;  in  still  another  county 
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the  aggregate  is  within  sixty  thousand  dollars  of  the  State's 
bonded  debt;  and  in  two  others  the  aggregate  indebtedness 
closely  approximates  that  of  the  State. 

And  this  dreadful  burden  of  municipal  debt  is  still  piling  up. 
In  July,  1882,  it  aggregated  $14,472,019.72;  in  July,  1884,  the 
CLgg^gftte  was  $15,951,929.86 — an  increase,  in  two  years,  of 
$1,479,910.14.  It  probably  now  exceeds  sixteen  million  dollars, 
or  very  nearly  one-fifteenth  of  the  total  assessed  valuation  of  all 
the  property  of  the  State. 

The  limitations  and  restrictions  put  upon  the  power  of  coun- 
ties, townships,  cities,  and  school  districts,  to  create  debts  and 
levy  taxes,  are  too  few  and  feeble.  The  disease  which  afflicts 
the  body  politic  is  too  much  local  government.  The  State  is 
more  fortunate  than  any  of  its  local  subdivisions,  because  the 
framers  of  its  constitution  wisely  limited  its  debt  to  one  million 
dollars.  If  proportionate  limitations  had  been  placed  upon  the 
debt-creating  authority  of  our  local  governments,  Kansas  would 
to-day  have  been  in  a  much  better  financial  condition,  and  in 
all  other  respects  her  people  would  be  quite  as  prosperous  as 
they  now  are. 

What  remedies  for  the  evil  complained  of  can  now  be  pro- 
vided? This  is  a  difficult  problem.  But  surely  the  wisdom  of 
the  Legislature  should  be  equal  to  the  task  of  protecting  the 
municipalities  of  the  State  against  a  continuance  of  this  waste- 
ful improvidence.  Stringent  limitations  should  be  placed  on  the 
debt-creating  and  tax-levying  powers  of  all  local  organizations. 
Half  of  the  so-called  "cities"  of  the  State  should  be  relegated 
to  the  rank  of  towns  and  villages,  and  the  simplest  and  most 
economical  form  of  government  should  be  provided  for  them. 
In  all  communities  where  the  population  justifies  a  city  organiz- 
ation, the  membership  of  the  councils  should  be  largely  reduced ; 
the  boards  of  education  should  have  not  to  exceed  three  mem- 
bers, who  should  be  elected  at  large ;  the  tax-levying  authority 
of  councils  should  be  hedged  about  with  the  most  stringent 
regulations  and  limitations ;  and  no  bonded  debt  should  be  cre- 
ated unless  authorized  by  the  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  legal 
voters. 

ASSESSMENT  AND  TAXATION. 

Our  laws  on  the  subject  of  the  assessment  and  equalization  of 
property  values  for  taxation  need  thorough  revision.  Section 
15,  chapter  107,  Laws  of  1879,  requires  that  all  classes  of  prop- 
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erty  shall  be  assessed  at  the  true  value  thereof  in  money. 
This  provision  is  practically  a  dead  letter.  The  assessors  not 
only  pay  no  attention  to  this  requirement,  but,  by  formal  agree- 
ment, assess  property  at  from  25  to  50  per  cent,  of  its  true  value, 
and  afi  a  consequence,  the  State  Board  of  Railroad  Assessors 
adopts  the  same  rule  in  appraising  the  value  of  railway  prop- 
erty. 

K  it  were  possible,  under  such  a  system,  to  obtain  a  uniform 
assessment  of  property  values  throughout  the  State,  there  would 
not,  perhaps,  be  serious  ground  for  complaint.  The  only  evil 
result  would  be  the  impression  created  in  the  minds  of  persons 
desiring  to  become  citizens  of  Kansas  that  our  taxes  must  be 
very  burdensome.  But  the  valuations  of  property  in  the  several 
counties,  and  often  in  different  sections  of  the  same  county,  are 
grossly  unequal,  ranging  from  25  to  60  per  cent,  of  actual  value. 

The  causes  which  have  operated  to  bring  about  these  inequali- 
ties in  assessment  appear  to  be,  first,  a  desire  on  the  part  of  town- 
ship assessors  and  county  boards  to  diminish,  as  much  as  possible, 
the  proportion  of  their  respective  county  and  State  tax;  and, 
second,  to  avoid  the  restrictions  upon  tax  levies  provided  in  sec- 
tion 220,  chapter  25,  Laws  of  1879.  Under  this  section,  a  county 
with  a  property  valuation  not  exceeding  $5,000,000,  can  levy 
one  per  cent,  for  general  purposes,  and  is  thereby  enabled  to  raise 
$50,000.  But  should  the  valuation  be  increased  to  85,100,000, 
the  county  authorities  can  levy  only  one-half  of  one  per  cent., 
yielding  a  revenue  of  only  $25,100.  If,  therefore,  the  sum  of 
$50,000  is  required  for  current  expenses,  the  county  must  either 
increase  its  assessed  values  at  once  from  $5,000,000  to  $10,000,- 
000,  or  keep  such  values  below  the  first-named  sum.  The  con- 
stant tendency,  therefore,  is  toward  low  valuations.  This 
difficulty  might  be  remedied  by  authorizing  a  levy  of  one  per 
cent,  on  a  valuation  of  $5,000,000,  and  providing  that  the  levy 
should  be  decreased  one  mill  for  each  $1,000,000  increase  in  val- 
uation. 

Several  counties  have,  during  the  past  few  years,  sought  to 
inaugurate  a  reform  in  assessments,  and  to  comply  with  the  re- 
quirements of  our  laws.  But  as  such  attempts  invariably 
resulted  in  imposing  unequal  and  oppressive  burdens  upon  their 
tax-payers,  the  authorities  of  such  counties  have  soon  abandoned 
their  purpose. 

The  whole  question  of  the  assessment  and  equalization  of  prop- 
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erty  values  ib  of  grave  and  general  importance,  worthy  of  the 
serious  attention  of  the  Legislature.  I  am  aware  that  it  is  a 
complex  subject,  and  presents  many  phases  difficult  to  harmo- 
niously and  equitably  adjust.  But  I  can  conceive  of  no  ques- 
tion likely  to  come  before  you  that  is  of  more  vital  interest  to 
the  general  welfare  of  the  people,  or  more  deserving  of  patient, 
careful,  intelligent  study  and  consideration. 

SCHOOL-DISTRICT   BOND   LEVIES. 

Under  the  provisions  of  section  187,  chapter  92,  Compiled 
Laws  of  1879,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  board  of  county  com- 
missioners of  each  county  to  levy,  annually,  upon  all  the  taxable 
property  in  each  school  district  in  such  county,  a  tax  sufficient 
to  pay  the  interest  accruing  upon  any  bond  issued  by  such  dis- 
trict, and  to  provide  a  sinking  fund  for  the  final  redemption  of 
the  bonds. 

It  sometimes  happens,  either  from  neglect  or  purposely,  that 
the  duty  thus  enjoined  is  not  performed,  and  no  provision  is 
made  for  the  pa3rment  of  coupons  or  bonds  until  long  after 
maturity.  As  the  majority  of  these  school-district  bonds  are 
owned  by  the  permanent  school  fund,  would  it  not  be  well  to 
give  the  State  Board  of  School  Fund  Commissioners  authority 
to  fully  protect  the  interests  of  the  funds  in  their  guardianship, 
by  conferring  upon  them  power  to  make  the  necessary  levies  in 
all  cases  where  county  commissioners  have  refused  or  neglected 
to  do  so? 

PUBLIC   EDUCATION. 

The  school  system  of  Kansas  embraces  the  common  schools, 
the  University,  the  Agricultural  College,  and  the  Normal  School. 
The  constitution  makes  it  an  imperative  duty  of  the  Legislature 
"to  encourage  the  promotion  of  intellectual,  moral,  scientific  and 
agricultural  improvement,  by  establishing  a  uniform  system  of 
common  schools,  and  schools  of  higher  grade,  embracing  normal, 
preparatory,  collegiate  and  university  departments."  The  duty 
thus  enjoined  in  our  organic  law  has  been  supplemented  by  an 
unfailing  and  even  prodigal  generosity  on  the  part  of  the  people 
of  the  State,  in  the  facilities  provided  for  the  education  of  our 
youth.  The  first  public  thought,  in  every  settlement  in  Kansas, 
has  been  the  school  house.  The  best  constructed  and  most  costly 
building  in  every  city,  town  or  hamlet  of  the  State,  is  the  public 
school.  No  Kansas  community,  in  the  darkest  days  it  has 
known,  has  ever  felt  too  poor  to  pay  for  a  school  house  and  em- 
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ploy  a  teacher.  When  the  people  were  living  in  dug-outs,  they 
voted  bonds  to  build  a  comfortable  school  house  on  the  hill. 
Believing  education  to  be  *'  a  better  safeguard  of  liberty  than  a 
standing  army/'  and  that  on  it  the  future  destiny  and  glory  of 
the  State  must  fundamentally  rest,  no  touch  of  parsimony  has 
characterized  the  relations  between  the  tax-payers  of  Kansas 
and  our  school  system.  The  expenditures  of  the  State  for  public 
education  exceed  the  aggregate  of  all  its  other  expenditures. 

The  report  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction 
shows  a  school  population — between  the  ages  of  five  and  twenty- 
one  years— of  411,250,  an  increase  of  28,981  over  1883.  The 
scholars  enrolled  numbered  308,601,  an  increase  of  17,433  over 
the  enrollment  of  the  previous  year.  The  attendance  in  1883 
averaged  168,117;  for  the  year  just  closed,  207,221  — an  increase 
of  39,104.  In  1874  the  enrollment  was  only  135,598,  and  the 
attendance  77,386.  These  figures  show  an  increase,  in  ten  years, 
of  168,003  in  enrollment  and  129,835  in  attendance. 

The  teachers  employed  in  the  public  schools  in  1883  numbered 
8,283;  in  1884,  8,342,  of  whom  2,396  were  males  and  5,406  fe- 
males. Average  wages  paid  teachers,  per  month,  males,  $40.70 ; 
females,  $32.85.  In  1874  there  were  5,043  teachers  employed, 
of  whom  2,360  were  males  and  2,683  females.  The  average 
wages  then  paid  were :  males,  $37.24 ;  females,  $28.69.  The  in- 
crease in  the  average  wages  paid  indicates  an  increasing  demand 
for  better  qualified  teachers. 

The  school  buildings  and  grounds  are  valued  at  $5,715,582. 
There  are  6,605  school  houses,  of  which  417  were  built  during 
the  past  year.  In  1874  the  school  houses  numbered  only  3,543, 
valued  at  $3,989,085.  Increase  in  number  of  school  houses 
during  the  past  ten  years,  3,062;  in  their  value,  $1,726,497. 

The  receipts  and  expenditures  for  school  purposes,  during  the 
school  year  ended  July  31st,  1884,  are  shown  by  the  following 
exhibit : 

Receipts. —  Balance  in  district  treasuries  Aug.  1st,  1883,  $378,- 
271.87.  Amount  received  from  county  treasurers  from  district 
taxes,  $2,021,053.25;  received  from  county  school  funds,  $304,- 
444.74;  from  sale  of  school  bonds,  $539,009.34;  from  all  other 
sources,  $149,271.15.     Making  a  total  of  $3,392,050.35. 

Expenditures, — Amount  paid  for  teachers'  wages,  $1,682,- 
734.62;  for  rents,  fuel,  and  incidentals,  $431,542.17;  for  libra- 
ries and  school  apparatus,  $56,602.30 ;  for  sites,  buildings,  and 
furniture,  $566,231.47;  for  all  other  purposes,  $145,852.72.    Total 
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expenditures  for  school  purposes  during  the  year,  82,8^2,963.28. 
Balance  in  the  hands  of  district  treasurers,  July  31st,  1884, 
«509,087.07. 

School  Funds. — The  investments  for  the  permanent  school 
fund  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30th,  1883,  aggregated 
8339,946.55 ;  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30th,  1884,  $762,- 
861 ;  for  the  period  from  June  30th  to  Dec.  1st,  1884,  8248,588. 
Total,  81,351,395.55.  The  uninvested  money  belonging  to  this 
fund,  remaining  in  the  State  treasury  Dec.  Ist,  last,  was  89,169.75. 

THE   COUNTY   TEACHERS*    INSTITUTES 

Are  doing  excellent  work,  and  the  money  appropriated  for  them, 
by  the  State,  is  well  spent.  Our  school  system  must  depend,  for 
its  success,  largely  on  the  spirit  and  enterprise  of  the  teachers, 
and  these  institutes,  furnishing  normal  education  to  the  great 
body  of  our  public  educators,  and  promoting  and  fostering  a 
spirit  of  pride  in  their  profession,  are  of  important  and  general 
benefit.  For  so  large  a  body  of  officers,  the  teachers  of  Kansas 
rank  well.  But  there  is  room  for  improvement,  and  it  is  worthy 
of  inquiry  whether  an  increase  of  the  work  of  the  county  insti- 
tutes would  not  be  wise. 

HIGHER  SCHOOLS. 

Our  institutions  of  advanced  education  seem  to  be  in  a  flour- 
ishing condition.  Undoubtedly  the  common-school  system  is 
infinitely  more  valuable  to  us  as  a  State  than  the  higher  institu- 
tions, but  both  are  necessary  to  secure  the  best  results  in  the 
formation  of  a  wise  and  intelligent  community.  Kansas  is  now 
a  great,  populous  and  wealthy  State,  and  can  afford  to  be  liberal, 
though  not  extravagant,  in  providing  for  our  institutions  of 
higher  education.  The  public  schools  should  be  put  in  harmo- 
nious relations  with  the  University,  the  Agricultural  College, 
and  the  Normal  School,  feeding  them  with  the  best  blood  and 
brain  of  the  State.  The  graduates  of  all  these  institutions,  as  a 
rule,  remain  permanent  citizens  of  Kansas,  and  give  us  the  bene- 
fit of  their  knowledge,  and  of  the  discipline  to  which  they  have 
been  subjected.  The  higher  schools  of  learning  have  always 
been  the  home  and  nursery  of  progress  and  freedom,  even  in 
despotic  governments,  and  their  liberalizing,  conservative  and 
up-building  results  among  a  free  people  cannot  be  over-^timated. 

The  three  great  educational  institutions  of  the  State  should 
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each,  however,  confine  its  work  to  the  purposes  for  which  it  was 
established.  No  one  of  them  should  attempt,  nor  be  permitted, 
to  trench  on  the  field  assigned  the  others.  There  is  room  and 
need  for  them  all,  each  in  its  legitimate  province.  The  State 
does  not  need,  and  should  not  be  asked  to  support,  two  or  three 
Universities,  or  Agricultural  Colleges,  or  Normal  Schools,  but 
it  ought  to,  and  no  doubt  will,  generously  support  one  institu- 
tion in  each  of  the  fields  of  work  and  duty  indicated  by  the 
names  of  these  homes  of  learning. 

The  State  University. — The  condition  of  the  University, 
its  prospects  and  needs,  are  fully  stated  in  the  reports  of  its 
Regents,  its  Chancellor,  and  its  heads  of  departments.  The 
Regents  state  that  a  substantial  and  gratifying  prosperity  has 
marked  its  history  during  the  past  two  years.  The  new  chem- 
ical building  has  been  erected  and  equipped.  The  Board  has 
wisely  ordered  the  discontinuance  of  the  lowest  preparatory 
course,  and  taken  action  looking  to  the  early  discontinuance  of 
the  entire  preparatory  department,  so  that  the  strength  of  the 
Faculty  may  be  devoted  wholly  to  the  work  of  higher  education. 

The  University  had  521  students  enrolled  during  the  last  fiscal 
year,  and  is  steadily  growing  in  usefulness  and  popularity.  The 
State  should  cherish  and  encourage  it  in  every  possible  way. 
The  Regents  urge  the  erection  of  a  natural  history  building. 
The  collection  of  that  department,  undoubtedly  one  of  the  larg- 
est and  most  valuable  in  the  country,  long  ago  overflowed  the 
boundaries  of  the  rooms  assigned  it. 

The  Agricultural  College. — The  reports  of  the  Board  of 
Regents  and  officers  of  the  State  Agricultural  College  detail  the 
growth  and  general  condition  of  that  institution.  Its  buildings 
are  substantial  and  commodious,  its  grounds  attractive,  and  its 
annual  attendance  has  increased  26  per  cent.,  395  students  being 
now  enrolled.  The  new  wing  of  the  main  college  building  is 
completed  and  occupied.  The  endowment  fund  now  aggregates 
$476,305.18,  all  of  which  except  $8,111  is  invested  at  rates  of 
interest  varying  from  six  to  ten  per  cent.  The  College  is  steadily 
and  rapidly  growing  in  popular  esteem,  and  its  course  of  study 
is  well  adapted  to  the  objects  for  which  the  institution  was 
founded.  Its  needs  are  fully  set  forth  in  the  reports  of  its  Re- 
gents and  officers. 

State  Normal  School. — The  school  teachers  constitute  the 
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largest  body  of  public  functionaries  in  Kansas,  and  this  institu- 
tion, the  State's  training-school  for  teachers,  is  a  most  important 
factor  in  our  educational  system.  The  reports  of  its  Board  of 
Regents  and  officers  affirm  that  its  usefulness  is  constantly  in- 
creasing, and  that  its  attendance,  numbering  534  during  the  last 
fiscal  year,  would  have  been  even  larger  if  room  for  the  accom- 
modation of  those  applying  for  admission  could  have  been  pro- 
vided. Detailed  estimates  of  the  requirements  of  the  school  for 
the  ensuing  two  years  are  given  in  the  reports,  and  commended 
to  your  attention. 

The  Board  of  Regents  reports  the  sale,  in  bulk,  of  a  large  tract 
of  lands  in  Mitchell  county,  at  the  rate  of  S8.50  per  acre.  The 
report  of  the  State  Auditor  shows  that  the  average  assessed  value 
of  lands  in  Mitchell  county  is  $2.92  per  acre,  and  this  is  proba- 
bly not  to  exceed  thirty  or  forty  per  cent,  of  their  true  value. 
This  sale  of  Normal  School  lands  has  provoked  considerable 
criticism  in  the  public  press,  and  it  may  be  well  for  the  Legisla- 
ture to  make  inquiries  concerning  it.  Nothing  appears  to  have 
been  known,  by  the  public,  of  the  contemplated  sale,  until 
after  it  was  consummated,  and  this  fact  has  aroused  suspicions 
which  may  be  unjust.  But  it  should  be  the  settled  policy  of  the 
State  that  no  sale  of  similar  character  be  allowed  until  after  due 
public  notice,  by  advertisement.  Publicity  is  a  sovereign  pre- 
ventive of  wrong-doing  in  public  affairs,  and  an  ounce  of  it  is 
worth  more  than  a  ton  of  discussion  and  investigation  after  the 
wrong  has  been  committed.  Not  an  acre  of  land  in  which  the 
State  has  an  interest  should  be  permitted  to  be  sold  without  due 
public  notice  by  advertisement. 

THE   PERMANENT  SCHOOL    FUND. 

For  many  years  past  certain  fraudulent  bonds  purporting  to 
have  been  issued  by  the  counties  of  Rice,  Norton,  and  Comanche, 
and  aggregating  $14,500,  have  been  counted  as  part  of  the  per- 
manent school  fund.  The  constitution  provides  that  this  fund 
"shall  not  be  diminished,"  and  that  the  interest  derived  there- 
from shall  be  invariably  appropriated  to  the  support  of  the 
common  schools.  As  the  fraudulent  bonds  above  referred  to 
produce  no  interest,  iheir  purchase  through  the  agency  of  the 
State  virtually  diminished  the  permanent  school  fund,  and  the 
State  should  make  good  to  the  fund  the  amount  of  these  bonds. 
The  State  Treasurer  should  also  be  instructed  to  cancel  these 
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bonds,  and  the  Auditor  directed  to  make  the  proper  records  and 
credits  upon  the  books  of  his  office. 

THE    STATE    SCHOOL    LANDS. 

No  interest  of  Kansas  has  been  so  recklessly  and  improvi- 
dently  managed  as  the  State  school  lands.  On  her  admission 
into  the  Union,  Kansas  received,  for  the  support  of  schools, 
fully  three  million  acres  of  public  lands.  Properly  held  and 
guarded,  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  these  lands  would 
have  created  a  permanent  school  fund  sufficient  in  amount  to 
meet  almost  the  entire  expense  of  our  common  schools.  But 
a  more  absurd  system  than  that  provided  by  our  laws  for  the 
control  and  final  disposal  of  school  lands  it  would  be  difficult  to 
devise.  Under  its  malign  influences  the  permanent  school  fund 
has  been  deprived  of  probably  one-half  the  total  amount  that 
should  have  been,  and,  under  a  proper  system,  would  have  been 
realized  from  the  lands  already  sold. 

Every  Governor  of  the  State  during  the  past  eight  years  has 
directed  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  this  reckless  and 
improvident  system,  and  their  suggestions  and  recommendations 
touching  this  subject  have  been  supplemented  by  the  elaborate 
reports  of  several  State  Auditors,  Treasurers,  and  Superintend- 
ents of  Public  Instruction.  But  nothing  has  been  done  to  cor- 
rect the  defects  and  abuses  of  the  system,  nor  to  protect  the 
mt^nificent  school  domain  of  the  State  from  despoliation. 

The  faults  of  the  present  system  may  be  briefly  summed  up : 
First,  It  puts  the  control  of  the  sale  of  school  lands  into  the 
hands  of  those  who  want  to  buy ;  second^  the  appraisement  of 
lands  is  made  by  the  immediate  neighbors  of  those  who  want  to 
buy ;  and,  third,  the  proceeds  of  every  sale  are  largely  reduced 
by  the  extravagant  fees  allowed  local  officers.  The  results  of 
these  faults  have  been  and  are:  First,  The  permanent  school 
fund  has  already  been  deprived  of  an  enormous  aggregate 
amount  by  reason  of  sales  effected  at  extremely  low  valuations ; 
second,  the  fees  of  county  officers  arising  from  such  sales  aggre- 
gate from  $12,000  to  $16,000  annually;  and,  third,  the  fund  has 
lost  nearly  $40,000  by  reason  of  the  defalcations  of  county 
treasurers. 

I  earnestly  renew  the  recommendation  made  by  my  three 
immediate  predecessors  in  office,  that  a  State  Land  Department 
be  created,  under  the  control  and  direction  of  a  competent  State 
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Land  Ck>mini8sioner,  who  shall  have  the  entire  management  of 
all  lands  owned  or  controlled  by  the  State.  Such  a  department, 
organized  under  a  carefully-framed  law,  and  surrounded  with 
all  necessary  restrictions  and  safeguards,  would  be  far  less  ex- 
pensive, far  more  efficient,  and  in  every  respect  preferable  to  the 
present  cumbrous,  awkward  and  wasteful  system. 

STATE  CHARITABLE   INSTITUTIONS. 

The  biennial  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  having  charge 
of  the  State  charitable  institutions  furnishes  full  detailed  infor- 
mation concerning  the  condition,  expense  of  maintaining,  capac- 
ity and  requirements  of  the  asylums  and  schools  for  the  care  and 
education  of  those  unfortunate  citizens  who  are  mentally  or 
physically  afflicted. 

Some  years  ago  the  Legislature  wisely  consolidated  the  man- 
agement of  all  our  charitable  and  reformatory  institutions  under 
one  board.  This  change  has  been  attended  with  the  best  results. 
But  the  system  under  which  these  institutions  are  managed  is, 
in  many  respects,  imperfect,  and  the  supervision  the  Board  ex- 
ercises over  them  is  inadequate.  The  Trustees,  receiving  no 
salaries  and  holding  only  occasional  meetings,  cannot  devote 
such  time  and  attention  to  the  supervision  of  the  institutions  in 
their  charge  as,  in  my  judgment,  the  importance  of  this  trust 
should  require.  Six  great  public  charities — the  Insane  Asy- 
lums at  Osawatomie  and  Topeka,  the  Institution  at  Wyandotte 
for  the  Education  of  the  Blind,  the  Institution  at  Olathe  for  the 
Education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  the  State  Reform  School 
near  Topeka,  and  the  Asylum  at  Lawrence  for  Idiotic  and  Imbe- 
cile Youth,  are  remote  from  each  other,  and  even  the  most  occa- 
sional and  superficial  visitation  and  inspection,  by  the  members 
of  the  Board,  is  difficult  and  exacting,  and  expensive  to  the 
State. 

More  than  two-fifths  of  the  total  appropriations  made  by  the 
Legislature  for  the  support  of  the  State  government  during  the 
current  fiscal  year— $362,984  of  a  total  of  $830,946— are  ex- 
pended for  the  maintenance  of  these  charities.  Yet  the  expendi- 
ture of  this  vast  sum  of  money,  as  well  as  the  still  more  vital 
question  of  properly  supervising  the  management  of  these  insti- 
tutions, is  committed  entirely  to  the  charge  of  a  small  body  of 
citizens,  who  hold  only  occasional  meetings,  make  few  and  hasty 
visits  of  inspection,  and,  having  their  own  private  concerns  to 
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engross  their  time  and  interest,  cannot  fairly  be  expected  to  do 
more  than  this. 

In  my  judgment  the  Executive,  in  nominating  the  members 
of  the  Board,  should  designate  one  of  them  as  secretary,  and  the 
secretary  should  be  a  salaried  oflScer,  and  should  devote  his  en- 
tire time  and  energy  to  the  work  which  properly  comes  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Board.  He  should  have  an  office  at  the 
State  capital,  in  which  all  the  records,  accounts  and  papers  of 
the  Board  should  be  kept;  he  should  be  required  to  frequently 
visit  and  carefully  inspect  all  the  charitable  institutions ;  and  he 
should  gather  and  compile,  for  the  information  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, facts  and  statistics  concerning  the  management  of  the  jails 
and  alms  houses  of  the  State,  and  the  local  expenditures  on  ac- 
count of  the  dependent  classes. 

I  believe  that  the  change  thus  recommended  would  not  only 
result  in  effecting  important  and  desirable  reforms  in  the  man- 
agement of  the  State  charitable  institutions  but  would  be  a 
measure  of  economy. 

THE   PENITENTIARY. 

The  reports  of  the  Directors,  Warden,  and  other  officers  of 
the  State  Penitentiary,  show  in  detail  the  operations  of  that  in- 
stitution during  the  last  two  fiscal  years.  The  Penitentiary  not 
only  continues  self-sustaining,  but  the  profits  of  the  coal  mine 
have  made  it  a  source  of  revenue  to  the  State.  Its  surplus  earn- 
ings for  the  year  ended  June  30th,  1884,  were  $25,717.09,  and 
the  Directors  express  the  opinion  that  the  institution  will  here- 
after not  only  continue  self-sustaining,  but  that  its  earnings  will 
be  sufficient  to  carry  on  and  complete  the  improvements  rendered 
necessary  by  the  increasing  prison  population. 

The  output  of  the  coal  mine  is  steadily  increasing.  For  the 
year  ended  June  30th,  1883,  it  was  733,433  bushels,  and  for  the 
year  ended  June  30th,  1884,  it  reached  877,857  bushels. 

The  Directors  and  Warden  report  that  another  cell  house  is 
necessary ;  advise  the  introduction  of  electric  lights  in  the  prison ; 
recommend  a  number  of  additions  and  improvements;  and  call 
attention  to  several  defects  or  omissions  in  the  laws  regulating 
the  management  of  the  institution.  These  suggestions  are  com- 
mended to  your  attention. 

Since  the  biennial  reports  of  the  officers  of  the  Penitentiary 
were  prepared,  it  has  been  discovered  that  the  Chief  Clerk  of 
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prison,  J.  C.  Puisey,  has  stolen  its  funds  to  a  considerable  amount, 
by  means  of  forged  vouchers  and  other  criminal  practices. 
Pusey  disappeared  simultaneously  with  the  detection  of  his 
crimes,  and  has  not  yet  been  apprehended. 

The  Warden,  Col.  Jones,  asks  that  the  Legislature  make  a 
searching  and  impartial  investigation  of  this  embezzlement,  and 
of  the  management  of  the  prison  generally.  This  request  should 
be  complied  with,  not  only  that  the  guilt  or  fault  of  the  crime 
may  be  fastened  on  the  proper  person,  and  the  innocent  may  be 
shielded  from  unjust  suspicion,  but  in  order  that  measures  may 
be  suggested  for  preventing,  or  instantly  detecting,  attempts  to 
commit  frauds  or  crimes  within  the  very  walls  of  the  State's 
prison. 

THE  INSURANCE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance  furnishes  a 
detailed  exhibit  of  the  transactions  of  his  office,  and  your  atten- 
tion is  directed  to  its  statements  and  recommendations. 

An  immense  sum  of  money  is  annually  paid  by  the  people  of 
Kansas  as  premiums  for  insurance,  and  it  is  an  imperative  duty 
of  the  Legislature  to  provide  adequate  laws  for  the  protection 
of  those  thus  insured. 

Most  of  the  policies  issued  by  insurance  companies  contain 
stipulations  and  conditions  which,  by  the  policies,  are  declared 
warranties,  and,  also  by  the  terms  of  the  policies,  these  stipula- 
tions and  conditions  form  a  part  of  the  contract  as  it  has  been 
completed.  The  courts  have  decided  that  these  stipulations  and 
conditions  must  be  complied  with  to  the  minutest  detail,  or  the 
policy  is  rendered  void.  Under  such  policies,  therefore,  it  makes 
no  difference  whether  the  thing  warranted  has  anything  to  do 
with  the  risk,  nor  whether  its  breach  proceeds  from  intention, 
mistake,  or  fraud.  If  the  warranty  is  shown  to  have  been  bro- 
ken, the  policy  is  void. 

Insurance  companies  employ  and  pay  agents  to  take  fire  or 
life  risks,  and  these  agents  make  all  kinds  of  representations  to 
induce  persons  to  insure.  Yet  by  the  terras  of  some  policies, 
these  agents,  instead  of  being  the  agents  of  the  companies,  are 
made  the  agents  of  the  insured,  and  thus  the  person  insured  is 
made  responsible  for  the  acts  and  conduct  of  persons  who  are 
really  the  agents  of  the  insurance  companies. 

By  the  terms  of  many  of  the  policies  of  life  insurance,  if  the 
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premium  is  not  paid  the  exact  day  on  which  it  falls  due,  the 
policy  becomes  void,  although  in  fact  the  company  has  money 
in  its  hands  belonging  to  the  policyholder. 

Many  States  have  enacted  laws  to  correct  the  .wrongs  and 
abuses  which  result,  or  are  likely  to  result,  on  account  of  such 
conditions  as  these  in  fire  and  life-insurance  policies.  And  it 
seems  to  me  there  can  be  no  question  as  to  the  justice  and  neces- 
sity of  similar  acts  to  protect  the  citizens  of  Kansas  against 
such  wrong.  Our  laws  should  make  such  statements  and  con- 
ditions in  insurance  policies  as  those  referred  to,  representations, 
and  not  warranties,  without  reference  to  the  language  of  the 
policy.  Concealment  of  immaterial  facts  should  not  be  allowed 
to  void  a  policy.  Error,  mistake,  or  misrepresentation,  should 
not  void  an  insurance  policy  unless  it  shall  be  shown  to  have 
been  intentionally  and  fraudulently  made.  An  agent  solicit- 
ing and  writing  risks  for  an  insurance  company  should  be 
declared  its  agent  in  all  matters  of  insurance,  and  not  the  agent 
of  the  policyholder.  The  forfeiture  of  a  policy  for  non-payment 
of  the  premium,  if  the  policy  has  any  value  at  the  time  of  the 
forfeiture,  should  be  prohibited.  And  life  companies,  after 
having  secured  three  or  more  annual  payments,  should  be 
estopped  from  defending  against  any  claim  arising  upon  a  policy, 
by  reason  of  any  errors,  omissions  or  misstatements  of  the  as- 
sured, in  any  application  made  by  such  assured,  unless  positive 
and  intentional  fraud  can  be  shown. 

RAILROADS. 

The  rapid  growth  of  the  railways  of  Kansas  is  a  source  alike 
of  just  pride  and  of  grave  public  anxiety  and'  apprehension. 
The  vast  and  general  importance  and  usefulness  of  these  great 
arteries  of  commerce,  in  promoting  the  development  of  the  State, 
in  affording  facilities  for  the  safe  and  speedy  transportation  of 
our  products  to  market,  and  in  bringing  to  us  the  products  of 
other  sections,  cannot  be  overestimated.  But  their  power  and 
influence  over  every  commercial,  industrial  and  agricultural  in- 
terest of  the  people,  is  equally  vast,  and,  if  not  restricted  and 
regulated  by  wholesome  laws,  may  readily  be  wielded  as  an  in- 
strument of  wrong  and  extortion. 

The  last  Legislature  enacted  a  law  the  purpose  of  which  was 
to  protect  the  people  against  unjust  aggressions  by  corporate 
power,  and  to  secure  reasonable  and  equal  fare  and  freight  rates. 
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This  legislation  was  largely  experimental.  Wisely,  in  my  judg- 
ment, the  law-making  power  avoided  hasty  and  arbitrary  action, 
preferring  to  create  a  commission  to  which  should  be  entrusted 
the  duty  of  investigating  the  management  and  operation  of  our 
railways,  hearing  and  deciding  complaints  of  unjust  discrimi- 
nations or  extortions,  gathering  information  concerning  the  cost 
of  transporting  passengers  and  freight,  and  advising  the  Legis- 
lature as  to  the  regulations  and  laws  best  calculated  to  secure 
for  the  people  a  prompt,  safe  and  equitable  transportation  ser- 
vice. 

This  law  has  so  far  worked  well  in  practice.  It  has  promoted 
a  better  understanding  and  more  harmonious  relations  between 
the  public  and  the  railroads  than  has  ever  before  prevailed.  It 
has  secured  considerable  reductions  in  fares  and  freight  charges, 
greater  carefulness  in  railway  management,  a  more  speedy  and 
equitable  redress  of  grievances,  and  a  more  considerate  regard 
on  the  part  of  railway  managers  for  the  rights  of  travelers  and 
shippers.  It  removes  the  responsibility  and  expense  of  a  fight 
for  justice  from  the  individual  to  the  State.  It  has,  to  some 
extent,  deprived  the  railway  corporations  of  the  arbitrary  power 
they  had  possessed,  and  sometimes  unsparingly  exercised,  to  dis- 
criminate between  communities  or  individuals.  And  it  has  en- 
listed in  the  service  of  the  State  a  body  of  men  who  have  given 
to  the  complicated  and  many-sided  question  of  railway  trans- 
portation careful  investigation  and  study,  so  that  they  are  com- 
petent to  intelligently  advise  the  law-making  power. 

The  experience  of  other  States  confirms  the  opinion  that  the 
commissioner  system,  with  ample  power  vested  in  the  commission, 
is  preferable  to  any  other  method  of  dealing  with  or  regulating 
railways.  In  a  recent  speech  in  Congress,  an  ex-Governor  of 
Massachusetts  stated  that  although  the  Railroad  Commissioners 
of  that  State  had  conferred  upon  them  no  power  at  all  except 
to  investigate  and  recommend,  yet  in  no  case  had  any  railway 
company  dared  to  resist  or  failed  to  comply  with  the  mere 
recommendation  of  the  State  Railroad  Commission.  "A  corpora- 
tion," he  said,  "  might  be  as  powerful  as  an  ancient  baron ;  it 
might  laugh  at  statutory  penalties ;  but  it  goes  on  its  knees,  it 
trembles  with  terror,  at  entire  exposure." 

Such  changes  and  modifications  of  the  present  law  as  experience 
with  its  working  may  have  shown  to  be  necessary,  should  be  made. 
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In  some  respects,  I  think,  the  authority  it  confers  on  the  com- 
mission should  be  amplified  and  enlarged.  But  the  general 
scope  and  requirements  of  the  law,  the  ever-watchful  oversight 
and  constant  restraint  it  puts  upon  the  corporations  of  the  State, 
should  be  adhered  to. 

The  source  and  sum  of  all  unreasonable  and  extortionate 
charges  made  by  railways  for  the  services  they  perform,  is  in 
their  "  watered  stock,"  so  called ;  in  other  words,  stock  issued  far 
in  excess  of  the  cost  of  their  construction.  Bailway  companies 
are  justly  entitled  to  reasonable  remuneration  for  the  services 
they  perform,  and  a  reasonable  interest  on  the  capital  legiti- 
mately invested  in  the  building  and  operation  of  their  lines. 
But  they  should  not  be  permitted  to  establish  rates  that  will 
enable  them  to  pay  large  dividends  or  interest  on  stock  or  in- 
debtedness in  amount  double  or  three  times  the  cost  of  the 
construction  of  their  roads.  Deriving  their  powers  from  the 
State,  railway  corporations  are  responsible  to  the  State  for  the 
exercise  of  those  powers,  and  it  is  the  plain  duty  of  the  law- 
making power  to  protect  the  people  against  unreasonable,  excess- 
ive or  extortionate  transportation  rates. 

The  exhaustive  report  of  the  State  Board  of  Railway  Com- 
missioners is  commended  to  your  considerate  attention.  The 
suggestions  and  recommendations  it  embodies  are  derived  from 
careful,  practical  and  intelligent  investigation  and  study  of  the 
railway  question  in  all  its  phases. 

OFFICES   OF   KANSAS  CORPORATIONS. 

The  Legislature  of  1875  enacted  a  law  requiring  Kansas  cor- 
porations to  keep  and  maintain  their  general  offices  within  the 
State.  But  this  act  did  not  repeal  an  act  passed  in  1870,  which 
authorizes  any  Kansas  railway  corporation  to  consolidate  with, 
or  to  lease  its  road,  to  any  railway  corporation  of  an  "adjoining 
State  "  whose  road  forms  a  connecting  and  continuous  line.  This 
act  of  1870  is  in  the  interest  of  "adjoining  States"  rather  than 
Kansas,  and  should  be  repealed.  While  it  remains  on  the  statute 
books,  the  act  of  1875  cannot  be  given  much  practical  force  as 
against  railway  companies.  The  last-mentioned  act,  chapter  3, 
special  session  of  1875,  has  been  for  years  a  dead  letter  on  our 
statute  books.  Adequate  means  for  enforcing  it  should  be  pro- 
vided, or  it  should  be  repealed. 
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PUBLIC   HIGHWAYS. 

Our  road  laws  need  thorough  revision.  Better  highways  are 
necessary,  and  some  system  should  be  devised  under  which  it 
will  be  possible  to  secure  them.  The  present  system  of  making 
and  improving  country  roads  is  not  only  wasteful  and  unjust  in 
its  operation,  but  unsatisfactory  in  its  results.  It  is  a  system  of 
"  patching  "  between  rains.  It  employs  a  host  of  officers,  gener- 
ally inexperienced  and  careless,  and  often  incompetent,  to  direct 
work  that  would  be  much  more  intelligently  and  economically 
accomplished  under  the  direction  of  one  experienced  and  respon- 
sible officer.  It  calls  farmers  from  work  they  understand,  and 
in  which  they  have  a  direct  personal  interest,  and  compels  them 
to  engage  in  work  they  do  not  understand,  and  in  which  they 
have  only  a  community  interest.  The  provisions  of  the  road  law 
allowing  road  taxes  to  be  worked  out,  and  delinquencies  to  be 
reported  and  placed  on  the  tax  roll  of  the  succeeding  year,  are 
an  anomaly  in  our  tax  proceedings.  If  a  road  district  should 
embrace  an  entire  municipal  township,  and  the  road  tax,  col- 
lected in  cash,  should  be  expended  under  competent  supervision, 
and  the  work  done  with  improved  machinery  and  appliances, 
the  public  would  be  far  better  served,  and  at  less  cost,  than  un- 
der the  present  system. 

BOARD   OF   AGRICULTURE. 

Our  State  Board  of  Agriculture  has,  through  its  various  pub- 
lications, achieved  a  national  reputation,  and  has  been  of  incal- 
culable benefit  to  the  State  in  making  known  its  resources  and 
productions.  Its  work,  as  authorized  by  law,  is  to  collect, 
arrange,  and  furnish  for  the  public,  general  information  con- 
cerning Kansas.  The  monthly,  quarterly,  annual  and  biennial 
reports  of  the  Board,  relating  to  the  resources,  products  and  ad- 
vantages of  the  State,  are  unequaled  by  any  similar  publica- 
tions in  this  country,  and  are  eagerly  sought  for,  both  far  and 
near.  In  its  efforts  to  promote  the  agricultural  interests  of  the 
State,  and  encourage  industrial  and  manufacturing  enterprises 
within  our  borders,  the  Board  and  its  officers  have  shown  com- 
mendable activity  and  enterprise.  I  have  no  hesitation  in  say- 
ing that  this  department  deserves  a  continuance  of  the  liberal 
support  heretofore  extended  to  it  by  the  Legislature.  It  has 
probably  contributed  more,  in  proportion  to  its  cost,  to  the  set- 
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tlement,  development,  and  material  prosperity  of  the  State,  than 
any  other  agency. 

OUR  STOCK   INTERESTS. 

Earnest  protests  have  reached  me  from  stock  owners  in  sev- 
eral portions  of  the  State,  against  the  proposed  "  National  cattle 
trail."  The  complaints  of  injury  and  losses  to  our  cattle  inter- 
ests, growing  out  of  the  movements  of  Texas  cattle  through 
Kansas,  are  also  numerous  and  vigorous.  It  is  alleged  that  the 
losses  from  "Texas  fever,"  so  called,  are  much  larger  than  is 
generally  supposed;  that  the  presence  of  Texas  cattle  within 
our  borders  is  a  constantly  increasing  source  of  danger  to  the 
stock  interests  of  Kansas ;  and  that  it  is  of  the  highest  impor- 
tance that  the  driving  of  such  cattle  through  any  portion  of  the 
State  during  the  months  when  they  are  liable  to  communicate 
fever,  should  be  absolutely  prohibited. 

The  stock  interests  of  Kansas  are  so  large  and  of  such  vital 
importance  to  the  general  prosperity  of  the  State,  that  measures 
essential  for  their  protection  against  loss  or  damage  should  re- 
ceive your  prompt  and  favorable  consideration.  The  Legisla- 
ture, at  a  special  session  held  last  year,  made  provision  for  the 
organization  of  a  Cattle  Commission  and  the  appointment  of  a 
State  Veterinary  Surgeon.  No  reports  from  this  Commission 
and  officer  have  been  received  by  me,  but  they  will,  I  have  no 
doubt,  be  transmitted  for  your  information  in  due  time.  If  ad- 
ditional legislation  is  necessary  to  give  practical  direction  and 
force  to  the  measures  already  adopted  for  the  protection  of  our 
stock  interests,  it  will  command  ray  hearty  approval. 

HORTICULTURAL    SOCIETY. 

The  State  Horticultural  Society  of  Kansas  has  become  one  of 
the  leading  horticultural  organizations  of  the  country.  Its  re- 
ports are  instructive  and  valuable,  and  its  influence  in  stimulat- 
ing and  developing  the  interests  it  was  organized  to  promote 
has  been  wide  and  potential.  Your  attention  is  directed  to  cer- 
tain recommendations  of  the  Society,  embodied  in  a  series  of 
resolutions  recently  adopted,  and  which  will  be  presented  to  you. 

THE    STATE    HISTORICAL    SOCIETY. 

This  Society  has  done  and  is  doing  a  work  of  great  value  and 
importance.  Its  main  object  is  the  preservation  of  materials 
relating   to   the   founding,  growth  and   progress  of  the  State, 
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which  would  otherwise  in  large  part  pass  away  with  the  lapse  of 
time.  The  entire  collections  of  the  Society  are  the  property  of 
the  State,  and  the  most  valuable  portions  of  them  are  the  free 
gift  of  its  members  and  other  voluntary  contributors.  These  col- 
lections already  include  over  sixteen  thousand  books,  newspaper 
files,  and  pamphlets,  nearly  all  relating  to,  or  connected  with, 
the  history  and  development  of  the  State.  The  people  will,  I 
believe,  approve  any  reasonable  appropriations  for  continuing 
the  work  of  the  Historical  Society. 

DEPARTMENT    RECOMMENDATIONS. 

State  officers  are  required,  by  law,  to  mention,  in  their  reports 
to  the  Legislature,  such  apparent  defects,  inconsistencies,  omis- 
sions, or  unequal  or  oppressive  provisions  of  law  as  they  may 
have  discovered.  It  is  alleged  that  very  few  of  the  suggestions 
and  recommendations  made  under  this  requirement,  by  officers 
at  the  head  of  the  various  departments  of  the  State  government, 
have  secured  the  attention  of  the  law-making  power.  This, 
probably,  is  due  to  the  fact  that  it  is  so  often  difficult  to  interest 
members  of  the  Legislature  in  matters  not  coming  within  the 
scope  of  their  own  personal  experience  or  knowledge.  Would 
it  not  be  advisable  to  appoint  a  legislative  committee  charged 
with  the  special  duty  of  considering  the  suggestions  and  recom- 
mendations thus  made,  and  before  which  the  officers  at  the  head 
of  the  various  departments  might  appear,  and  verbally  present 
their  views  ?  Surely  the  results  of  the  observation  and  experi- 
ence of  the  department  chiefs  would  frequently  be  of  great 
benefit  to  the  law-making  power  in  the  discharge  of  its  duty. 

THE   JUDICIARY. 

The  constitution  provides  for  three  Justices  of  the  Supreme 
Court.  It  was  adopted  when  the  State  had  less  than  one-twelfth 
of  its  present  population.  There  has  been,  of  coui-se,  a  corre- 
sponding increase  of  litigation,  and  as  a  consequence  the  Su- 
preme Court  Justices  have  imposed  upon  tliem  laboi-s  and 
responsibilities  not  only  overtasking,  but  inconsistent  with  that 
deliberation,  research  and  study  which  ought  to  wait  on  their 
judgments.  Article  3  of  the  constitution  should  be  so  amended 
as  to  authorize  fi\e  Justices  of  the  Sui)reme  Court. 

There  is  grave  complaint,  also,  concerning  the  unequal  division 
of  judicial  labor  between  our  district  judges.     In  four  or  five  of 
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the  eighteen  districts  the  judges  are  overburdened  with  work, 
while  in  some  of  the  other  districts  the  labors  of  the  judges  are 
light.  It  is  probable  that  we  have  enough  district  judges  to 
discharge  all  the  duties  devolving  on  them  with  ease,  if  these 
duties  were  equally  distributed.  A  general  and  equitable  redis- 
tricting  of  the  State,  so  as  to  fairly  apportion  its  judicial  labor, 
would  be  the  best  method  of  remedying  the  evil  complained  of. 
If  this  cannot  be  accomplished,  something  should  be  done  to  re- 
lieve the  judges  in  those  districts  where,  with  courts  almost  con- 
stantly in  session,  and  business  dispatched  with  the  utmost 
expedition,  it  is  impossible  to  keep  the  dockets  clear. 

REVISION   OF   LAWS. 

There  has  been  no  authorized  revision  of  the  statutes  since 
1868.  The  work  of  that  year  was  not  only  a  revision,  but  also 
a  partial  codification.  An  authorized  revision  at  an  early  day 
is  imperatively  required,  and  the  time  is  fast  approaching  when 
the  w^hole  body  of  the  law  should  assume  a  statutory  form.  This 
subject  is  now  attracting  much  attention  throughout  the  country, 
and  many  of  the  most  enlightened  lawyers  and  jurists  are  favor- 
able to  codification.  In  this  comparatively  new  State,  we  have 
thirty-one  volumes  of  Supreme  Court  Reports,  with  enough 
material  in  decided  cases  to  make  two  more  volumes.  It  now 
requires,  yearly,  two  volumes  of  over  800  pages  each,  to  keep 
up  with  the  decided  cases,  although  very  little  space  is  given  to 
briefe,  and  most  of  them  are  entirely  omitted.  In  our  sister 
States  the  accumulation  of  reports  keeps  pace  with  our  own,  so 
that  in  State  and  Federal  reports  about  one  hundred  new  vol- 
umes are  added  each  year  to  the  legal  literature  of  the  country. 
A  very  large  part  of  each  volume  consists  of  the  arguments  of 
the  judges  as  to  what  the  law  is  upon  particular  subjects,  and 
the  opinions  are  made  up  largely  of  the  arguments  of  other 
judges  or  of  great  lawyers,  which  are  scattered  through  thou- 
sands of  volumes  of  reports  and  text-books,  and  which  are  often 
quite  conflicting.  It  results  that  the  difficulty  of  ascertaining 
the  law  on  any  particular  subject  is  increased  rather  than  dimin- 
ished by  the  multiplication  of  reports  and  treatises.  It  would 
seem  that,  with  the  immense  wealth  of  legal  learning  now  af- 
forded by  our  great  law  libraries,  a  code  of  laws  sufficient  to 
define  the  rights  and  obligations  of  every  person  in  all  the  rela- 
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tions  of  life  and  of  business  might  be  framed,  which  should  be 
embraced  within  the  compass  of  two  or  three  convenient  vol- 
umes. This  would  relieve  the  appellate  courts  from  the  greater 
part  of  their  drudgery,  and  would  also  very  much  lighten  the 
labor  of  the  inferior  courts.  When  the  work  of  revision  is 
again  commenced,  it  would  be  good  policy  to  further  extend  the 
system  of  codification  as  far  as  practicable. 

FEES. 

One  of  the  most  tedious  and  onerous  duties  devolving  upon 
clerks  of  the  district  courts  and  justices  of  the  peace  is  the  taxa- 
tion of  costs,  embracing  in  some  cases  a  hundred  items  or  more, 
of  a  few  cents  each.  Sometimes  the  taxation  of  costs  involves 
more  labor  than  all  other  services  in  the  case,  and  the  system  is 
so  complicated  and  intricate  that  it  rarely  occurs  that  any  two 
officers,  however  honest  and  capable,  tax  the  costs  at  the  same 
amount,  even  approximately.  If  the  fees  of  an  officer  were  so 
grouped  together  in  the  law  as  to  consist  of  two  or  three  items 
only,  there  would  be  a  great  saving  of  time  and  labor,  and,  the 
officer  and  the  litigant  understanding  how  much  the  law  allowed 
the  officer  to  collect  and  required  the  litigant  to  pay,  both  would 
be  better  satisfied. 

CAPITAL   PUNISHMENT. 

Every  Grovernor  of  the  State  during  the  past  ten  years  has 
called  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to,  and  advised  a  repeal 
or  modification  of,  the  act  of  March  2,  1872,  which  abolishes 
capital  punishment  by  indirection.  In  my  judgment  it  would  be 
better  to  abolish  the  death  penalty  absolutely  than  to  continue 
in  force  the  present  law. 

THE   PARDONING   POWER. 

The  constitution  vests  the  pardoning  power  in  the  Governor, 
"under  regulations  and  restrictions  prescribed  by  law."  Such 
regulations  and  restrictions  should,  it  seems  to  me,  include  a 
tribunal  of  some  character  through  which  all  applications  for 
pardon  should  come  to  the  Governor.  The  granting  or  refusal  • 
of  a  pardon  is  so  grave  a  responsibility  that  it  should  not  be 
decided  without  the  most  thorough  and  patient  investigation  and 
consideration.  Very  often  the  Chief  Executive  cannot,  with  due 
regard  for  other  duties  of  his  position,  devote  the  necessary  time 
to  this  work.     And  in  any  event,  the  ends  of  justice  would  be 
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much  more  effectively  subserved  if  he  could  have  the  beDefit  of 
the  advice  and  counsel  of  a  responsible  tribunal  charged  with 
the  duty  of  investigating  the  alleged  facts  or  reasons  on  which 
an  application  for  a  pardon  is  based,  and  reporting  to  him  its 
findings  and  conclusions. 

PURPOSES   OF   CORPORATIONS. 

Almost  every  Legislature  amends  previous  acts  defining  the 
purposes  for  which  corporations  may  be  formed,  so  as  to  embrace 
new  classes  of  enterprises.  It  would  be  well  to  provide,  once  for 
all,  as  in  Colorado,  that  corporations  may  be  formed  *'  for  any 
lawful  purpose." 

RATES   OF   INTEREST. 

The  prevailing  rates  of  interest  throughout  the  country  seem 
to  require  a  reduction  in  this  State  to  six  per  cent,  as  the  legal 
rate,  or  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent,  by  special  contract  in  writing, 
instead  of  the  existing  rates  of  seven  per  cent,  and  twelve  per 
cent,  respectively. 

IMPROVEMENTS   BY   OCCUPYING   CLAIMANTS. 

The  assessment  of  the  value  of  improvements  made  by  occu- 
pying claimants  of  real  estate  is,  under  the  present  regulations, 
very  expensive  and  often  unsatisfactory.  Twelve  jurors  are 
drawn  and  summoned  from  the  body  of  the  county,  and  they 
are  required  to  view  the  premises  and  report  certain  findings 
of  fact,  some  of  which  cannot  be  ascertained  except  from  testi- 
mony, or  from  the  conflicting  statements  of  interested  parties  not 
under  oath.  And  yet  there  is  no  provision  made  for  compelling 
the  attendance  of  witnesses,  and  the  mode  of  procedure  is  vague 
and  indefinite. 

THE   CRIMES   ACT. 

Our  crimes  act,  originally  brought  over  from  Missouri,  in  1855, 
has  never  received  much  attention  from  the  Legislature.  It 
needs  revision  and  amendment.  But  your  attention  will  now 
be  called  only  to  one  important  point  that  has  been  the  subject 
of  much  embarrassment  in  some  of  our  courts,  namely,  the 
difficulty  of  distinguishing  between  manslaughter  in  the  fourth 
degree,  under  section  26,  and  excusable  homicide  under  the 
second  clause  of  section  10.  It  is  also  submitted  that  this  last- 
mentioned  clause  goes  too  far  in  entirely  exempting  from  pun- 
ishment one  who  takes  the  life  of  another  under  circumstances 
highly  blamable. 
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DEFECTS  IN   LAWS. 

Many  defects  in  our  laws  have  arisen  from  haste  and  want  of 
care  on  the  part  of  the  Legislature.  Acts  have  frequently  been 
passed  parporting  to  amend  certain  sections  of  the  General 
Statutes  of  1868,  for  example,  which  had  been  amended  and  re- 
pealed years  before.  Sometimes  the  acts  intended  to  be  repealed 
are  otherwise  improperly  cited,  as  in  chapter  37  of  the  Session 
Laws  of  1883,  relating  to  cities  of  the  third  class.  And,  not- 
withstanding the  strict  requirement  of  the  constitution,  the  titles 
of  some  acts  are  so  indefinite  that  no  person  but  their  author 
can  tell  the  subject  of  the  legislation  by  reading  them.  Such 
errors  and  defects  are  often  very  mischievous  in  their  conse- 
quences, and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  no  mistakes  of  this  character 
will  mar  the  Session  Laws  of  1885. 

DECENNIAL  CENSUS. 

By  the  terms  of  the  constitution,  the  third  decennial  enumer- 
ation of  the  inhabitants  of  the  State  must  be  taken  during  the 
pr^ent  year.  The  first  State  census  was  taken  under  chapter  20 
of  the  Session  Laws  of  1865,  which  act  was  afterwards  republished 
as  chapter  17  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1868.  But  it  was  re- 
pealed by  chapter  67  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1875,  "An  act  sup- 
plemental to  chapter  137  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1873,  relating 
to  the  collection  of  statistics,"  etc.  The  census  of  1875  was  taken 
under  the  last  two  named  acts.  Section  7  of  the  supplemental 
act  of  1875  was  amended  by  chapter  182  of  the  Session  Laws  of 
1877,  and  this  is  the  only  change  made  in  the  law  since  the 
census  of  1875  was  taken.  Chapter  109  of  the  Session  Laws  of 
1883,  however,  provides  for  the  biennial  enrollment  of  the  soldiers 
of  the  late  war,  their  widows  and  orphans.  I  venture  the  sug- 
gestion that  these  several  Bets,  commencing  with  that  of  1873, 
are  inadequate  in  their  provisions  for  a  regular  decennial  census, 
which  ought  to  follow,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  the  forms  used  in 
the  Federal  census,  so  that  comparisons  may  be  made  with  it, 
thus  giving  us  the  benefit  of  a  complete  census  every  five  years. 
Your  attention  is  respectfully  invited  to  this  subject,  and  to  the 
necessity  of  an  appropriation  for  the  expenses  of  such  a  census 
ag,  m  your  wisdom,  you  shall  make  provision  for. 

LEGLSLATIVE   APPORTIONMENT. 

Section  2,  article  X,  of  the  constitution,  requires  a  reappor- 
tionment of  the  State  in  1886,  based  on  the  census  of  the  pre- 
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ceding  year.  But  under  the  amendments  to  our  organic  law 
providing  for  biennial  sessions  of  the  Legislature,  no  regular 
session  will  be  held  in  1886,  and  this  requirement  of  the  constitu* 
tion  can  be  complied  with  only  through  the  agency  of  a  special 
session.  This  is  one  of  the  anomalies  of  our  organic  law  growing 
out  of  its  frequent  amendment,  and  the  difficulty  of  adjusting 
these  amendments  to  all  sections  of  an  originally  consistent  in- 
strument. You  may,  perhaps,  be  able  to  devise  some  measure 
by  means  of  which  the  necessity  for  an  extra  session  in  1886  may 
be  avoided. 

ENROLLMENT   OF  SOLDIERS. 

The  Legislature  of  1883  provided  for  a  biennial  enrollment  of 
the  soldiers  of  the  late  war,  their  widows  and  orphans,  now  resi- 
dents of  this  State.  This  enrollment  was  hastily,  and,  in  some 
counties,  very  imperfectly  made,  by  the  township  assessors,  and 
the  lists  returned  by  them  were  consolidated  by  the  county  clerks 
and  forwarded  to  the  Adjutant  General.  Nothing,  I  believe, 
has  since  been  done  with  them. 

The  purpose  of  this  enrollment  was  to  secure  a  complete  record, 
by  States,  regiments  and  companies,  of  the  post-office  address  of 
all  Union  soldiers  of  the  late  war  residing  in  Kansas,  to  the  end 
that  they,  and  the  surviving  soldiers  in  other  States,  might,  on 
application  to  the  Adjutant  General,  ascertain  the  address  of 
comrades  who  could  furnish  evidence  necessary  to  establish  pen- 
sion and  other  claims  growing  out  of  service  in  the  Union  army. 
Several  hundred  thousand  pension  claims  are  now  held  in  the 
Pension  Office  at  Washington,  awaiting  proofe  that  might  be 
furnished  if  the  applicants  could  learn  the  post-office  address  of 
surviving  comrades.  Every  regiment  of  the  Union  army,  and 
probably  every  company,  is  represented  in  the  population  of 
Kansas,  and  if  the  work  begun  in  1883  was  perfected,  the  just 
claims  of  thousands  of  our  own  citizens,  as  well  as  those  of  thou- 
sands of  faithful  soldiers  scattered  all  over  the  country,  might  be 
established.  I  sincerely  trust  you  will  adopt  measures  for  per- 
fecting the  enrollment  made  in  1883,  and  for  systematically  re- 
cording the  names  thus  ascertained,  so  that  the  Adjutant  General 
can  furnish  to  any  applicant  the  post-office  address  of  any  soldier 
of  the  Union  residing  in  Kansas. 

OUR   EASTERN    BOUNDARY   LINE. 

Our  eastern  border  is  defined  in  the  organic  act,  the  act  of  ad- 
mission, and  in  our  State  constitution,  as  the  western  boundary 
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of  the  State  of  Missouri.  The  location  of  that  line  from  the 
mouth  of  the  Kansas  river  to  the  north  line  of  the  State,  is  not 
definitely  understood  by  our  people  nor  by  the  inhabitants  of 
Missouri.  By  the  treaties  between  the  United  States  and  the 
Sacs  and  Foxes,  the  act  of  Congress  of  June  7th,  1836,  and  the 
Executive  proclamation  of  March  28th,  1837,  it  appears  that 
the  "  Platte  Purchase  "  extended  only  to  the  Missouri  river,  and 
embraced  only  the  territory  lying  between  that  river  and  the 
original  western  boundary  of  the  State  of  Missouri.  Under  the 
generally  accepted  rules  of  construction,  our  eastern  line  there- 
fore extends  to  the  left,  or  eastern  bank  of  the  Missouri  river, 
and  at  low  water  that  stream  lies  wholly  within  this  State.  On 
account  of  the  rightful  taxation  of  the  several  great  bridges 
which  span  the  river,  the  jurisdiction  of  the  courts,  the  service 
of  civil  and  criminal  process,  on  the  river  and  on  the  bridges 
spanning  it,  the  sovereignty  over  islands,  and  for  other  reasons 
that  will  suggest  themselves,  it  is  important  that  this  line  be 
definitely  settled  and  generally  understood,  at  as  early  a  day  as 
practicable.  I  recommend  the  reference  of  the  question  to  the 
Attorney  General  for  the  suggestion  of  such  action  as  shall  be 
thought  proper. 

THE  AMENDMENT  OF   1880. 

At  the  general  election  in  1880,  the  people  of  this  State,  act- 
ing in  their  sovereign  capacity,  adopted  an  amendment  to  the 
constitution  prohibiting  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  intoxica- 
ting liquors,  except  for  medical,  mechanical  and  scientific  pur- 
poses. The  Legislature  of  1881  enacted  a  law  to  enforce  this 
constitutional  provision. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Executive  to  carry  out  the  will  of  the 
people  expressed  in  the  laws  given  him  by  the  representatives  of 
ihe  people.  Upon  you,  gentlemen  of  the  Legislature,  devolves 
the  duty  of  making  the  desire  of  the  people  effective.  Keeping 
in  mind  the  provision  of  the  constitution,  it  is  in  your  power,  it 
is  your  right,  to  amend  the  present  law,  or  to  repeal  it  and  make 
another.  No  statute  ever  framed  was  perfect.  Law  is  a  subject 
of  constant  revision.  If  the  present  law  does  not  accomplish 
the  results  desired  and  expected,  you  are  acquainted  with  the 
reasons,  and  it  is  your  duty  to  so  amend  it  as  to  make  it  what 
the  people,  by  their  votes,  have  said  they  wish  it  to  be.  The 
questions  involved  are  not  partisan  questions,  and  should  not  be 
treated  as  such.     The  law  enacted  to  give  vitality  to  the  prohi- 
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bitioD  amendment  should  be  like  those  for  the  enforcement  of 
any  other  provisions  of  our  constitution,  as  brief,  simple  and 
direct  as  possible.  As  a  rule,  laws  are  effective  just  in  propor- 
tion as  they  are  simple  and  direct.  With  the  experience  of  the 
past  to  guide  you,  you  should  be  able  to  frame  an  act  that  will 
avoid  the  faults  and  supply  the  deficiencies  of  the  existing 
statute. 

I  would  suggest  that  those  provisions  of  the  present  law  re- 
lating to  physicians  and  druggists  do  not  seem  to  be  in  harmony 
with  the  purpose  of  the  constitutional  amendment  itself,  as  they 
impose  unreasonable  and  obnoxious  restrictions  on  the  manu- 
facture and  sale  of  liquors  for  the  very  purposes  recognized  by 
the  amendment  as  legitimate.  The  people  of  the  State,  in 
adopting  the  amendment  of  1880,  did  not,  in  my  judgment,  in- 
tend to  annoy  or  embarrass  the  members  of  an  honored  and 
honorable  profession,  nor  those  engaged  in  a  reputable  business, 
with  vexatious  restrictions,  bonds,  oaths,  and  forms.  To  repeal 
these  provisions  would  strengthen,  not  weaken,  the  law,  and  pre- 
serve still  its  purpose. 

THE   PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

A  letter  from  the  National  Board  of  Health  advises  me  that 
the  presence  of  Asiatic  cholera  in  epidemic  form  in  Europe,  is  a 
constant  menace  to  the  people  of  this  country ;  that  this  dread 
disease  has  pressed  steadily  westward  during  the  past  two  years ; 
and  that  grave  apprehensions  are  entertained  of  its  appearance 
in  this  country.  It  is  therefore  urged  by  the  National  Board  that 
the  Legislatures  of  the  several  States  adopt  measures  whereby 
the  most  thorough  sanitary  service,  State  and  local,  may  be  im- 
mediately organized. 

The  Kansas  State  Medical  Society  will  present  a  memorial  ask- 
ing the  passage  of  an  act  for  the  organization  of  a  State  Board  of 
Health.  Such  a  body,  properly  organized,  might  be  of  impor- 
tant service,  especially  in  the  event  of  the  appearance  of  cholera. 
The  preservation  and  improvement  of  the  public  health  is,  how- 
ever, at  all  times  a  matter  of  grave  concern,  and  suggestions 
having  such  a  purpose  in  view  should  receive  your  considerate 
attention. 

THE   ACADEMY   OF   SCIENCE. 

This  is  a  useful  organization,  maintained  at  no  expense  to  the 
State  except  the  courtefey  of  having  its  reports  published  as  a 
part  of  the  biennial  report  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture. 
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The  Society  will  present  for  your  consideration  and  action,  the 
question  of  providing  for  a  thorough  geological  survey  of  the 
State.  It  is  urged  that,  in  view  of  the  rapid  settlement  of  Kan- 
sas, this  work  is  a  necessity ;  that  in  other  States  such  surveys 
have  revealed  material  resources  which  have  added  largely  to 
the  outlets  for  the  useful  employment  of  labor  and  capital ;  and 
that  the  value  of  the  knowledge  disseminated  by  the  reports  of 
such  surveys,  in  preventing  useless  expenditures  of  capital  in 
visionary  enterprises,  is  equally  great.  It  should  not  be  forgot- 
ten, however,  that  a  survey  of  this  character,  if  properly  con- 
ducted, will  be  very  expensive ;  and  that  if  it  is  not  thoroughly 
prosecuted,  by  the  most  competent  men,  it  is  worthless. 

80R0HUM   SUGAR   INDUSTRY. 

E.  B.  Cowgill,  Esq.,  the  agent  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Agriculture  for  the  collection  of  information  concerning  the  sor- 
ghum industry  of  Kansas,  has  sent  me  a  report  concerning  this 
industry.  There  are  now  three  sugar  factories  in  the  State,  lo- 
cated at  Sterling,  Hutchinson  and  Ottawa,  and  they  produced, 
la£t  year,  602,000  pounds  of  sugar  and  155,500  gallons  of  syrup. 
This  product  was  manufactured  from  19,300  tons  of  sorghum 
cane.  The  quality  of  the  sugar  is  identical  in  composition  with 
Louisiana  sugar.  Either  of  the  three  factories  will,  it  is  stated, 
be  able,  after  some  improvements,  to  turn  out  annually  a  pro- 
duct of  one  million  pounds  of  sugar.  It  is  urged,  by  a  number 
of  citizens,  that  the  State  should  encourage  this  industry,  and  I 
call  your  attention  to  their  suggestions.  I  have  not  been  able 
to  give  the  subject  such  investigation  as  would  justify  me  in  mak- 
ing any  recommendation  concerning  it. 

STATE   ACiENT. 

Hon.  S.  J.  Crawford,  the  State's  agent  at  Washington,  ap- 
pointed in  pursuance  of  an  act  of  the  Legislature  approved 
March  3d,  1877,  submits  a  full  report  of  his  actions  in  the  mat- 
ter of  certain  claims  of  the  State  against  the  United  States.  He 
has  discharged  the  important  duties  confided  to  him  with  zeal, 
energy  and  ability,  and  provision  should  be  made  for  his  com- 
pensation under  the  terms  of  his  contract. 

soldiers'  home. 
A  branch  of  the  National  Home  for  Disabled  Volunteer  Sol- 
diers has  been  located  near  Leavenworth,  and  the  erection  of 
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the  necessary  buildings  for  the  Home  will  soon  be  commenced. 
It  is  expected  that  it  will  be  ready  for  the  reception  of  those  en- 
titled to  admission  during  the  early  autumn.  The  State  is 
asked  to  cede  to  the  United  States  jurisdiction  over  the  ground 
included  in  the  Home  reservation. 

THE   PRICE   RAID    CLAIMS. 

Certain  claims  growing  out  of  the  alleged  diversion  or  mis- 
appropriation of  money  paid  the  State  by  the  United  States 
Government,  to  reimburse  Kansas  for  expenses  incurred  in 
equipping,  arming,  transporting  and  paying  the  militia  called  out 
to  aid  in  repelling  the  Price  raid  of  1864,  will  be  presented  for 
your  action.  If,  after  receiving  money  appropriated  for  specific 
payments,  the  State  did,  as  is  alleged,  divert  or  misapply  any 
portion  of  the  amount,  it  is  in  honor  bound  to  repair  the  wrong 
done.  A  full  investigation  and  a  final  and  equitable  settlement 
of  the  long-pending  and  confused  questions  involved  in  these 
claims  ought  to  be  had. 

THE   NEW   ORLEANS    EXPOSITION. 

The  Commissioners  in  charge  of  the  Kansas  exhibit  at  the  New 
Orleans  Exposition  advise  me  that  they  are  laboring  under  great 
disadvantages  because  of  the  limited  appropriation  made  for  col- 
lecting and  arranging  a  display  of  our  products  and  industries. 
The  Legislature  appropriated  87,000,  and  this  was  supplemented 
by  $4,000  from  the  Exposition  managers.  With  this  sum  the 
Commissioners  have  done  all  in  their  power  to  maintain  the  rep- 
utation of  Kansas,  but  they  report,  and  other  gentlemen  who 
have  visited  the  Exposition  have  advised  me,  that  our  display 
does  not  do  justice  to  the  resources  and  development  of  the  State. 
None  of  the  State  institutions  have  contributed  to  it,  and  edu- 
cational exhibits  are  practically  lacking. 

The  Exposition  closes  on  the  Slst  of  May  next,  so  that  if  you 
deem  it  advisable  to  enlarge  the  Kansas  department,  your  action 
must  be  prompt.  Undoubtedly  the  magnificent  display  made  by 
Kansas  at  the  Centennial  Exhibition  in  1876  was  of  vast  and 
permanent  benefit  to  the  State.  Whether  the  New  Orleans  Ex- 
position will  be  such  a  success  in  its  exhibits  and  attendance  as 
to  justify  additional  expenditures  on  the  Kansas  department,  is 
submitted  for  vour  consideration. 
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STATE  PRINTING. 

Our  8ystera  of  State  printing  has  been  found  to  work  well. 
At  a  moderate  cost,  it  gives  us  a  very  superior  class  of  work. 
The  office  of  the  State  Printer  is  in  excellent  condition,  the 
present  incumbent  having  renewed  and  materially  enlarged  and 
improved  it. 

SAFEGUARDS   FOR   THE   BALLOT-BOX. 

The  present  registry  law  should  be  repealed,  and  an  act  em- 
bodying adequate  provisions  for  protecting  the  rights  of  legal 
voters  and  preventing  illegal  voting  should  be  placed  on  the 
statute  books.  The  present  law  accomplishes  neither  of  these 
purposes.  It  places  in  the  hands  of  a  petty  city  officer  a  danger- 
ous power.  No  scrutiny  or  revision  of  his  acts  is  provided  for; 
he  may  be  careless  or  strict,  as  his  partisan  prejudices  incline 
him,  in  registering  names ;  and  if  he  registers  hundreds  of  illegal 
voters,  or  names  of  mythical  persons,  there  is  no  way  provided 
for  purging  the  lists  of  these  names,  or  of  detecting  and  punish- 
ing his  malfeasance  in  office. 

A  registry  law  should  not  apply  in  cities  of  less  than  five 
thousand  inhabitants.  In  small  communities  such  laws  are  a 
hindrance  rather  than  a  protection  to  legal  voting.  The  personal 
acquaintanceship  of  one  voter  with  all  the  others  should  afford 
adequate  guarantee  against  illegal  voting.  But  in  larger  centers 
of  population  a  careful  registration  of  the  legal  voters,  under  the 
provisions  of  a  law  carefully  framed,  is  necessary  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  ballot-box  against  frauds.  Such  a  law,  to  be  effective, 
should  provide  for  a  non-partisan  board  of  registration,  which 
should  have  power  to  administer  oaths.  This  board  should  sit 
daring  a  stated  period  prior  to  each  election ;  the  names  of  the 
voters  it  enrolls  should  be  published ;  and  after  such  publication, 
another  session  should  be  held,  when  the  names  of  legal  voters 
omitted  could  be  placed  on  the  lists,  and  those  of  illegal  voters 
could  be  challenged  and  removed.  A  law  of  this  character  would 
be  valuable.     The  present  law  is  worse  than  useless. 

HONEST   ELECTIONS. 

The  great  question  of  the  hour  is  that  of  a  free,  pure,  honest 
ballot-box.  The  foundation  stone  on  which  the  whole  fabric  of 
our  government  rests  is  the  ballot-box.  The  Republic  cannot 
long  endure  if  honest  votes  are  not  honestly  counted,  or  if  legal 
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voters  are  deprived  of  their  right  to  vote  by  intimidation  or 
violence.    The  developments  following  recent  national  elections 
are  startling,  and  should  admonish  all  honest  American  citizens 
of  the  danger  that  menaces  our  form  of  government.     The  re- 
turns of  these  elections  show  that,  in  a  number  of  the  States 
lately  in  rebellion,  one  voter  has  usurped,  by  force  or  fraud,  as 
much  electoral  power  as  is  exercised  by  two  or  three  voters  in 
the  Northern  States.    At  the  Congressional  election  of  1882, 
the  average  vote  polled  in  the  thirty-seven  Congressional  districts 
of  Georgia,  Alabama,  South  Carolina,  Mississippi,  and  Louis- 
iana, was  only  13,914,  while  that  polled  in  the  thirty-eight  Con- 
gressional districts  of  Iowa,  Wisconsin,  New  Jersey,  Maryland, 
and  Minnesota,  was  26,748,  and  for  the  seven  Congressmen  rep- 
resenting Kansas  the  vote  averaged  26,168.     That  this  extraor- 
dinary contrast  was  not  the  result  of  an  unusual  interest  in  the 
one  section,  and  of  the  apathy  of  voters  in  the  other,  is  shown 
by  the  vote  cast  in  the  late  Presidential  election.     The  five 
Southern  States  named  above  polled,  for  President,  a  total  of 
only  618,812  votes,  and  elected  forty-seven  Presidential  Electors 
and  thirty-seven  Congressmen,  or  one  Presidential  Elector  for 
every  13,145  votes,  and  one  Congressman  for  every  16,724  votes. 
At  the  same  election,  the  five  Northern  States  of  Iowa,  Nebraska, 
Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  and  New  Jersey,  polled  a  total  of  1,275,- 
895  votes,  and  elected  only  forty-five  Presidential  Electors  and 
thirty-five  Congressmen,  or  one  Presidential  Elector  for  every 
28,353  votes,  and  one  Congressman  for  every  36,453  votes.     Our 
own  State,  at  this  election,  polled  a  total  of  265,684  votes,  elect- 
ing nine  Presidential  Electors  and  seven  Congressmen,  or  one 
Presidential  Elector  for  every  29,520  votes,  and  one  Congress- 
man for  every  37,955  votes.     It  will  be  seen  by  these  facts,  that 
in  each  of  the  five  Southern  States  named,  one  voter  exercised 
more  political  power  than  two  voters  in  the  six  Northern  States 
named.     The  same  comparisons  might  be  made  between  the  votes 
of  nearly  all  Southern  and  Northern  States,  showing  similar  re- 
sults. 

No  government  assuming  to  derive  its  authority  from  the  pop- 
ular will,  can  long  endure  if  such  systematic  and  persistent  crimes 
against  the  ballot-box  as  these  figures  reveal,  go  on,  unpunished 
and  triumphant,  from  year  to  year  and  election  to  election.  No 
fair-minded,  right-thinking  American  citizen  can  uphold  such 
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injustice.  No  question  of  political  economy,  or  of  administra- 
tive reform,  or  of  foreign  policy,  is  comparable  to  this  question  of 
a  free,  fiiir,  honest  ballot-box.  No  crime  against  the  constitution, 
the  laws,  the  principles  or  the  traditions  of  the  Republic  is  so  mon- 
strous as  that  of  subverting  the  rule  of  the  majority,  and  substi- 
tuting for  it  government  by  a  minority.  Honest  men  of  all  parties 
should  unite  on  the  issue  thus  presented,  and  demand  that  every 
law  and  every  proper  power  which  can  be  exercised  by  the  Gov- 
ernment shall  be'  brought  to  bear  to  protect  the  sanctity  of  the 
ballot-box,  and  establish  beyond  question  or  dispute  the  right  of 
every  legal  voter  to  cast  one  free,  unintimidated  ballot,  and  to 
have  that  ballot  counted  as  it  was  cast. 

It  may  be  said  that  Kansas  has  no  power  to  remedy  wrongs 
of  this  character.  But  Kansas,  speaking  through  her  Legisla- 
ture and  her  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress,  can  at 
least  enter  her  earnest  and  indignant  protest  against  any  system, 
or  wrong,  or  crime,  by  means  of  which  her  voters  are  deprived 
of  their  equal  rights  and  powers,  as  citizens  of  the  United  States, 
in  the  control  of  the  General  Government.  The  records  of  the 
pioneers  of  Kansas  tell  the  story  of  the  brave,  good  fight  they 
unflinchingly  waged  for  equal  rights  at  the  ballot-box.  The  ad- 
mission of  Kansas  into  the  Union  was  the  final  triumph  of  an 
honest  majority  over  fraud  and  violence.  And  Kansas  would  be 
false  to  her  traditions,  to  the  faith  of  her  youth,  and  to  the  prin- 
ciples that  have  glorified  her  history,  if  her  voice  was  silent  now, 
when  the  ballot-boxes  of  the  Republic  are  invaded  by  fraud,  and, 
in  the  larger  and  more  important  field  of  National  elections,  the 
sovereignty  of  the  majority  is  assailed  and  subverted.

The  resolution  reads  as  follows : 

Resolved  by  the  Senate^  the  House  of  Representatives  concurring 
therein^  That  a  committee  of  two  be  appointed  by  the  President 
of  the  Senate  and  three  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  to  report 
joint  rules  for  the  government  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives. 

The  President  of  the  Senate  appointed,  as  members  of  the 
committee  on  part  of  the  Senate,  Messrs.  Green  and  Smith,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Senate  concurrent  resolution 
No.  4. 

CONSIDERATION  OF  MOTIONS  AND  RESOLUTIONS  OFFERED 
ON  A  PREVIOUS  DAY. 

Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  1,  Relating  to  the  investiga- 
tion of  the  affairs  of  the  State  Penitentiary,  and  the  appointment 
of  a  joint  committee  therefor,  was  taken  up  for  consideration, 
and  was  read. 
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Senator  Barker  moved  that  the  resolution  be  adopted,  which 
motion  prevailed,  and  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

The  resolution  reads  as  follows : 

Resolved  by  the  Senate^  the  House  concurring,  That  a  commit- 
tee of  seven  (7)  be  appointed,  three  (3)  by  the  President  of 
the  Senate,  and  four  (  4 )  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  to  inves- 
tigate the  condition  of  the  State  Penitentiary;  that  such  inves- 
tigation shall  include  the  sanitary  condition  of  said  institution, 
its  methods  of  discipline,  the  management  of  its  financial  affairs, 
including  its  methods  of  awarding  contracts  of  all  kinds,  its  dis- 
position of  coal  mined,  the  alleged  embezzlement  of  its  late  Chief 
Clerk,  and  generally  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  management 
of  said  institution. 

That  said  committee  shall  have  the  power  to  compel  the  attend- 
ance of  witnesses,  the  production  of  papers,  books,  and  records, 
to  employ  a  stenographer  and  a  competent  accountant  to  aid  in 
its  investigation,  and  shall  make  a  full  report  of  its  proceedings. 

Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  2,  Relating  to  the  printing  of 
six  thousand  five  hundred  copies  of  the  Govemor*s  message  for 
the  use  of  the  Executive  office.  State  officers,  and  members  of  the 
Legislature,  was  taken  up  for  consideration,  and  was  read. 

Senator  John  Kelly  moved  that  the  resolution  be  adopted, 
which  motion  prevailed,  and  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

The  resolution  reads  as  follows : 

Resolved  by  the  Senate,  the  House  concurring  therein.  That  there 
be  printed  for  the  use  of  the  Executive  office,  State  officers,  and 
members  of  the  Legislature,  six  thousand  five  hundred  copies 
of  the  Governor's  message,  as  follows:  five  thousand  copies  in 
the  English  language,  one  thousand  copies  in  the  German  lan- 
guage, and  five  hundred  copies  in  the  Swedish  language. 

By  consent.  Senator  Young  withdrew  his  original  resolution, 
ofiTered  on  yesterday,  providing  for  the  appointment  of  a  com- 
mittee to  investigate  sales  of  Normal  School  lands,  and  offered 
in  its  stead  Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  5,  Relating  to  the 
appointment  of  a  joint  committee  to  investigate  the  sales  of 
Normal  School  lands. 

Senator  Young  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended,  and  that 
the  resolution  be  considered  now. 

The  question  being  upon  the  suspension  of  the  rules,  a  vote 
being  had,  the  rules  were  suspended. 
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The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  concurrent  resolu- 
tion, a  vote  being  had,  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

It  reads  as  follows : 

WhereaSy  There  has  recently  been  a  sale  of  several  thousand 
acres  of  Normal  School  lands,  situated  in  the  counties  of  Mitchell 
and  Lincoln,  by  the  Regents  of  the  State  Normal  School,  situ- 
ated  at  Emporia,  Kansas ;  and 

Whereas,  It  has  been  publicly  alleged  and  charged  that  there 
were  corrupt  and  improper  means  used  to  procure  said  sale: 
therefore, 

Resolved  by  the  SencUe,  the  House  concurring  therein.  That  a 
committee  of  five  be  appointed,  two  by  the  President  of  the 
Senate  and  three  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  investigate  all  sales  of  Normal  School  lands  made  by  the 
Regents  of  the  State  Normal  School,  and  all  other  official  acts 
of  said  Regents ;  which  committee  shall  be  authorized  to  employ 
a  clerk,  send  for  persons  and  papers,  and  administer  oaths ;  and 
said  committee  shall  make  a  ^11  and  complete  report  of  its  acts 
and  doings  under  this  resolution. 

By  consent,  Senator  Blue,  chairman  of  the  Select  Committee 
on  Rules,  submitted  the  following  report:

RULES  OF  THE  SENATE. 

Rule  1.  The  President  having  taken  the  chair,  at  the  hour 
to  which  the  Senate  shall  have  adjourned,  and  a  quorum  being 
present,  the  journal  of  the  preceding  day  shall  be  read. 

Rule  2.  After  the  reading  and  approval  of  the  journal,  the 
order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows : 

1.  Presentation  of  petitions. 

2.  Reports  of  standing  committees. 

3.  Reports  of  select  committees. 

4.  Messages  from  the  Governor. 

6.  Communications  from  State  officers. 

6.  Messages  from  the  House  of  Representatives. 

7.  Original  motions  and  resolutions. 
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8.  Consideration  of  motions  and  resolutions  offered  on  a 

previous  day. 

9.  Introduction  of  bills. 

10.  The  second  reading  and  reference  of  bills. 

11.  Third  reading  of  bills  reported  by  committee  of  the 

whole. 

12.  Unfinished  business. 

13.  Miscellaneous  business;   but  messages  from  the  Gov- 

ernor and  House  of  Representatives  may  be  consid- 
ered at  any  time. 

14.  Committee  of  the  whole  Senate  to  consider  bills  on  the 

calendar. 

Rule  3.  Every  Senator  rising  to  debate  or  present  a  petition 
or  other  paper,  to  give  a  notice,  make  a  motion  or  report,  shall 
address  the  President,  and  shall  not  proceed  further  until  recog- 
nized by  the  chair.  No  Senator  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on 
the  same  day  on  the  same  subject,  without  leave  of  the  Senate. 

Rule  4.  Where  two  or  more  Senators  address  the  chair  at  the 
same  time,  the  President  is  to  name  the  Senator  who  is  to  speak 
first. 

Rule  5.  When  a  Senator  shall  be  called  to  oider,  he  shall 
cease  speaking  until  the  President  shall  have  determined  whether 
he  was  in  order  or  not ;  and  every  question  of  order  may  be  de- 
bated, and  shall  be  decided  by  the  President,  'subject  to  an  appeal 
to  the  Senate  by  any  member ;  and  if  a  Senator  shall  be  called 
to  order  for  words  spoken,  the  exceptional  words  shall  be  imme- 
diately taken  down  in  writing,  that  the  President  and  Senate 
may  be  better  enabled  to  judge  of  the  matter. 

Rule  6.  A  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum. 

Rule  7.  The  President  shall  have  a  right  to  name  any  mem- 
ber to  perform  the  duties  of  the  chair,  who  is  thereby  vested, 
during  such  time,  with  all  the  powers  of  the  President ;  but  such 
substitute  shall  not  lose  the  right  of  voting  on  any  subject  while 
so  presiding,  nor  shall  his  power,  as  such  substitute,  continue 
beyond  an  adjournment,  without  leave  of  the  Senate. 

Rule  8.  All  motions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  desired  by 
the  President  or  any  member,  and  read  by  the  Secretary,  before 
the  same  shall  be  put.  Any  such  motion  may  be  withdrawn  any 
time  before  amendment,  decision,  or  calling  of  the  yeas  and  nays, 
by  consent  of  the  Senate. 
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Rule  9.  All  standing  committees  shall  consist  of  five  members 
each,  excepting  Judiciary,  Legislative  Apportionment,  Judicial 
Apportionment,  and  Railroads,  which  shall  consist  of  nine  mem- 
bers each ;  and  Ways  and  Means,  Cities  of  the  First  Class,  Cities 
of  the  Second  Class,  Congressional  Apportionment,  and  Municipal 
Indebtedness,  which  shall  consist  of  seven  members  each. 

Rule  10.  The  following  are  the  standing  committees  of  the 
Senate :

Rule  11.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills 
to  compare  all  engrossed  bills  with  their  originals,  see  that  they 
are  correct,  deliver  original  and  engrossed  copy  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Senate,  and  report  to  the  Senate  in  writing,  which  report 
shall  be  immediately  entered  upon  the  journal. 

Rule  12.  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall  see  that  all  bills 
shall  be  acted  on  by  the  Senate  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
reported  and  stand  upon  the  calendar,  unless  otherwise  ordered 
by  two-thirds  of  the  Senators  present. 

Rule  13.  Every  bill  or  joint  resolution  shall  receive  three 
readings  previous  to  its  being  passed,  and  the  President  shall 
give  notice  at  each,  whether  it  be  the  first,  second,  or  third.  No 
bill  shall  be  amended  or  committed  until  it  shall  have  been  read 
the  second  time,  and  no  bill  shall  be  read  a  third  time  out  of  its 
regular  order,  nor  on  the  same  day  on  which  it  is  ordered  to  a 
third  reading.  The  first  and  second  reading  of  bills  shall  be  by 
the  title  only,  unless  some  Senator  demand  the  reading  in  fiill. 
All  bills  when  read  the  second  time  shall  be  referred  by  the 
President  to  the  appropriate  committee,  unless  otherwise  ordered 
by  the  Senate. 

Rule  14.  On  motion,  the  Senate  may  go  into  committee  of 
the  whole.  In  forming  a  committee  of  the  whole  Senate,  a 
chairman,  to  be  named  by  the  President,  shall  preside.  Bilk 
committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole  Senate  shall  in  com- 
mittee of  the  whole  be  read  by  sections ;  all  recommendations 
and  amendments  shall  be  noted,  and  reported  to  the  Senate  by 
the  chairman.  After  the  report,  the  bills  shall  still  be  subject 
to  amendment  and  debate;  and  amendments  offered  in  com- 
mittee of  the  whole  shall  be  in  order  before  the  motion  to  agree 
to  the  report  of  the  cominittee  shall  be  acted  upon ;  but  such 
amendments  only  shall  be  in  order  as  were  offered  in  committee 
o{  the  whole  Senate,  except  by  unanimous  consent. 
Rule  15.  All  bilh  recommended  for  passage  by  the  committee 
10 
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of  the  whole  shall  be  engroBsed;  but  when  a  bill  is  printed  or 
written  in  a  plain  and  distinct  handwriting,  and  is  reported  with- 
out interlineations  or  erasures,  such  bill  may  be  reported  by  the 
Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills  as  correctly  engrossed,  without 
causing  the  same  to  be  rewritten  or  engrossed. 

Rule  16.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  upon  all  ques- 
tions, upon  the  demand  of  three  Senators. 

Rule  17.  The  question  on  the  final  passage  of  any  bill  or 
joint  resolution  shall  be  taken  by  the  yeas  and  nays,  which  shall 
be  entered  on  the  journal;  and  unless  the  bill  receives  the  num- 
ber of  votes  required  by  the  constitution  to  pass  it,  it  shall  be 
declared  lost,  except  in  cases  provided  for  in  the  following  rule. 

Rule  18.  On  the  third  reading  of  any  bill  or  joint  resolution, 
no  motion  or  debate  shall  be  in  order  except  the  motion  to  ad- 
journ, except  in  case  where  a  bill  or  joint  resolution  has  been 
ordered  to  be  placed  on  third  reading,  subject  to  amendment,  or 
amendment  and  debate ;  and  if,  on  taking  the  final  vote  on  a 
bill,  it  shall  appear  that  a  quorum  is  not  present,  then  the  bill 
shall  be  laid  on  the  table,  and  sh^^ll  be  again  read,  and  the  final 
question  taken  thereon  as  provided  in  the  preceding  rule,  at  such 
time  as  the  Senate  shall  order. 

Rule  19.  When  any  bill  or  resolution  requiring  the  concur- 
rence of  two-thirds  of  the  Senate  is  under  consideration,  the  con- 
currence of  two-thirds  shall  not  be  requisite  to  decide  any  question 
short  of  its  final  passage. 

Rule  20.  Whenever  any  bill  or  other  matter  is  made  the 
special  order  for  a  particular  day,  and  it  shall  not  be  reached  or 
completed  on  that  day,  it  shall  be  returned  to  its  place  in  the 
general  orders,  unless  it  shall  be  made  the  special  order  for 
another  day ;  and  when  any  special  order  is  under  consideration, 
it  shall  take  precedence  of  any  special  order  for  a  subsequent 
hour  of  the  same  day;  but  such  subsequent  special  order  may 
be  taken  up  immediately  after  the  previous  order  has  been  dis- 
posed of. 

Rule  21.  The  rules  of  the  Senate  shall  be  observed  in  the 
committee  of  the  whole,  so  far  as  may  be  applicable,  except  lim- 
iting the  number  of  times  of  speaking,  and  except  that  the  yeas 
and  nays  shall  not  be  taken. 

Rule  22.  A  motion  that  the  committee  rise  and  report  prog- 
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resB  on  any  bill  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  decided 
without  debate. 

RiTLE  23.  After  a  bill  or  joint  resolution  shall  be  ordered  to  a 
third  reading,  no  motion  to  amend  the  same  shall  be  in  order 
without  unanimous  consent. 

Rule  24.  All  concurrent  resolutions  shall  be  read,  and  lie  on 
the  table  one  day. 

Rule  26.  Before  any  petition  or  memorial,  addressed  to  the 
Senate,  shall  be  received  or  read,  a  brief  statement  of  the  con- 
tents thereof  shall  be  indorsed  on  the  back  thereof,  with  the 
name  of  the  member  introducing  it. 

Rule  26.  A  motion  for  commitment  or  reference,  until  it  is 
decided,  shall  preclude  all  amendments  of  the  main  proposition, 

Rule  27.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall 
be  in  order,  except  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  for  the  pre- 
vious question,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a  certain 
day,  to  commit,  to  amend;  which  several  motions  shall  have 
precedence  in  the  order  herein  named,  and  the  first  two  shall  be 
decided  without  debate. 

Rule  28.  If  the  question  in  debate  contains  several  points, 
any  member  may  have  the  same  divided.  But  a  motion  to 
strike  out  and  insert  shall  be  deemed  indivisible.  The  rejection 
of  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  one  proposition  shall  not 
prevent  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  another  proposition, 
nor  prevent  a  subsequent  motion  simply  to  strike  out ;  nor  shall 
the  rejection  of  a  motion  simply  to  strike  out  prevent  a  subse- 
quent motion  to  strike  out  and  insert. 

Rule  29.  When  a  blank  is  to  be  filled,  and  different  sums  or 
times  shall  be  proposed,  the  question  shall  first  be  taken  on  the 
highest  sum  or  the  longest  time. 

Rule:  30.  In  case  a  less  number  than  a  quorum  of  the  Senate 
shall  convene,  they  may  send  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  or  any  other 
officer,  for  any  and  all  absent  members,  as  a  majority  of  such 
members  shall  agree. 

Rule  31.  When  a  question  has  once  been  put  and  decided, 
it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  Senator  who  voted  with  the  ma- 
jority, to  move  for  a  reconsideration  thereof;  but  no  motion  for 
reconsideration  of  any  vote  shall  be  in  order  after  the  bill,  reso- 
lution, message,  report,  amendment,  or  motion,  upon  which  the 
vote  was  taken,  shall  have  gone  out  of  the  possession  of  the 
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Senate;  nor  shall  any  motion  for  reconflideration  be  in  order, 
unless  made  on  the  same  day  on  which  the  vote  was  taken,  or  on 
the  next  day  of  the  actual  session  of  the  Senate  thereafter;  nor 
shall  any  question  be  reconsidered  more  than  onoe.  The  vote 
on  the  fmal  passage  of  any  bill  appropriating  the  public  moneys 
or  property,  or  creating,  continuing,  altering  or  renewing  any 
body  politic  or  corporate,  shall  not  be  reconsidered  whenever 
such  bill  shall  be  lost,  nor  shall  any  such  bill  be  referred  to  a 
select  committee,  with  power  to  report  complete,  unless  such  bill 
has  previously  been  considered  in  committee  of  the  whole,  and 
read  through  by  sections. 

Rule  32.  Any  two  Senators  shall  have  a  right  to  demand  the 
previous  question.  The  previous  question  shall  be  as  follows : 
''  Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put?"  and  until  it  is  decided, 
shall  preclude  all  amendments  or  debate.  When,  on  taking  the 
previous  question,  the  Senate  shall  decide  that  the  main  question 
shall  not  be  now  put,  the  main  question  shall  be  considered  aa 
still  remaining  under  debate.  The  main  question  shall  be  on 
the  passage  of  the  bill,  resolution  or  other  matter  under  consid- 
eration ;  but  when  amendments  are  pending,  the  question  shall 
first  be  taken  upon  such  amendments,  in  their  order;  and  when 
amendments  have  been  adopted  in  the  committee  of  the  whole, 
and  not  acted  on  in  the  Senate,  the  question  shall  be  taken  upon 
such  amendments,  in  like  order,  and  without  further  debate  or 
amendment. 

Rule  33.  Every  motion  shall  first  be  stated  by  the  President, 
or  read  by  the  Secretary,  before  debate,  and  again  immediately 
before  putting  the  question  to  the  Senate. 

Rule  34.  All  bills  or  resolutions  referred  to  committees  shall 
be  returned  to  the  Senate,  together  with  the  report  of  the  re- 
spective committees  to  whom  the  same  was  referred,  within  five 
legislative  days  of  the  date  of  such  reference. 

Rule  35.  On  motion  made  and  seconded  to  close  the  doors  of 
the  Senate,  in  the  discussion  of  any  business  which  may,  in  the 
opinion  of  any  Senator,  require  secresy,  the  President  shall  direct 
all  persons,  except  the  Senators  and  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  to 
withdraw ;  and  during  the  discussion  of  said  question,  the  doors 
shall  remain  shut ;  and  every  Senator  and  ofiicer  of  the  Senate 
shall  keep  secret  all  such  matters  and  proceedings  which  shall 
transpire  while  the  doors  remain  closed. 
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RxjLE  36.  No  person,  except  State  offioers,  Supreme  and  Dis- 
trict Judges,  officers  and  members  of  the  Senate  and  House,  ex- 
members  of  tbe  Senate,  reporters  of  the  press,  and  ladies,  shall 
be  admitted  within  the  bar,  except  by  consent  of  a  majority  of 
the  Senators  present. 

Rule  37.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  call  the  roll,  report 
correctly  the  result  of  all  balloting,  yea-and-nay,  and  division 
votes;  read,  or  cause  to  be  read,  the  journal,  and  all  bills,  reso- 
lutions, petitions,  or  other  papers,  which  the  Senate  may  require ; 
indorse  upon  bills  and  resolutions  the  action  had  thereon ;  de- 
liver to  the  Engrossing  Committee  all  bills  and  resolutions  re- 
quired to  be  engrossed  by  order  of  the  Senate;  deliver  to  the 
Enrolling  Committee  all  bills  and  resolutions  required  to  be  en- 
rolled ;  shall  certify  the  passage  of  all  bills;  and  deliver  all  mes- 
Bages  to  the  House  of  Representatives. 

Rule  38.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Assistant  Secretary  to  aid  the 
Secretary  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  and  to  perform  the 
same  in  the  absence  of  the  Secretary. 

RxTLE  39.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Docket  Clerk  to  keep  a  correct 
yeoord  of  the  number,  title  and  status  of  every  bill,  joint  resolu- 
tion, memorial,  etc.,  and  furnish  the  State  Printer  every  evening 
with  a  correct  copy  of  the  number  and  title  of  all  bills,  etc.,  that 
will  come  up  for  consideration  the  next  day  in  proper  order  on 
the  calendar,  as  provided  in  next  rule. 

Rule  40.  The  calendar  shall  be  arranged  as  follows : 

1.  Special  orders,  specifying  the  hour  to  which  any  subject- 

matter  of  legislation  was  assigned  for  the  consider- 
ation of  the  Senate. 

2.  Motions  and  resolutions  laidjover  under  the  rules. 

3.  The  second  reading  of  bills. 

4.  The  third  reading  of  bills. 

5.  Unfinished  business  of  a  previous  day. 

6.  Bills  reported  by  committees. 

7.  Bills  due  and  unreported  by  committees. 

Rule  41.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Journal  Clerk  to  keep  a  full 
and  complete  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Senate,  and  to 
ftimish  the  Secretary  each  morning  a  correct  copy  of  the  journal 
of  the  preceding  day. 

Rule  42.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  to  deliver 
to  the  printer  all  bills,  etc.,  ordered  to  be  printed,  except  the 
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journal,  and  return  and  distribute  the  printed  copies ;  fumieh 
each  Senator  daily  with  a  printed  calendar;  procure  all  station- 
ery, fuel,  furniture,  etc.,  and  execute  all  orders  of  the  Senate  not 
otherwise  provided  for.  He  shall  have  the  general  supervision 
of  the  Senate  chamber,  committee  and  ante-rooms;  and  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  good  conduct  and  the  faithful  discharge  of 
the  duties  of  his  subordinates. 

Rule  43.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Doorkeeper  to  see  that  no  per- 
son is  admitted  within  the  bar  except  those  admitted  by  rule  or 
special  order.  He  shall  brush  and  arrange  the  desks  and  halls, 
procure  water,  and  keep  the  hall  properly  warmed  and  ventila- 
ted, and  execute  all  orders  directed  to  him  by  the  Senate  or 
Sergeant-at-Arms. 

'  Rule  44.  When  a  bill  or  joint  resolution  has  been  reported 
to  the  Senate  by  a  committee  with  the  recommendation  that  the 
bill  pass,  it  shall  be  printed  without  further  order ;  and  bills  re- 
ported unfavorably  may  be  printed  by  order  of  the  Senate. 

Rule  45.  That  members  on  the  call  of  their  names  on  any 
bill  or  resolution,  may  explain  their  votes,  but  shall  not  be 
allowed  more  than  five  minutes  for  such  explanation,  unless 
further  time  be  given  by  the  Senate. 

Rule  46.  A  call  of  the  Senate  may  be  had  upon  the  demand 
of  any  Senator,  pending  a  roll-call  on  a  bill  or  resolution,  and 
before  the  result  is  announced;  but  after  the  roll-call  has  been 
ordered,  no  other  motion  shall  be  in  order,  except  a  call  of  the 
Senate,  until  after  the  result  of  the  roll-call  has  been  announced 
by  the  chair. 

Rule  47.  All  appropriation  bills  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Ways  and  Means. 

Rule  48.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  smoke  in  the  Senate 
chamber  or  the  galleries  while  the  Senate  is  in  session.  The 
Sergeant-at-Arms  will  see  that  this  rule  is  strictly  enforced. 

Rule  49.  No  rule  of  the  Senate  shall  be  altered,  suspended 
or  rescinded,  without  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  Senators 
present;  and  no  motion  to  suspend  shall  embrace  more  than 
one  rule  or. relate  to  any  other  subject  than  the  one  specified  in 
said  motion. 

Rule  50.  In  all  cases  where  these  rules  do  not  apply,  the 
rules  of  parliamentary  law  laid  dow  n  in  Cushing's  Manual  shall 
govern. 
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Rule  51.  Bills  referred  to  a  standing  committee  of  the  Senate 
may  be  amended  by  erasure,  by  interlineation,  or  by  writing  the 
amendments  upon  the  margin,  by  adding  additional  section  or  sec- 
tions, designating  the  place  where  the  amendment  is  intended  to 
be  made ;  and  when  it  becomes  necessary  to  re-write  any  bill,  to 
make  extensive  amendments,  or  to  put  the  same  in  form  for 
printing,  the  committee  may  substitute  a  new  bill,  designating 

the  bill  so  re-written  as  "Substitute"  for  Senate  bill ;  and 

such  substitute  and  all  bills  shall  be  printed  as  reported,  and 
take  the  place  of  the  original  bill  on  the  calendar,  and  the  orig- 
inal bill  shall  be  preserved  and  filed  by  the  Docket  Clerk :  Pro- 
vided,  No  substitute  shall  be  made  for  any  bill  which  changes 
the  subject-matter  of  the  bill  under  consideration. 

Senator  Humphrey  moved  that  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Rules  be  laid  on  the  table  for  one  day,  which  motion  pre- 
vailed.

By  Senator  Whitford :  Senate  bill  No.  10,  An  act  to  authorize 
School  District  No.  6,  Anderson  county,  Kas.,  to  issue  and  n^o- 
tiate  its  bonds  to  pay  floating  indebtedness  (accompanied  by 
petitions  signed  by  Clark,  Decker,  and  others). 

By  Senator  Bitter :  Senate  bill  No.  11,  An  act  to  prevent  de- 
ception in  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  dairy  products.

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  was  then  taken  up  for 
consideration. 

Senator  Kellogg  moved  that  the  report  be  adopted. 

The  question  being  on  the  motion  to  adopt  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Rules,  a  vote  being  had,  the  motion  prevailed,  and 
the  report  was  adopted. 

Senator  Smith  asked  and  obtained  unanimous  consent  to  in- 
troduce a  concurrent  resolution. 

Thereupon,  Senator  Smith  introduced  Senate  concurrent  reso- 
lution No,  6,  In  relation  to  printing  the  joint  rules  of  both 
branches  of  the  Legislature.

REPORTS  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

Senator  Pickler,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Enrolled  Bills, 
submitted  the  following  report : 

Mr.  Prehident  :  Your  Committee  on  Enrolled  Bills,  to  whom 
was  referred  Senate  resolution  No.  10,  A  resolution  of  respect 
concerning  the  death  of  Hon.  Schuyler  Colfax,  have  examined 
the  enrolled  copy  and  found  it  correct,  and  delivered  the  same 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  for  transmission  to  relative?  of 
the  late  Schuyler  Colfax.  E.  M.  Pickler,  Chaimnan. 

REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE. 

Senator  Green,  chairman  on  part  of  the  Senate,  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Joint  Rules  of  the  Legislature,  submitted  the  following 
report,  and  moved  its  adoption : 

Mr.  President:  The  Committee  on  Joint  Rules  of  the  Leg- 
islature have  agreed  upon  the  following  joint  rules  of  the  Legis- 
lature: 

JOINT   RULES   OF   THE  SENATE  AND   HOUSE. 

Rule  1.  Each  house  shall,  as  soon  as  organized,  report  that 
&ct  to  the  other  house ;  and  the  two  houses  shall,  by  joint  com- 
mittee, inform  the  Governor  that  they  are  ready  to  receive  any 
communication  he  may  have  to  make. 

Rule  2.  Messages  from  one  house  to  the  other  shall  be  car- 
ried by  their  clerks  respectively,  unless  the  house  transmitting 
the  message  shall  specially  direct  otherwise. 

Rule  3.  In  joint  convention  of  the  two  houses,  the  President 
of  the  Senate  shall  preside. 

Rule  4.  Each  house  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  papers  on 
which  any  bill  or  resolution  may.be  founded. 

Rule  5.  It  shall  be  in  the  power  of  either  house  to  amend 
any  amendment  made  by  the  other,  to  any  bill  or  resolution. 

Rule  6.  When  a  bill  or  resolution  which  shall  have  passed 
in  one  house  is  rejected  in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given 
to  the  house  in  which  the  same  was  passed. 

Rule  7.  In  case  of  difference  between  the  two  houses,  upon 
any  subject  of  legislation,  either  house  may  request  a  conference 
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and  appoint  a  committee  for  that  purpose,  and  the  other  house 
shall  appoint  a  similar  committee.  The  committee  shall  meet 
at  the  time  and  place  appointed  by  the  chairman  of  the  commit- 
tee on  the  part  of  the  house  requesting  such  conference.  The 
committees  shall  confer  upon  the  cause  of  difference,  with  a 
view  to  arrive  at  such  modifications  and  amendments  as  would 
secure  the  agreement  of  both  houses.  The  report  of  the  com- 
mittee shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be  sent  to  the  house  assent- 
ing to  the  conference.  When  such  house  shall  have  acted 
thereon,  it  shall  transmit  the  same,  with  the  papers  relating 
thereto,  to  the  other,  with  a  message  certifying  its  action  thereon. 

Rule  8.  It  shall  be  in  order  for  either  house  to  recede  from 
any  subject-matter  of  difference  existing  between  the  two  houses 
at  any  time  previous  to  conference,  whether  the  papers  on  which 
such  difference  arose  are  before  the  house  receding,  formally  or 
informally. 

Rule  9.  If  the  two  houses  adhere  to  their  disagreement,  or  if 
as  many  as  two  committees  of  conference  have  been  appointed, 
and  cannot  agree,  the  bill  which  is  the  subject  of  difierence  shall 
be  deemed  lost,  and  shall  not  be  revived  in  either  house  during 
the  session. 

Rule  10.  All  joint  committees  and  all  committees  of  confer- 
ence shall  consist  of  three  members  of  the  Senate  and  five  members 
of  the  House,  unless  otherwise  specially  ordered  by  concurrent 
resolution. 

Rule  11.  When  ajoint  bill  or  concurrent  resolution  shall  have 
passed  one  house,  it  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  other,  without 
entering  an  order  on  the  journal. 

Rule  12.  After  a  bill  or  joint  resolution  shall  have  passed 
both  houses,  it  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  or  Chief  Clerk  of  the  House,  for  en- 
rollment. 

Rule  13.  Afler  a  bill  is  duly  enrolled,  it  shall  be  examined 
by  the  Committee  on  Enrolled  Bills  of  the  house  in  which  it 
originated,  who  shall  carefnlly  compare  the  enrolled  bill  with 
the  engrossed  bill,  as  passed  in  the  two  houses,  correct  any  errors 
that  may  be  discovered  in  the  enrolled  bill,  and  return  the  en- 
grossed bill  to  the  house  where  such  bill  originated.  After  such 
examination,  the  committee  shall  present  the  bill  to  the  Speaker 
of  the  House,  for  his  signature,  and  to  the  Chief  Clerk,  for  his 
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certificate,  a^r  which  the  committee  shall  present  the  bill  to  the 
President  of  the  Senate,  for  his  signature,  and  to  the  Secretary, 
for  his  certificate.  Immediately  after  a  bill  is  properly  signed, 
the  committee  shall  present  it  to  the  Governor  for  approval,  and 
shall  then  report  in  writing,  to  the  house  in  which  the  bill  orig- 
inated, the  day  of  the  week  and  the  date  of  the  month  on  which 
such  bill  was  presented,  which  report  shall  be  entered  on  the 
journal. 

Bulb  14.  All  joint  orders,  memorials  and  resolutions  which 
are  to  be  presented  to  the  Governor  for  his  approval,  shall  be 
treated  in  the  same  manner  as  bills. 

Rule  15.  Appropriation  bills  shall  be  classified  as  follows : 

1.  One  bill  making  appropriations  for  the  Asylum  for  the 

Blind. 

2.  One  bill  making  appropriations  for  the  Asylum  for  the 

Deaf  and  Dumb. 

3.  One  bill  making  appropriations  for  the  State  Asylum 

for  the  Insane  at  Osawatomie. 

4.  One  bill  making  appropriations  for  the  State  Asylum 

for  the  Insane  at  Topeka. 

5.  One  bill  making  appropriations  for  the  State  Reform 

School. 

6.  One  bill  making  appropriations  for  the  Asylum  for 

Idiotic  and  Imbecile  Youth. 

7.  One  bill  making  appropriations  for  the  State  Peniten- 

tiary. 

8.  One  bill  making  appropriations  for  the  State  University. 

9.  One  bill  making  appropriations  for  the  State  Agricul- 

tural College. 

10.  One  bill  making  appropriations  for  the  State  Normal 

School. 

11.  One  bill  making  appropriations  for  the  State  Capitol. 

12.  One  bill  making  appropriations  for  salaries  and  ex- 

penses of  the  Executive,  State  and  Judiciary  De- 
partments. 

13.  One  bill  making  appropriations  for  the  Legislative  De- 

partment. 

14.  One  bill  making  appropriations  to  sheriffs  for  convey- 

ing prisoners  to  the  Penitentiary. 

15.  One  bill  making  appropriations  to  the  Public  Printer 

for  printing  and  binding.

16.  One  bill  making  appropriations  for  miscellaneous  ex- 
penses. 

Other  appropriation  bills  may  be  introduced  when  deemed 
necessary  or  expedient ;  but  it  shall  not  be  competent  for  any 
member  or  committee  to  introduce  any  bill  which  shall  include 
appropriations  for  any  two  or  more  objects  or  purposes  herein- 
before designated  as  subjects  of  different  bills. 

Rule  16.  Appropriation  bills  as  mentioned  in  Rule  15,  from 
1  to  10  inclusive,  shall  be  introduced  in  either  house  on  or  before 
the  twentieth  day  of  the  legislative  session,  and  sent  to  the  other 
house  at  least  ten  days  before  the  close  of  the  session.  All  other 
appropriation  bills  shall  be  introduced  in  either  house  at  least 
ten  days  before  the  day  fixed  for  final  adjournment,  and  sent  to 
the  other  house  at  least  five  days  before  the  close  of  the  session. 

Rule  17.  The  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  of  the  Senate, 
and  the  like  committee  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  shall, 
for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  appropriation  bills,  constitute 
a  joint  committee ;  and  no  item  shall  be  inserted  by  either  com- 
mittee except  in  joint  session. 

Rule  18.  Bills  and  joint  and  concurrent  resolutions  shall  be 
printed  as  required  by  rule  or  order  of  either  house,  and  when 
wanted  three  hundred  shall  be  printed  for  the  use  of  both  houses. 
No  extra  number  of  any  bill,  resolution  or  document  shall  be 
printed,  except  it  be  ordered  by  concurrent  resolution. 

Rule  19.  Orders  to  print,  unexecuted,  expire  at  the  close  of 
the  session,  and  no  document  shall  be  printed  or  delivered  after 
the  final  adjournment,  unless  under  some  law  or  resolution  of 
the  two  houses. 

Rule  20.  Whenever  there  shall  be  an  election  of  oflftcers  by 
the  joint  action  of  the  two  houses,  the  result  shall  be  certified 
by  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  Speaker  of  the  House,  and 
shall  be  reported  by  each  to  their  respective  houses ;  which  re- 
port shall  be  entered  on  the  journal  of  each,  and  shall  be  com- 
municated to  the  Governor  by  the  Clerks  of  the  two  houses, 
jointly. 

Rule  21.  When  amendments  are  made  in  one  house  to  a  bill 
or  joint  resolution  originating  in  the  other,  or  where  amendments 
are  made  in  one  house  to  amendments  made  in  the  other,  it  shall 
require  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  either 
house,  on  the  call  of  the  yeas  and  nays,  to  adopt  said  amend- 
ment on  its  final  passage. 
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Rule  22.  In  joint  convention  of  the  two  houses,  the  previous 
question  shall  be  in  the  usual  form,  and  when  sustained  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  present,  it  shall  cut  off  all  debate  or 
amendment,  and  bring  the  convention  to  a  direct  vote ;  but  the 
vote  shall  be  taken  on  all  pending  amendments,  in  their  order ^ 
until  the  main  question  is  reached. 

Rule  23.  When  a  bill  proposes  to  amend  any  section,  chap- 
ter or  act,  the  title  shall  read  as  follows :  "An  act  relating  to 

,  and  amendatory  of  section of  chapter of  the 

,"  filling  the  blanks  with  the  proper  subject,  section  and 

chapter  of  the  Greneral  Statutes  of  1868,  or  Session  Laws,  desig- 
nating the  same. 

Rule  24.  When  a  bill  proposes  to  repeal  any  section,  chapter 
or  act,  and  has  no  other  object,  the  title  shall  be  as  follows :  "An 

act  to  repeal  section ,  chapter of  the ,  relating 

to ,"  filling  the  blanks  with  the  proper  subject,  section  or 

chapter  of  the  General  Statutes  or  Session  Laws,  designating  the 
same. 

Rule  26.  The  Chief  Clerk  of  the  House  and  Secretary  of  the 
Senate  shall  indorse  on  every  bill  and  joint  or  concurrent  reso- 
lution, respectively,  a  brief  history  of  such  bill  or  resolution  in- 
troduced or  coming  into  their  respective  houses,  showing  when 
and  by  whom  the  bill  or  resolution  was  introduced,  or  when  re- 
ceived; its  several  readings,  and  reference;  when  reported,  and 
the  recommendation ;  the  fact  of  amendment  ( if  amended) ,  its 
engrossment,  final  reading  and  disposition  thereof,  stating  the 
number  of  yeas  and  the  number  of  nays  thereon.  The  Chief 
Clerk  and  Secretary  shall  respectively  sign  such  history  of  the 
bill  or  resolution  in  his  house,  before  he  transmits  the  same  to 
the  other  house. 

Rule  26.  These  rules  may  be  changed  or  suspended,  by  con- 
current resolution,  on  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  pres- 
ent in  each  house.

Senator  Young  offered  Senate  resolution  No.  31,  as  follows, 
and  moved  its  adoption : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committees  on  Education,  State  Affairs, 
Banks  and  Banking,  and  Corporations,  be  authorized  to  appoint 
a  clerk. 

Senator  Smith  moved  to  amend  the  resolution  so  as  to  allow 
the  Committees  on  State  Aflairs,  and  Claims,  to  appoint  a  clerk, 
jointly. 

Senator  Kimball  moved  to  amend  the  amendment  so  as  to  al- 
low the  Committee  on  Banks  and  Banking,  and  the  Committee 
on  Corporations,  to  appoint  a  clerk,  jointly. 

The  question  being  upon  the  amemdment  to  the  amendment, 
a  vote  being  had,  the  motion  prevailed. 

The  question  then  being  on  the  amendment  as  amended,  a 
vote  being  had,  the  motion  prevailed. 

The  question  then  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  as 
amended,  a  vote  being  had,  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

Senator  Pickler  offered  Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  14, 
as  follows : 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Eepresentatives  con- 
curring  therein,  That  the  Secretary  of  State  is  hereby  authorized 
to  furnish  for  the  use  of  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the 
Senate,  postage  stamps  to  the  amount  of  $10  each. 

The  President  of  the  Senate  requested  that  the  proposition  to 
furnish  him  with  postage  stamps  be  withdrawn,  which  was 
granted. 

The  resolution,  being  concurrent,  was  laid  over  under  the 
rules. 

Senator  Pickler  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended,  and  the 
concurrent  resolution  be  considered  now.

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate,  the  House  concurring  therein,  That 
our  Senators  in  Congress  be  instructed  and  our  Representatives 
requested  to  oppose  the  enactment  by  Congress  of  any  law  to 
establish  a  National  cattle  trail  through  the  State  of  Kansas, 
whereby  Texas  cattle  would  be  permitted  to  be  driven  through 
the  State  at  any  other  time  or  in  any  other  manner  than  may  be 
authorized  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Kansas. 

Senator  M.  C.  Kelley  moved  to  lay  the  resolution  on  the 
table. 
A  vote  being  had,  the  motion  prevailed. 

Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  11,  Relating  to  a  committee 
being  appointed  to  visit  charitable  institutions,  was  taken  up  for 
consideration. 

Senator  Buchan  moved  that  the  resolution  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Charitable  Institutions. 

The  question  being  on  the  motion  to  refer,  a  vote  being  had, 
the  motion  prevailed.

Whereas,  Numerous  attempts  have  been,  and  probably  will 
be  made  by  citizens  of  the  United  States,  believing  they  had 
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that  right  under  the  existing  laws,  to  settle,  and  make  homes 
thereon;  and 

Wherecu^  Much  suffering  has  already  occurred,  and  bloodshed 
may  ensue,  through  the  attempts  of  the  military  forces  of  the 
United  States  to  eject  such  persons  from  said  lands ;  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Seivate  of  the  State  of  Kansas ^  the  House  ofRep- 
resetUatives  concurring  therein^  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Legis- 
lature of  the  State  of  Kansas,  that  immediate  steps  should  be 
taken  by  the  proper  authorities  of  the  United  States,  to  investi- 
gate and  make  generally  known  the  exact  status  of  said  lands, 
with  reference  to  the  right  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  to  go 
upon  the  same  and  make  homes,  and  that  if  said  lands  belong 
to  the  United  States,  and  no  provision  has  been  made  whereby 
the  same  may  be  disposed  of  as  other  public  lands,  that  speedy 
provision  ought  to  be  made  by  Congress  for  that  purpose. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  further  sense  of  this  Legislature  that 
all  other  lands  in  the  Indian  Territory  not  absolutely  necessary 
for  the  care  and  comfort  of  the  existing  Indian  population 
thereon,  ought  to  be  treated  for  and  disposed  of  to  actual  settlers 
in  such  manner  as  may  be  most  humane  and  just,  and  thus  bring 
the  Indian  population  in  said  Territory  into  closer  contact  with 
the  beneficent  influences  of  modem  civilization,  break  up  the 
asylum  for  fugitives  from  justice  of  the  surrounding  States,  and 
rescue  from  hopeless  waste  a  vast  area  of  the  most  productive 
arable  land  within  the  confines  of  our  great  Republic. 

Resolved,  That  our  Representatives  in  Congress  are  respect- 
fully requested  to  use  all  honorable  means  to  secure  such  action 
and  legislation  on  the  part  of  the  Greneral  Government  as  ^vill 
most  speedily  consummate  the  wishes  of  the  people  of  this  State, 
as  expressed  herein;  and  that  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be 
forthwith  transmitted  by  our  Secretary  of  State  to  the  President 
and  President-elect  of  the  United  States,  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior,  and  to  each  member  of  our  delegation  in  Congress.

Wherecay  We  believe  it  to  be  the  right  of  every  homeless 
American  citizen  to  secure  the  same  on  the  public  domain: 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Senate^  the  House  of  Representatives  concurring 
therein,  That  our  Senators  in  Congress  be  instructed,  and  our 
members  requested,  to  use  all  honorable  means  to  procure  the 
passage  of  a  bill,  opening  for  settlement  under  the  "  Homestead 
law,"  all  of  the  Indian  Territory  unoccupied  by  Indian  tribes ; 
and 

Resolved  further,  That  correct  copies  of  this  resolution  be  en- 
rolled, signed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  and  President  of  the 
Senate,  and  sent  to  each  of  our  Senators  and  Representatives  in 
Congress;  and  that  a  copy  be  sent  to  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior ;  also  to  the  President 
of  the  United  States  Senate,  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
Representatives :  and  that  they  be  requested  to  lay  the  same  be- 
fore their  respective  bodies.

The  question  recurring  on  the  motion  to  adopt  the  resolution,, 
a  vote  being  had,  the  resolution  was  not  adopted. 

Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  17,  Relating  to  the  lands  in 
the  Indian  Territory  known  as  the  Oklahoma  lands,  was  taken 
up  for  consideration,  and  was  read. 

Senator  Jennings  moved  to  indefinitely  postpone  consideration 
of  the  resolution,  which  motion  prevailed. 

House  concurrent  resolution  No.  7,  Relating  to  requesting  our 
Representatives  in  Congress  to  pass  a  law  to  settle  the  Oklahoma 
lands,  was  taken  up  for  consideration,  and  was  read. 

The  resolution  reads  as  follows : 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  House  of  RepresentaiiveSf  the  Senate  con- 
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earring  therein.  That  our  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Con- 
gress be  and  are  hereby  requested  to  use  their  best  efforts  to  se- 
cure the  enactment  of  a  law  that  will  permit  settlers  to  occupy 
the  lands  known  as  the  Oklahoma  lands. 

Senator  Buchan  moved  to  amend  the  concurrent  resolution, 
so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

WhereaSy  The  Government  of  the  United  States,  by  treaty  with 
the  Seminole  Indians  in  1866,  and  in  the  same  year  by  treaty 
with  the  Creek  Indians,  purchased  absolutely  all  the  lands  be- 
longing to  said  tribes,  lying  west  of  the  Indian  meridian ;  and 

WhereaSy  The  laws  of  the  United  States  provide  that  all  lands 
to  which  the  Indian  title  has  been  extinguished  shall  be  open  to 
preemption  and  homestead  entry ;  and 

WhereaSy  Hundreds  of  our  hardy  and  homeless  pioneers  are 
already  occupying  said  Government  lands,  and  thousands  more 
with  their  families  are  preparing  to  go  thereto  in  the  near  fnture ; 
and 

WhereaSy  We  believe  it  to  be  the  right  of  every  homeless 
American  citizen  to  secure  the  same  on  the  public  domain: 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Housey  the  Senate  concurring  thereijiy  That  our 
Senators  in  Congress  be  instructed  and  our  members  requested 
to  use  all  honorable  means  to  procure  the  passage  of  a  bill  open- 
ing for  settlement  under  the  "  homestead  law "  all  of  the  Indian 
Territory  unoccupied  by  Indian  tribes.    And 

Resolvedy  further y  That  correct  copies  of  this  resolution  be  en- 
rolled, signed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  and  the  President  of 
the  Senate,  and  sent  to  each  of  our  Senators  and  Representatives 
in  Congress,  and  that  a  copy  be  sent  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior;  also  to  the 
President  of  the  United  States  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  and  that  they  be  requested  to  lay  the 
same  before  their  respective  bodies. 

The  question  being  upon  the  motion  to  amend  the  House  con- 
current resolution,  a  vote  being  had,  the  motion  prevailed. 

The  question  being  upon  concurring  in  the  resolution  as 
amended,  a  vote  being  had,  the  motion  prevailed,  and  the  reso- 
lution was  concurred  in. 

Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  18,  Authorizing  and  direct- 
ing the  Secretary  of  State  to  turn  over  to  the  State  Librarian 
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sixty  volumes  of  Compiled  Laws  of  Kansas  for  1879,  to  be  used 
in  exchange,  was  taken  up  for  consideration,  and  was  read. 

Senator  Blue  moved  that  the  resolution  be  adopted,  which 
motion  prevailed. 

Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  19,  Requesting  our  delega- 
tion in  Congress  to  procure  the  passage  of  a  bill  to  open  to  set- 
tlement all  the  unoccupied  lands  of  the  Indian  Territory,  was 
taken  up  for  consideration,  and  was  read. 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  concurrent  resolu- 
tion, it  was  moved  that  as  the  subject-matter  of  the  resolution 
was  embraced  in  Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  17,  which  had 
already  been  adopted  as  an  amendment  to  House  concurrent 
resolution  No.  7,  the  resolution  under  consideration  be  indef- 
initely postponed.

the  section  therein  named ; "  and  do  amend  section  1  so  as  to 
read:  Section  1.  That  section  239,  chapter  31,  Greneral  Statutes 
of  1868,  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"  Sec.  239.  Every  person  who  shall  set  up  or  keep  any  table 
or  gambling  device,  commonly  called  ABC,  faro  bank,  E  O, 
roulette,  equality,  keno,  or  any  kind  of  gambling  table  or  gam- 
bling device,  adapted,  devised  and  designed  for  the  purpose  of 
playing  any  game  of  chance  for  money  or  property,  and  shall 
induce,  entice,  or  permit  any  person  to  bet  or  play  at  or  upon 
any  such  gambling  table,  gambling  device,  or  at  or  upon  any 
game  played  at  or  by  means  of  such  table  or  gambling  device, 
or  on  the  side  or  against  the  keeper  thereof,  shall  on  conviction 
be  adjudged  guilty  of  felony,  and  shall  be  punished  by  impris- 
onment in  the  Penitentiary  for  a  term  not  less  than  two  years 
nor  more  than  five  years,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail 
for  a  term  not  less  than  six  or  more  than  twelve  months." 
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And  do  amend  further  by  adding  to  said  bill  the  following 
sections : 

"Sec.  2.  Section  239,  chapter  31,  General  Statutes  of  1868, is 
hereby  repealed. 

"Sec.  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  publication  in  the  official  State  paper." 

And  when  so  amended,  do  recommend  the  passage  of  the  bill 
as  amended.  R.  W.  Blue,  Chairman.

MINORITY   report. 

Mr.  President:  The  undersigned  members  of  the  Judiciary 
Committee  dissent  from  the  report  of  the  majority  with  reference 
to  Senate  joint  resolution  No.  4,  Providing  for  the  calling  of  a 
constitutional  convention,  and  we  recommend  that  the  same  be 


We  think  that  the  condition  of  our  State  is  so  different  from 
what  it  was  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  the  present  constitu- 
tion, the  industries  so  much  more  diversified,  its  advancement  in 
population  and  wealth  has  been  so  marvelous,  that  what  was 
sufficient  for  1859,  does  not  suffice  for  1885.  It  is  generally 
conceded  that  numerous  amendments  to  the  constitution  are 
necessary. 

In  our  judgment,  the  changes  that  are  needed  and  improve- 
ments that  should  be  made,  cannot  be  reached  by  a  process  of 
patching,  but  can  only  be  effectively  and  satisfactorily  made  by 
a  revision  of  the  whole  instrument.  We  therefore  think  it  will 
be  a  serious  mistake  for  this  Legislature  to  adjourn  without 
making  proper  provision  for  the  submitting  to  the  people  the 
question  of  a  constitutional  convention.        A.  L.  Redden.

Senate  as  soon  as  practicable  of  their  proceedings,  with  such 
suggestions  as  they  desire  to  offer  to  the  Senate.

tion that  section  1  of  said  bill  be  amended  so  as  to  re^d  as  fol- 
lows: 

"Section  1.  The  county  treasurers  of  the  several  counties  of 
the  State  shall  be  allowed  by  the  board  of  county  commissioners 
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of  their  respective  counties  as  AiU  compensation  for  their  ser- 
vices the  following  salaries:  In  counties  having  a  population  of 
five  thousand  and  not  more  than  eight  thousand  inhabitants, 
twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  In  counties  having  a  pop- 
ulation of  eight  thousand  and  not  more  than  ten  thousand  inhab- 
itants, fourteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  In  counties  having 
a  population  of  ten  thousand  and  not  more  than  twelve  thousand 
inhabitants,  sixteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  In  counties 
having  a  population  of  twelve  thousand  and  not  more  than  four- 
teen thousand  inhabitants,  eighteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 
In  counties  having  a  population  of  fourteen  thousand  aod  not 
more  than  sixteen  thousand  inhabitants,  two  thousand  dollare 
per  annum.  In  counties  having  a  population  of  sixteen  thou- 
sand and  not  more  than  eighteen  thousand  inhabitants,  twenty- 
two  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  In  counties  having  a  population 
of  eighteen  thousand  and  not  more  than  twenty  thousand  inhab- 
itants, twenty-four  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  In  counties 
having  a  population  of  twenty  thousand  and  not  more  than 
twenty-two  thousand  inhabitants,  twenty-six  hundred  dollars 
per  annum.  In  counties  having  a  population  of  twenty-two 
thousand  and  not  more  than  twenty-five  thousand  inhabitants, 
twenty-eight  hundred  dollars  per  annum;  and  in  all  counties 
having  more  than  twenty-five  thousand  inhabitants,  three  thou- 
sand dollars  per  annum:  Provided^  That  nothing  in  this  act 
shall  be  construed  so  as  to  affect  the  law  in  relation  to  mileage 
in  settling  with  the  State  Treasurer." 

And  that  section  2  of  said  bill  be  amended  by  adding  the 
words:  "except  special  acts  affecting  certain  counties  therein 
named ; "  and  that  said  bill  so  amended  be  passed.

same  and  its  title  so  as  to  read  as  per  amendment  hereto  attached, 
and  instruct  me  to  report  the  bill  back  to  the  Senate  with  the 
recommendation  that  it  be  passed  as  amended.

The  committee  submitted  the  following  amendment : 
An  Act  in  relation  to  the  fencing  of  railroads. 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas  : 

Section  1.  That  every  railroad  company  or  lessee,  person  or 
corporation  operating  any  railroad  shall,  within  six  months  from 
the  date  of  the  approval  of  this  act,  erect  and  thereafter  main- 
tain good  and  lawful  fences  on  both  sides  of  its  road,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  is  open  for  use,  suitable  and  sufficient  to  prevent  cattle 
and  horses  or  other  stock  from  getting  on  such  railroad,  except 
the  crossings  of  public  roads  and  highways  and  within  the  city 
limits  of  cities  and  incorporated  towns  and  villages;  and  when 
such  fences  are  not  made  as  aforesaid,  or  when  such  fences  are 
not  kept  in  good  repair,  such  railroad  corporation,  or  the  lessee, 
person  or  corporation  operating  said  railroad,  shall  be  liable  for 
double  the  amount  of  all  damages  which  may  be  done  by  agents, 
engines  or  cars  of  such  corporation,  or  of  the  lessee,  person  or 
corporation  operating  said  railroad  to  such  cattle,  horses  or  other 
stock  thereon,  together  with  a  reasonable  attorney's  fee  for  the 
prosecution  of  any  suit  to  recover  the  same;  but  when  such 
fences  have  been  duly  made  and  kept  in  good  repair,  such  rail- 
road corporation  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  such  damages,  unless 
negligently  or  willfully  done. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  a  railroad  corporation,  or  the  lessee,  person 
or  corporation  operating  any  railroad,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
build  or  repair  such  fence,  as  provided  in  this  act,  the  owner  or 
occupant  of  the  lands  adjoining  such  railroad,  or  over  or  through 
where  the  railroad  track  is  or  may  be  laid,  may  give  notice  in 
writing  to  such  corporation,  or  the  lessee  thereof,  or  the  persons 
operating  such  railroad,  to  build  such  within  thirty  days,  or  to 
repair  said  fence,  as  the  case  may  be,  within  ten  days  after  the 
service  of  said  notice.  Such  notice  shall  describe  the  lands  on 
which  said  fence  or  repairs  is  required  to  be  built  or  repaired. 
Service  of  such  notice  may  be  made  by  delivering  the  same  to 
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any  ticket  or  station  agent  of  said  corporation,  or  of  the  persons, 
corporations  or  lessees  operating  such  railroad. 

Sec.  3.  If  the  party  so  notified  shall  revise  to  build  or  repair 
such  fence  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the 
owner  or  occupant  of  the  land  required  to  be  fenced  shall  have 
the  right  to  enter  upon  the  land  and  track  of  said  railroad  com- 
pany, and  may  build  or  repair  such  fence,  as  the  case  may  be ; 
and  the  person  so  building  or  repairing  such  fence  shall  be  en- 
titled to  double  the  value  thereof  from  such  corporation  or  party 
operating  or  using  such  railroad,  to  be  recovered,  with  interest 
at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per  month  from  the  time  such  fence 
or  repairs  were  built  or  repaired,  together  with  a  reasonable  at- 
torney's fee  for  the  prosecution  of  any  suit  to  recover  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person  owning  or  occupying  land  adjoining  any 
railroad  track  of  any  railroad  company,  shall  have  the  right  to 
attach  to  the  fence  constructed  along  the  track  or  right-of-way 
of  said  railroad  company,  any  wires,  boards,  or  other  material, 
so  as  to  make  the  fence  of  said  railroad  company  sufficient  to 
prevent  any  hogs  or  pigs  from  getting  upon  the  track  of  said 
railroad  company. 

Sec.  5.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any 
grounds  owned  and  occupied  by  any  railroad  company  for  depot 
purposes,  whether  the  same  are  situated  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  any  city  or  village  or  not.  Such  grounds,  railroad 
companies  shall  not,  in  any  event,  be  required  to  fence. 

Sec.  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  State  paper.

Thereupon,  House  bill  No.  185,  An  act  to  legalize  the  acts  of 
the  township  trustees  and  mayors  of  cities,  not  included  in  the 
limits  in  any  township  in  Shawnee  county,  Kansas,  was  read  the 
third  time,  and  the  question  being.  Shall  the  bill  pass?  the  roll 
was  called,  with  the  following  result :  Yeas,  31 ;  nays,  0.

Senators  absent  or  not  voting  were:  Messrs.  Buchan,  Cong- 
don,  Edmonds,  Harwi,  Hewins,  M.  C.  Kelley,  Kellogg,  Miller, 
and  Rush. 

A  constitutional  majority  having  voted  in  favor  of  the  passage 
of  the  bill,  the  bill  passed,  and  the  title  was  agreed  to. 

House  concurrent  resolution  No.  7,  as  follows,  was  read,  and 
laid  over  under  the  rules : 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives y  the  Senate  con- 
curring therein,  That  our  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Con- 
gress be  and  are  hereby  requested  to  use  their  best  efforts  to 
secure  the  enactment  of  a  law  that  will  permit  settlers  to  occupy 
the  lands  known  as  the  Oklahoma  lands. 

Senator  John  Kelly  asked  permission  to  withdraw  Senate  res- 
olution No.  44,  Requiring  the  Committee  on  Assessment  and 
Taxation  to  amend  the  law  on  assessment  and  taxation  by  add- 
ing a  penalty  for  the  violation  thereof,  and  compelling  property 
to  be  assessed  at  its  real  value. 

There  being  no  objections,  the  resolution  was  withdrawn. 
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By  consent,  Senator  John  Kelly  offered  Senate  concurrent  res- 
olution No.  21,  which  reads  as  follows: 

Resolved  by  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Representatives  concurring 
thereiny  That  the  Committee  on  Assessment  and  Taxation  be  in- 
structed to  prepare  a  bill,  with  suitable  penalty  attached,  to 
compel  assessors  to  assess  all  property  in  the  State  of  Kansas  at 
its  real  cash  value. 

By  consent,  Senator  Smith  offered  Senate  resolution  No.  46, 
as  follows,  and  moved  its  adoption : 

Resolved,  That  the  State  House  Commissioners  be  and  are 
hereby  requested  to  cause  to  be  prepared  an  estimate  of  the  cost 
and  plans  for  remodeling  the  Senate  chamber,  and  report  the 
same  to  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means  at 
as  early  a  day  as  possible,  to  enable  said  committee  to  report,  by 
bill  or  otherwise,  an  appropriation  to  carry  the  same  into  effect. 

A  vote  being  had,  the  resolution  was  adopted.

Any  mechanic  or 
other  person  who  shall,  under  contract  with  the  owner  of  any 
tract  or  piece  of  land,  his  agent  or  trustee,  or  under  contract 
with  the  husband  or  wife  of  such  owner,  perform  labor  by  the 
day,  job  or  otherwise,  or  furnish  material  for  erecting,  altering 
or  repairing  any  building  or  the  appurtenances  of  any  building, 
or  any  erection,  or  improvement,  or  shall  furnish  any  fixtures 
or  machinery,  or  perform  labor  as  aforesaid  in  putting  up  any 
fixtures  or  machinery  in  or  attachments  to  any  such  building  or 
improvements,  or  plant  and  grow  any  trees,  shrubs,  vines,  plants, 
hedge,  or  hedge  fence,  or  who  shall  build  a  stone  fence,  or  shall 
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perform  labor  or  furnish  material  for  erecting,  altering  or  re- 
pairing any  fence  or  any  tract  or  piece  of  land,  shall  have  a  lien 
upon  the  whole  tract  or  piece  of  land,  the  buildings,  and  appur- 
tenances, in  the  manner  herein  provided,  for  the  amount  due  to 
him  for  such  labor  or  material,  fixtures  or  machinery.  Such 
lien  shall  be  preferred  to  all  other  liens  and  incumbrances  which 
may  attach  to  or  upon  such  lands,  buildings  or  improvements, 
or  either  of  them,  subsequent  to  the  commencement  of  such 
buildings,  the  furnishing  or  putting  up  of  such  fixtures  or  ma- 
chinery, or  planting  and  growing  of  such  trees,  vines,  shrubs, 
plants,  or  hedge,  or  hedge  fence,  or  the  building  of  such  fence  or 
stone  fence,  or  the  making  of  any  such  repairs  or  improvements. 
And  if  any  promissory  not^  bearing  not  exceeding  twelve  per 
cent,  interest  per  annum,  shall  have  been  taken  for  any  such 
labor  or  material,  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  file  a  copy  of  such  note, 
with  a  sworn  statement  that  said  note  or  any  part  thereof  was 
given  for  such  labor,  or  for  material  used  in  the  construction  of 
any  such  building  or  improvement,  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  the  district  court  in  which  such  land  is  situated.  And  it 
shall  not  be  necessary  to  file  a  list  of  items  used  or  fiimished, 
as  required  in  section  2  of  this  act,  and  the  lien  shall  be  for  the 
principal  and  interest  aforesaid,  as  specified  in  said  note.

To  the  President  oj the  Senate — Sir:  In  compliance  with  Sen- 
ate resolution  No.  36,  Requesting  the  Railroad  Commissioners 
to  furnish  the  Senate  with  a  full  and  complete  statement  of  the 
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original  cost  of  the  building  and  equipment  of  the  several  rail- 
roads now  operated  in  the  State  of  Kansas ;  also,  whether  section 
6,  chapter  124,  Session  Laws  of  1883,  has  been  complied  with, 
the  Board  of  Bailroad  Commissioners  beg  leave  to  submit,  for 
the  information  of  the  Senate,  the  following: 

Section  6,  chapter  124,  Session  Laws  of  1883,  has  been  com- 
plied with  by  the  several  railroad  companies  operating  railroads 
in  this  State,  except  as  to  that  part  of  the  fifth  subdivision  of 
said  section  which  provides  and  directs  a  statement,  by  said  com- 
panies, of  the  actual  present  cash  value  of  their  respective  roads 
and  equipment,  including  permanent  way,  buildings  and  rolling 
stock,  all  real  estate  used  exclusively  in  operating  the  road,  and 
all  fixtures  and  conveniences  for  transacting  their  business. 

To  questions  propounded  by  the  Board,  intended  to  elicit  that 
information,  the  companies  uniformly  replied  that  they  were 
unable  to  answer  them.  The  response  of  two  of  the  companies, 
through  their  officers,  in  which  reasons  are  given  why  the  ques- 
tions cannot  be  answered,  were  incorporated  in  our  first  annual 
report  to  the  Governor,  page  26.

5.  Cost  of  present  equipment  (applying  to miles  of 

road.) 

6.  Cost  of  all  real  estate  used  exclusively  in  operating  the 
road. 

7.  Cost  of  all  fixtures  and  conveniences  for  the  business  of 
the  road. 

8.  Total  cost  of  construction  and  equipment  to  June  30, 188 — . 

9.  Average  cost  of  road  and  equipment  per  mile. 

10.  Is  your  construction  account  closed? 

11.  If  the  road  was  not  built  by  the  present  owners,  state  cost 
of  road  and  equipment  to  them. 

12.  The  value  of  other  property  owned  by  the  corporation. 
Answers  to  the  above  are  required  to  be  returned  under  oath 

of  the  managing  officer  of  the  company. 

The  information  elicited  is  contained  in  the  following  table, 
which  embraces  all  the  companies  operating  in  Kansas.

To  THE  Senate:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  re- 
ceipt of  the  resolution  adopted  by  your  honorable  body  on  the 
21st  inst.,  making  certain  inquiries  concerning  notaries*  public 
appointed  by  the  Executive. 

In  reply,  I  would  state  that  during  the  four  years  commencing 
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January  1,  1881,  and  ending  December  31,  1884,  commissions 
have  been  issued  for  4,281  notaries.  During  the  period  from 
January  1, 1885,  to  date,  177  commissions  have  been  issued  for 
notaries. 

I  have  received  but  one  petition  asking  the  revocation  of  the 
commission  of  a  notary  public.  It  is  alleged  in  this  petition  that 
the  incumbent  is  a  *'  dangerous,  unscrupulous  man,  in  no  wise 
fitted  to  hold  any  official  position ; "  but  no  specific  charges  of 
official  misconduct  are  made. 

The  power  to  revoke  a  commission  issued  to  a  notary,  it  ap- 
pears, hajB  never  been  exercised  by  the  Executive.  I  have  asked 
the  Attorney  Greneral  whether  it  is  possessed,  and  transmit  his 
reply,  accompanying. 

It  seems  to  me,  from  an  examination  of  the  act  concerning 
notaries  public,  that  it  needs  thorough  revision.  Section  8  pre- 
scribes that  "  if  any  notary  die,  resign,  be  disqualified,  or  remove 
from  the  county,  his  record  and  official  and  public  papers  shall, 
within  thirty  days,  be  delivered  to  the  clerk  of  the  district  court 
of  the  county,  to  be  delivered  to  his  successor  when  qualified." 
Bat  a  notary  really  has  no  successor,  and  it  is  doubtful  whether 
one  in  ten  of  the  thousands  of  notaries  appointed  keeps,  as  re- 
quired by  law,  a  record  of  his  official  acts.  No  penalties  for 
failure  to  keep  such  record  are  provided.  The  law  should  com- 
pel a  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  section  7,  by  imposing 
adequate  penalties;  and  a  transcript  of  the  record  thus  kept 
should  be  filed,  at  stated  periods,  with  the  clerk  of  the  district 
court. 

It  also  occurs  to  me  that  some  limitation  should  be  fixed  by 
law  on  the  number  of  notaries  public  the  Executive  is  author- 
ized to  appoint  and  commission.  The  lack  of  legal  limitations 
on  the  exercise  of  this  appointing  power  has  a  tendency  to  de- 
grade the  functions  of  notaries  public,  and  leads  inevitably  to 
gross  carelessness  in  the  exercise  of  those  functions,  if  not  to 
grave  abuses  that  may  result  in  serious  legal  complications  and 
wrongs.

Hon,  John  A,  3fartin,  Oovemor  of  Kansas — Dear  Sir:  An- 
swering your  request  for  my  opinion  upon  your  power  to  remove

my  opinion  that  the  Executive  has  no  such  power.  Power  of 
appointment  is  given,  but  by  the  same  act  the  tenure  of  oflSce  of 
such  appointees  is  fixed,  i,  e.,  for  the  term  of  four  years.  The 
Governor  has  not  the  power  to  revoke  the  commission,  or  other- 
wise remove  such  officer.  He  can  only  be  removed  by  civil 
action,  for  the  doing  or  failing  to  do  any  act  which  by  the  pro- 
visions of  law  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  his  office.  (  See  sections

inhabitants,  seven  hundred  dollars  per  annum ;  in  counties  hav- 
ing a  population  of  more  than  fourteen  thousand  and  less  than 
sixteen  thousand  inhabitants,  eight  hundred  dollars  per  annum ; 
in  counties  having  a  population  of  more  than  sixteen  thousand 
and  less  than  eighteen  thousand  inhabitants,  nine  hundred  dol- 
lars per  annum ;  in  counties  having  a  population  of  more  than 
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eighteen  and  less  than  twenty  thousand  inhabitants,  ten  hun- 
dred dollars  per  annum;  in  counties  having  a  population  of 
more  than  twenty  thousand  and  less  than  twenty-four  thousand 
inhabitants,  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum;  in  counties 
having  a  population  of  more  than  twenty-four  thousand  and  less 
than  twenty-eight  thousand  inhabitants,  fourteen  hundred  dol- 
lars per  annum ;  in  counties  having  a  population  of  more  than 
twenty-eight  thousand  and  less  than  thirty-two  thousand  inhab- 
itants, sixteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum;  in  counties  having  a 
population  of  more  than  thirty-two  thousand  and  less  than 
thirty-four  thousand  inhabitants,  eighteen  hundred  dollars  per 
annum ;  and  in  all  counties  having  a  population  of  thirty-five 
thousand  inhabitants  or  more  than  thirty-five  thousand  inhabit- 
ants, two  thousand  dollars  per  annum :  Provided,  That  when  any 
county  shall  have  attached  thereto,  for  judicial  purposes,  any 
unorganized  county  or  counties,  the  county  attorney  shall  receive 
such  additional  compensation  as  may  be  allowed  by  the  board  of 
county  commissioners  of  said  county. 

''The  number  of  inhabitants  shall  be  determined,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  this  act,  from  the  last  returns  of  the  assessors  in  each 
year  in  their  respective  counties;  and  said  salaries  shall  be 
payable  in  quarterly  installments,  at  the  end  of  each  regular 
quarter,  by  the  proper  county.  County  attorneys  shall  be  al- 
lowed five  per  cent,  on  all  moneys  collected  by  them  in  favor  of 
the  State  or  county.  Whenever  the  prosecutor  or  defendant  is 
adjudged  to  pay  the  costs,  the  court  shall  tax  as  costs  the  fol- 
lowing fees :  Tor  drawing  indictment  or  information  for  felony, 
five  dollars ;  for  drawing  indictment  or  information  for  misde- 
meanor, two  dollars  and  fifty  cents ;  for  drawing  complaint  for 
misdemeanor,  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents;  for  trial  in  case  of 
murder,  twenty-five  dollars ;  for  trial  in  other  cases,  ten  dollars ;

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Fees  and  Salaries,  to 
whom  was  referred  Senate  bill  No.  27,  An  act  relating  to  county 
surveyors,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  instruct 
me  to  report  the  bill  back  to  the  Senate  with  the  recommenda- 
tion that  it  be  passed  as  amended,  to  read  as  follows : 

An  Act  relating  to  county  sorvejony  prescribing  their  duties  and  fixing 
their  compensation,  and  to  establish  permanent  surveys. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  StcUe  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  elected  a  county  surveyor  in  each 
organized  county  of  this  State,  at  the  general  election  in  1885, 
and  every  second  year  thereafter,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for 
the  term  of  two  years,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and 
qualified,  and  who  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  that  he  will 
fiuthfuUy  and  to  the  best  of  his  skill  and  ability  discharge  the 
duties  of  county  surveyor;  and  he  shall  also  execute  to  the  State 
a  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  with  at  least 
two  sureties,  which  bond  and  sureties  shall  be  approved  by  the 
board  of  county  commissioners,  conditioned  for  the  true  and 
fiuthful  performance  of  the  official  duties  of  county  surveyor  as 
provided  for  by  law,  which  bond  said  county  clerk  shall  file  in 
his  office. 

Sec.  2.  Each  county  surveyor,  after  having  qualified  as  pro- 
vided in  the  foregoing  section,  may,  in  writing,  appoint  one  or 
more  deputy  county  surveyors,  who  may  act  in  the  absence  of 
the  county  surveyor,  or  when  he  is  officially  engaged,  he  being 
responsible  for  the  official  acts  of  his  deputy.

Sec.  4.  When  any  county  surveyor  may  be  \ 
by  any  court  to  make  any  survey  to  be  used 
action  pending,  or  to  establish  any  comer,  m 
execution  of  the  decree,  order  or  judgment  of  i 
comers,  lines  or  boundaries  of  any  land  or  Ic 
hereby  authorized  and  required,  upon  applic

Sec.  6.  In  all  cases  where  a  view  is  ordere 
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county  commissioners  to  locate,  re-locate  or  vacate  any  county, 
State  or  private  road,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  surveyor, 
upon  the  order  of  the  county  commissioners,  to  make  a  complete 
survey  of  such  road,  and  make  an  official  return  of  said  survey, 
together  with  a  correct  plat  thereof,  to  the  board  of  county  com- 
missioners, and  upon  the  location,  re-location  or  vacation  of  any 
road  by  the  county  commissioners,  the  county  surveyor  shall 
enter  the  plat  and  field  notes  thereof  upon  the  official  road  record 
of  the  county.  He  shall,  when  ordered  by  the  county  commis- 
sioners, make  out  a  complete  description  of  all  or  any  part  of  the 
real  estate  in  his  county,  to  be  made  out  and  entered  in  proper 
rolls  furnished  by  the  county  clerk  for  such  purposes.  The 
couuty  surveyor  shall,  when  required  by  the  board  of  county 
commissioners,  make  complete  surveys,  plans,  specifications  and 
estimates  for  all  bridges,  culverts,  roads  or  ditches  to  be  con- 
structed by  the  county,  and  shall  report  the  same,  with  his  rec- 
ommendations thereon,  to  the  board  of  county  commissioners. 
The  county  surveyor  shall,  when  required  by  the  board  of  county 
commissioners,  superintend  the  construction  of  all  public  works 
and  bridged  in  the  county,  and  shall  make  reports  on  the  progress 
of  such  work  to  the  county  commissioners  from  time  to  time  as 
they  may  direct,  and  he  shall  within  ten  days  after  the  comple- 
tion of  any  public  work  make  a  final  report  of  the  same  to  the 
county  commissioners.  The  county  surveyor  shall  compare  the 
magnetic  with  the  true  meridian  at  least  four  times  a  year,  viz., 
between  the  first  and  fifteenth  of  January,  April,  July  and 
October,  and  record  the  same;  and  he  shall,  within  ten  days 
after  the  fourth  examination  of  each  year,  transmit  a  copy  of 
those  examinations  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  another  to  the 
President  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  Kansas. 

Sec.  7.  The  county  surveyor  shall  keep  three  books  of  record, 
as  follows:  One  in  which  shall  be  recorded  the  annual  variations 
of  the  magnetic  needle,  and  shall  be  headed  "Annual  variations 
of  the  magnetic  needle."  The  second  shall  contain  the  calcula- 
tions by  latitude  and  departure  of  such  surveys  made  by  the 
county  surveyor  as  shall  be  required  by  law,  and  each  calcula- 
tion shall  have  a  corresponding  number  with  the  plat  and  field 
notes  to  which  it  refers  in  the  book  of  records.  The  third  book 
shall  contain  a  complete  record  of  plats  and  field  notes  of  all 
surveys  of  land  made  by  the  county  surveyor.  No  diagram  shall 
21 
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be  constructed  to  scale  less  than  one  inch  to  every  twenty  chains, 
and  each  diagram  shall  be  numbered  progressively,  and  the  field 
notes  of  the  survey  so  recorded  shall  contain  a  full  statement  of 
such  surveys,  with  the  variations  of  the  magnetic  needle,  length 
of  lines,  location  of  all  comers,  established  or  reestablished,  with 
the  size  and  description  of  all  monuments ;  also  description  of 
all  witness  trees,  with  the  size,  distance,  and  course.  All  monu- 
ments established  or  reestablished  shall  be  of  stone  or  other 
durable  material,  and  when  convenient  the  surveyor  shall,  to 
every  comer  so  established,  measure  and  mark  four  witness  trees 
or  other  convenient  objects,  if  within  four  hundred  links  of  said 
comer,  to  be  marked  as  near  as  practicable  according  to  the  re- 
quirements for  United  States  surveys. 

Sec.  8.  All  calculations  to  ascertain  the  contents  of  an 
irregular-shaped  tract  of  land  by  the  county  surveyor  shall  be 
made  by  latitude  and  departure. 

Sec.  9.  In  the  subdivision  of  land  as  surveyed  by  the  United 
States  surveyors  into  quarter-sections,  the  following  methods 
shall  be  followed:  The  surveyor  shall  proceed  to  connect  the 
points  of  position  of  the  quarter  comers  upon  opposite  sides  of 
the  section,  by  the  tracing  of  a  straight  line  from  one  to  the 
other.  He  shall  then  ascertain  the  point  of  intersection  of  the 
two  straight  lines  as  above  mentioned,  and  the  said  point  of  in- 
tersection shall  be  the  point  of  position  of  the  comer  common 
to  the  four  quarters  of  the  section  subdivided.  The  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  center  comers  of  sections  which 
have  heretofore  been  established  according  to  any  statute  in  force 
at  the  time  of  establishing  the  same. 

Sec.  10.  If  the  original  location  cannot  be  ascertained,  the 
county  surveyor  shall  establish  the  quarter^ection  comer  on  the 
north  boundary  of  sections  closing  on  a  base  line  or  parallel  line 
at  such  point  as  will  suit  the  calculations  of  the  areas  of  the 
quarter-sections  adjoining  the  township  boundaries,  as  expressed 
upon  the  official  plats,  adopting  proportionate  measurements 
where  the  present  measurements  differ  from  the  original  meas- 
urements. 

Sec.  11.  In  reestablishing  missing  comers,  where  no  bearing, 
or  witness  tree  or  trees  can  be  found,  the  county  surveyor  or  his 
deputy  shall  establish  said  missing  corners  in  accordance  with 
the  Government  surveys. 
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Sec.  12.  If  any  county  surveyor  shall  be  molested  or  prevented 
irom  doing  or  performing  any  of  his  official  duties  by  means  of 
threats  or  other  improper  interference  of  any  person,  such  sur- 
veyor shall  call  on  the  sheriff  of  the  county,  who  shall  accompany 
him  and  remove  all  force ;  and  any  person  so  interfering  with 
any  county  surveyor  or  his  deputy  while  performing  his  official 
daties  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  convic- 
tion thereof  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars  nor  less  than  twenty  dollars.  He  shall  also  be  liable,  in 
a  civil  action,  for  all  damages  sustained  by  any  person  by  reason 
of  any  hindrance  of  or  interference  with  the  surveyor  or  his 
deputy,  and  also  for  all  their  expenses  which  may  accrue  in  conse- 
quence of  the  attendance  of  the  sheriff  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Sec.  13.  The  county  surveyor  shall  appoint  two  or  more  dis- 
interested persons  to  act  as  chainmen,  and  each  chainman  so  em- 
ployed shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  fussi^ed  him,  take 
an  oath  or  affirmation  to  faithfully  and  impartially  perform  the 
duties  of  chainman,  which  oath  or  affirmation  the  county  sur- 
veyor is  hereby  authorized  to  administer;  the  chainmen  shall 
receive  not  to  exceed  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  day  for  each 
day  that  they  are  actually  employed  in  performing  the  work,  and 
in  going  from  and  returning  to  his  residence  for  such  purpose. 

Sec.  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  surveyor  to  pro- 
cure, as  soon  as  practicable,  copies,  duly  certified  by  the  Register 
of  the  State  Land  Office  to  be  correct,  of  the  field  notes  and 
plats  of  the  original  surveys  of  the  United  States  of  the  lands  of 
his  county  not  already  procured,  and  when  so  obtained  or  com- 
pleted he  shall  have  such  plats  and  field  not«s  bound  substan- 
tially in  book  form,  which  books  shall  be  kept  open  in  said 
surveyor's  office  for  the  benefit  of  the  public.  The  county  com- 
missioners shall  pay  for  procuring  and  binding  such  plats  and 
field  notes  out  of  the  county  funds :  Provided,  That  all  the  records 
of  the  office  of  county  surveyor  shall  be  kept  at  the  county 
seat. 

Sec.  16.  The  county  surveyor  is  hereby  authorized  and  re- 
quired to  administer  all  oaths  or  affirmations  necessary  to  be 
administered  in  the  legal  establishment  of  roads  and  all  other 
surveys. 

Sec.  16.  Whenever  the  owner  or  owners  of  one  or  more  tracts 
of  land  desire  to  permanently  establish  the  comers  or  boundaries 
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thereof,  he  or  they  shall  notify  the  county  surveyor  of  the  county 
in  which  said  land  is  situated  to  make  survey  thereof  and  estab- 
lish sucK  corners  or  boundaries,  and  shall  furnish  him  the  names 
and  address  of  all  parties  residing  in  the  county,  and  of  non- 
residents, if  known,  who  shall  be  affected  by  such  survey.  The 
county  surveyor  shall,  upon  receipt  of  said  information,  notify 
said  parties  by  registered  letter  or  otherwise  in  writing  of  the 
time  when  he  will  make  such  survey  and  establish  such  corners 
or  boundaries,  which  notice,  if  sent  by  mail,  shall  be  posted  at 
least  fifteen  days  prior  to  the  time  fixed  for  the  survey,  or  such 
notice  may  be  served  upon  every  party  to  be  notified  residing  in 
the  county  in  which  such  land  is  situated  at  least  ten  days  pre- 
vious to  making  such  survey;  by  delivering  to  the  party  a  copy 
thereof,  or  leaving  the  same  at  his  usual  place  of  residence ;  non- 
residents of  the  county  shall  be  served  by  mail,  if  their  address 
be  known  to  the  parties  requiring  the  survey,  or  to  the  county 
surveyor ;  otherwise  the  notice  shall  be  served  by  publication  in 
some  newspaper  published  in  the  county,  if  there  be  one,  once 
in  each  week  for  three  consecutive  weeks,  the  last  publication  to 
be  made  at  least  five  days  prior  to  the  day  fixed  for  making  such 
survey.  In  case  no  newspaper  is  published  in  the  county,  then 
in  some  newspaper  published  in  the  State,  and  of  general  circu- 
lation in  the  county :  Provided^  That  in  all  cases  where  all  the 
land-owners  interested  shall  consent  in  writing  for  the  county 
surveyor  to  ascertain  and  establish  certain  corners  or  boundaries 
of  their  lands,  in  lieu  of  the  ten  days'  notice  hereinbefore  re- 
quired to  be  given  by  the  surveyor  of  the  time  when  he  will 
proceed  to  make  the  survey,  such  surveyor  may  so  proceed  as 
soon  as  convenient,  and  at  such  time  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by 
the  parties  consenting  to  such  survey. 

Sec.  17.  At  the  time  mentioned  in  such  notice,  the  surveyor 
shall  proceed  to  make  the  survey  of  said  boundaries.  He  shall 
have  power  to  administer  oaths,  and  take  the  evidence  of  any 
person  who  may  be  able  to  identify  any  government  or  other  le- 
gally established  corner,  or  witness  thereto,  or  government  line 
tree,  or  other  noted  object ;  and  he  shall  establish  such  comer 
or  boundary  as  located  by  a  preponderance  of  such  evidence 
taken  in  connection  with  the  plat  and  field  notes  of  the  govern- 
ment survey,  if  the  same  are  applicable  thereto.  Affidavits  and 
documentary  evidence  may  be  submitted  in  such  case.     The  oral 
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testimony  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  signed  by  the  witness  or 
witnesses,  and  together  with  all  affidavits  and  copies  of  docu- 
ments received  in  evidence,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
county  surveyor,  and  within  thirty  days  after  the  completion  of 
said  survey  an  accurate  plat  and  notes  of  such  survey  shall  be 
entered  of  record  in  the  surveyor's  office. 

Sec.  18.  Upon  the  recording  of  the  report  and  plat  of  any 
survey,  as  required  by  the  next  preceding  section,  any  person 
whose  interest  may  be  affected  by  said  survey  may,  at  any  time 
within  thirty  days  thereafter,  appeal  to  the  district  court,  by 
filing  with  the  county  surveyor  a  notice  of  his  intention  to  ap- 
peal, and  giving  a  bond  to  be  approved  by  the  clerk  of  the  dis- 
trict court,  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  the  costs  of  the 
appeal  if  the  report  shall  be  affirmed  by  the  court.  Upon  the 
filing  of  such  notice  and  bond,  the  county  surveyor  shall  certify 
the  appeal  to  the  clerk  of  the  district  court,  and  file  with  said 
clerk  a  certified  copy  of  the  report  appealed  from.  Such  appeal 
shall  be  entered  as  a  civil  action,  in  which  the  appellant  shall  be 
plaintifi^,  and  all  other  land-holders  interested  in,  and  who  have 
been  notified  of  such  survey,  shall  be  defendants.  The  court 
shall  hear  and  determine  said  appeal,  and  enter  an  order  or 
judgment  approving  or  rejecting  said  report,  or  modifying  or 
amending  the  same,  according  to  the  rights  of  the  parties,  or 
may  refer  the  same  back  to  the  surveyor,  to  correct  his  report 
and  survey,  in  conformity  to  the  judgment  of  the  court ;  or  may, 
for  good  cause  shown,  set  aside  the  report  and  appoint  a  new 
surveyor,  or  order  the  same  surveyor  to  proceed  de  novo^  and 
survey  and  determine  the  boundaries  and  comers  of  the  land  in 
question,  and  report  the  same  to  the  court  for  further  action. 
The  boundaries  and  comers  established  in  said  survey,  where  no 
appeal  is  taken  from  the  surveyor's  report,  and  such  boundaries 
and  comers  as  are  established  by  the  final  judgment  of  the 
court,  in  cases  whcfre  an  appeal  is  taken,  shall  be  held  and  con- 
sidered as  permanently  located  and  finally  established;  and 
when  any  report  has  been  appealed  from,  the  surveyor  shall 
note  the  fact  on  the  margin  of  such  record,  and  if  such  report 
shall  be  returned  on  appeal,  or  modified  or  amended,  it  shall  be 
so  entered  on  the  same  page  of  the  record,  or  if  on  another  page, 
reference  shall  be  made  thereto  on  the  page  where  such  report 
is  recorded. 
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Sec.  19.  The  expenses  and  costs  of  the  survey  shall  be  paid 
by  the  parties  procuring  the  same  to  be  made,  unless  other  land- 
owners appear,  offer  evidence,  or  otherwise  take  part  therein,  in 
which  event  such  costs  and  expenses  shall  be  apportioned  among 
the  land-owners  appearing  or  taking  part  in  such  survey,  by  the 
county  surveyor,  according  to  their  respective  interests ;  and  in 
case  of  appeal,  if  the  report  of  the  surveyor  shall  be  affirmed, 
the  party  appealing  shall  pay  all  costs  of  the  appeal ;  but  when 
the  report  of  the  surveyor  is  set  aside,  the  appellant  shall  not  be 
liable  for  any  costs  in  the  appeal,  or  of  the  survey,  but  such 
costs  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  parties  resisting  the  appeal ; 
and  in  such  case  no  fees  shall  be  allowed  the  surveyor  for  the 
survey,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  court.  The  county  sur- 
veyor may  require  of  the  party  demanding  a  proposed  survey 
the  payment  of  or  security  for  the  payment  of  his  fees  and  the 
other  expenses  thereof,  in  advance ;  and  if  they  are  not  so  paid, 
the  surveyor  shall  not  be  required  to  make  such  survey :  Pro- 
vided, That  in  all  cases  in  which  the  costs  and  expenses  aforesaid 
are  advanced  to  the  surveyor  by  any  party,  the  other  party  or 
parties  interested,  and  who  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  the  amount 
apportioned  to  them  as  herein  provided,  shall  be  liable  to  the 
said  party  advancing  the  same  for  their  proportion  of  the  costs 
and  expenses  aforesaid,  and  he  may  recover  the  same  from  said 
party  or  parties  in  a  civil  action ;  and  in  any  case  where  fees  and 
expenses  have  been  advanced  to  the  surveyor,  and  the  court  upon 
appeal  shall  adjudge  that  he  is  not  entitled  to  any  fees  for  the 
survey,  he  shall  refund  such  fees  to  the  party  advancing  the 
same. 

Sec.  20.  All  fees  and  expenses  remaining  unpaid  after  the  ex- 
piration of  thirty  days  after  the  report  of  any  survey  made  by 
the  county  surveyor  becomes  final,  the  county  surveyor  shall 
furnish  to  the  county  clerk  a  statement,  under  oath,  showing  the 
amount  remaining  unpaid,  and  a  description  of  the  land  against 
which  the  apportionment  was  made.  On  receipt  of  any  such 
statement,  the  county  clerk  shall  levy  a  tax  against  the  land 
mentioned  in  said  statement  sufficient  to  pay  the  amount  of  said 
apportionment.  Said  tax  shall  be  collected  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided for  the  collection  of  taxes  on  real  estate,  and  be  subject 
to  the  same  penalties;  and  when  collected,  the  county  treasurer 
shall  pay  the  amount  so  collected  to  the  county  surveyor. 
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S£C.  21.  In  all  surveys  affecting  lands  bounded  by,  lying  oon- 
tiguous  or  across  county  lines,  the  county  surveyor  who  may  be 
called  upon  to  perform  such  survey  shall  notify  the  county  sui^ 
veyor  of  the  adjoining  county,  and  said  surveyors  shall  agree 
upon  the  time  for  performing  such  survey,  and  shall  each  serve 
upon  the  owners  of  the  lands  proposed  to  be  surveyed  in  their 
respective  counties  such  notice  as  is  provided  for  in  section  15  of 
this  act,  and  at  the  time  and  place  appointed  shall  meet  and 
make  such  survey  together  in  the  same  manner  as  other  surveys 
are  made;  and  if  they  agree,  copies  of  the  evidence  shall  be  filed 
and  a  plat  and  field  notes  of  such  survey  recorded  in  the  office 
of  the  county  surveyor  in  such  county  covering  the  land  in  such 
county  affected  thereby.  In  case  they  fail  to  agree,  neither  shall 
receive  any  fees  for  such  survey.  Appeals  from  the  joint  deci- 
sion of  such  surveyors  may  be  had  to  the  district  court  of  the 
county  in  which  the  lands  of  the  appellant  lie ;  or  if  the  tract 
owned  by  the  appellant  and  affected  by  such  survey  lies  partly 
in  both  counties,  he  may  appeal  to  the  district  court  of  either 
county  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  effect  as  provided 
for  in  section  17  of  this  act ;  and  such  lines,  when  so  established 
and  recorded,  shall  be  held  to  be  permanent  lines  between  such 
lands,  and  shall  not  thereafter  be  changed. 

Sec.  22.  Any  county  surveyor  refusing  or  neglecting  to  com- 
pare the  magnetic  with  the  true  meridian,  recording  and  report- 
ing the  same  as  required  by  section  6  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  ten  nor 
more  than  fifty  dollars.  • 

Sec.  23.  The  county  surveyor  shall  receive  the  following  fees 
for  his  services,  viz. : 

For  the  time  actually  and  necessarily  employed  in  going  to 
and  making  any  survey  and  returning  to  his  office,  and  for  the 
time  actually  and  necessarily  employed  in  making  plans,  esti- 
mates and  specifications  of  bridges,  culverts  and  county  build- 
ings, and  superintending  the  erection  thereof,  and  for  making 
out  description  of  lands  of  the  county,  four  dollars  per  day. 

For  making  plat  and  report  of  road  survey,  and  entering  same 
on  road  record  if  required,  two  dollars. 

For  copy  of  road  plat  furnished  any  person  on  demand,  one 
dollar. 

For  copy  of  report  of  road  survey  furnished  any  person  on 
demand,  one  dollar. 
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For  making  plat  of  land  survey  in  record,  not  exceeding  one 
section,  with  subdivisions  not  less  than  forty  acres,  one  dollar; 
for  each  additional  quarter-section,  twenty-five  cents,  and  for 
any  copy  thereof,  one-half  the  sum  named. 

For  making  plats  or  copies  of  plats  of  land  surveys  with  sub- 
divisions less  than  forty  acres,  four  dollars  per  day. 

For  making  and  recording  report  and  field  notes  of  surveys, 
and  all  other  instruments  of  writing  required  to  be  recorded, 
and  not  herein  otherwise  provided  for,  ten  cents  per  folio. 

For  making  out  and  entering  each  notice  of  surveys,  twenty- 
five  cents. 

For  each  certificate  of  filing  and  recording  any  instrument, 
twenty-five  cents. 

For  filing  with  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  a  certified  copy 
of  report  appealed  from,  ten  cents  per  folio. 

And  for  any  and  all  other  services  not  herein  otherwise  pro- 
vided for,  the  county  surveyor  shall  receive  such  compensation 
as  may  be  allowed  by  the  board  of  county  commissioners. 

Bec.  24.  That  article  12  of  chapter  25,  General  Statutes  of 
1879,  and  all  other  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  the 
provbions  of  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  25.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 

after  its  publication  in  the .

this  subject. 

The  question  being  upon  the  adoption  of  the  resolution,  a  vote 
being  had,  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

CONSIDERATION  OF  MOTIONS  AND  RESOLUTIONS  OFFERED 
ON  A  PREVIOUS  DAY. 

House  concurrent  resolution  No.  11,  Asking  for  committee  of 
investigation  in  regard  to  the  methods  adopted  by  the  State 
Board  of  Equalization  of  Taxes,  was  taken  up  for  consideration, 
and  was  read. 
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Senator  Pickler  moved  that  the  Senate  concur  in  the  resolution 

A  vote  being  had,  the  resolution  was  concurred  in. 

The  resolution  reads  as  follows : 

Whereas^  It  is  alleged  that  as  shown  by  the  'Fourth  Biennia 
Report  of  the  Auditor  of  State,  it  appears  that  the  State  Boar( 
of  Equalization,  in  their  annual  equalization  of  aflseesments  o 
property  throughout  the  State,  have  failed  to  effect  a  fair  an( 
just  equalization  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  property  in  th(

assessment,  and  report  to  the  Legislature  by  bill  or  otherwise. 

The  President  of  the  Senate  appointed  as  members  of  the  com 
mittee  on  part  of  the  Senate,  Senators  Pickler  and  Allen. 

Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  22,  Relating  to  the  keeping 
open  of  the  State  Library  from  9  A.  m.  to  9  p.  m.,  except  Sun 
days,  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature,  was  taken  up  foi 
consideration,  and  was  read.

Hon,  A,  P.  Riddle,  President  of  the  Senate — Dear  Sir:  At 
the  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  Kansas  State  Board  of  Agri- 
culture, held  at  the  office  of  the  Board  on  the  15th  day  of  Jan- 
uary, 1885,  the  following  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted, 
and  the  Secretary  directed  to  forward  copies  thereof  to  the  Leg- 
islature through  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  Speaker  of  the 
HousQ  of  Representatives,  to  wit : 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Kanms  Slate  Board  of  AgricuUure,  That,  believing  the 
general  prosperity  and  progress  of  the  State  depend  largely  upon  the  devel- 
opment of  its  mineral  resources,  we  do  most  respectfully  request  the  Legis- 
lature to  take  into  consideration  and  enact  a  law  which  will  fully  provide 
for  a  thorough  geological  survey  of  the  State,  so  that  its  mineral  resources 
may  be  accurately  known  and  its  water  supply  scientifically  determined. 

Be  U  retolved  by  the  Kansas  State  Board  of  Agrvcultwre,  That,  believing  the 
agricultural  and  horticultural  industries  of  the  State  are  deserving  of  every 
protection  which  State  legislation  can  provide,  and  that  the  immense  losses 
to  the  products  of  said  industries,  resulting  from  insect  depredations,  cnn 
be  measurably  averted  through  the  dissemination  of  reliable  and  practical 
information  as  to  the  natural  habits  of  insects,  both  beneficial  and  injurious, 
and  the  methods  best  calculated  to  protect  the  former  and  destroy  the  latter, 
we  do  hereby  respectfully  request  the  Legislature  to  establish  by  Jaw  the 
office  of  State  Entomologist,  and  provide  for  its  maintenance.

That  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  any 
county  in  this  State  is  hereby  authorized  to  offer  and  pay  a  re- 
ward for  the  capture,  or  the  capture  and  conviction,  of  any  per- 
son or  persons  charged  with  any  felony  under  the  laws  of  this 
State,  the  offense  having  been  committed  in  the  county  where 
the  reward  is  offered;  Pravided,  No  such  order  shall  take  effect 
and  be  in  force  until  the  same  shall  have  been  published,  by 
posting  written  or  printed  hand-bills,  or  in  the  official  paper  of 
the  county,  and  shall  then  be  and  remain  in  full  force  until  no- 
tice of  its  change  or  revocation  shall  have  been  given  by  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  the 
official  paper  of  the  county,  or  if  there  be  no  official  paper,  by 
posting  ten  written  or  printed  hand-bills  in  ten  public  places  in 
said  county :  And  provided  further ^  That  the  reward  shall  not 
exceed,  in  any  case,  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  for  the 
capture,  or  the  capture  and  conviction,  of  the  person  or  persons 
charged  with  such  felonies. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper. 

And  as  amended,  do  recommend  that  the  bill  pass.

Following  is  the  communication  from  Mrs.  Wagstaff: 
To  His  Excellency  John  A,  Jkforrtn,  Oovemor  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Aboat  the  13th  of  December,  1884, 1  started  to  New  Orleans  with  Mrs. 
Augusta  Wilson,  as  lady  Commiatdoner  for  Kansas,  to  assist  her  at  the 
World's  Industrial  and  Cotton  Exhibition.  Arrived  at  New  Orleans  on  the 
morning  of  the  15th;  was  present  with  Mrs.  Wilson  at  the  opening  of  the 
exposition.  Mrs.  Wilson  remained  several  days  in  the  preliminaiy  work, 
and  then  left.  Thereafter,  I  remained  alone  in  charge  of  the  work  about 
two  weeks.  During  that  time  the  arrangements  in  almost  every  depart- 
ment of  the  work  were  incomplete.  The  business  management  did  not 
seem  to  be  well  systematized.  Still  the  large  exhibits,  the  assembled  mul- 
titude of  people,  clearly  indicated  it  a  World's  Exposition.  Nearly  every 
State  in  the  Union  and  many  foreign  nations  were  represented.  Nearly 
every  State  had  its  lady  Commissioners — most  of  them  two,  and  Ohio 
and  Texas  four.  Most  of  the  States  have  appropriated  to  this  depart- 
ment $5,000;  Texas,  $20,000.  To  aid  the  Ladies'  Department  in  this 
Exposition,  the  Federal  Government  appropriated  $50,000  for  all  the 
States.  Mrs.  Julia  Ward  Howe  is  chief  of  the  Ladies'  Department  for  all 
the  States.  General  Burke,  editor  of  the  Times-Democrat^  New  Orleans,  is 
Director  General  of  the  whole  management.  The  $50,000  appropriated 
by  the  Federal  Government  secures  to  each  State  space  in  the  Exposition 
buildings,  also  cases  and  furniture  in  which  to  exhibit  the  ladies'  offerings^ 
free  of  cost.  The  necessary  requ^tion  was  made,* and  the  management  set 
apart  space,  cases  and  furniture  in  the  Exposition  buildings  for  the  use  of 
the  ladies  of  Kansas. 

At  the- Exposition  large  boxes  filled  with  articles  by  the  ladies  of  Kansas 
are  in  store  and  unopened.  These  boxes,  with  contents,  are  safely  deposited 
and  carefully  guarded.  The  articles  contained  therein  are  not  on  exhibition, 
because  no  one  is  authorized  to  put  them  in  place,  guard  and  Call  public  atten- 
tion to  them.  The  lady  Commissioners  have  not  been  provided  with  means 
to  meet  current  expenses.  This  is  why  the  writer  returned  to  Kansas.  The 
lady  Commissioners  would  gladly  resume  the  work  assigned  them,  and  to  the 
best  of  their  skill  and  ability  represent  the  noble  women  of  Kansas,  and  pre- 
sent to  the  world  their  handiwork  and  artistic  skill,  if  provided  with  the  nec- 
essary means  to  prosecute  the  noble  and  honorable  work.  Other  States  have 
made  liberal  appropriations  for  this  class  of  work ;  the  State  of  Kansas  not 
one  cent.  The  law  making  the  $7,000  appropriation  does  not  provide  for 
it,  nor  has  any  of  it  been  applied  for  that  purpose.  The  act  making  the 
appropriation,  approved  March  25,  1884,  is  expressed  in  this  language: 
"To  enable  Kansas  to  make  an  exhibit  of  her  fruits,  cereals  and  manufac- 
tured articles,  at  the  World's  Industrial  and  Cotton  Exposition,  at  New 
Orleans,  December,  1884,  to  be  disbursed  under  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  the  Executive  Council  may  make,  seven  thousand  dollars."  Manufac- 
tured articles^  as  used  in  the  law,  might,  aa  between  man  and  man,  be  con- 
strued to  mean  domestic  and  artistic  work,  manufactured  by  women ;  but 
when  strictly  construed,  between  man  and  woman,  the  man  takes  all,  the 
woman  nothing.    The  same  clause,  when  construed  by  the  Executive  Coun- 
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oil,  as  between  man  and  man,  is  construed  to  embrace  the  '^collecting  geo- 
lopcal  specimens."  All  the  elective  State  officers  constitute  the  Exe^tive 
Council  referred  to  in  the  law  making  the  appropriation.  The  whole  of 
the  seven  thousand  dollars  has  been  drawn  from  the  State  treasury.  The 
vouchers  on  file  in  the  State  Auditor's  office  show  for  what,  to  whom,  and 
when  this  appropriation  was  paid.

It  will  be  observed  that  the  Executive  Council  allowed  as  personal  ex- 
penses to  Col.  Frank  Bacon,  United  States  Commissioner  for  Kansas,  for 
board  and  traveling  expenses,  $1,460;  postage  and  telegraphing,  $300; 
clerk  hire,  $400.    How  much,  then,  if  anything,  ought  to  be  allowed  to  the 
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lady  Commiasionera  for  like  purposes?  The  writer  has  expended  out  of 
her  own  funds,  expenses  incurred  in  work  already  done,  $200.  The  amount 
expended  by  Mrs.  Wilson  is  not  known  to  the  writer.  If  the  articles  in 
boxes  hereinbefore  mentioned  are  not  placed  on  exhibition,  there  is  no  ar- 
rangement under  the  management  for  their  return  to  the  owners.  The 
proper  action  to  be  taken  under  the  circumstances  is  a  matter  worthy  of 
serious  consideration.  From  observations  made  at  New  Orleans  the  writer 
has  every  reason  to  believe,  and  does  believe,  that  Colonel  Bacon,  United 
States  Commissioner  for  Kansas,  has  been  and  still  is  actively  engaged  in 
the  full  performance  of  his  trust.  It  is  not  true,  as  believed  by  some,  that 
accommodations  are  not  good,  and  the  personal  safety  of  visitors  insecure 
at  the  city  of  New  Orleans.  The  observation  of  the  writer  now  is,  that 
visitors  can  live  and  lodge  as  cheaply,  as  well,  and  with  as  much  personal 
safety,  in  New  Orleans  as  in  the  cities  of  Kansas.  The  facts  are  substan- 
tially as  herein  submitted  to  your  honor,  and  a  careful  consideration  is  most 
earnestly  requested,  to  the  end  that  lady  exhibitors  of  Kansas  at  New 
Orleans  may  not  only  be  protected,  but  encouraged  in  exhibiting  their 
skill  and  handiwork  to  the  world.

COMMUNICATIONS  FROM  STATE  OFFICERS. 

The  following  communication  from  the  Attorney  General  was 

received,  and  read :

ToPEKA,  January  31,  1885.     ) 

Hon.  A.  P.  Riddle,  President  of  the  Senate  of  the  State  of 
Kansas — Dear  Sir:  In  compliance  with  Senate  resolution 
No.  54,  Requesting  the  Attorney  General  to  furnish  the  Senate 
with  an  opinion  in  relation  to  section  3,  chapter  97a,  Compiled 
Laws  of  1881,  in  relation  to  the  compensation  of  the  State  agent, 
and  whether  or  not,  under  said  statute,  it  is  in  the  power  of  the 
Governor  and  the  other  officers  therein  named  to  reduce  the 
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compensation  of  said  agent,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing. 

Section  1  of  the  act  referred  to  reads  as  follows : 
"Section  1.  That  the  Governor  of  this  State  be  and  he  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  appoint,  with  tlie  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate,  an  agent  for  the  State  of  Kansas,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  prosecute 
to  final  decision  in  the  proper  departments  of  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  or  in  any  of  the  courts  of  the  United  States  having  jurisdiction,  the 
claims  of  the  State  of  Kansas  for  the  five  per  cent,  due  to  said  State 
from  the  United  States  for  and  on  account  of  public  lands  within  this 
State, '  disposed  of  by  the  United  States  as  Indian  reservations,  and  by 
the  location  of  military  land  warrants  and  land  scrip  issued  for  military 
services  in  the  wars  of  the  United  States,  and  by  the  location  of  Agricul- 
tural College  scrip,  or  by  reason  of  any  other  disposal  of  the  public  lands 
of  the  United  States  within  the  State  of  Kansas:  PromcUd,  That  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  only  apply  to  disputed  claims  of  the  State  of  Kan- 
sas against  the  United  States.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  said  agent  to 
prosecute  to  final  decision  all  claims  of  the  State  of  Kansas  against  the 
United  States  growing  out  of  what  is  commonly  known  as  the  Price  raid, 
and  all  other  claims  of  this  State  arising  out  of  depredations  committed 
by  the  Indians,  or  occurring  during  the  late  war,  together  with  all  claims 
which  this  State  may  have  against  the  United  States  for  expenses  incurred 
in  organizing,  equipping  and  maintaining  troops  for  the  public  service,  and 
for  all  school  lands  which  may  be  due  said  State  from  the  United  States  on 
account  of  Indian  reservations:  Provided,  That  no  part  of  the  money  that 
may  be  secured  to  the  State  from  or  on  account  of  any  of  the  matters  men- 
tioned in  this  act  shall  be  paid  by  the  United  States  to  such  agent,  but  the 
same  shall  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State,  and  such  agent  shall  have 
no  authority  to  take  or  receive  from  the  United  States  such  money  or  any 
part  thereof." 

This  section,  after  providing  for  the  appointment  of  the  agent, 
defines  his  duties  and  the  kind  of  claims  he  is  to  prosecute.  The 
two  provisos  in  the  section  are  very  important  features.  The  first 
prohibits  the  recovery  by  the  agent  of  any  fees  except  for  pros- 
ecuting disputed  claims  to  a  final  and  successful  is§ue.  I  would 
interpret  the  language,  "  disputed  claims  of  the  State  of  Kansas 
against  the  United  States,"  to  mean  claims  where  there  was  a 
denial  or  question  of  the  liability  of  the  United  States  to  the 
State  of  Kansas,  and  not  claims  merely  delayed  and  neglected. 

Section  3  provides  a  maximum  contract  price  beyond  which 
the  ofificers  named  cannot  go. 

The  section  reads  as  follows : 

"Sec.  3.  Such  agent  shall  be  allowed  such  compensation  for  his  servicer 
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as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  the  Governor,  Auditor  and  Attorney  Gen- 
eral of  this  State  and  himself,  not  to  exceed  ten  per  centum  upon  the 
amounts  secured  to  the  State ;  and  such  compensation  shall  be  paid  only 
after  the  claims  hereinbefore  mentioned  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  State 
Treasurer,  in  whole  or  in  part;  and  the  amount  so  adjudged  to  be  due  said 
agent  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  on  the  warrant  of  the  Auditor  of  this 
State ;  but  no  part  of  such  compensation  shall  be  paid  out  of  any  other 
funds  than  the  funds  received  from  the  claim  or  chiims  so  collected ;  nor 
shall  this  State  be  otherwise  liable  for  the  payment  of  such  compensation, 
or  any  other  expenses  whatever  attending  or  growing  out  of  the  prosecu- 
tion of  such  claims." 

Pursuant  to  the  act  in  question,  the  then  Governor  appointed 
Hon.  S.  J.  Crawford  such  State  agent,  and  he  was  confirmed 
by  the  Senate.  And  having  given  the  bond  required  by  sec- 
tion 2  of  the  act  in  question,  the  officers  therein  named,  with 
the  said  State  agent,  entered  into  the  following  contract  and 
agreement : 

This  memorandum,  made  this  third  day  of  October,  1877,  by  and  be- 
tween the  State  of  Kfinsas,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  Samuel  J.  Crawfqprd, 
of  Topeka,  Kansas,  party  of  the  second  part,  witnesseth :  That,  whereas, 
the  said  second  party  was,  on  the  fifth  day  of  March,  1877,  duly  appointed 
and  confirmed,  and  on  the  6th  day  of  March,  1877,  duly  commissioned  by 
the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  the  agent  of  the  said  State  of  Kan- 
saji  to  prosecute  the  claims  of  the  State  of  Kansas  against  the  United 
States,  pursuant  to  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas  enti- 
tled "An  act  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  an  agent  to  prosecute  the 
claims  of  the  State  of  Kansas  against  the  United  States,  and  to  procure 
payment  of  moneys  due  said  State  from  the  United  States  on  account  of 
public  lands  disposed  of  by  the  United  States  in  the  said  State  of  Kansas ; 
also,  to  present  and  prosecute  the  claims  of  the  State  of  Kansas  for  school 
lauds  due  the  said  State  from  the  United  States;  also,  to  prosecute  the 
claims  of  the  State  of  Kansas  against  the  United  States  for  moneys  due  the 
said  State  on  account  of  expenses  incurred  in  organizing  troops  for  the 
military  service  of  the  United  States,  and  for  material  and  supplies  fur- 
nished the  same,  and  on  account  of  Indian  depredations,^'  March  3, 1877, 
(Laws  of  1877,  page  232;)  and  whereas,  the  second  party  has  duly  quali- 
fied, and  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties  as  such  agent;  and 
whereas,  it  is  provided  by  said  act  that  the  said  agent  ''shall  be  allowed 
such  compensation  for  his  services  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  the 
Governor,  Auditor  and  Attorney  General  of  the  State  and  himself,  not  to 
exceed  ten  per  centum  upon  the  amount  secured  to  the  State;  and  that,  in 
case  any  lands  are  secured  by  the  State  for  school  purposes  or  otherwise 
by  such  agent,  then  he  shall  be  paid  for  his  services  in  that  behalf  in  land, 
at  a  price  to  be  determined  by  the  Governor,  Auditor  and  Attorney  Gen- 
eral of  the  State,  but  not  more  than  one-tenth  of  the  whole  amount  secured 
by  such  agent:"

Now,  therefore,  it  is  hereby  stipulated  by  and  between  the  said  parii« 
hereto,  that  the  compensation  of  the  second  party  for  the  services  rendered 
by  him  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  said  agency  shall  be  as  follow8,  to 
wit: 

First,  On  all  claims  successfully  prosecuted  for  the  State  for  moneys  ex- 
pended by  the  State  for  military  purposes,  ten  per  centum  of  the  amount 
so  recovered.  • 

Second,  On  all  other  claims  successfully  prosecuted  for  the  State,  whtn 
the  amount  recovered  shall  be  paid  to  the  State  in  money,  ten  per  centum 
of  the  amount  so  secured. 

Third,  Where  lands  are  recovered  to  the  State  by  said  agent,  one-tenth 
of  the  lands  so  recovered ;  and  one-tenth  to  be  selected  and  set  apart  to  the 
said  party  of  the  second  part  by  three  disinterested  persons,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  chosen  by  the  parties  of  the  first  part,  one  by  the  party  of  the 
second  part,  and  one  by  the  two  persons  thus  selected.

'  Attorney  General,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  said  party  of  the  second 
part,  have  hereunto  set  their  hands,  the  day  and  year  first  above  written.

The  contracting  parties  could  have  named  a  less  fee  than  the 
per^cent.,  but  the  fee  having  been  agreed  upon,  and  the  contract 
reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  the  proper  authorities,  it  is  be- 
yond the  power  of  the  present  officers  named  in  the  third  section 
of  the  act  to  abrogate  that  contract,  except  by  consent  of  the 
agent,  which  I  apprehend  cannot  be  obtained. 

The  law  under  which  the  contract  was  made,  and  specifically 
referred  to  in  the  body  of  the  contract,  is  a  part  thereof,  and  in- 
terprets the  purpose  for  which  it  was  made ;  and  it  will  be  no- 
ticed that  the  provisions  of  the  act,  and  therefore  the  contract 
entered  into  thereunder,  applies  only  to  disputed  claims  of  the 
State  against  the  United  States.  Claims  delayed  and  neglected 
but  not  disputed,  are  not  covered  by  the  contract,  and  the  agent 
is  not  entitled  to  a  per  cent,  thereof  when  paid  into  the  State 
treasury. 

The  position  of  State  agent,  and  the  powers  of  the  contract- 
ing parties  in  relation  thereto,  are  the  creation  of  and  dependent 
upon  the  Legislature,  which  has  full  power  and  control  of  the 
matter.  If  the  abrogation  of  the  contract  so  far  as  it  applies  to 
future  operations  is  the  end  desired,  the  power  making  its  exist- 
ence possible  can  best  accomplish  that  end.     The  present  Gov- 
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emor,  Auditor  and  Attorney  General  are  powerless  to  amend 
the  contract  or  reduce  the  fees  to  be  paid,  except  by  consent  of 
the  agent.

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Senate  concurring 
therein y  That  our  Representatives  in  Congress  are  hereby  re- 
quested, and  our  Senators  instructed,  to  use  their  best  efforts  to 
have  an  act  passed  by  Congress  granting  to  all  soldiers  a  pen- 
sion of  not  less  than  $25  per  month  who  were  confined  in  any 
Rebel  prison  during  the  late  war. 

Senator  Smith  moved  that  the  resolution  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Military  Affairs,  which  motion  prevailed. 

Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  23,  In  relation  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  committee  to  confer,  advise,  and  report  a  bill  concern- 
ing assessment  and  taxation,  was  taken  up  for  consideration,  and 
w  as  read,  as  follows : 

Whereas,  Under  the  present  laws  of  this  State  great  injustice 
is  done  by  our  imperfect  and  vexatious  system  of  assessment  and 
taxation;  and 

Wherea^i,  A  vast  amount  of  personalty  and  real  estate  is  vir- 
tually subject  to  double  assessment  and  taxation,  and  persons 
holding  property  heavily  mortgaged  or  incumbered  by  other 
liens  are  compelled  to  pay  taxes  on  the  full  value  as  assessed, 
regardless  of  their  interest  in  such  property,  and  no  proper  deduc- 
tions or  credits  in  such  cases  are  allowed  for  such  debts,  liens,  or 
mortgages,  by  reason  of  which  great  hardship  and  oppressive 
burdens  are  imposed:  therefore,  be  it 
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Resolved  by  the  Senate,  the  House  concurring  therein,  That  a 
committee,  consisting  of  seven — four  from  the  House,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Speaker,  and  three  from  the  Senate,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  President — be  appointed  to  confer,  advise,  and 
report  as  to  what  legislation,  if  any,  can  be  had  that  may  remedy 
and  correct  such  unfair  and  unjust  assessment  and  taxation,  and 
to  prepare,  if  found  advisable  and  practicable,  a  bill  amending 
our  laws  upon  this  question,  so  that  each  person  shall  pay  taxes 
upon  just  what  he  is  worth,  and  no  more. 

The  question  being  upon  the  adoption  of  the  resolution,  a  vote 
being  had,  the  resolution  was  adopted.

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CONSIDERATIONS  OF  MOTIONS  AND  RESOLUTIONS  LAID 
OVER  UNDER  THE  RULES. 

House  concurrent  resolution  No.  10,  Asking  the  Kansas  Con- 
gressional delegation  to  secure  the  enactment  of  a  law  to  adjust 
disputed  land  titles  between  railroad  corporations  and  settlers, 
was  taken  up  for  consideration,  and  was  read. 

The  question  being  upon  concurring  in  the  resolution,  a  vote 
being  had,  the  resolution  was  concurred  in. 

The  resolution  reads  as  follows : 

Whereas,  The  title  to  a  vast  amount  of  land  in  different  coun-

Wkereaa,  Such  disputed  title  has  caused  many  vexatious  law- 
suits, feuds,  bloodshed  and  loss,  greatly  to  the  detriment  of  the 
prosperity  and  settlement  of  the  counties  so  situated ;  and 

WhereaSy  A  bill  is  now  before  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States,  which,  if  passed,  it  is  believed  would  greatly  aid  in  ad- 
justing these  land  titles :  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  RepresentcdiveSy  the  Senate  ooncur- 
ring  therein:  Ist,  That  our  Senators  be  instructed  and  our 
Bepresentatives  be  requested  to  use  their  best  efforts  to  secure, 
at  the  earliest  day  possible,  the  enactment  of  such  a  law  as  will 
afford  the  relief  sought. 

Resolved,  2d,  That  the  Secretary  of  State  be  directed  to  for- 
ward copies  of  these  resolutions,  properly  verified,  to  each  of 
our  Senators  and  members  of  Congress. 

Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  26,  Requiring  Attorney  Gen- 
eral to  inquire  into  and  report  length  of  time  and  duration  of 
charters  of  railroad  companies,  etc.,  was  taken  up  for  considera- 
tion, and  was  read.

with  their  action  thereon,"  the  Board  have  the  honor  of  inform- 
ing the  honorable  Senate,  that  since  the  date  named  in  the  reso- 
lution, no  complaint  has  been  preferred  to  the  Board  or  filed  in 
this  office  complaining  of  the  present  rates  on  wheat  transporta- 
tion. 

Our  office  has  received  an  informal  complaint  in  the  shape  of 
a  letter  from  one  shipper,  in  which  dissatisfaction  was  expressed 
with  the  wheat  rate  for  a  certain  distance,  on  the  distance  or  way 
tariff.  In  this  instance,  the  rate  complained  of  was  30  per  cent, 
lower  than  the  rate  for  the  same  distance  prior  to  the  adoption 
of  the  new  tarifi&  in  June  last.  An  explanation  of  the  fact 
stated  above  was  made  to  the  party,  since  which  nothing  further 
has  been  heard  from  him.

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Whereas,  At  the  present  time  over  two  hundred  tone  of  G 
eminent  stores  (loaded  on  wagons  in  the  city  of  Caldwell,  K 
sas,  and  destined  for  distribution  along  said  road  at  difier 
points  in  said  Indian  Territory,)  cannot  be  moved  because 
the  swollen  condition  of  Salt  Fork,  Pond  Creek,  Cimarron  i 
other  watercourses  intervening:  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Senate,  the  House  concurring  therein,  That 
Senators  in  Congress  be  instructed  and  our  Representatives 
quested  to  secure  such  an  appropriation,  to  be  applied  to 
improvement  of  said  road,  as  will  enable  the  safe  and  8pc< 
transportation  of  said  stores  to  be  made  at  any  season  of 
year.

upon be  offered  for  sale  and  sold  as  are  school  lands,  and  a  re- 
port thereof  shall  be  made  to  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  of  State 
immediately  after  such  sale^ 

"  Sec.  3.  The  proceeds  of  said  lands  shall  be  and  hereby  are 
set  apart  as  a  perpetual  endowment  fund  for  the  State  Normal 
School.  The  principal  of  said  funds  shall,  as  rapidly  as  practi- 
cable, by  the  Treasurer  of  State  be  invested  in  bonds  of  the 
United  States,  or  of  this  State  or  some  municipality  thereof,  and 
the  interest  shall  be  semi-annually  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  said 
Normal  School,  to  be  used  as  is  the  interest  arising  from  the 
present  endowment." 

The  question  being  upon  the  adoption  of  the  amendment,  a 
vote  being  had,  the  motion  prevailed.

vided, That  in  no  event  shall  this  resolution,  or  any  action 
growing  out  of  the  same,  be  construed  so  as  to  pension  or  cause 
to  be  pensioned,  or  otherwise  reward,  any  person  who  has  been 
in  arms  against  the  United  States,  or  who  has  in  any  way  ren- 
dered aid  or  comfort  to  the  enemies  thereof. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  State  is  hereby  requested  to 
forward  to  each  of  our  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress 
a  certified  copy  hereof.

Whereas,  During  the  years  1883  and  1884  such  building  was 
erected,  and  it  is  charged  that  the  same  is  defective  and  imper- 
fect; that  much  of  the  material  used  in  the  construction  of  the 
same  was  of  the  poorest  quality ;  that  the  floors  and  ceilings  are

Reiolved  by  the  House  of  Bepres&ntaHves  of  the  State  of  Kansas, 
^  Senate  concurring  therein,  That  a  committee  of  five  be  ap- 
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pointed — three  on  the  part  of  the  House  and  two  on  the  part 
of  the  Senate — whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  at  once  investigate  said 
charges,  and  report  to  the  Legislature  the  facts  in  the  premises. 
Said  committee  shall  ascertain  and  report  the  size,  quality  and 
condition  of  said  building,  the  amount  of  its  cost  to  the  State, 
what  kind  and  quality  of  material  was  used  in  its  construction, 
whether  it  was  properly  constructed,  and  if  the  funds  of  the 
State  were  carefully  and  judiciously  expended ;  and  if  they  shall 
find  that  said  building  is  defective,  or  that  the  material  used 
therein  is  not  of  the  kind  and  quality  that  should  have  been 
used,  or  that  the  State  has  been  in  any  manner  defrauded  in 
the  construction  of  said  building,  then  they  shall  inquire  and 
determine  who  is  responsible  therefor. 

Resolved^  That  said  committee,  in  their  investigation,  be  au- 
thorized to  send  for  persons  and  papers,  to  swear  and  examine 
witnesses,  and  to  employ  a  competent  clerk,  if  in  their  judgment 
they  find  it  necessary  so  to  do. 

The  motion  to  adopt  the  report  of  the  conference  committee 
on  Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  26  was  then  taken  up,  and 
was  adopted. 

The  resolution,  as  adopted,  reads  as  follows : 

WhereaSy  Doubts  exist  as  to  the  term  of  existence  of  divers 
railroad  corporations  chartered  by  those  special  acts  of  the  Leg- 
islature of  the  Territory  of  Kansas,  wherein  such  term  is  not 
specifically  fixed :  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Seriate,  the  House  concurring  therein^  First, 
that  the  Attorney  Greneral  be  and  is  hereby  instmcted  to  at 
once  institute  an  inquiry  into  the  term  of  the  duration  and  ex- 
istence of  railroad  corporations  operating  under  and  by  virtue 
of  acts  of  the  Territorial  Legislature ;  and  he  shall,  on  or  before 
February  25th,  1885,  make  a  full  report  to  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives,  showing  specially  the  name  of  each  of  such 
corporations,  date  of  approval  of  the  special  act  under  which  it 
claims  to  operate,  together  with  his  opinion  in  writing  as  to 
whether  any  such  corporations  are  acting  without  authority  of 
law.  Also,  whether  or  not  any  such  corporations  claim  an  ex- 
tension, and  whether  any  extension  has  been  granted  of  their 
corporate  franchise  under  or  by  virtue  of  any  law  of  the  State 
of  Kansas,  and  what,  if  any,  proceedings  are  necessary  to  pro- 
tect the  interests  of  the  State  of  Kansas  against  the  unlawful 
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exercise  of  corporate  power  by  any  such  corporiitions :  Provided^ 
That  nothing  in  this  resolution  shall  be  taken  to  relate  to  any 
railroad  in  this  State  whose  affairs  are  now  the  subject  of  judi- 
cial investigation.

REPORT  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEE. 
Senator  Barker,  chairman  on  part  of  the  Senate,  of  the  special 
joint  committee  appointed  under  Senate  concurrent  resolution 
No.  1  to  investigate  the  State  Penitentiary,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing report  : 

To  the  LegislaiuTe  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Your  committee  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 
That  on  the  29th  day  of  January,  1885,  the  entire  committee 
visited  the  Penitentiary,  and  made  a  personal  examination,  so 
far  as  they  could  do  in  the  limited  time  allowed  them,  of  the  in- 
stitution, including  work-shops,  coal  mine,  water  works,  cell 
houses,  and  prisoners'  quarters. 

SANITARY   CONDITION. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  institution  seems  to  be  good  at 
this  time,  though  since  the  physician  made  his  annual  report 
there  has  been  an  epidemic  in  the  nature  of  typhus  fever,  which 
resulted  in  eight  deaths.  It  is  the  judgment  of  the  committee 
that  such  epidemic  was  caused  by  the  overcrowded  condition  of 
the  cells,  insufficient  ventilation,  and  bad  sewerage.  These  evils 
have  been  remedied  to  a  great  extent — the  ventilation  of  the 
cell  houses  having  been  increased  and  the  defective  sewerage 
having  been  rendered  less  harmful  by  the  establishment  of  water 
works — so  that  there  is  no  serious  danger  of  a  recurrence  of  the 
epidemic. 

DISCIPLINE. 

The  discipline,  while  not  severe,  cannot  be  called  lax,  and 
seems  sufficient  to  secure  obedience  on  the  part  of  the  convicts, 
and  but  few  cases  of  insubordination  have  occurred. 

DUTIES   OP   OPFICERS. 

In  this  connection  your  committee  would  respectfully  call  at- 
tention to  the  following  extracts  from  the  various  sections  of 
chapter  77  of  the  Compiled  Laws  of  Kansas : 
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Sac.  5.  The  direetora  shall  hsve  power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  from 
time  to  time,  to  ezamine  and  inquire  into  all  matters  connected  with  the 
government,  discipline  and  police  of  the  penitentiary.  The  said  board 
shall  keep  regular  minutes  of  their  meetings  and  proceedings,  which  shall 
be  8^ned  by  them  and  kept  at  the  penitentiary  office.  They  shall  adopt 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  direction  and  government  of  the  penitentiary 
and  the  officers  thereof;  and  all  the  rales  and  r^;nlations  adopted  by  them, 
and  their  proceedings  as  a  board  at  each  meeting,  shall  be  recorded  by  the 
clerk  of  the  penitentiary,  who  shall  attend  their  meetings  for  that  purpose. 

Sbc.  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  warden,  under  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations adopted  by  the  board  of  directors  for  the  direction  and  government 
of  all  officers  of  the  penitentiary : 

First,  To  attend  constantly  at  the  penitentiary,  except  while  perform- 
ing some  other  duty  connected  with  his  office. 

Seamd,  To  exercise  a  general  superintendency  over  the  government, 
diecii^ine,  and  poliee  of  the  penitentiary,  and  to  superintend  all  the  busi- 
ness concerns  thereof. 

Seventh^  To  take  charge  of  the  real  and  personal  estate  attached  to  the 
penitentiary. 

S]9C.  12.  All  transactions  and  dealings  on  account  of  the  penitentiary 
shall  be  conducted  by  the  warden,  under  the  general  superintendence  and 
direction  of  the  board  of  directors. 

8bc.  17.  The  warden  shall,  at  the  close  of  each  month,  adjust,  with  nil 
persons  or  corporations  with  whom  he  has  had  dealing  on  account  of  the 
penitentiary,  all  bills  and  accounts,  and  report  the  same  to  the  board  of 
directors  in  detail.  Upon  such  statement,  indorsed  by  the  board,  the 
auditor  of  state  may  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  treasurer  for  the  amount 
so  reported,  and  indorsed  in  favor  of  the  warden,  who  shall,  if  there  be  no 
money  in  the  treasury,  negotiate  and  sell  the  same  for  the  highest  market 
value,  for  cash.  With  the  proceeds  thereof  the  warden  shall  immediately 
proceed  to  pay  all  bills  and  accounts  for  said  month,  taking  vouchers,  in 
duplicate,  for  the  »|me.  One  copy  of  said  voucher  shall  be  filed  at  the 
office  of  the  penitentiary,  and  one  copy  with  the  auditor  of  state.  No  fur- 
ther warrants  shall  be  drawn  by  the  auditor  in  favor  of  said  warden  until 
vouchers  approved  by  the  auditor  shall  be  filed  in  his  office,  representing 
the  application  of  the  amount  previously  drawn. 

This  investigation  has  disclosed  the  fact  that  the  wholesome 
provisions  of  these  sections  of  law  have  been  largely,  if  not 
wholly,  disregarded  by  both  the  Directors  and  Warden — par- 
ticularly in  the  matter  of  the  examination  and  approval  of  ac- 
counts. The  Directors,  whose  duty  it  evidently  is  to  assist  the 
Warden  in  these  examinations  of  accounts,  intrusted  the  per- 
formance of  that  duty  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Penitentiary,  Mr. 
Pusey ;  and  the  Warden,  claiming  that  he  relied  upon  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Directors,  failed  or  neglected  to  make  such  exam- 
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ination  thereof  as  he  should  have  made  to  have  duly  protected 
the  interests  of  the  State.  The  result  of  such  disregard  of  the 
provisions  of  law  and  of  business  principles  has  resulted  in  the 
loss  at  this  time  to  the  State  of  quite  a  large  amount  of  money, 
as  will  more  fully  appear  hereafter. 

The  law  contemplates  that  the  Directors  shall  keep  a  record 
of  their  transactions.  This  they  have  failed  to  do,  as  will  be 
seen  from  a  copy  of  the  entire  record  of  one  of  their  meetings 
(which  is  hereto  attached,  marked  "  Exhibit  A"),  at  which  meet- 
ing accounts  to  the  amount  of  thousands  of  dollars  were  ap- 
proved by  said  Board.  This  exhibit  is  but  a  specimen  of  the 
manner  in  which  their  records  were  generally  kept. 

During  the  summer  and  fall  past,  the  financial  management 
of  the  institution  appears  to  have  been  almost  entirely  surren- 
dered by  the  Warden  to  late  Clerk  Pusey.  The  payment  of 
many  bills,  the  adjustment  of  accounts,  and  the  preparation  of 
vouchers,  appear  to  have  been  left  entirely  in  his  hands.  The 
detailed  statements  of  cash  received  and  of  indebtedness  incur- 
red were  sworn  to  and  approved  by  the  Warden  as  correct  with 
the  most  cursory  and  superficial  examination,  if  examined  at  all. 

THE   DEFALCATIONS   OF   MR.    PUSEY. 

The  irregularities  in  the  books  and  papers  of  the  institution 
first  began  to  appear  in  July  or  August  last,  and  previous  to 
that  time  there  is  no  evidence  that  any  money  was  lost  to  the 
State.  The  lack  of  restraint  on  Mr.  Pusey,  and  his  uncon- 
trolled management  of  the  financial  afiairs  at  this  time,  seem  to 
have  begun  to  bring  forth  their  legitimate  fruit.  Beginning 
with  August,  1883,  the  practice  of  allowing  Mr.  Pusey  to  make 
the  Warden's  settlements  with  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  com- 
menced. During  the  fourteen  months  succeeding,  Mr.  Pusey 
made  eight  regular  monthly  settlements,  and  three  settlements 
on  water-works  business.  The  records  of  the  Auditor  of  State 
show  that  at  first  Mr.  Pusey*s  settlements  for  Warden  Jones 
were  only  occasional,  but  later  increased,  and  during  five  consec- 
utive months  last  summer  Mr.  Pusey  made  the  regular  settle- 
ments. These  settlements  were  made  with  the  Auditor  and 
Treasurer  upon  the  written  request  of  the  Warden  (copies  of 
which  are  hereto  attached,  marked  "  Exhibit  B.") 

The  defalcations  occurred  as  follows :  The  detailed  statement 
of  expenditures  of  the  institution  for  the  month  of  July,  filed 
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August  6, 1884,  amounts  to  $15,933.17;  the  statement  of  cash 
received  by  the  institution  for  sales  of  coal,  etc.,  showed  the  sum 
of  $10,662.07,  leaving  an  amountduefromthe  State  of  $5,271.10. 
\\^ardeii  Jones  had  cashed  Directors'  vouchers  amounting  to 
$69.%,  making  a  total  amount  due  from  the  State  of  $5,340.40. 
Both  of  these  statements  were  sworn  to  by  the  Warden  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Directors  as  correct,  according  .to  law. 
On  August  6, 1884,  Pusey  was  sent  by  the  Warden  to  make  this 
settlement.  Previous  to  starting  from  the  Penitentiary,  he  told 
Warden  Jones  that  the  amount  due  from  the  State  was  $4,340.40 
— just  $1,000  less  than  the  actual  amount  as  shown  by  the  de- 
tailed statement  and  by  the  books  of  the  Chief  Clerk.  Mr. 
Pusey  went  to  Topeka,  drew  the  full  amount  due  from  the  State, 
procured  a  certificate  of  deposit  for  $4,340.40,  which,  on  his  re- 
turn to  the  Penitentiary,  he  turned  over  to  Warden  Jones,  ap- 
propriating the  balance  of  $1,000  to  his  own  use. 

On  the  23d  of  August  the  Warden  again  sent  Mr.  Pusey  to 
Topeka,  to  make  settlement  on  water-works  vouchers.  This  set- 
tlement was  made  on  a  statement  properly  sworn  to  by  the 
Warden  and  approved  by  the  Directors,  showing  an  amount  due 
from  the  State  of  $4,525.58.  In  this  case  Mr.  Pusey  informed 
the  Warden  that  the  amount  due  from  the  State  was  $4,325.58. 
He  came  to  Topeka,  made  settlement  with  the  Auditor,  drew 
$4,525.58  from  the  treasury,  and  returning,  turned  over 
$4,325.58— $200  less  than  the  amount  drawn. 

The  Warden's  detailed  statement  of  expenditures  for  the  month 
of  August  shows  an  indebtedness  of  $13,378.55.  The  cash  re- 
ceipts during  the  same  month  were  $12,393.70,  leaving  a  balance 
due  to  the  Penitentiary  of  $1,084.85.  To  this  was  added  Direct- 
ore'  vouchers,  cashed  by  the  Warden,  amounting  to  $41.80,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  $1,126.65.  Mr.  Pusey  was  again  detailed  to  make 
settlement,  and  just  previous  to  his  departure  for  Topeka  in- 
formed the  Warden  the  amount  due  was  $126.65.  The  State 
records  show  that  he  drew  $1,126.65,  but  on  his  return  to  the 
Penitentiary  he  turned  over  to  Warden  Jones  only  the  amount 
of  $126.65,  thereby  pocketing  the  sum  of  $1,000. 

Included  in  this  detailed  statement,  filed  September  5,  amount' 
ing  to  $13,379.58,  as  sworn  to  by  the  Warden  and  approved  by 
the  Directors,  was  an  amount  in  favor  of  Owen  Duffy  for  the 
sum  of  $2,782.36,  when,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  Mr.  Duffy  had  not

furnished  one  dollar's  worth  of  goods  to  the  institation.  This 
account  was  evidently  prepared  by  Mr.  Pasey,  and  approved  by 
the  Warden  and  Directors  as  correct.  The  stub  of  the  Waopden's 
check-book  shows  that  on  September  18th  a  check  was  iasaed  in 
favor  of  Owen  DufiPy  for  $2,782.36,  covering  the  amount  of  this 
fraudulent  account  in  the  detailed  statem^it.  On  this  stub  is  a 
marginal  note  in  Mr.  Pusey's  handwriting,  as  follows:  ^'Oheck 
changed  to  Greo.  Innes.  See  blotter."  On  the  blotter  the  fol- 
lowing entry  appears :

With  a  marginal  note  in  red  ink:  "This  should  be  made  to  Geo. 
Innes.     See  account  for  Owen  Duffy." 

The  cash  book  of  the  institution  shows  a  payment  of  $2,782.36 
to  Owen  Dxxflfy  on  September  18th,  and  Mr.  Innes's  name  appears 
in  reference  to  this  transaction  on  the  books  only  in  the  marginal 
notes.  The  testimony  of  Auditor  McCabe  shows  that  the  only 
voucher  ever  filed  by  the  Warden  to  cover  this  transaction  was 
one  purporting  to  be  signed  by  Geo.  Innes  &  Co.  It  is  admitted, 
both  by  the  Warden  and  the  Directors,  that  no  such  bill  of  goods 
was  ever  furnished  the  institution,  either  by  Mr.  Duffy,  Mr.  Innes, 
or  anybody  elnc,  and  that  the  whole  transaction  was  fraudulent 
from  its  inception. 

In  other  instances  Warden  Jones  gave  Pusey  checks  payable 
to  his  ( Pusey *8j  order,  for  the  settlement  of  accounts,  in  regard 
to  which  the  Warden  had  made  no  examination,  but  took  Pusey  V 
word  for  the  correctness  of  the  amount.  These  accounts  were 
in  some  instances  either  not  settled  at  all,  or  the  money  in  Mr. 
Pusey 's  hands  exceeding  the  amount  to  be  paid  was  by  him  ap- 
propriated. 

The  system  of  making  petty  coal  sales,  in  vogue  at  the  insti- 
tution, gave  Mr.  Pusey  scope  for  the  exercise  of  his  peculiar 
talent.  A  person  desiring  to  purchase  coal  would  make  his  ap- 
plication to  Mr.  Pusey,  and  after  paying  for  the  amount  of  coal 
desired,  would  receive  from  Pusey  an  order  on  the  weigh-clerk 
for  the  same.     On  the  presentation  of  this  order  the  coal  would 
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be  delivered  to  him  and  the  order  taken  up  by  the  weigh-clerk. 
I^o  record  was  made  of  the  lASuanoe  of  the  order.  At  the  cloee 
of  each  day's  transactionB  these  orders  were  returned  to  Mr. 
Puaey  by  the  weigh-clerk,  and  as  there  was  no  record  of  them, 
Mr.  Pusey  made  such  use  of  them  as  he  saw  fit.  If  the  orders 
were  destroyed,  the  money  need  not  be  accounted  for,  and  many 
of  anch  orders  must  have  been  by  him  destroyed. 

Since  the  discovery  of  Mr.  Pusey's  fraudulent  transactions, 
however,  this  system  has  been  changed,  and  the  orders  are  now 
delivered  by  the  weigh-clerk  to  the  Warden  instead  of  to  the 
Clerk. 

The  total  amount  of  Mr.  Pusey's  embezzlement,  including,  as 
nearly  as  can  be  ascertained,  the  petty  coal  steals,  is  about  $5,000. 
The  following  tabulated  statement  will  exhibit  the  various 
amounts  specifically,  with  dates:

In  this  connection  it  is  but  just  for  the  committee  to  say  that 
there  is  no  evidence  or  suspicion  tending  to  show  that  the  Warden 
has  acted  corruptly  in  any  instance.  His  duties  have  been  many 
and  onerous,  and  he  placed  too  much  confidence  in  and  reliance 
on  the  Clerk,  for  whose  appointment  he  was  in  no  wise  respon- 
sible— his  appointment  having  been  virtually  dictated  to  the 
Board  of  Directors  by  the  then  Grovemor  of  State. 

The  difficulties  which  Wanlen  Jone?  labored  under,  and  which 
are  urged  in  palliation  of  his  neglect,  can  be  to  a  considerable 
extent  obviated  by  giving  to  the  Warden  clerical  assistance, 
either  a  private  secretary  or  clerk,  for  whose  appointment  and 
transactions  he  should  be  held  responsible,  and  whose  duties 
shonld  be  to  keep  the  Warden's  cash  book,  to  compare  the  de- 
tailed statements  and  vouchers  prepared  by  the  regular  Clerk 
with  the  invoices,  <&c.,  before  each  statement  and  voucher  is  ap- 
proved by  the  Warden. 
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PURCHASE    OP  SUPPLIES. 

The  last  half  of  section  9,  chapter  77,  page  679  of  the  Com- 
piled Laws  of  Kansas,  reads  as  follows : 

"No  contract  of  any  kind  shall  be  made  by  said  board  inyolviog  ihe 
expenditure  of  two  handred  and  fifty  dollars  and  over,  until  the  board 
shall  have  first  made  and  published^  in  a  paper  in  the  city  of  Leavenworth, 
having  general  circolation,  and  one  at  the  city  of  Topeka^  of  like  dicola- 
tion,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  time  of  receiving  bids,  proposals  for  doing 
the  work  or  furnishing  the  materials,  or  both,  as  indicated  and  pablished 
in  said  proposals;  and  said  contract  shall  be  let  to  the  lowest  respoosille 
bidder." 

The  law  upon  this  subject  does  not  seem  to  have  been  strictly 
followed  by  the  Board  of  Directors  in  making  purchases.  The 
practice  has  been  to  purchase  largely  in  open  market,  instead  of 
purchasing  by  proposals.  While  this  practice  may  not  have 
been  financially  injurious  to  the  State,  still  we  regard  it  as  a 
pernicious  one,  destroying  one  of  the  safeguards  to  the  State, 
and  opening  the  doors  to  fraudulent  transactions. 

CONTRACTS   IN   WRITING. 

The  law  also  contemplates  that  certain  contracts  should  be  in 
writing.  This  provision  of  the  law  has  been  repeatedly  violated 
by  the  Warden.  We  deem  this  a  wise  provision,  and  do  not 
think  that  its  violation  should  be  tolerated.  In  fact,  unless  its 
provisions  are  obeyed,  it  would  be  extremely  difficult  for  the 
Directors  to  know  what  the  transactions  of  the  Warden  were. 

COAL. 

The  largest  number  of  convicts  employed  in  the  coal  mine  at 
this  time  is  307,  with  an  average  output  of  about  5,300  bushels 
per  day.  There  is  no  difficulty  in  disposing  of  this  large  output 
on  contracts  and  by  sales  at  the  yard  during  the  fell  and  winter 
months,  but  during  the  summer  months  much  trouble  is  expe- 
rienced in  disposing  of  it,  and  if  sufficient  facilities  existed 
therefor  (which  do  not),  the  storage  of  large  quantities  of  coal 
on  the  premises  would  be  extremely  hazardous.  These  difficul- 
ties are  perhaps  a  sufficient  answer  to  all  objections  which  may 
be  urged  to  the  contract  system.  The  facilities  for  weighing  coal 
are  not  sufficient.  No  arrangement  is  made  for  weighing  or 
keeping  a  record  of  the  output  of  the  mine — this  being  only 
arrived  at  from  the  amount  sold. 
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The  present  management  took  charge  of  the  institution  under 
exceptionally  favorable  circumstances.  The  discipline  and  man- 
agement were  in  thorough  order,  and  the  coal  mine  was  in  so 
nearly  a  perfected  state  that  the  plans  of  the  late  Warden  had 
only  to  be  carried  out  to  assure  financial  success  such  as  had 
hardly  been  deemed  possible  in  the  history  of  prison  manage- 
ment. That  this  has  largely  been  done,  is  evidenced  by  the 
large  output  of  coal,  and  the  self-supporting  condition  of  the 
institution. 

CONVICT   LABOR   IN    POSITIONS   OF   TRUST. 

In  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  convict  assistance  has 
been  employed  to  an  extent  somewhat  beyond  the  point  of  pro- 
priety and  safety.  This  is  especially  true  in  the  case  of  intrust- 
ing the  duties  of  the  physician  so  largely  to  a  convict  doctor, 
which  at  present  extends  to  a  convict  having  entire  charge  of 
the  medical  department  during  any  absence  of  the  regular 
physician ;  and  also  in  regard  to  the  extent  in  which  the  duties 
of  the  weigh-clerk  are  performed  by  a  convict.  Good  service 
cannot  be  expected  where  there  is  no  personal  responsibility. 

OVERCROWDED  CONDITION   OF   THE  PRISON. 

At  the  time  of  our  visit  to  the  institution  there  were  777  con- 
victs confined  therein.  To  accommodate  this  large  number  it 
was  necessary  in  many  instances  that  two  prisoners  should  oc- 
cupy the  same  cell,  the  total  number  of  cells  being  688.  The 
cells  are  in  dimensions  7  J  by  7  by  4  feet,  which  in  size  is  wholly 
inadequate  for  the  accommodation  of  two  persons. 

Out  of  the  777  convicts,  250  were  under  the  age  of  25  years, 
and  many  are  confined  there  who  are  under  the  age  of  20  years. 
It  is  evident  that  the  maximum  number  which  this  institution 
can  accommodate  has  already  been  reached ;  in  fact,  it  is  in  an 
overcrowded  condition,  and  of  course  the  number  of  convicts  is 
certain  to  increase.  In  view  of  these  facts  it  becomes  a  serious 
question,  already  seeking  a  solution.  What  shall  we  do  with 
them?  The  time  will  come  when  the  number  will  be  too  large 
safely,  prudently,  or  profitably,  to  be  confined  in  one  place. 

(Also,  see  Exhibit  "C,"  showing  limits  of  prison  property.) 

The  large  number  annually  sent  to  prison  for  offenses  (not  in- 
volving great  moral  turpitude),  not  marked  with  atrocity — 
many  indeed  young  in  years,  and     o  far  as  known,  of  previous 
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good  character — inducefi  the  belief  that  those  deserving  and  le- 
ceiving  light  punishment  for  first  offense,  ought  not,  in  the  first 
instance,  to  be  thrown  among  the  large  number  of  hardened 
criminals,  nor  clad  in  that  peculiar  garb  recognized  the  world 
over  as  a  mark  of  degradation. 

The  knowledge  which  judge  and  jury  can  acquire  of  anj  p^- 
son  accused  of  crime,  during  his  trial  and  before  sentence,  is 
necessarily  too  meager  to  enable  them  to  do  exact  justice  in  all 
cases  between  the  accused  and  the  State,  while  the  future  con- 
duct of  the  prisoner  would  furnish  a  reasonable  test  in  deter- 
mining what  favors,  if  any,  should  be  bestowed  upon  hinL 

The  question  of  dollars  and  cents,  ever  important  in  State 
actions,  is  not  the  only  one  to  consider.  Humanity  is  interested 
in  knowing  that  all  proper  efforts  have  been  made  toward  re- 
claiming to  a  better  life  those  who,  at  the  expiration  of  their 
term  of  imprisonment,  are  returned  to  society.  Habit  is  a  great 
factor  in  forming  character,  and  any  course  which  conduces  to 
good  habits  and  correct  discipline  will  improve  character. 

There  are  now  in  the  Penitentiary  many  convicts  whose  term 
has  nearly  expired,  and  who  by  uniform  good  behavior  and 
obedience  to  rules  have  become  known  as  "trusties."  These 
men  could  be  used  by  the  State  in  doing  the  greater  part  of  the 
labor  required  to  build,  even  in  another  section  of  the  State,  an 
additional  institution  for  the  confinement  of  that  class  properly 
termed  "  criminal  and  unfortunate." 

Believing — 

1st.  That  additional  room  must  promptly  be  Aimished  for  the 
confinement  of  convicts,  to  meet  the  wants  of  an  early  future. 

2d.  That  the  collecting  of  large  numbers  of  convicts  at  any 
one  place  is  imprudent  as  a  sanitary  measure,  injurious  to  good 
discipline,  and  may  imperil  the  safety  of  many. 

3d.  That  the  more  trusty  convicts  could  be  used  to  do  this 
work,  and  measurably  relieve  the  present  cell  rooms  from  being 
overcrowded. 

4th.  That  a  marked  distinction  should  be  made  between  con- 
victs on  account  of  grade  of  offense,  and  inducement  ever  held 
out  for  reformation. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  an  institution,  reformatory  in 
its  character,  be  built  at  as  early  a  day  as  possible,  utilizing  as 
far  as  may  be  the  labor  now  at  the  disposal  of  the  State;  and 
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that  when  built  it  be  used  for  the  confinement  of  those  convicted 
of  a  first  ofienise  for  the  lesser  crimes ;  that  they  be  clad  in  a  garb 
differing  from  that  in  vogue ;  that  such  rules  and  regulations  be 
authorized  by  law,  that  when  those  so  receiving  favors  from  the 
State  shall  prove  incorrigible,  that  they  may  be  transferred  to 
the  Penitentiary  proper;  also  that  the  trusty  and  meritorious 
convicts  in  the  Penitentiary  may,  during  the  latter  period  of 
their  imprisonment,  be  transferred  to  such  reformatory  insti- 
tution. 

The  committee  also  suggests  that  there  is  quite  a  number  of 
convicts  confined,  whom,  we  are  assured  by  the  Warden  and 
other  ofiicers,  should  be  pardoned.  We  have  no  doubt  of  the 
wisdom  of  such  suggestion,  and  are  of  the  opinion  that  an  inves- 
tigation of  this  matter  should  be  made  by  the  proper  authorities, 
with  a  view  to  securing  the  pardon  of  such  prisoners  as  may  be 
entitled  to  the  same. 

WATER   WORKS. 

The  most  important  improvement  that  has  been  made  at  the 
institution  since  its  founding,  is  the  water  works  which  have 
been  built  during  the  incumbency  of  Warden  Jones.  At  the 
special  session  of  the  Legislature  in  March,  1884,  an  appropria- 
tion of  $12,000  was  made  for  the  construction  of  water  works. 
Careful  surveys  were  made  by  a  convict,  (  Major  Wasson,)  under 
the  direction  of  the  Warden,  and  in  May  the  work  was  com- 
menced, and  pushed  forward  to  completion  in  November.  The 
reservoir  is  200  feet  long,  100  feet  wide,  and  16  feet  deep;  con- 
structed of  the  best  dimension  limestone ;  the  bottom  laid  in  mac- 
adam 8  inches  thick,  covered  with  the  best  Louisville  cement ; 
and  has  a  capacity  of  2,400,000  gallons. 

The  elevation  of  the  reservoir  is  87  feet  above  the  water  line, 
giving  a  pressure  of  41  pounds  to  the  square  inch.  Under  40 
pounds  pressure  the  pump  throws  80  gallons  at  each  stroke,  and 
makes  60  strokes  to  the  minute ;  this  motion  can  be  doubled  if 
necessary.  The  main  from  the  reservoir  to  the  Penitentiary  is 
8  inches  in  diameter,  and  enters  the  prison  walls,  where  there 
are  8  hydrants.  Water  can  be  thrown  from  these  hydrants  to 
a  height  of  65  feet,  through  a  1  i-inch-hose  nozzle.  Coils  of  hose 
have  been  provided,  and  are  kept  in  each  shop,  so  as  to  flood 
every  floor  in  case  of  fire. 

The  entire  work  has  been  well  and  carefully  done,  and  has 
resulted  in  almost  incalculable  advantage  to  the  institution. 
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The  total  cost  of  this  valuable  work  to  the  State  was  $11,- 
964.00 — $36.00  less  than  the  amount  appropriated;  and  prison 
labor,  which  if  counted  at  50  cents  per  day,  would  amount  to 
about  $8,500.00,  giving  a  total  of  only  $20,464.00  for  this  im- 
provement. 

ROAD   IMPROVEMENTS. 

Another  piece  of  valuable  improvement  is  the  macadamized 
road  from  the  prison  to  the  south  limit  of  the  city  of  Leaven- 
worth, a  distance  of  three  miles.  For  the  construction  of  this 
road  $7,000  has  been  used,  with  a  net  result  of  four-fifths  of  the 
road  graded  forty-two  feet  wide,  average  grade  100  feet  to  the 
mile,  and  two  miles  macadamized  sixteen  feet  wide,  to  an  aver- 
age depth  of  fifteen  inches,  thus  insuring  a  good,  serviceable 
road  at  all  seasons  of  the  year. 

Of  the  property  purchased  for  this  work,  out  of  the  $7,000 
appropriated  and  used,  there  is  now  on  hand : 

10  spans  of  mules,  estimated  worth  $900  each S3,000  00 

Crasher  and  engine,  estimated  worth 1,000  00 

8  wagons,  estimated  worth 200  00 

10  sets  harness,  estimated  worth 250  00 

Scn^pers 900  00 

Total 94,750  00 

This  cost  is  exclusive  of  convict  labor,  and  is  certainly  a  good 
result  from  comparatively  a  small  outlay. 

In  this  connection  we  would  suggest  that  the  expenditure  of 
a  sufficient  amount  of  work  on  the  road  from  the  Penitentiary 
entrance  to  the  depot  at  Lansing,  to  put  the  same  in  good  con- 
dition, would  be  of  great  benefit. 

SUGGESTIONS. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  present  sewer  deposit  is  in  the 
near  vicinity  of  the  Penitentiary  and  of  the  village  of  Lansing, 
and  is  dangerous  to  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  both,  and 
so  offensive  that  suit  has  been  threatened  by  the  people  of  that 
village  against  the  prison  authorities  on  this  account,  we  recom- 
mend an  extension  of  the  present  sewer  to  the  Missouri  river,  a 
distance  of  about  one  and  one-half  miles,  the  probable  cost  of 
which  would  be  $2,000. 

The  committee  also  recommends  that  more  complete  records 
be  required  to  be  kept  of  the  affairs  of  the  institution ;  that  the 
journal  of  the  Board  of  Directors  should  disclose  more  in  detail 
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us  transactions — particularly  with  reference  to  the  al-

•tates  was  established — after  a  serious  contest  by  the  counsel  of  the

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mandate  from  the  Supreme  Court  was  entered,  replies  have  been  filed  bj 
the  State,  and  the  cases  are  now  at  issue,  and  were  set  for  hearing  before 
Judge  Brewer  at  an  adjourned  term,  to  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  of 
March,  1885.  As  we  understand  our  relationship  to  these  cases,  we  have 
no  power  to  do  anything  except  to  prosecute  them  to  the  court  of  the  List 
resort,  and  judgment.

It  is  ftirther  agreed,  that  the  said  defendants  shall  reimburse  the  State  of  Ksdssb  for 
all  mt>ney  expended  by  the  said  State  in  the  prosecution  of  these  causes,  and  ps7  lU 
money  which  the  State  has  become  obligated  to  pay  by  virtue  of  these  prooeedisg** 
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either  u  fees  or  costs  of  court  or  otherwise,  and  that  such  payment  shall  be  made  for 
this  stipalation  entered.  It  is  understood  and  agreed,  that  nothing  in  this  stipulation 
shall  be  taken  as  binding  the  State  to  an  agreement  that  the  consolidation  made  by  the 
Kanaaa  Pacific  with  the  other  constituent  railroad  companies  is  legal,  or  as  waiving  any 
other  right  InvolTed  in  the  pending  proceedings,  or  as  a  bar  to  the  commencement  of 
ftiture  proceedings.

Senator  Young  moved  that  Senate  bill  No.  313,  An  act  for 
the  protection  of  domestic  animals,  and  to  repeal  chapters  1,  2, 
4  and  5  of  the  Special  Session  Laws'  of  1884,  be  printed,  and  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  of  the  whole  Senate,  to  be  considered 
with  Senate  bill  No.  14,  on  general  orders.  A  vote  being  had, 
the  motion  prevailed. 

THIRD  READING  OF  BILLS. 

By  consent,  Senator  Blue,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Judiciary,  submitted  the  following  report : 

Mr.  President  :  Your  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom 
was  re-referred  Senate  joint  resolution  No.  5,  For  the  submission 
of  a  proposition  to  amend  the  constitution  of  the  State  of  Kan- 
sas, have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  have  amended  the 
same  by  adding  an  additional  section  thereto,  and  instruct  me 
to  report  the  bill  back  to  the  Senate  with  the  recommendation 
that  it  be  passed  as  amended.  K.  W.  Blue,  Chairman. 

Senator  Blue  moved  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Judiciary  in  regard  to  the  additional  section  (No.  3)  of  Senate 
joint  resolution  No.  5  be  adopted,  which  motion  prevailed. 

Senate  joint  resolution  No.  5,  for  the  submission  of  a  propo- 
sition to  amend  the  constitution  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  was  read 
the  third  time.     The  resolution  is  as  follows : 

Be  it  resolved  hy  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  ttoo-thirds 
of  the  members  elected  to  eaeh  house  thereof  concurriiig  therein: 
Section  1.  The  following  proposition  to  amend  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  State  is  hereby  submitted  to  the  qualified  electors  of 
the  State  for  their  approval  or  rejection,  namely :  The  constitu- 
tion of  the  State  of  Kansas  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
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the  whole  of  article  3  thereof,  relating  the  judicial  power  of  the 
State,  and  inserting  in  lieu  of  said  article  the  following,  which 
shall  constitute  article  3  of  the  constitution : 

Abticlb  3. — Judicial, 

Section  1.  The  judicial  power  of  this  State  shall  be  vested  in 

and  exercised  by  one  Supreme  Court,  district  courts,  justices  of 

the  peace,  police  courts  for  incorporated  cities,  towns  and  villages, 

and  such  other  courts  inferior  to  the  Supreme  Court  as  may  be 

provided  by  law. 

1.— (y  the  Supreme  Otnurt, 

The  Supreme  Court  shall  consist  of  five  Justices,  who  shall  be 
chosen  by  the  electors  of  the  State,  three  of  whom  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum,  and  a  concurrence  of  three  shall  be  necessary  to 
every  decision  of  the  court.  The  Justice  holding  the  oldest  com- 
mission, by  virtue  of  an  election,  shall  be  Chief  Justice,  and  in 
case  two  or  more  Justices  hold  commissions  of  the  same  date, 
older  than  the  commissions  of  any  other  of  the  Justices,  they 
shall  determine  by  lot  who  shall  be  Chief  Justice.  All  quali- 
fied electors  of  the  State,  thirty-five  years  of  age  and  upward, 
who  have  been  admitted  as  attorneys  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and 
no  others,  shall  be  eligible  to  election  or  appointment  to  the  of- 
fice of  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court.  The  term  of  office  of 
Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  be  six  years,  except  as  here- 
inafter provided.  The  Justices  elected  at  or  prior  to  the  time  of 
the  adoption  of  this  amendment  shall  hold  their  offices  during 
the  term  for  which  they  were  elected,  and  for  one  year  there- 
after, and  their  successors  shall  be  elected  at  the  general  elec- 
tion held  prior  to  the  expiration  of  such  extended  term.  On 
the  adoption  of  this  amendment,  the  two  additional  Justices 
provided  for  by  this  amendment  shall  be  appointed  by  the  then 
Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  or  a  majority  thereof,  and  shall 
hold  their  offices  until  the  next  general  election  in  1887,  when 
their  successors  shall  be  elected,  one  to  serve  until  the  second 
Monday  of  January,  1890,  and  the  other  to  serve  until  the 
second  Monday  of  January,  1892.  The  salary  of  each  Justice 
shall  be  four  thousand  dollars  for  each  year. 

The  Supreme  Court  shall  have  original  jurisdiction  in  pro- 
ceedings in  qiu)  warranto,  mandamus  and  habeas  carpus,  and 
such  appellate  jurisdiction  as  may  be  provided  by  law.  It  shall 
hold  one  term  each  year  at  the  seat  of  Government,  and  such 
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other  times  at  such  places  as  may  be  provided  by  law,  and  its 
jurisdiction  shall  be  coextensive  with  the  State. 

There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  a  Reporter  and  Clerk  of  said  court,  who  shall  hold  their 
offices  two  years,  and  whose  duties  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 
2.^0/ District  CourU. 

There  shall  be  in  each  organised  county  of  this  State  a  district 
court,  which  shall  be  a  court  of  record,  and  have  general  original 
jurisdiction  of  all  matters,  both  civil  and  criminal,  and  such 
jurisdiction  in  cases  of  appeal  and  proceedings  in  error  from  in- 
ferior courts  and  tribunals  as  is  or  may  be  provided  by  law. 
The  State  shall  be  divided  into  judicial  districts,  in  each  of 
which  there  shall  be  a  district  judge,  to  be  chosen  by  the  electors 
thereof,  who  shall  be  judge  of  the  several  district  courts  of  his 
district.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  district 
judge  who  is  not  at  the  time  of  his  election  thirty  years  of  age, 
and  a  qualified  elector  of  the  district,  and  who  has  not  been  a 
practicing  attorney.  The  term  of  office  of  district  judges  shall 
be  four  years.  The  Legislature  shall,  at  its  first  session  after 
the  adoption  of  this  article,  divide  the  State  into  judicial  dis- 
tricts; such  districts  shall  be  formed  of  contiguous  counties,  in 
as  nearly  compact  form  and  as  nearly  equal  as  circumstances 
will  permit,  having  due  regard  to  business,  territory  and  popu- 
lation, and  shall  not  exceed  one  district  for  every  100,000  of 
population  in  the  State.  New  districts  may  be  formed  and  the 
boundaries  of  districts  changed  by  the  Legislature,  under  the 
limitations  herein  imposed,  at  its  session  next  preceding  the  time 
fixed  by  this  article  for  the  election  of  district  judges,  and  at  no 
other  time.  When  a  new  county  is  organized,  it  shall  be  at- 
tached to  the  most  convenient  judicial  district. 
3.-0/  County  OcmrU. 

There  shall  be  in  each  organized  county  of  this  State  a  county 
court,  which  shall  be  a  court  of  record  with  jurisdiction  coex- 
tensive with  the  county;  it  shall  have  such  probate  jurisdiction 
and  care  of  the  estates  of  deceased  persons,  minors,  and  persons 
of  unsound  mind,  as  is  or  may  be  provided  by  law,  and  shall 
have  jurisdiction  in  cases  of  habeoB  vorpHrSy  and  in  such  civil  and 
criminal  cases  and  of  appeals  and  proceedings  in  error  as  may 
be  provided  by  law.  There  shall  be  elected  in  each  organized 
county  a  county  judge,  who  shall  be  judge  of  the  county  court 
44 
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of  such  county.  The  term  of  office  of  county  judge  shall  be  two 
years.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  county  judge 
who  is  not  at  the  time  of  his  election  a  qualified  elector  of  the 
county  and  who  has  not  been  a  practicing  attorney. 

4.— Of  JvLStieei  of  the  Peace, 
There  shall  be  elected  in  each  township  and  city  of  this  State, 
two  justices  of  the  peace,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  two  years, 
and  whose  powers  and  duties  shall  be  such  as  is  or  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  law.  The  number  of  justices  of  the  peace  in  any 
township  or  city  may  be  increased  or  diminished  as  provided  by 

law. 

5. — Oenerai  Provisions, 

There  shall  be  elected  in  each  organized  county  a  clerk  of  the 
district  court,  who  shall  also  be  clerk  of  the  county  court,  and 
whose  duties  shall  be  such  as  are  or  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 
The  salary  of  each  district  judge  shall  be  three  thousand  dollars 
for  each  year  to  each  judge,  and  such  judges  shall  receive  no 
fees  or  perquisites,  and  shall  not  practice  law  in  any  court  during 
their  continuance  in  office.  County  judges  shall  receive  such 
compensation  as  may  be  provided  by  law.  No  person  holding 
the  office  of  justice  or  judge  of  any  court  of  record  of  this  State 
shall,  during  the  term  for  which  he  was  elected  or  appointed, 
hold,  or  be  eligible  to,  or  become  a  candidate  before  the  Legis- 
lature or  other  tribunal  of  this  State,  or  before  any  nominating 
convention,  or  at  any  election,  for  any  office  under  the  United 
States  or  of  this  State,  other  than  a  judicial  office  provided  for 
by  this  article ;  and  any  such  officer  violating  this  provision  shall 
be  removed  from  office,  and  shall  not  be  eligible  to  any  judicial 
office  in  this  State.  The  several  justices  and  judges  of  the  courts 
of  record  in  this  State  shall  have  such  jurisdiction  at  chambers, 
as  is  or  may  be  provided  by  law.  Judges  pro  tern,  of  the  district 
and  county  courts  may  be  selected  when  the  judge  is  absent, 
or  in  case  he  is  unable  or  disqualified  to  sit  in  any  case,  under 
such  provisions  as  are  or  may  be  made  by  law ;  and  provision 
may  be  made  by  law  to  authorize  or  require  any  district  judge 
of  this  State  to  sit  as  the  judge  of  the  district  court  of  any  county 
of  another  district,  and  terms  of  the  district  court  may  be  held 
in  two  or  more  counties  of  the  same  district  at  the  same  time. 
The  style  of  all  process  shall  be  "The  State  of  Kansas,"  and  all 
prosecutions  shall  be  carried  on  in  the  name  of  the  State.     The 
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Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  judges  of  the  district  courts 
may  be  removed  from  office  by  resolution  of  both  houses  of  the 
Legislature,  if  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected  to  each  house 
concur  therein ;  but  no  such  removal  shall  be  made  except  upon 
complaint,  the  substance  of  which  shall  be  entered  upon  the 
journal,  nor  until  the  party  charged  shall  have  had  notice,  and 
opportunity  to  be  heard.  County  judges  and  justices  of  the 
peace  may  be  removed  from  office  by  the  district  court,  in  a 
proceeding  instituted  for  that  purpose,  upon  the  information  of 
the  Attorney  General,  or  county  attorney  of  the  county,  or  other 
person  appointed  by  the  district  court  to  make  such  information. 
Unorganized  counties  shall  be  attached  to  the  most  convenient 
organized  county  for  judicial  purposes.  At  the  general  election 
ID.  1887,  and  every  second  year  thereafter,  there  shall  be  held 
an  election  for  judicial  officers,  which  election  shall  be  conducted 
and  the  canvass  and  return  thereof  shall  be  made  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  general  election  laws  in  force  at  the 
time.  The  term  of  office  of  all  judicial  officers  shall  begin  on 
the  second  Monday  of  January  succeeding  the  election  therefor. 
At  such  first  election  there  shall  be  elected  a  district  judge  in 
each  judicial  district,  and  a  county  judge  in  each  county,  all  for 
a  full  term.  In  case  of  vacancy  in  any  judicial  office,  it  shall 
be  filled  by  appointment  of  the  Governor  until  the  next  judicial 
election  that  shall  occur  more  than  thirty  days  after  such  vacancy 
shall  have  happened. 

Sec.  2.  This  proposition  shall  be  submitted  to  the  electors  of 
this  State  at  the  general  election  for  the  election  of  Representa- 
tives to  the  Legislature  in  the  year  A.  D.  1886,  for  their  ap- 
proval or  rejection.  Those  voting  in  favor  of  this  proposition 
to  amend  the  constitution  shall  have  written  or  printed  on  their 
ballots,  "For  the  judiciary  amendment  to  the  constitution." 
Those  voting  against  this  proposition  to  amend  the  constitution 
shall  have  written  or  printed  on  their  ballots,  "Against  the 
judiciary  amendment  to  the  constitution."  Said  ballots  shall 
be  received,  and  said  vote  shall  be  taken,  counted,  canvassed, 
and  return  thereof  made,  in  the  same  manner  and  in  all  respects 
as  is  provided  by  law  in  cases  of  election  of  Representatives  in 
the  Legislature. 

SEa  3.  Upon  the  adoption  of  this  amendment  to  the  consti- 
tution, all  courts  then  in  existence  under  the  con{?titution  of  the 
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State  of  Kansas  shall  continue,  with  the  same  powers  and  juris- 
diction 9A  they  then  possess  and  exercise,  and  all  judicial  officers 
of  said  court  shall  hold  and  exercise  all  the  duties  of  their  sev- 
eral offices  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  they 
might  do  if  this  amendment  had  not  been  adopted,  until  such 
time  as  provision  is  made  by  law  for  carrying  the  provisions  of 
this  amendment  into  effect. 

Sec.  4.  This  resolution  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  publication  in  the  statute  book. 

The  question  being,  Shall  the  joint  resolution  pass?  the  roll 
was  called,  with  the  following  result:  Yeas,  34;  nays,  3.

A  constitutional  majority  having  voted  in  favor  of  the  passage 
of  the  joint  resolution,  it  passed,  and  the  title  was  agreed  to.

The  roll  of  the  Senate  was  called.  The  following  Senators  were 
present,  and  answered  to  their  names :  Messrs.  Allen,  Barker, 
Bawden,  Blue,  Buchan,  Case,  Congdon,  Crane,  Donnell,  Edmonds, 
Granger,  Green,  Harkness,  Harwi,  Hewins,  Hick,  Humphrey, 
Jennings,  M.  C.  Kelley,  H.  B.  Kelly,  John  Kelly,  Kellogg, 
Kimball,  Kohler,  Lloyd,  Lingenfelter,  Lowe,  Marshall,  Miller, 
Pickler,  Redden,  Ritter,  Rush,  Shean,  Sheldon,  Smith,  Wasson, 
White,  Whitford,  and  Young — being  a  quorum  of  the  Senate. 

By  consent.  Senator  Young  moved  that  the  special  order  for 
2  o'clock  be  temporarily  postponed,  and  that  Senate  bill  No.  142 
be  placed  upon  third  reading  now. 

The  question  being  upon  postponing  the  special  order,  a  vote 
being  had,  the  motion  prevailed. 

The  question  then  being  upon  placing  Senate  bill  No.  142 
upon  its  final  passage  now,  a  vote  being  had,  the  motion  prevailed. 

Senate  bill  No.  142,  An  act  authorizing  school  districts  and 
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boards  of  education  in  any  county  of  the  State  to  adopt  a  uni- 
form series  of  text-books,  and  to  contract  for  and  purchase  the 
same,  was  read  the  third  time. 

Senator  Young  moved  to  strike  out  section  11  of  the  bill,  as 
follows : 

"Sec.  11.  The  text-book  law  of  1879,  chapter  179,  as  far  as 
relates  to  the  term  of  the  adoption  of  books  and  the  penalties 
provided,  shall  be  applicable  to  the  text-book  boards  created  by 
this  act,  but  is  hereby  repealed  so  far  as  to  allow  school  districts 
or  counties  which  have  recently  adopted  text-books  in  conformity 
therewith  to  take  advantage  of  the  provisions  of  this  act." 

And  moved  to  insert  the  following : 

"Sec.  11.  When  a  uniformity  of  text-books  shall  be  adopted 
in  any  county,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  no 
change  shall  be  made  in  such  county  for  a  period  of  five  years 
from  the  date  of  such  adoption  of  any  particular  series  of  text- 
books ;  but  no  member  of  any  board  of  education,  school  board 
or  text-book  board,  and  no  teacher  while  employed  in  teaching, 
shall  act  as  agent  for  any  author,  publisher  or  book-seller,  nor 
shall  any  member  of  said  board,  or  any  of  them,  or  any  em- 
ployed teacher,  directly  or  indirectly  receive  any  gift,  emolu- 
ment or  reward  for  his  or  her  influence  in  recommending  or 
introducing  any  book,  school  apparatus  or  furniture  of  any 
kind  whatever;  and  any  member  of  either  of  said  boards  and 
any  teacher  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction 
shall  be  punished  as  provided  in  section  2  of  chapter  157  of  the 
Laws  of  1879. 

"Sec.  12.  Section  1  of  chapter  157  of  the  Laws  of  1879  is 
hereby  repealed." 

The  question  being  upon  the  adoption  of  the  amendment,  a 
vote  being  had,  the  motion  prevailed. 

The  question  being.  Shall  the  bill  pass?  the  roll  was  called, 
with  the  following  result:  Yeas,  33;  nays,  0. 

Senators  voting  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  bill  were :  Messrs.

A  constitutional  majority  having  voted  in  favor  of  the  passage 
of  the  bill,  the  bill  passed. 

The  title  was  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  "An  act  to 
authorize  school  districts  and  boards  of  education  in  any  county 
of  the  State  to  adopt  a  uniform  series  of  text-books,  and  to  con- 
tract for  and  purchase  the  same,  and  to  repeal  section  1,  chapter 
157,  Laws  of  1879." 

By  consent.  Senator  Congdon  moved  that  the  special  order 
for  the  consideration  of  Senate  bills  Nos.  43  and  87  be  con- 
tinued until  to-morrow  evening  at  7:30  o'clock,  which  motion 
prevailed. 

Senator  Crane  moved  that  House  bill  No.  114,  An  act  relat- 
ing to  the  liabilities  of  railroads  for  damages  by  fire,  be  included 
in  the  special  order  for  to-morrow  evening  at  7:30  o'clock.

"written"  in  line  13,  which  motion  prevailed. 

Senator  Bawden  moved  to  strike  out  of  section  4,  in  line  5, 
after  the  words  "more  than,"  the  words  "one  thousand  dollars, 
and  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  less  than  thirty  days 
nor  more  than  ninety  days,"  and  insert  the  following:  "four 
hundred  dollars,  and  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  less 
than  ten  days  nor  more  than  sixty  days;  and  for  a  second 
offense  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  two  hundred  nor 
more  than  eight  hundred  dollars,  and  be  imprisoned  in  the 
county  jail  not  less  than  thirty  nor  more  than  ninety  days;  and 
for  a  third  and  every  subsequent  ofiense  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum 
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not  lew  than  five  hundred  dollaiB  nor  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars,  and  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  less  than  sixty 
days  nor  more  than  six  months."  A  vote  being  had,  the  motion 
did  not  prevail. 

Senator  Jennings  moved  to  strike  out  the  words  "  one  thou- 
sand "  in  line  5  of  section  4,  and  insert  the  words  "  five  hundred," 
which  motion  prevailed. 

Senator  Hick  moved  to  further  amend  section  4,  in  line  2,  by 
inserting,  after  the  word  "act,"  the  words  "or  any  person  not 
lawfully  and  in  good  faith  engaged  in  the  business  of  a  drug- 
gist," which  motion  prevailed. 

Senator  Hick  moved  to  ftirther  amend  section  6,  by  adding, 
at  the  end  thereof,  the  following  words,  "for  his  own  use,  or  the 
sale  of  wine  for  communion  purposes,"  which  motion  prevailed. 
Senator  Hick  moved  to  further  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out 
the  word  "  prevent,"  in  line  6,  section  5,  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  word  "prohibit,"  which  motion  prevailed. 

Senator  Lloyd  moved  to  further  amend  section  5  by  striking 
out  the  words  "grown  and  raised  by  the  person  making  the 
same."     A  vote  being  had,  the  motion  did  not  prevail. 

Senator  Green  moved  that  section  5  be  adopted  as  amended, 
which  motion  prevailed. 

Senator  Harkness  moved  to  strike  out  the  words  "  one  thou- 
sand" in  line  8  of  section  6,  and  insert  the  words  "five  hundred," 
which  motion  prevailed. 

Senator  Green  moved  to  amend  section  6  by  inserting  in  line 
7,  after  the  word  "intoxicated,"  the  following  words:  "or  who 
shall  allow  liquor  sold  as  a  medicine  or  otherwise,  to  be  drank 
on  his  premises,"  which  motion  prevailed. 

Senator  Kellogg  moved  to  amend  section  8,  by  inserting  in 
line  3,  afl«r  the  word  "  subpena,"  the  following  words :  "  or  cause 
the  same  to  be  issued  by  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county;" 
also  in  line  4,  after  the  word  "him,"  insert  the  following  words: 
"or  such  justice  of  the  peace;"  also  in  line  6,  after  the  word 
** attorney,"  insert  the  following  words:  "or  such  justice  of  the 
peace  issuing  the  same ; "  also  in  line  8,  after  the  last  syllable  of 
the  word  "attorney,"  ("ney,")  insert  the  following  words;  "  or 
such  justice  of  the  peace;"  also  in  line  11,  after  the  word  "at- 
torney," insert  the  following  words:  "and  such  justice  of  the 
peace." 
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The  question  being  upon  the  adoption  of  the  amendment,  the 
yeaa  and  nays  were  demanded,  and  the  roll  was  called,  with  the 
following  result :  Yeas,  11;  nays,  18.

"  Is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  issue  his  subpena  for 
such  person  or  persons  as  he  may  have  reason  to  believe  have 
any  information  or  knowledge  of  such  violation,  to  appear  before 
him  at  a  time  and  place  designated  in  such  subpena,  then  and 
there  to  testify  concerning  any  violations  of  this  act ;  said  subpena 
shall  be  directed  to  the  sheriff  or  any  constable  of  the  county, 
and  shall  be  served  and  returned  to  such  county  attorney  in  the 
same  manner  as  subpenas  are  served  and  returned  in  criminal 
cases.  Each  witness  shall  be  sworn  by  the  county  attorney  to 
testify  to  the  truth,  the  whole  truth,  and  nothing  but  the  truth, 
and  true  answer  make  to  all  questions  which  may  be  propounded 
to  him  by  such  county  attorney  touching  any  violations  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  or  the  act  to  which  this  is  amendatory. 
The  testimony  of  every  such  witness  shall  be  reduced  to  writing 
and  signed  by  such  witness,  as  in  the  taking  of  depositions  in 
civil  cases.  For  all  purposes  in  this  section  the  county  attorney 
is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  administer  oaths  or  affirm- 
ations to  all  witnesses,  and  shall  have  power  to  punish  any  wit- 
ness for  contempt  for  or  on  account  of  any  disobedience  of  a 
subpena,  a  refusal  to  be  sworn  or  answer  as  a  witness,  or  to  sign 
his  testimony,  and  may  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  by 
attachment  in  the  same  manner  and  with  like  effisct  as  provided 
in  the  code  of  civil  procedure." 
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And  to  insert  the  following  words: 

"May  cause  subpenas  to  be  issued  by  any  justice  of  the  peace 
of  his  county  for  all  such  persons  as  he  shall  have  reason  to  be- 
lieve have  any  knowledge  of  such  violation,  to  appear  before 
such  justice  of  the  peace  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  designated  in 
the  subpena,  then  and  there  to  testify  concerning  any  violations 
of  this  act,  which  subpena  shall  be  served  by  the  sheriff  or  any 
constable  of  the  county  in  the  same  manner  as  subpenas  in 
criminal  cases.  Every  witness  so  subpenaed  shall  appear,  and 
be  sworn  by  the  justice  of  the  peace  to  testify  to  the  truth,  the 
whole  truth,  and  nothing  but  the  truth,  and  true  answers  make 
to  all  such  questions  as  shall  be  put  to  him  by  the  county  at- 
torney or  justice  of  the  peace,  touching  any  violations  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act  or  the  act  to  which  this  is  amendatory. 
The  testimony  of  every  such  witness  shall  be  reduced  to  writing, 
and  signed  by  the  witness,  as  in  the  taking  of  depositions.  The 
justice  of  the  peace  shall  have  power  to  punish  any  witness  for 
contempt,  for  or  on  account  of  any  disobedience  of  a  subpena,  a 
refusal  to  be  sworn,  or  to  answer  as  a  witness,  or  to  sign  his  tes- 
timony ;  and  may  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  by  attach- 
ment, in  the  same  manner  and  with  like  effect  as  provided  by 
law  in  civil  cases  pending  before  justices  of  the  peace."

Recommend  that  substitute  for  Senate  bill  No.  268,  An  act 
providing  for  the  engrossing  and  enrolling  of  bills,  resolutions, 
and  fixing  the  compensation  therefor,  and  repealing  chapter  101 
of  the  Session  Laws  of  1879,  be  placed  on  third  reading,  subject 
to  amendment  and  debate.

ORIGINAL  MOTIONS  AND  RESOLUTIONS. 

Senator  Green  offered  Senate  resolution  No.  71,  as  follows,  and 
moved  its  adoption: 

WhereaSy  The  session  of  the  Legislature  is  about  to  close,  and 
the  hour  of  final  adjournment  has  been  fixed  by  the  Senate  on 
Saturday,  March  7th,  and  it  is  evident  that  there  are  now  on  the 
calendar  a  number  of  bills  that  should  receive  the  early  consid- 
eration of  the  Senate ;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  evident  also  that  it  will  be  impossible,  in  the 
short  time  that  remains,  to  give  all  bills  on  the  calendar*the  time 
necessary  for  wise  and  judicious  legislation :  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Senate,  That  the  President  of  the  Senate  be 
and  he  is  hereby  instructed  to  appoint  a  committee  of  five,  who 
shall  as  soon  as  possible  revise  the  Senate  calendar,  by  selecting 
such  bills  as  in  its  judgment  are  of  paramount  interest ;  and  that 
such  bills  be  placed  at  the  head  of  the  calendar,  under  general 
orders,  and  be  first  considered  in  the  order  in  which  they  shall 
be  arranged  by  said  committee.  That  said  committee  be  ap- 
pointed not  later  than  Friday,  February  27th. 

A  vote  being  had,  the  resolution  was  adopted. 
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Senator  Oreen  offered  Senate  resolution  No.  72,  as  follows' 
and  moved  its  adoption : 

Resolv6df  That  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  be  instructed 
to  report  to  the  Senate,  nbt  later  than  Saturday,  February  28th, 
the  appropriations  recommended  by  the  Joint  Committee  on 
Ways  and  Means,  for  1885. 

A  vote  being  had,  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

Senator  Kimball  offered  Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  32, 
relating  to  printing  maps,  etc.,  for  session  of  1886. 

The  resolution,  being  concurrent,  was  laid  over  under  the 
rules. 

By  consent,  Senator  Wasson  presented  petition  No.  129,  peti- 
tion of  citizens  of  Franklin  county,  asking  for  the  passage  of 
Senate  bill  No.  212,  for  the  organization  of  the  State  militia. 

By  consent.  Senator  Sheldon  presented  petition  No.  130,  peti- 
tion of  twenty-one  members  of  the  State  militia,  relating  to 
Senate  bill  No.  212. 

The  petitions  were  referred  to  the  committee  of  the  whole,  to 
be  considered  with  Senate  bill  No.  212. 

Senators  Bawden  and  Kellogg  asked  leave  of  absence  for  the 
purpose  of  performing  their  duties  on  the  special  committee  of 
investigation  on  which  they  had  been  appointed,  which  by  con- 
sent was  granted. 

CONSIDERATION  OF  MOTIONS  AND  RESOLUTIO'NS  OFFERED 
ON  A  PREVIOUS  DAY. 

Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  31,  Relating  to  the  printing 
of  an  extra  edition  of  ten  thousand  copies  of  the  biennial  report 
of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  was  taken  up  for  considera- 
tion, and  was  read. 

Senator  Kimball  moved  to  amend  the  resolution  by  adding 
the  following  words :  "  Fifty  copies  shall  be  furnished  to  each 
member  of  the  Senate,  and  thirty  copies  to  each  member  of  the 
House  of  Representatives." 

The  question  being  upon  the  adoption  of  the  amendment,  a 
vote  being  had,  the  amendment  was  adopted. 

Senator  Miller  moved  that  the  resolution  as  amended  be 
adopted.    A  vote  being  had,  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

The  resolution  reads  as  follows : 
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Resolved  by  the  Senate,  the  Hattee  of  BepresentaHves  eoneurring 
therein.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be  printed  ten  thou* 
sand  extra  copies  of  the  biennial  report  of  said  Board  for  the 
years  1883  and  1884,  of  which  edition  not  less  than  twenty 
copies  shall  be  supplied  to  each  member  of  the  Legislature. 

House  concurrent  resolution  No.  8,  Instructing  our  Senators 
and  requesting  our  Representatives  in  Congress  to  secure,  if  pos- 
sible, a  larger  appropriation  for  a  system  of  artesian  wells  in 
western  Kansas,  was  taken  up  for  consideration,  and  was  read. 

Senator  White  moved  that  the  Senate  concur  in  the  resolution. 

Senator  John  Kelly  moved  as  an  amendment,  that  the  resolu- 
tion be  indefinitely  postponed.  A  vote  being  had,  the  amend- 
ment was  not  adopted. 

The  question  then  being  upon  concurring  in  the  resolution,  a 
vote  being  had,  the  resolution  was  concurred  in. 

The  resolution  reads  as  follows : 

Whereas,  The  live-stock  and  agricultural  industries  of  the 
western  part  of  Kansas  would  be  greatly  enhanced  and  more 
fully  developed  by  the  artesian-* well  system ;  and  . 

Whereas,  A  proper  artesiaurwell  system,  according  to  the  geo- 
logical surveys  that  have  been  made  and  the  opinions  of  scien- 
tific men  expressed,  would  develop  the  mineral  resourc^^  and 
produce  such  climatic  changes  as  to  make  the  fertility  of  soil  un- 
surpassed in  its  productiveness  and  provide  comfortable  homes 
for  millions  instead  of  thousands ;  and 

Whereas,  The  General  Government  is  amply  able  to  promote 
the  general  welfare  by  generous  appropriations  to  encourage  the 
settlement  and  cultivation  of  said  lands ;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  now  pending  in  Congress  a  measure  to  pro- 
vide for  such  an  artesian-well  system,  but  is  inadequate  to  ac- 
complish the  desired  result :  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  House,  the  Senate  concurritig  therein.  That  we 
instruct  our  Senators  and  request  our  Representatives  in  Con- 
gress to  secure,  if  possible,  a  larger  appropriation  to  provide  for 
the  commencement  and  completion  of  an  artesian-well  system  in 
the  western  part  of  the  State  of  Kansas. 

By  consent,  Senator  Ritter,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Municipal  Indebtedness,  submittefd  the  following  report: 
Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Municipal  Indebted- 
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new,  to  whom  was  referred  HouBe  bill  No.  460,  An  act  to  enable 
the  Board  of  County  Commifisioners  of  Ellis  county  to  fund  the 
county  indebtedness,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and 
instruct  me  to  report  the  bill  back  to  the  Senate  with  the  recom- 
mendation that  it  be  passed  as  amended.

CONSIDERATION  OP  HOUSE  BILL  NO.  367. 

Senator  Barker  demanded  a  vote  on  his  motion  that  the  Sen- 
ate take  up  the  consideration  of  House  bill  No.  367,  An  act 
amendatory  of  and  supplemental  to  chapter  128,  of  the  Session 
Laws  of  1881,  being  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  prohibit  the 
manufacture  and  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  except  for  medic- 
inal, scientific  and  mechanical  purposes,  and  to  regulate  the 
manufacture  and  sale  thereof  for  such  excepted  purposes."  A 
vote  being  had,  the  motion  prevailed. 

By  unanimous  consent,  the  following  amendments  were  made 
to  section  9:  In  line  3,  strike  out  the  words  "party  or  parties," 
and  insert  the  words  "  person  or  persons."  Insert  in  line  10, 
afterthe  word  "vessels,"  the  words  "bottles  containing  same." 
Strike  out  the  word  "use,"  in  line  2.  Strike  out  the  words  "  one 
thousand,"  in  line  13, and  insert  in  lieu  thereof,  the  words  "five 
hundred."  In  line  13,  after  the  word  "  imprisoned,"  insert  the 
words  "  in  the  county  jail." 

In  line  6  of  section  10,  strike  out  the  words  "one  thousand," 
and  insert  the  words  "five  hundred."  In  line  7,  after  the  word 
"dollars,"  insert  the  following:  "and  be  imprisoned  in  the  county 
jail  not  less  than  ten  days  nor  more  than  ninety  days." 

Senator  Hick  oflTered  the  following  amendment,  to  be  added 
at  the  end  of  section  11:  "And  whenever  the  county  attorney 
shall  be  unable  or  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  enforce  the  provisions 
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of  this  act  in  his  county,  or  for  any  reason  whatever  the  provisioDs 
of  this  act  shall  not  be  enforced  in  any  county,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Attorney  General  to  enforce  the  same  in  such  county, 
and  for  that  purpose  he  may  appoint  as  many  assistants  as  he 
shall  see  fit,  and  he  and  his  assistants  shall  be  authorized  to  sign, 
verify  and  file  all  such  complaints,  informations,  petitions  and 
papers  as  the  county  attorney  is  authorized  to  sign,  verify  or  file, 
and  to  do  and  perform  any  act  that  the  county  attorney  might 
lawfully  do  or  perform ;  and  for  such  services  he  shall  receive 
the  same  fees  that  the  county  attorney  would  be  entitled  to  for 
like  services,  to  be  taxed  and  collected  in  the  same  manner." 
A  vote  being  had,  the  amendment  was  adopted. 

By  consent,  the  following  amendments  were  made :  In  section 
13,  line  3,  strike  out  the  word  "use,"  and  insert  the  word  "de- 
livery." Strike  out  the  last "  and  "  in  line  8,  and  insert  the  word 
"or."  In  line  11,  after  the  word  "days,"  insert  the  worda 
"Attorney  General,  county  attorney,  or."  In  line  14,  strike  out 
the  word  "five"  and  insert  the  word  "one."  Strike  out  the 
words  "one  thousand"  in  line  15,  and  insert  the  words  *^^^t 
hundred."  In  section  15,  in  line  1,  insert  the  word  "husband" 
after  the  word  "wife."  In  line  6,  strike  out  the  words  "one 
thousand"  and  insert  the  words  "five  hundred." 

Senator  Allen  offered  the  following  amendment  to  the  bill,  to 
become  section  16: 

"Sec.  16.  The  treating  or  giving  of  any  intoxicating  liquors 
to  any  minor  by  any  person  other  than  the  father,  mother  or 
guardian  of  such  minor,  or  a  physician,  for  medical  purposes^ 
shall  be  unlawful;  and  any  person  violating  the  provieionsof 
this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  therefor  as  provided  in  the 
last  preceding  section  of  this  act  for  unlawfully  selling  intoxi- 
cating liquors." 

A  vote  being  had,  the  amendment  was  adopted. 

Senator  Jennings  offered  the  following  amendment  to  the  bill, 
as  section  17: 

"Se(\  17.  Any  person,  company,  or  corporation,  either  by  or 
through  his  or  its  agent  or  otherwise,  which  shall  deliver  to 
any  person  in  any  county  of  this  State,  any  of  the  liquors 
mentioned  in  section  1  of  chapter  128  of  the  Laws  of  1881, 
without  having  the  vessel,  cask,  box,  keg,  or  barrel,  bottle  or 
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other  receptacle  containing  such  liquors,  marked  with  the  kind 
of  liquors  contained  in  such  receptacle,  and  the  name  of  the 
person  to  whom  the  same  is  to  be  delivered,  in  a  plain,  legible 
manner,  in  a  conspicuous  place  upon  such  receptacle,  or  shall 
deliver  any  of  such  liquors  to  any  person  engaged  in  the  illegal 
sale  of  such  intoxicating  liquors,  to  any  other  person  than  those 
holding  a  druggists'  permit,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  $500 
for  each  such  delivery,  which  may  be  recovered  by  civil  action 
in  the  name  of  the  State,  in  the  district  court  of  the  county  in 
which  such  delivery  shall  be  made,  and  the  amount  so  recovered 
shall  be  paid  into  the  common-school  fund  of  ^uch  county ;  and 
any  agent  of  any  company  or  corporation  or  other  person  who 
shall  willfiiUy  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than  five  hundred 
dollars,  and  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  less  than 
thirty  nor  more  than  ninety  days." 

Senator  H.  B.  Kelly  moved  to  lay  the  amendment  on  the  table.

Senator  Lloyd  oflTered  the  following  as  an  amendment  to  the 
amendment:  "And  any  person  or  persons  receiving  from  any 
person,  company  or  corporation  any  of  the  liquors  mentioned  in 
section  1  of  chapter  128  of  the  Laws  of  1881,  except  from  drug- 
gists as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $100 
nor  more  than  $1,000,  and  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail 
not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  ninety  days,"  which  amendment 
was  not  adopted.

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Senator  Hick  moved  to  substitute  the  following  for  the  pend- 
ing amendments:  "Any  officer,  agent  or  employ^  of  a  nulroad 
company,  express  company  or  other  common  carrier,  who  shall 
knowingly  carry  or  deliver  any  intoxicating  liquor  to  or  for 
any  person,  to  be  sold  in  violation  of  this  act  or  the  act  to  which 
this  is  amendatory  and  supplemental,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  one  hundred  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  be 
imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  less  than  thirty  nor  more  than 
sixty  days." 

The  question  being  upon  the  substitute  ofi*ered  by  Senator 
Hick,  a  vote  being  had,  the  substitute  was  not  adopted. 

Senator  Blue  moved  to  strike  out  of  Senator  Jennings's  amend- 
ment the  following  words:  "To  any  other  persons  than  th(fc»e 
holding  a  druggists'  permit,"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the 
words  "  to  any  person  engaged  in  the  illegal  sale  of  such  int4)xi- 
eating  liquor." 

The  question  being  upon  Senator  Blue's  amendment  to  the 
amendment,  a  vote  being  had,  it  was  not  adopted. 

Senator  Wasson  moved  to  amend  Senator  Jennings's  amend- 
ment by  adding  the  following  proviso :  "Providedj  That  nothing 
in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  any  person  from 
ordering  liquors  for  his  own  present  use."

Any  officer,  agent  or  employ^  of  a  railroad  com- 
pany, express  company  or  other  common  carrier,  who  shall 
knowingly  carry  or  deliver  any  intoxicating  liquor  to  or  for  any 
person,  to  be  sold  in  violation  of  this  act  or  the  act  to  which  this 
is  amendatory  and  supplemental,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  one  hundred  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  be 
imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  less  than  thirty  nor  more  than 
sixty  days." 

A  vote  being  had,  the  amendment  was  adopted,  and  became 
section  17  of  the  bill. 

Senator  Green  moved  to  strike  out  all  after  the  word  "  court," 
in  line  5  of  section  18,  being  the  following  words:  "Provided^ 
Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  prohibit  the  sale 
of  wine  upon  the  written  request  of  any  regularly-ordained  min- 
ister of  the  gospel,  for  communion  purposes."  A  vote  being 
had,  the  amendment  was  adopted. 

Senator  Kimball  moved  to  strike  out  the  following  words  in 
section  18:  "And  all  other  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed  in  so  far  as  they 
conflict  with  the  provisions  herein  contained,"  and  insert  in  lieu 
thereof  the  following  words:  "are  hereby  repealed."  A  vote 
being  had,  the  amendment  was  adopted. 

Senator  Hick  moved  to  insert  the  following  words  after  the 
word  "attorney,"  in  line  9  of  section  10:  "or  Attorney  General, 
or  by  a  citizen  with  the  written  consent  and  approval  of  the 
county  attorney  or  Attorney  General."  A  vote  being  had,  the 
amendment  was  adopted. 

Senator  Hick  moved  to  strike  out  the  word  "  have  "  after  the 
word  "shall,"  in  line  4  of  section  6,  and  insert  the  following 
words:  "barter  or  sell  the  same  to  any  person  when  he  has." 
A  vote  being  had,  the  amendment  was  adopted. 

Senator  Green  moved  that  House  bill  No.  367  be  engrossed  as 
amended,  and  be  placed  on  the  calendar  for  third  reading.  A 
vote  being  had,  the  motion  prevailed. 

MISCELLANEOUS  BUSINESS. 
Senator  Crane  moved  that  Senate  bill  No.  194,  which  was  on 
the  calendar  as  a  special  order  for  7:30  o'clock,  be  continued  as 
a  special  order  for  Monday  evening  at  7:30  o'clock.     A  vote  be- 
ing had,  the  motion  prevailed. 
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By  consent,  Senator  Elimball  offered  Senate  concurrent  reso- 
lution No.  33,  Relating  to  the  printing  of  extra  copies  of  House 
bill  No.  367. 

The  resolution,  being  concurrent,  was  laid  over  under  the 
rules. 

Senator  Kimball  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended,  and  that 
the  resolution  be  considered  now. 

The  question  being  upon  the  suspension  of  the  rules,  a  vote 
being  had,  the  rules  were  suspended. 

Thereupon,  the  resolution  was  read. 

The  question  being  upon  the  adoption  of  the  resolution,  a  vote 
being  had,  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

It  reads  as  follows : 

Resolved  by  the  Senate,  the  House  of  BepresentcUives  eoneurring 
thereifiy  That  five  hundred  copies  of  House  bill  No.  367,  m 
amended  by  the  Senate,  be  printed  for  the  further  use  of  both 
branches  of  the  Legislature. 

REPORTS  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

By  consent,  Senator  Harkness,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Cities  of  the  Second  Class,  submitted  the  following  report: 

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Cities  of  the  Second 
Class,  to  whom  was  referred  House  bill  No.  244,  An  act  relating 
to  cities  of  the  second  class,  and  to  amend  section  41  of  chapter 
100,  Laws  of  1872,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and 
instruct  me  to  report  the  bill  back  to  the  Senate  with  the  rec- 
ommendation that  it  be  passed  as  amended.

pelled to  refund  the  same,  have  had  the  same  under  considera- 
tion, and  instruct  me  to  report  the  bill  back  to  the  Senate  ^ith 
the  recommendation  that  it  be  indefinitely  postponed,  and  that 
the  substitute  herewith  reported  be  printed,  and  placed  on  third 
reading,  subject  to  amendment  and  debate,  and  be  passed.

The  bill  having  been  read  the  third  time,  the  question  being, 
Shall  the  bill  pass?  the  roll  was  called,  with  the  following  re- 
sult: Yeas,  28;  nays,  5.

H.  B.  Kelly,  Kellogg,  Lloyd,  Rush,  and  White. 

A  constitutional  majority  having  voted  in  favor  of  the  passage 
of  the  bill,  the  bill  passed,  and  the  title  was  agreed  to. 

Senate  Blue  moved  that  Senate  bills  Nos.  151  and  182,  in  the 
special  order  for  this  hour,  be  continued  until  to-morrow  at  11 
o'clock  A.  M.,  in  the  Senate.  A  vote  being  had,  the  motion  pre- 
vailed. 

THIRD  READING  OF  BILLS. 

Substitute  for  Senate  bill  No.  12,  An  act  regulating  the  fees 
and  salaries  of  the  County  Treasurer,  County  Clerk,  County  At- 
torney, Probate  Judge  and  County  Auditor  of  Cherokee  county, 
Kas.,  was  taken  up  for  consideration.

A  majority  having  voted  in  the  negative,  the  motion  fco  indefi- 
nitely postpone  did  not  prevail. 

Senator  Blue  moved  that  the  bill  be  passed  over,  and  retain 
its  place  on  the  calendar.  A  vote  being  had,  the  motion  did 
not  prevail. 

Senator  H.  B.  Kelly  moved  that  a  committee  of  five  be 
appointed  to  whom  substitute  for  Senate  bill  No.  12  shall  be  re- 
ferred, to  revise  the  fees  and  salaries  of  county  officers  of  the 
State,  with  instructions  to  report  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.  to-morrow. 

Senator  Kimball  moved  as  an  amendment,  that  substitute  for 
Senate  bill  No.  12  and  House  bill  No.  93  be  made  the  special 
order  for  to-morrow  evening  at  7:30  o'clock. 

Senator  Buchan  moved  that  the  Senate  do  now  adjourn, 
which  motion  prevailed. 

The  Senate  adjourned.

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COMMUNICATIONS  FROM  STATE  OFFICERS. 

The  following  communication  from  the  Attorney  General,  in 
compliance  with  Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  26,  was  laid 
before  the  Senate,  and  was  read : 

State  of  Kansas, 
Office  of  Attorney  General, 
ToPEKA,  February  26,  1885. 
To  the  SpeaJcer  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  the  President 
of  the  Senate:  Having  been  officially  notified,  on  February  19th, 
of  the  passage  of  Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  26,  which 
reads  as  follows : 

WhereMj  Doubts  exist  as  to  the  terms  of  existence  of  divers  railroad 
•corporations,  chartered  by  those  special  acts  of  the  Legislature  of  the  Ter- 
ritory of  Kansas,  wherein  such  term  is  not  specifically  fixed :  therefore, 
be  it 

Re9ohed  by  the  Senate,  the  House  concurring  thertin.  First — That  the  At- 
torney General  be  and  is  instructed  to  at  once  institute  an  inquiry  into  the 
terms  of  the  duration  and  existence  of  railroad  corporations  operating  under 
-and  by  virtue  of  acts  of  the  Territorial  Legislature;  and  he  shall,  on  or  be- 
fore February  25th,  1885,  make  a  full  report  to  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives,  showing  specifically  the  name  of  each  of  such  corporations, 
date  of  approval  of  the  special  act  under  which  it  claims  to  operate,  together 
with  his  opinion  in  writing  as  to  whether  any  such  corporations  are  oper- 
ating without  authority  of  law.  Also,  whether  or  not  any  such  corpora- 
tions claim  an  extension,  and  whether  any  extension  has  been  granted  of 
their  corporate  franchise  under  or  by  virtue  of  any  law  of  the  State  of 
Kansas,  and  what,  if  any,  proceedings  are  necessary  to  protect  the  interests 
of  the  State  of  Kansas  against  the  unlawful  exercise  of  corporate  power  by 
any  such  corporations; 

— I  have  proceeded  to  investigate  the  status  of  the  railroad  cor- 
porations operating  under  and  by  virtue  of  acts  of  the  Territo- 
rial Legislature,  and  I  find  that  the  railroad  companies  now 
opiating  in  this  State  under  such  charters  are  as  follows :  The 
Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  F6  Railroad  Company,  the  Kansas 
Pacific  Railroad  Company,  and  the  Central  Branch  Union  Pa- 
<;ific  Railway  Company. 

ATCHISON,   TOPEKA   A  SANTA   FE  RAILROAD   COMPANY. 

The  Atchison,  Topeka  <fc  Santa  F^  Railroad  Company  was  in- 
corporated by  a  special  act  of  the  Territorial  Legislature  on 
February  11,  1859,  as  the  Atchison  &  Topeka  Railroad  Com- 
pany, the  name  being  subsequently  changed  to  the  Atchison, 
Topeka  &  Santa  F^  Railroad  Company. 
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In  the  act  of  February  11,  1859,  incorporating  the  Atchison, 
Topeka  &  Santa  F^  Railroad  Company,  no  period  was  limited 
for  the  duration  of  its  charter.  On  the  same  day,  all  prior 
legislation  upon  the  subject  of  corporations,  except  such  as  was 
enacted  by  the  act  entitled  "An  act  to  enable  trustees  of  col- 
leges, academies,  universities  and  other  institutions,  societies  and 
companies  to  become  bodies  corporate,"  approved  February  9, 
1859,  was  repealed. 

On  that  day  it  was  further  enacted :  "  That  the  common  law  of 
England,  and  all  acts  of  Parliament  in  aid  thereof  made  prior 
to  the  fourth  year  of  James  the  First,  and  which  are  of  a  gen- 
eral nature,  not  local  to  that  kingdom,  and  not  repugnant  to  or 
inconsistent  with  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  an 
act  entitled  *An  act  to  organize  the  Territories  of  Nebraska  and 
Kansas,'  or  any  statute  law  which  may  from  time  to  time  be 
made  or  passed  by  this  or  any  subsequent  Legislative  Assembly 
of  the  Territory  of  Kansas,  shall  be  the  rule  of  action  and  de- 
cision in  this  Territory — any  law,  custom  or  usage  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding." 

It  is  a  general  rule  of  statutory  construction,  well  supported 
by  authority,  that  all  acts  passed  at  the  same  session  of  the  Leg- 
islature shall  be  construed  together  as  one  entire  act.  This  rule 
is  more  forcibly  applied  with  reference  to  acts  passed  upon  the 
same  day  and  relating  to  the  same  subject-matter.  The  act  re- 
pealing the  corporation  law  of  1855,  and  the  act  establishing 
the  common  law  as  the  rule  of  action  and  decision  in  the  Terri- 
tory, having  been  passed  by  the  same  Legislature,  and  on  the 
same  day  that  the  act  incorporating  the  Atchison,  Topeka  & 
Santa  F^  Railroad  Company  was  passed,  they  should  be  con- 
strued together  in  connection  with  that  charter.  By  doing  so,  it 
is  evident  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  that  ihe 
rule  of  common  law,  with  reference  to  the  duration  of  charters, 
rather  than  the  rule  of  the  corporation  law  of  1855,  should 
apply  to  the  charter  of  the  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  F^  Rail- 
road Company.  That  railroad  company  would  therefore  have 
such  duration  as  corporations  have  at  common  law,  which  gives 
the  attribute  of  perpetuity  or  perpetual  succession  to  all  corpo- 
rations. That  one  of  the  ordinary  incidents  to  a  corporation  at 
common  law  is  to  have  perpetual  succession,  is  the  unbroken 
language  of  the  text-books  upon  this  subject. 
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It  is  not  necessary  to  consider  what  would  have  been  the  effect 
of  the  change  from  a  Territorial  government  to  a  permanent 
State  government.  By  section  one  of  the  schedule  of  the  con- 
stitution of  the  State,  all  rights  and  contracts,  both  as  respects 
individuals  and  bodies  corporate,  are  declared  to  continue  as  if 
no  change  had  taken  place ;  and  by  section  four  of  the  schedule, 
"  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  force  in  the  Territory  at  the  time 
of  the  acceptance  of  this  constitution  by  Congress,  not  incon- 
sistent with  this  constitution,  shall  continue  and  remain  in  full 
force  until  they  expire  or  shall  be  repealed." 

The  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  F^  Railroad  Company  is 
therefore  a  legally  existing  corporation  of  the  State,  with  the 
common-law  duration  of  corporations,  which  we  have  already 
found  to  be  that  of  perpetual  succession. 

KANSAS   PACIFIC   RAILWAY   COMPANY. 

With  reference  to  this  company,  it  is  only  necessary  to  say, 
that  it  is  the  successor  of  the  Leavenworth,  Pawnee  &  Western 
Railroad  Company,  incorporated  by  a  special  act  of  the  Terri- 
torial Legislature  of  1855,  in  which  charter  it  is  provided  that 
such  company  shall  have  continual  succession.  Continual  suc- 
cession is  identical  with  perpetual  succession,  and  this  company 
is  therefore  a  lawfully  existing  corporation,  the  life  of  which  is 
limited  to  the  end  of  all  human  afiairs,  unless  sooner  forfeited 
by  non-feasance  or  malfeasance  of  its  powers. 

CENTRAL  BRANCH   UNION   PACIFIC   RAILWAY   COMPANY. 

This  company  was  incorporated  by  a  special  act  of  the  Terri- 
torial Legislature  of  1859  as  the  Atchison  &  Pike's  Peak  Rail- 
road Company.  The  act  of  incorporation  confers  upon  the 
Atchison  &  Pike's  Peak  Railroad  Company  the  powers  and 
privileges  which  were  conferred  upon  the  Atchison  &  Fort  Riley 
Railroad  Company  by  an  act  of  February  17,  1857.  The  act 
incorporating  the  Atchison  &  Fort  Riley  Railroad  Company 
has  no  period  limited  in  its  charter,  and  that  corporation  would 
therefore  have  a  corporate  existence  for  the  period  of  ten  years ; 
but  the  reference  to  the  act  incorporating  the  Atchison  &  Port 
Riley  Railroad  Company  for  an  enumeration  of  the  powers  con- 
ferred upon  the  Atchison  &  Pike's  Peak  Railroad  Company, 
has  the  same  effect  as  though  the  powers  and  provisions  of  the 
act  incorporating  the  Atchison  &  Fort  Riley  Railroad  Company 
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had  been  set  out  at  length  and  in  full  in  the  Atchison  &  Pike's 
Peak  Railroad  Company's  charter.  And  the  powers  and  fran- 
chises conferred  thereby  upon  the  Atchison  &  Pike's  Peak  Rail- 
road Company  have  force  and  effect  as  the  charter  rights  of  this 
latter  company ,  by  virtue  of  the  act  of  1859,  entitled  "An  act 
to  incorporate  the  Atchison  &  Pike's  Peak  Railroad  Company," 
and  approved  February  11,  1859.  There  being  no  law  then  m 
force  limiting  the  duration  of  corporations,  the  Atchison  &  Pike's 
Peak  Railroad  Company  took  the  common-law  duration,  which, 
as  we  have  seen,  is  in  perpetuity. 

SUBSEQUENT   LEGISLATION. 

By  the  general  corporation  law  of  1868  it  was  provided  in 
section  25,  that  "  any  corporation  heretofore  organized  and  now 
in  existence  under  any  general  or  special  law  of  the  Territory  or 
the  State  of  Kansas,  may  by  a  vote  of  its  directors  accept  any 
and  all  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  have  and  exercise  all 
the  powers  and  privileges  conferred  upon  the  same,  by  filing  a 
copy  of  their  acceptance  with  the  Secretary  of  State,  whereupon, 
that  portion  of  their  charter  inconsistent  with  this  act,  or  the 
portion  accepted,  shall  cease  to  be  applicable  to  such  corpora- 
tion, and  they  shall  have  the  exclusive  right  to  carry  out  the 
objects  of  said  corporation  as  described  in  their  act  of  incorpora- 
tion or  certificate  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State,  if  acting 
under  d,  general  law  within  the  limits  and  boundaries  described 
in  said  act  of  incorporation,  or  certificate,  as  the  case  may  be, 
without  any  limitation  as  to  time,  and  shall  possess  all  the  priv- 
ileges and  franchises  conferred  by  their  act  of  incorporation,  or 
certificate  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State,  not  abandoned  in  the 
copy  of  acceptance  of  any  or  all  of  the  provisions  of  this  act." 

So  far  as  this  section  attempts  to  authorize  corporations  to  re- 
new or  extend  their  franchises  "without  any  limitation  as  to 
time,"  it  has  been  held  unconstitutional,  as  an  attempt  to  confer 
corporate  powers  by  special  act.  (State  vs.  Lawrence  Bridge  Co., 
22  Kas.  458.) 

By  section  64  of  the  law  of  1868,  "all  existing  corporations 
within  this  State,  and  such  as  may  hereafter  be  created  or  formed, 
shall  respectively  have  and  possess  all  the  powers  and  privileges 
contained  in  this  article,  and  they  shall  be  subject  to  all  the 
duties,  liabilities  and  provisions  contained  in  this  article  not  in- 
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conaisteDt  with  the  provisions  of  any  charter  granted  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Kansas." 

This,  being  a  general  enactment,  and  applicable  to  all  corpo- 
rations, is  not  open  to  any  constitutional  objection,  and  confers 
the  powers  and  privileges  named  in  the  law  upon,  and  subjects 
to  the  duties  and  liabilities  contained  therein,  all  railroad  corpo- 
rations organized  by  special  laws  as  well  as  those  organized 
under  the  general  law. 

In  1879,  there  was  a  law  enacted  by  the  Legislature  entitled 
**An  act  defining  the  term  of  duration  and  existence  of  certain 
railroad  companies,"  by  which  act  it  was  attempted  to  confer 
upon  any  railroad  company  organized  under  and  by  virtue  of 
any  of  those  special  acts  of  the  Legislature  of  the  Territory  of 
Kansas,  wherein  the  term  of  duration  and  existence  of  such 
corporations  is  not  specifically  named,  and  now  owning  and  oper- 
ating a  line  of  railroad,  an  extension  or  definite  term  of  exist- 
ence of  ninety-nine  years  from  the  time  of  the  taking  effect  of 
the  special  acts  under  which  such  railroad  corporations  were  or- 
ganized. 

The  following  quotation  from  the  Lawrence  Bridge  case,  22 
Kan.  456,  is  equally  applicable  to  this  act:  "That  it  attempts  to 
confer  corporate  powers,  is  conceded.  If  consistent  at  all,  it 
must  be  on  the  basis  that  it  is  a  general  law  within  the  meaning 
of  article  12  of  the  constitution.  Yet  this  section,  if  effective, 
confers  corporate  powers  which  are  special  to  separate  corpora- 
tions, chartered  by  special  acts  of  the  Territory  of  Kansas,  and 
which  powers  are  not  granted  to  any  other  corporation,  and  no 
other  corporation  can  come  into  its  class  or  obtain  its  privileges 
or  immunities.  No  corporation,  organized  under  the  provisions 
of  the  general  incorporation  law,  can  obtain  the  powers  and 
franchises  attempted  to  be  granted  to  Territorial  corporations  by 
this  section." 

I  therefore  do  not  think  that  this  act  can  be  sustained  as  a 
general  law,  in  the  sense  in  which  these  words  are  used  in  section 
1,  article  12,  of  the  constitution.  "It  directs  us  to  special  acts 
and  charters,  and  attempts  to  continue  them  in  existence.  It 
does  not  enumerate  the  powers  of  the  corporations.  But  these 
powers  are  enumerated  in  the  various  special  acts  to  which  we 
are  directed.  It  is,  therefore,  a  plain  evasion  of  the  provisions 
of  said  article  12,  and  fails  to  be  a  legal  enactment."     The  pen- 
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alty  provided  in  case  of  failure,  neglect  or  refusal  by  any  of  said 
railroad  corporations  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  act 
must  of  course  fall  with  the  act. 

I  do  not  know  of  any  other  law  by  which  the  Legislature  has 
attempted  to  extend  or  renew  any  of  the  corporate  franchises 
granted  by  the  special  acts  of  the  Territory  referred  to — or 
under  which  any  of  these  corporations  claim  any  such  extension 
or  renewal. 

PROCEEDINGS   AGAINST   SUCH   CORPORATIONS. 

If  correct  in  my  opinion,  that  the  corporations  above  named 
are  legally  existing  corporations,  whose  charters  have  not  ex- 
pired, there  will  be  no  necessity  or  purpose  to  be  served  by  the 
commencement  and  prosecution  of  any  proceedings  against  them. 

Corporations  whose  charters  have  expired  are  subject  to  all 
the  duties  and  liabilities  to  the  State  and  the  public  generally 
that  other  corporations  are,  concerning  whose  existence  there  is 
no  question.  If  ousted  of  the  exercise  of  corporate  franchises 
and  privileges  under  these  special  acts,  the  owners  of  the  prop- 
erty would  undoubtedly  be  compelled  to  reincorporate  under  the 
general  law,  but  the  power  of  the  State  over  such  reorganized 
companies  to  the  public  would  not  be  different  from  or  greater 
than  the  power  over  and  the  duties  and  liabilities  of  such  com- 
panies as  they  now  exist. 

For  this  reason  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  interests  of  the 
State  and  the  interests  of  the  public  generally  are  as  fiilly  pro- 
tected by  suffering  the  said  corporations  to  continue  as  at  present 
existing.  Proceedings  in  quo  warranto  to  oust  them  from  the 
exercise  of  corporate  powers  would  not  result,  in  my  opinion,  in 
any  substantial  benefit  to  the  State  or  to  the  public  generally, 
and  if  their  several  charters  have  not  expired,  such  proceedings 
would  of  course  be  futile.     Very  respectfully,

pension  roll,  and  shall  receive  not  less  than  eight  dollars  per 
month:  Provided^  That  all  such  ex-prisoners  of  war  who  shall 
be  fifty-five  years  of  age,  or  over,  at  date  of  passage  of  said  act, 
shall  receive  not  less  than  twelve  dollars  per  month,  dating  from 
date  of  discharge  from  the  army  of  the  United  States.  This  is 
considered  to  be  due  not  only  as  an  expression  of  sympathy  for 
their  sufferings  and  appreciation  of  the  services  rendered  their 
country,  but  also  as  a  matter  of  simple  justice.     And 

WhereaSy  The  number  of  those  ex-prisoners  of  war  who  sur- 
vived the  hardships  of  prison  life  is  fast  diminishing,  it  is  urged 
that  the  early  action  of  Congress  be  taken  upon  the  matter. 

Resolved,  That  five  hundred  copies  of  these  resolutions  be 
printed,  and  the  Secretary  of  State  is  hereby  instructed  to  for- 
ward copies  of  the  same  to  the  President  of  the  United  States 
and  the  President-elect,  to  the  Cabinet  officers,  and  to  each 
Member  of  Congress,  without  delay.

Senate  bill  No.  116,  An  act  making  an  appropriation  to  re- 
imburse the  permanent  school  fund,  for  certain  moneys  paid  for 
fraudulently  issued  school  bonds  named  therein,  was  upon  third 
reading,  subject  to  amendment  and  debate. 

Senator  Crane  moved  to  amend  the  bill  by  adding  the  follow-

be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  de- 
fend and  be  defended  against  in  any  and  all  courts  of  justice, 
and  they  may  adopt  and  have  a  common  seal,  and  alter  the  same 
at  pleasure. 

"  Sec.  2.  Said  trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may,  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  and  upon  due  notice  given  by  them  in  the 
official  State  paper,  convene  at  the  time  and  place  designated  in 
said  notice,  and  organize  their  said  corporation  by  the  election 
of  one  of  their  number  president,  one  vice  president,  one  secre- 
tary, and  one  treasurer,  whose  duties  shall  be  prescribed  by  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  provided  and  adopted  by  said 
trustees  at  the  first,  or  any  subsequent  meeting  thereof,  and  said 
rules  and  regulations  or  by-laws,  when  so  adopted  by  a  majority 
of  said  board  of  trustees,  shall  be  binding  upon  all  until  re- 
pealed." 

A  vote  being  had,  the  amendment  was  adopted. 

Senator  Green  moved  to  further  amend  the  bill  by  striking 
out  ill  line  1  of  sectipn  3,  the  words  "said  trustees,  by  the  name 
and  style  aforesaid,"  and  insert  the  words  "the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  State  Charitable  Institutions,"  which  motion  prevailed.

of  land  shall  be  accepted  by  said  Board  of  Trustees  in  the  name 
of  the  State  of  Kansas,  and  for  the  uses  and  purposes  herein  set 
forth,  and  the  location  of  the  *Home'  permanently  made." 

A  vote  being  had,  the  motion  did  not  prevail. 

Senator  Crane  moved  to  strike  out  the  word  "  ten,"  in  line  2 
of  section  11,  and  insert  the  word  "twenty-five;"  also,  in  line 
4,  strike  out  the  word  "ten,"  and  insert  the  word  "twenty-five." 
A  vote  being  had,  the  motion  did  not  prevail.

The  House  having  amended  Senate  bill  No.  119,  An  act  for 
the  protection  of  birds,  and  amendatory  of  sections  2,  3,  4  and 

5  of  chapter  115,  Laws  of  1883,  as  follows:  Strike  out  section 
1  of  the  bill,  and  insert  as  follows : 

"  Section  1.  That  section  2  of  said  chapter  115  be  so  amended 
as  to  read  as  follows :  Section  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  or  persons  to  shoot,  catch,  trap  or  ensnare,  or  take  pos- 
session of  quail  at  any  time  during  the  year ;  it  shall  not  be  un- 
lawful, however,  for  any  person  or  persons  to  shoot  or  take  poi- 
session.of  any  pinnated  grouse  or  prairie  chicken,  between  the 
1st  day  of  September  and  the  1st  day  of  November,  in  each 
year,  for  any  purpose  other  than  for  market  and  shipment:  Pro- 
vided, It  shall  be  unlawful  to  catch,  trap  or  ensnare  said  birds 
at  any  time:  And  provided  further,  That  nothing  in  this  act 
shall  prohibit  any  person  from  shooting  quail  on  his  own  prem- 
ises." 

Also,  by  inserting  new  matter  as  section  2,  as  follows: 
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''That  section  3  of  said  chapter  115  be  and  is  hereby  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows:  Section  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  hunt  or  pursue  after  any  wild  bird  or  game,  upon  the 
occupied  or  improved  premises  of  another,  without  having  first 
obtained  permission  or  consent  of  the  owner  or  occupant  of  such 
occupied  or  improved  premises.  And  it  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  person  or  persons  to  hunt  or  pursue  after  any  quail,  in  any 
public  street  or  highway,  or  through  any  railroads  passing 
through  said  premises,  at  any  time."

(X)NSIDERATION  OF  MOTIONS  AND  RESOLUTIONS  OFFERED 
ON  A  PREVIOUS  DAY. 

House  concurrent  resolution  No.  25,  For  the  relief  of  Mis- 
Sarah  C.  Brooks,  was  taken  up  for  consideration,  and  was  read. 

The  question  being  upon  concurring  in  the  resolution,  a  vote 
being  had,  the  resolution  was  concurred  in. 

It  reads  as  follows : 
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Resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of  Kansas, 
the  Senate  concurring  therein.  That  our  Senators  and  Represent^ 
atives  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  be  and  they  are 
hereby  requested  and  instructed  to  do  what  they  can  to  procure 
the  passage  of  a  law  recognizing  the  claim  of  Mrs.  Sarah  C. 
Brooks,  formerly  "  Sarah  C.  White,"  who  was  captured  on  the 
13th  day  of  August,  1868,  by  the  Cheyenne  Indians,  and  who 
was  rescued  from  said  Inctianfl  by  General  Custer  on. the  18th 
day  of  March,  A.  D.  1869 ;  now  living  in  Cloud  county,  State  of 
Kansas. 

House  concurrent  resolution  No.  26,  Authorizing  and  direct- 
ing the  Executive  Council  to  procure  railing  for  the  west  end  of 
the  Capitol,  and  to  pay  the  expense  out  of  the  Capitol  extension 
fund,  was  taken  up  for  consideration,  and  was  read. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Green,  the  resolution  was  concurred  in. 

It  reads  as  follows : 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Senate  concurring 
therein,  That  the  Executive  Council  shall  as  soon  as  practicable 
procure  a  suitable  iron  railing,  of  the  kind  and  pattern  now  in 
position  on  the  east  porch  of  Capitol  building,  and  cause  the 
same  to  be  erected  at  each  end  of  the  porch  at  west  end  of  Cap- 
itol building,  the  expense  of  same  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Capitol 
extension  fund. 

Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  36,  Relating  to  dismissing 
suits  against  the  Kansas  Pacific  Railway  Company,  and  the 
Directors  of  the  Union  Pacific  Railway  Company,  was  taken  up 
for  consideration,  and  was  read. 

COMMUNICATION  FROM  THE  STATE'S  COUNSEL. 

The  following  communication  from  the  attorneys  for  the  State 
in  the  prosecution  was  ordered  to  be  spread  upon  the  journal  of 
the  Senate : 

To  the  honorable  the  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  and  the  honor- 
able the  Speaker  oj  the  House  of  Bepreseniatives : 

Gentlemen:  The  action  of  the  House  of  Representatives  in  unani- 
moosly  passing  the  ooncurrent  resolation  providing  for  the  settlement  of 
the  quo  warronio  cases,  and  their  subsequent  action  in  almost  unanimously 
recalling  it,  leads  us  to  believe  that  the  progress  which  this  settlement  has 
already  made  might  be  attributed  to  a  want  of  proper  understanding,  to 
which  we  as  counsel  for  the  State  might  have  contributed,  and  therefore 
that  there  would  be  no  impropriety  in  respectfully  addressing  this  com- 
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manication  to  yoa,  to  be  laid  before  the  bodies  over  which  yon  respectivelT 
preside.  While  the  letter  which  we  addren  to  the  Goreraor  ooBtalns  do 
recommendation  from  osy  we,  in  response  to  inquiry  from  the  Hoose  and 
Senate  committees,  to  whom  this  had  been  referred,  said  that,  in  oar  jadg> 
ment,  the  settlement  was  one  in  every  way  proper  for  the  State  to  make, 
and  that  it  would  be  a  wise,  judicious  and  satisfactory  solution  of  the  difler- 
ences  between  the  State  and  the  defendants.  What  has  been  done  in  the 
matter  by  us  we  submit  has  been  done  with  the  utmost  frankness  and  pub- 
licity. We  stated  to  the  committees,  and  we  state  now,  that  we  do  not  feel 
authorized  to  settle  these  cases  at  all;  neither  do  we  feel  aathorized  to 
refuse  peremptorily  any  overtures  of  settlement. 

As  the  responsibility  of  our  action  rested  with  the  L^slatnre  in  the  be- 
ginning, so  we  take  it  the  responsibility  for  our  continued  action  rests  upon 
the  present  Legislature,  if  in  its  wisdom  it  should  regard  the  settlement 
as  one  improper  to  be  made.    Since,  however,  our  opinion  has  been  asked 
and  given,  that  the  settlement  is  a  just  one  and  a  favorable  one  for  the 
State  to  make,  we  deem  it  proper  in  this  way  to  give  our  reasons  for  that 
conclusion,  if  permitted,  to  the  legislative  bodies,  as  we  have  already 
given  them  to  the  committees  having  this  matter  in  charge.    The  actions 
by  the  State  are  necessarily  limited  in  their  effect,  if  successful,  to  a  with- 
drawal of,  and  an  ousting  from,  only  such  franchises  as  were  oonfened 
upon  the  Kansas  Pacific  Bail  way  Company  by  the  State.    Whatever  x^hts 
and  franchiftes  it  may  have  directly  received  from  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  would  remain  undisturbed,  and  could  not  be  invaded  or  in- 
terfered with  through  these  actions.    While  we  have  firmly  been  oi  the 
opinion  that  the  relation  of  thb  corporation  to  the  United  States  was  am- 
ply one  of  contract,  and  that  it  was  compelled  to  perform  certain  duties 
and  obligations  under  Ihat  contract,  leaving  its  relations  and  obligations 
under  the  charter  granted  by  Kansas  unaffected,  it  is  seriously  contended 
on  the  other  side  that  the  Kansas  Pacific  company  obtained  every  element 
of  vitality  from  the  Pacific  railroad  acts,  and  that  it  was  amenable  to  no 
control  on  the  part  of  the  State.    The  consolidation  had  taken  place  and 
been  perfected  in  every  way,  and  vast  rights  had  accrued  under  it  otst 
three  years  before  the  institution  of  these  proceedings. 

We  are  convinced  that  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  while 
vindicating  the  law,  would  be  conservative  in  guarding  and  pres^ving  the 
rights  of  all  innocent  persons  created  by  or  growing  out  of  this  consolida- 
tion, and  it  would  be  greatly  to  the  detriment  of  the  State  if  it  should  ap- 
pear that  the  judgment  on  behalf  of  the  State  would  result  in  wide  disaster 
to  individuals,  unless  the  State  could  show  that  a  judgment  in  its  bdialf 
would  b<  consistent  with  a  preservation  of  those  rights.  In  bringing  these 
suits,  therefore,  we  have  asked  for  such  a  judgment  as  will  preserve  the  in- 
terest of  all  persons  innocent  of  the  wrongs  complained  of  against  the  com- 
pany. If  the  State  should  not  be  successful  in  these  proceedings,  it  would 
be  more  disastrous  to  the  interests  of  the  State  than  if  they  never  had 
been  begun,  because  the  legal  effect  of  such  dedsion  would  be  to  absolve 
such  corporation  wholly  and  entirely  from  the  control  of  the  State,  and 
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leave  the  regalation  of  its  conduct  entirely  to  Congress.  In  the  settlement 
proposed,  every  sabstantial  right  contended  for  by  the  State  is  vindicated. 
The  question  whether  this  is  a  State  or  Federal  corporation  is  left  unde- 
termined and  carefully  guarded.  If  the  agreements  contained  in  this 
settlement  are  carefully  kept,  then  the  question  of  the  legality  of  the  con- 
solidation would  be  very  largely  a  sentimental  one;  but  if  it  should  ever 
become  of  practical  importance  in  the  history  of  the  State,  it  can  again  be 
asserted  as  if  this  settlement  had  never  been  made.  As  counsel  in  these 
caseS)  and  thoroughly  imbued  with  a  sense  not  only  of  their  importance 
but  great  intricacy,  we  foresee  another  important  reason  why  it  would  be 
unwise  for  the  State  to  refuse  to  make  this  settlement.  It  is  obvious  that 
the  State  would  be  placed  at  a  great  disadvantage  if  the  defendants  should 
uige  that  they  had  made  an  ineffectual  effort  to  settle  with  the  State  upon 
favorable  terms  to  the  State.  It  would  tend  to  change  the  present  attitude 
of  the  State,  which  appears  to  be,  and  is,  an  effort  to  vindicate  the  dignity 
and  authority  of  its  sovereignty,  to  one  of  vindictiveness  and  revenge;  and, 
therefore,  if  we  were  counsel  for  the  defendant,  we  should  be  indifferent  as 
to  whether  this  proposition  was  refused  or  accepted. 

This  litigation  is  necessarily  a  costly  one,  and  may  merely  by  the  law's 
delay  be  indefinitely  protracted  by  appeal,  so  that,  if  the  State  should  be 
successful  in  the  lower  court,  it  could  have  no  benefit  or  advantage  of  its 
judgement  for  years,  and  might  be  ultimately  unsuooessful.  The  defend- 
ants propose  to  reimburse  the  State  for  all  its  outlay  in  this  behalf.  They 
propose  to  submit  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  State  tribunal^,  and  to  all 
proper  regulations  made  by  the  State  for  their  government.  This  they 
propose  to  do  now,  and  if  they  &il  to  do  it,  this  suit  will  be  instantly  re- 
vived against  them.  If  this  settlement  is  authorized,  and  the  stipulation 
signed  and  filed,  it  is  obvious  that  it  will  be  much  more  to  the  interest  of 
the  defendants  to  keep  it  than  to  break  it ;  for  by  breaking  it  and  reviving 
the  suit,  they  will  place  themselves  at  the  same  disadvantage  before  the 
court,  that  the  State  of  Kansas  would  in  refusing  a  fair  offer  of  settlement. 
Sodi  action  on  the  part  of  the  defendants  would  of  itself  completely  vindi- 
cate and  justify  the  subsequent  action  of  the  State  in  endeavoring  to  recover 
these  franchises.  We  are  inclined  to  regard  it  as  certain  that  this  stipubi- 
tion  will  be  kept  in  the  letter  and  the  spirit,  because  it  is  to  the  highest  in- 
terest of  the  defendants  to  keep  faith  with  the  State  in  this  matter. 

Our  attention  has  been  called  to  an  article  in  the  Chicago  TribwM^  which 
we  understand  has  been  republished  by  the  newspapers  of  this  State,  and 
laid  upon  the  desks  of  the  members.  We  have  but  one  comment  to  make 
n|x>n  that  article,  namely,  that  the  writer  evidently  knew  nothing  about 
the  issues  involved  in  this  case,  nor  the  legal  effect  of  upholding  or  over- 
throwing the  consolidation.  The  only  consolidated  mortgage  that  the 
Kansas  Pacific  Bailway  Company  has  ever  made  is  one  made  by  it  several 
months  before  the  consolidation  of  the  railroads,  for  the  purpose  of  funding 
all  of  its  then  outstanding  mortgages,  on  most  of  which  it  had  made  de- 
&ult.  This  funding  of  the  mortgages  was  the  result  of  the  settlement  of 
the  foreclosure  suit  begim  against  it  by  the  trustees  of  the  Denver  Extension 
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mortgage.  The  rights  and  liabilities  of  the  oonstitaeDt  companies  in  this 
behalf  are  carefollj  gaarded  by  article  10  of  the  consolidation,  and  the  Sute, 
if  sucoessfal,  could  not  orerthroir  or  defeat  the  obligations  of  that  mort- 
gage. The  only  thirty-million-dollar  mortgage  of  which  we  know  any- 
thingy  is  the  Kansas  Pacific  consolidated  mortgage  above  referred  to,  and 
that  no  court  could  interfere  with,  if  it  would,  and  we  are  certain  would 
not  if  it  could. 

Having  therefore  called  your  attention  to  what  we  believe  to  be  the  ad- 
vantages of  this  settlement  and  conversely  the  dangers  of  refusing  it,  we 
feel  that  we  have  absolved  ourselves  from  responsibility  in  the  matter,  and 
desire  to  assure  the  Legislature,  through  you  respectively,  that  we  are  will- 
ing to  proceed  with  these  actions  with  all  diligence  and  enthusiasm,  and 
will  do  everything  in  our  power  to  assure  success.  We  only  desire  that 
whatever  action  is  taken  will  be  taken  soon,  as  the  cases  now  stand  for 
hearing,  and  we  desire  to  dispose  of  them  at  the  earliest  possible  moment

It  is  hereby  stipulated  and  agreed  by  and  between  said  plaintiff,  repre- 
sented by  S.  B.  Bradford,  Attorney  General  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  and 
associate  counsel,  and  the  said  defendants  in  the  above-entitled  cases,  rep- 
resented by  A.  L.  Williams,  that  the  said  cases  may  be  dismissed  without 
prejudice  to  their  revival  as  hereinafter  provided,  or  to  the  commencement 
of  new  actions;  that  it  is  stipulated  and  agreed  that  said  dismissal  without 
prejudice  is  upon  conditions  to  be  performed  by  said  defendants  as  herein- 
after recited ;  and  that  upon  a  failure  of  performance  of  any  of  said  condi- 
tions, that  the  said  above-entitled  cases  shall,  by  reason  of  said  failure  and 
default,  be  instantly  revived.  It  is  further  understood  and  stipulated,  that 
this  dismissal  shall  be  without  prejudice  to  the  commencement  of  other 
suits,  in  the  event  that  any  offense  or  dereliction  on  the  part  of  said  cor- 
poration shall  hereafter  be  committed,  which  said  offense  or  dereliction  is 
not  included  within  the  terms  of  said  pending  cases.  In  consideration  of 
said  qualified  dismissal  without  prejudice,  it  is  hereby  agreed  by  the  said 
defendants  as  follows,  and  the  same  is  upon  the  following  conditions : 

1.  That  any  claim  of  right  upon  the  part  of  the  Union  Pacific  Railway 
Company  to  remove  any  case  or  cases  brought  or  instituted  by  citizens  of 
the  State  of  Kansas,  growing  out  of  the  operation  of  the  line,  or  any  part 
of  the  line,  formerly  known  as  the  Kansas  Pacific  Railway,  into  the  Federal 
court,  shall  be  waived  and  abandoned,  and  this  notwithstanding  a  favorable 
decision  to  said  company  in  the  cases  now  pending  and  awaiting  decision 
in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  in  which  such  right  of  removal 
is  asserted  and  involved ;  and  that  said  company  shall  not  remove,  or  at- 
tempt to  remove,  any  such  cause  into  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States 
for  the  District  of  Kansas,  but  shall  permit  the  same  to  be  heard  and  de- 
termined in  the  State  tribunals. 

2.  It  is  further  agreed  by  said  defendants,  that  the  line  formerly  known 
as  the  Kansas  Pacific  Railway  shall  be  operated  in  conformity  to  the  laws 
and  regulations,  lawfully  imposed  upon  it,  by  the  State  of  Kansas. 

3.  It  is  further  agreed  by  said  defendants,  that  there  shall  be  appointed 
and  kept  in  every  organized  county  through  which  the  road,  or  any  part 
of  it,  may  run,  some  person  upon  whom  service  of  process  can  be  made  in 
all  actions  and  proceedings  growing  out  of  any  debts  or  demands  against 

the  Kansas  Pacific  Railway  Company. 

4.  It  is  further  stipulated  and  agreed,  that  all  accounts  and  statistics  ap- 
pertaining to  the  government  and  operation  of  said  road  in  Kansas,  the 
distribution  of  dividends  and  the  expenditure  of  earnings,  and  that  all 
details  of  said  accounts  relating  to  the  government  or  operation  of  said 
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rood,  and  all  other  facto  and  figures  relating  to  the  dealings  of  said  oom- 
panj  with  the  public  of  Kansas,  or  with  its  officers  and  stockholden,  shall? 
upon  demand  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners,  or  of  the  Governor  or  Leg- 
islature of  the  State  of  Kansas,  or  any  court  of  record  in  Kansas,  or  other 
proper  authority,  be  forthwith  produced  and  exhibited.  This  is  understood 
to  include  all  the  statistics  and  accounts  of  the  offices  of  Superintend- 
ent.  General  Manager  or  Director,  Secretary,  Auditor,  Treasurer,  Pay- 
master, General  Freight  Agent,  and  General  Ticket  Agent,  under  whatever 
name  the  duties  usually  pertaining  to  such  offices  may  be  traoaaded. 
And  that  said  company  shall  have  within  the  State,  and  on  or  near  the 
line  of  ito  road,  an  officer  or  officers  who  shall  be  fully  empowered  to 
finally  adjust  and  settle  all  claims  made  by  any  citizen  of  Kansas  against 
said  company  arising  out  of  overcharges,  rebates^  and  damages  to  goods. 

5.  It  is  further  agreed,  that  the  said  defendants  shall  reimburse  the  State 
of  Kansas  all  money  expended  by  the  said  State  in  the  prosecution  of 
these  causes,  and  pay  all  money  which  the  State  has  become  obligated  to 
pay  by  virtue  of  these  proceedings,  either  as  fees,  or  oostoof  court,  or  other- 
wise; and  that  such  payment  shall  be  made  before  this  stipulation  shall  be 
entered. 

6.  It  is  understood  and  agreed,  that  nothing  in  this  stipulation  shall  be 
taken  as  binding  the  State  to  an  agreement  that  the  consolidation  made  by 
the  Kansas  Pacific  with  other  constituent  railroad  companies  is  legal,  or  as 
waiving  any  other  right  involved  in  the  pending  proceedings,  or  as  a  bar 
to  the  commencement  of  future  proceedings. 

And  that  the  Attorney  General  be  instructed  to  cause  said 
stipulation  to  be  entered  on  the  journal  of  the  Circuit  Court  of 
the  United  States  for  the  District  of  Kansas,  as  a  part  of  said 
dismissal,  and  made  a  matter  of  record  in  said  court.

Young,  chairman  of  the  special  Com- 
of  the  sale  of  Normal  School  Lands, 
report: 

the  State  of  Kansas:  Your  joint  com- 
jstigate  the  matter  of  the  sale  of  Normal 
and  Lincoln  counties,  Kansas,  have  per- 
eg  leave  to  make  the  following  report : 
bad  before  them  a  large  number  of  wit- 
3  State  and  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of 
J  requesting  a  hearing  have  been  heard, 
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to  the  end  that  the  investigation  might  be  both  thorough  and 
impartial. 

STATEMENT   OF   FACTS. 

Your  committee  find,  that  in  March,  1884,  the  State  Norma] 
School  owned  about  7,500  acres  of  land — all  being  in  MitcbeiJ 
county,  Kansas,  excepting  one  section  in  Lincoln  county ;  said  land* 
being  contiguous,  and  comprising  one  body.     That  said  lands,  up 
to  March,  1884,  had  been  on  the  market  under  an  appraisement 
made  in  the  spring  of  1882 ;  said  appraisement  having  been  mm\e 
by  the  Board  of  Regents  at  an  average  of  over  $6  per  acre.    At 
which  time,  (  March,  1884,)  by  order  of  the  Board,  said  lands  were 
all  withdrawn  from  the  market,  and  a  committee  appointed,  con- 
sisting of  Sharp,  Thanhouser,  and  Omer,  members  of  said  Board, 
and  direct^^d  to  visit  said  lands,  with  a  view  of  ascertaining  the 
value  of  such  lands  and  the  advisability  of  their  sale  in  a  bixly. 
Said  committee  visited  said  lands  about  July  1st,  1884,  and  made 
a  partial  examination  thereof.     That  Isaac  Sharp,  Presideni  of 
the  Board,  afterwards  prepared  a  report  in  blank,  which  was 
signed  by  the  committee  about  the  19th  day  of  July,  1884;  that 
said  report  was  never  presented  to  nor  filed  with  said  Board,  nor 
did  said  Board  ever  adopt,  ratify  or  confirm  said  report,  or  take 
any  action  thereon  whatever.     During  such  time,  one  Van  R. 
Holmes,  of  Emporia,  Kansas,  was  the  State  Agent  for  the  sale 
of  Normal  School  lands;  that  said  Holmes  from  March,  1884, 
up  to  July  19th,  188-i,  was  not  authorized  to  sell  said  laud?,  ex- 
cept by  private  direction  from  the  Board,  at  less  than  $5  jn^r 
acre  in  gross.     That  on  or  before  the  19th  day  of  July,  1884, 
Isaac  Sharp,  President  of  the  Board,  sold  the  entire  tract  of 
Normal  School  lands,  in  said  Mitchell  and  Lincoln  counties,  ag- 
gregating 7,520  acres,  at  the  price  of  $3.50  per  acre  to  one  H.  C\ 
Cross,  of  Emporia ;  and  on  said  19th  day  of  July  said  land  agent. 
Holmes,  made  and  executed  a  contract  of  sale  to  said  Cnx-^. 
That  said  sale  was  made  by  Isaac  Sharp  without  consultation 
with  the  Board  of  Regents,  and  no  order  of  the  Board  was  ever 
made  for  the  sale  of  such  lands,  nor  has  the  Board  ever  ratified 
the  same  since ;  and  no  authority  was  ever  given  by  the  Boarcf 
to  said  Holmes  to  make  such  contract  of  sale. 

That  said  school  lands  were  desirable  lands,  being  about  hali* 
tillable,  and  the  balance  good  grazing  lands,  well  watered,  and 
marketable.     That  the  tillable  lands  were  at  the  time  of  the 
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sale  worth  $6  an  acre,  and  the  graadng  lands  $4  per  acre — the 
whole  worth  in  a  body,  t5  an  acre.  That  no  notice  was  given 
after  the  lands  were  withdrawn  from  market,  of  an  intention  to 
again  place  the  same  on  sale,  and  no  effort  made  by  the  Board 
or  any  member  connected  therewith,  to  solicit  purchasers  for 
the  same.  That  many  persons  were  anxious  to  purchase,  and 
two  responsible  persons  submitted  formal  offers  for  the  lands  to 
members  of  the  Board  at  $4  per  acre,  taking  the  entire  tract 
under  one  contract,  either  all  cash  or  on  deferred  payments,  as 
might  be  preferred.  Said  offers  were  made  both  in  person  and 
by  correspondence ;  and  each  of  said  parties  would  have  given 
$4.50  an  acre  for  the  entire  tract,  as  one  sale,  if  an  opportunity 
had  been  given. 

That  on  the  19th  day  of  July,  1884,  when  such  contract  was 
executed,  Agent  Holmes  refused  to  sign  the  contract  without  an 
order  from  the  Board  to  that  effect ;  that  President  Sharp  di- 
rected Secretary  Dickson  to  write  up  such  an  order,  purporting 
to  be  the  order  of  the  Board;  that  Dickson  declined,  on  the 
ground  that  the  Board  had  never  made  such  order.  That  there- 
after an  order  was  prepared  from  said  committee  to  Holmes  to 
sell  the  lands  to  H.  C.  Cross  for  $3.50  an  acre,  signed  by  Sharp 
and  Thanhouser,  and  purporting  to  be  signed  by  Orner ;  but  in 
fact  Orner's  name  was  written  by  Sharp,  without  his  knowledge 
or  authority.  That  said  Holmes  retained  the  sum  of  about 
$800  as  his  commission  for  such  sale.  That  in  the  latter  part  of 
July  or  August,  Sharp  wrote  a  letter,  addressed  to  the  members 
of  the  Board,  stating  that  he  had  an  offer  of  $3.50  an  acre  for 
the  land,  and  asking  the  opinion  of  such  members  as  to  the  ad- 
visability of  accepting  that  price;  said  letter  purported  to  bear 
the  indorsement  of  Thanhouser,  Dickson  and  Haller,  in  terms 
approving  of  the  offer;  and  was  by  Sharp  forwarded  to  Orner 
in  California,  asking  that  he  should  also  indorse  his  approval 
thereon,  which  was  done,  with  the  qualification,  "provided  that 
was  all  that  could  be  got  for  the  lands,"  and  returned  by  Orner 
to  Sharp.  That  as  a  matter  of  fact  said  letter  was  written  by 
Sharp  after  the  sale  had  been  concluded,  and  the  pretended  in- 
dorsements by  Haller,  and  Dickson,  and  Thanhouser,  were  not 
written  or  made  by  them. 

That  all  the  conversations  and  negotiations  leading  to  and  re- 
sulting in  the  bargain  and  sale  of  the  land  to  Cross,  were  had 
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and  made  by  said  Isaac  Sharp,  and  with  a  studied  effort  on  tb 
part  of  both  Sharp  and  Cross  to  consummate  said  sale  and  t 
avoid  the  solicitation  of  competing  bidders,  as  well  as  in  disn 
gard  of  satisfactory  offers  from  responsible  parties  to  take  th 
land  at  a  better  price,  and  on  terms  in  other  respects  as  good  j 
those  imposed  on  Cross. 

CONCLUSIONS. 

Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  said  sale  was  made  by  co 
lusion  and  fraud ;  that  the  same  was  without  authority  of  laif 
and  against  the  best  interest  of  the  School ;  and  that  the  respoi 
sibility  therefor  rests  almost  wholly  upon  the  President  of  sai 
Board ;  that  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  the  sale  shoul 
be  set  aside.

18  of  this  act;  and  when  said  mayor  and  council  shall  deem  i 
necessary  to  change,  alter  or  establish  said  grade  by  ordinanc 
as  aforesaid  in  order  to  construct  said  viaducts,  approaches  an* 
sidewalks  thereto,  all  damages  resulting  to  abutting  propert 
owners  by  reason  of  changing,  altering  or  establishing  said  grad 
of  any  street,  alley,  lane  or  avenue  at  or  near  said  railroad  cms? 
ing,  the  cost  thereof  shall  be  paid  by  the  railroad  or  railwa 
company  crossing  said  street  or  streets." 

And  insert  the  following  in  lieu  thereof: 

"  Construct,  or  cause  to  be  constructed,  viaducts  across  an; 
railroad  or  railroads  at  street  crossings,  in  the  following  man 
ner:  The  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  State  <^ 
Kansas  may,  upon  application  of  mayor  and  council,  requin 
such  railway  or  railroad  companies  to  erect  viaducts  over  theii 
railroad  or  railway  tracks  at  street  crossings,  and  require  sue) 
railroad  or  railway  companies  to  build  sidewalks  and  approaches 
to  such  viaducts;  and  the  said  Board  of  Railroad  Commit 
sioners  shall  have  authority,  and  authority  is  hereby  given  said 
Board,  to  determine  when  it  is  necessary  to  construct  such  via- 
ducts; and  to  determine  the  street  or  streets  where  said  viaduct 
shall  be  constructed,  and  the  kind  and  nature  of  such  viaduct, 
and  the  plans  and  dimensions  thereof,  and  the  materials  to  be 
used  therein ;  and  if  there  is  more  than  one  railroad  or  railwav

Whenever  a  railroad  corporation,  or  the  lessee,  per- 
son, company  or  corporation  operating  any  railroad,  shall  neglect 
or  refuse  to  build  such  fence  as  provided  in  this  act,  the  owner 
or  occupant  of  the  lands  adjoining  such  railroad,  or  over  or 
through  where  the  railroad  track  is  or  may  be  laid,  may  give 
notice  in  writing  to  such  corporation,  or  the  lessee  thereof,  or  the 
persons  operating  such  railroad,  to  build  such  within  sixty  days, 
except  during  the  months  of  December  and  January,  after  the 
service  of  such  notice.  Such  notice  shall  describe  the  lands  on 
which  said  fence  is  required  to  be  built.  Service  of  such  notice 
may  be  made  by  delivering  the  same  to  any  ticket  or  station 
agent  of  said  corporation,  or  of  the  person,  corporations  or  les- 
sees operating  such  railroad. 

"Sec.  3.  If  the  party  so  notified  shall  refuse  to  build  such 
fence  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  owner  or 
occupant  of  the  land  required  to  be  fenced  shall  have  the  right 
to  enter  upon  the  land  and  track  of  said  railroad  company,  and 
may  build  such  fence,  and  the  person  so  building  such  fence 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  value  thereof  from  such  corporation  or 
party  operating  or  using  such  railroad,  to  be  recovered  with  in- 
terest at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per  month  from  the  time  such 
fence  was  built,  together  with  a  reasonable  attorney's  fee  for  the 
prosecution  of  any  suit  to  recover  the  same. 

"  Sec.  4.  Any  person  owning  or  occupying  land  adjoining  any 
railroad  track  or  right-of-way  of  said  railroad  company,  shall 
have  the  right  to  attach  to  the  fence  constructed  along  the  track 
or  right-of-way  of  said  railroad  company  any  wires,  boards,  or 
other  material,  so  as  to  make  the  fence  of  said  railroad  company 
sufficient  to  prevent  any  hogs  or  pigs  from  getting  upon  the  track 
of  said  railroad  company. 

"  Sec.  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  State  paper."

west ;  the  northwest  quarter  of  the  southeast  quarter  of  section  4, 
town  7,  range  10  west;  the  east  half  of  section  20,  town  7,  range 
10  west;  all  of  section  17,  town  7,  range  10  west;  east  half  of 
section  8,  town  7,  range  10  west — shall  be  sold  in  the  manner 
provided  in  article  14,  chapter  92,  General  Statutes  of  1868,  and 
acts  amendatory  thereto,"  and  having  also  amended  the  title  by 
adding  the  words  "and  providing  for  the  sale  of  said  lands,"

the  particular  property,  the  same  as  if  such  ordinance  had  been 
duly  ordained  and  enacted.  And  in  case  the  expenses  of  such 
special  improvements  have  been  apportioned  to  cover  a  period 
of  two  or  more  years,  and  bonds  issued  therefor,  and  the  ooUee- 
tion  of  such  assessment  or  tax  hindered,  delayed  or  enjoined  on 
account  of  errors,  informalities  or  irregularities  affecting  the 
same,  the  city  council  may,  upon  a  re-levy,  make  a  levy  of  the 
whole,  or  such  portion  of  such  assessment  or  tax  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  meet  and  liquidate  the  amount  of  indebtedness  or  bonds 
then  falling  due.

Be  it  resolved  by  the  LegUlaiure  of  the  State  of  Kcunsas,  two-thirds 

of  the  members  elected  to  each  house  thereof  concurring  therein: 

SECfnoN  1.  The  following  proposition  to  amend  the  constitu- 
tion of  this  State  is  hereby  submitted  to  the  qualified  electors 
of  the  State  for  their  approval  or  rejection,  namely :  The  consti- 
tution of  the  State  of  Kansas  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
the  whole  of  section  2,  article  3,  of  the  constitution,  and  amend- 
ing section  13,  article  3,  of  the  constitution,  and  inserting  in  lieu 
of  said  section  2,  and  as  amendatory  to  said  secticm  13,  the  fol- 
lowing, which  shall  constitute  section  2  of  article  3  of  the  con- 
stitution: Sec.  2.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  consist  of  five  Jus- 
tices, who  shall  be  chosen  by  the  electors  of  the  State,  three  of 
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whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  a  concurrence  of  three 
shall  be  necessary  to  every  decision  of  the  court.     Provision 
may  be  made  by  law  for  the  increase  of  the  number  of  Justices 
of  the  Supreme  Court  to  seven,  whenever  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers of  each  house  of  the  Legislature  shall  concur,  when  four 
Justices  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  a  concurrence  of  four 
shall  be  necessary  to  every  decision  of  the  court.     The  Justice 
holding  the  oldest  commission  by  virtue  of  an  election,  shall  be 
Chief  Justice,  and  in  case  two  or  more  Justices  hold  oommissions 
of  the  same  date,  older  than  the  commissions  of  any  other  of 
the  Justices,  they  shall  determine  by  lot  who  shall  be  Chief  Jus- 
tice!   All  qualified  electors  of  the  State,  thirty-five  years  of  age 
and  upward,  who  have  been  admitted  as  attorneys  pf  the  Su- 
preme Court,  and  no  others,  shall  be  eligible  to  election  or  ap- 
pointment to  the  office  of  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court.     The 
term  of  office  of  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  be  ten  years, 
one  Justice  to  be  elected  at  the  general  election  every  two  years, 
whose  term  of  office  shall  commence  on  the  second  Monday  of 
January  next  after  his  election.     The  Justices  elected  at  or  prior 
to  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  amendment  shall  hold  their 
offices  during  the  term  for  which  they  were  elected.    On  the 
adoption  of  this  amendment,  the  two  additional  Justices  first 
provided  for  by  this  amendment  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor, and  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  next  general  election 
in  1887,  when  their  successors  shall  be  elected,  one  to  serve  until 
the  second  Monday  of  January,  1895,  and  the  other  to  serve  until 
the  second  Monday  of  January,  1897.    Whenever  provision  shall 
be  made  by  law  for  the  increase  of  the  number  of  Justices  of  the 
Supreme  Court  to  seven,  as  herein  provided,  such  two  additional 
Justices  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  and  shall  hold  their 
offices  until  the  second  Monday  of  January  succeeding  the  gen- 
eral election  next  thereafter  at  which  members  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Legislature  shall  be  elected,  at  which 
said  general  election  their  successors  shall  be  elected;  one  for 
the  term  of  eight  years,  and  the  other  for  the  term  of  ten  years, 
from  the  second  Monday  of  January  next  after  their  election, 
and  their  successors  shall  be  elected  every  ten  years  thereafter. 
The  salary  of  each  Justice  shall  be  not  less  than  five  thousand 
dollars  for  each  year. 

Sec.  2.  This  proposition  shall  be  submitted  to  the  electors  of 
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this  State  at  the  general  election  for  the  election  of  Representa- 
tives to  the  Legislature  in  the  year  A.  D.  1886,  for  their  approval 
or  rejection.  Those  voting  in  favor  of  this  proposition  to  amend 
the  constitution  shall  have  written  or  printed  on  their  ballots, 
"  For  the  judicial  amendment  to  the  constitution."  Those  voting 
against  this  proposition  to  amend  the  constitution  shall  have 
written  or  printed  on  their  ballots,  "Against  the  judicial  amend- 
ment to  the  constitution."  Said  ballots  shall  be  received,  and 
said  vote  be  taken,  counted,  canvassed,  and  returns  thereof  made, 
in  the  same  manner  and  in  all  respects  as  is  provided  by  law  in 
cases  of  the  election  of  Representatives  in  the  Legislature.

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CONSIDERATION  OF  MOTIONS  AND  RESOLUTIONS  OFFERED 
ON  A  PREVIOUS  DAY.

under  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of 
a  commission  to  examine  and  certify  the  amount  of  losses  of  citi- 
zens of  the  State  of  Kansas,  by  the  invasion  by  bands  of  guer- 
rillas and  maurauders,  during  the  years  1861, 1862, 1863, 1864, 
and  1865,"  approved  February  27,  1875,  and  into  the  circum- 
stances under  which  such  losses  were  sustained,  and  to  report  to 
the  Legislature  at  the  next  session  thereof.  Second,  this  resolu- 
tion shall  take  efiect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  publica- 
tion in  the  statute  book. 

Senator  Redden  moved  that  the  Senate  do  now  adjourn,  which 
motion  did  not  prevail. 

House  concurrent  resolution  No.  35,  Relating  to  the  Price 
Raid  Auditing  Commission,  was  read. 

The  question  being  upon  concurring  in  the  resolution,  a  vote 
being  had,  the  resolution  was  concurred  in. 

It  reads  as  follows: 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  House  of  Rejyresentatives  of  the  State  of 
Kansas,  the  Senate  concurring  therein,  That  the  Price  Raid  Au- 
diting Commission  shall  report  to  the  Legislature  at  its  next 
meeting  in  regular  or  extra  session  from  and  after  the  passage 
of  this  resolution,  and  make  and  file  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor 
of  State  a  full  and  complete  statement  in  detail  of  all  the  Price 
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raid  claims  which  are  unpaid,  and  which  have  been  audited  and 
allowed  by  said  Commission  or  any  preceding  Commission,  and 
upon  which  Union  military  scrip  has  been  heretofore  issued  by 
the  State  of  Kansas ;  and  also,  all  claims  not  heretofore  audited 
which  may  be  presented.  Such  statement  shall  set  forth  in  de- 
tail the  number  of  claims,  the  amount  of  the  principal  on  each, 
and  shall  audit  and  state  the  amount  of  interest  due  upon  each, 
as  provided  for  and  required  by  the  face  of  each,  (computing 
such  interest  to  the  first  day  of  January,  1886,)  the  character 
of  each  claim,  and  the  class  to  which  each  belongs,  and  whether 
for  services  in  the  militia,  or  employ^  in  the  militia  service,  or 
material,  supplies  and  transportation  furnished,  propert3rlo6t  in 
action,  property  taken  or  destroyed  by  Federal  troops  or  Kansas 
militia,  or  for  property  taken,  injured,  destroyed  or  damaged  bj 
the  enemy.  Such  statement  shall  also  state  the  aggregate 
amount  of  each  class  of  claims,  and  the  aggregate  amount  of 
scrip  issued  for  interest,  the  name  of  each  claimant,  and  to  whom 
each  claim  is  now  payable,  and  by  whom  the  same  is  owned. 
Such  statement  shall  also  show  the  aggregate  amount  of  money 
heretofore  allowed  by  the  General  Government  to  this  State  on 
account  of  the  liabilities  incurred  for  all  war  purposes,  including 
resistance  of  invasion  and  suppressing  Indian  hostilities,  and 
showing  in  what  manner  the  State  disposed  of  such  funds ;  also, 
the  amount  yet  due  from  the  Federal  Government  to  the  State 
for  such  purposes.  Such  statement  shall  also  set  forth  the  aggre- 
gate amount  of  the  principal  and  the  interest,  computed  as 
aforesaid,  due  upon  all  such  Union  military  scrip.  All  of  the 
information  aforesaid  to  be  given  in  as  full,  particular  and  ample 
manner  as  in  the  power  of  said  Commission  to  give.  Said  Audit- 
ing Commission  is  hereby  authorized  to  employ  a  competent 
clerk  to  assist  said  Commission  in  performing  said  statement,  at 
an  expense  not  to  exceed  five  hundred  dollars.  When  said 
statement  is  complete,  it  shall  be  signed  by  each  member  of  the 
Commission,  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  of  State  as 
aforesaid ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Auditor  to  have  three 
hundred  copies  of  said  statement  printed  and  provided  for  the 
use  of  this  Legislature  at  its  next  session.

Whereas,  The  Rebels  captured  and  sacked  Humboldt  in  Octo- 
ber following;  and  finding  said  mill  in  the  possession  of  the 
Union  forces,  set  fire  to  and  burned  said  mill,  together  with  all 
its  contents;  and 

Whereas,  Said  W.  C.  O'Brian  has  never  been  compensated  in 
any  manner,  either  by  the  State  or  Federal  Government,  for  said 
loss :  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  hy  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of  Kau" 
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808,  the  Senate  concurring  therein.  That  we  commend  the  claim 
of  W.  C.  O'Brian  to  the  attention  of  our  delegation  in  Congress, 
and  respectfully  request  that  they  use  their  best  efforts  to  secure 
the  payment  of  the  same  by  the  Federal  Government.

CONSIDERATION  OF  MESSAGES  FROM  THE  HOUSE  OF 
REPRESENTATIVES. 

Senator  H.  B.  Kelly  called  for  the  reading  of  the  House  mes> 
sage  relating  to  Senate  bill  No.  140,  which  was  read  as  amended. 

The  House  had  amended  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the 
enacting  clause,  and  inserting  the  following : 

"Section  1.  Section  2  of  chapter  124  of  the  Session  Laws  of 
1883  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  Sec.  2.  The 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  shall  be  continued  in  office, 
and  their  term  of  office  shall  expire  as  heretofore  provided  by 
law.  The  Crovemor  shall,  before  the  first  day  of  April  of  each 
year,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  appoint 
a  commissioner  to  continue  in  office  for  the  term  of  three  years 
from  said  date.  In  case  any  vacancy  occurs  in  said  Board,  the 
Governor  shall  fill  such  vacancy  by  appointment.  The  Gov- 
ernor may  at  any  time  remove  such  Commissioners,  or  any  of 
them,  and  appoint  others  to  fill  the  vacancy.    The  said  Board  of 
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Commissioners  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  a  secretary,  and 
remove  him  at  pleasure.  No  person  owning  aiiy  bonds,  stock, 
or  property  in  any  railroad  company,  or  who  is  in  the  employ- 
ment, or  who  is  in  any  way  or  manner  pecuniarily  interested  in 
any  railroad,  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  railroad  commis- 
sioner or  secretary  of  said  Board.  Said  Railroad  GommisBionere 
and  secretary  shall  be  qualified  electors  of  the  State:  Provided, 
That  no  more  than  two  of  the  Commissioners  shall  belong  to  the 
same  political  party.  Said  Commissioners  and  secretary  shall 
be  sworn  to  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  their  re- 
spective offices,  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  the  same. 
Each  of  said  Commissioners  shall  enter  into  bonds,  with  security 
to  be  approved  by  the  Executive  Council,  in  the  sum  of  ten 
thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
his  duties. 

"  Sec.  2.  Section  4,  chapter  124  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1883 
is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows :  Section  4.  Said  Board  of 
Commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  at  any 
time  to  make  and  prepare  for  each  railroad  company  doing  busi- 
ness in  this  State,  and  as  soon  as  practicable,  a  schedule  of  juet 
and  reasonable  rates  of  charges  for  the  transportation  of  freights 
and  cars  on  each  of  said  railroads ;  and  said  Board  shall  from 
time  to  time,  and  as  often  as  circumstances  require,  change  and 
revise  such  schedules;  and  when  any  schedule  shall  have  been 
made  or  revised  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Board 
to  notify  the  railroad  company,  for  which  the  same  was  made, 
thereof;  and  every  such  company  shall,  within  ten  days  after 
receiving  notice  of  the  same,  post  and  maintain  in  conspicuous 
places  in  all  of  their  stations  and  depots  full  and  correct  sched- 
ules, printed  in  large  type,  of  the  rates  for  freights  as  fixed  by 
the  Board  for  said  railroad  company,  but  no  such  schedule  shall 
go  into  force  or  take  effect  until  thirty  days  after  the  said  road  for 
which  it  was  made  shall  have  been  notified  thereof  by  said  Board; 
and  said  schedules  shall,  in  all  suits  brought  against  any  such 
railroad  companies  wherein  is  in  any  way  involved  the  charges 
of  such  railroad  company  for  the  transportation  of  freights  and 
cars  upon  the  railroads,  or  discriminating  in  reference  theretot 
or  in  reference  to  any  matter  in  this  act  mentioned,  be  deemed 
and  taken  in  all  courts  of  this  State  as  privML  facie  evidence  that 
the  rates  therein  fixed  are  just  and  reasonable  rates  of  charges 
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for  the  transportation  of  freights  and  ears  upon  railroads  for 
which  said  schedules  may  have  been  respectively  prepared. 
All  such  schedules  heretofore  or  hereafter  made  shall  be  received 
and  held  in  all  suits  as  prima  fade  the  schedules  of  said  Boards 
without  further  proof  than  the  production  of  the  schedule  desired 
to  be  used  as  evidence,  with  a  certificate  of  the  Board  that  the 
same  is  a  true  copy  of  the  schedule  prepared  by  them  and  pre- 
sented to  the  railroad  company  therein  named.  And  it  is  hereby 
made  the  duty  of  the  Attorney  Greneral  or  any  county  attorney^ 
upon  demand  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners,  to  prosecute  any 
and  all  violations  of  this  act:  Provided,  That  the  Railroad  Com- 
missioners shall  not  fix  a  schedule  of  rates  for  any  road  in  this 
State,  until  such  road  shall  have  had  at  least  ten  days'  notice  of 
the  intention  of  said  Commissioners  to  fix  a  schedule  of  rates  for 
said  road :  Provided  further ,  That  no  such  schedule  of  rates  shall 
be  fixed  or  adopted  for  any  railroad  company  until  said  com- 
pany shall  have  had  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  upon  a  proposi- 
tion to  fix  such  schedule:  Provided  furiher,  That  three  weeks' 
public  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  fixing  any  rate  shall  be 
given  by  the  Commissioners,  by  publication  in  some  newspaper 
of  general  circulation  along  the  line  of  the  railroad  where  said 
rate  is  to  take  efiect. 

"Sec,  3.  Section  14  of  chapter  124  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1883 
is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  Sec.  14.  In  all  case& 
where  complaint  shall  be  made  that  an  unreasonable  charge  i& 
made,  or  that  the  rates  charged  for  freight  are  unjust,  unreason- 
able, or  extortionate,  and  the  Board  shall  find  such  complaint  to- 
be  true,  they  shall  require  a  modified  charge  for  the  service  ren- 
dered, such  as  they  shall  deem  to  be  reasonable,  and  shall  certify 
their  finding  to  the  managing  officer  of  the  road  against  which 
complaint  is  made;  and  the  rates  so  determined  by  the  Board 
shall  be  by  the  railroad  company  affected  thereby  accepted  and 
posted  up  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  each  depot  on  the  line  of  it& 
road  that  may  be  designated  by  said  Board ;  and  such  rates  so 
found  shall  in  all  actions  arising  in  ajtiy  court  in  the  State  be 
taken  to  be  reasonable  compensation  for  the  services  for  which 
they  are  provided,  until  the  contrary  is  proven ;  and  all  com- 
pensation demanded  or  received  by  any  such  railroad  company 
in  excess  of  the  rates  so  determined  by  the  Board,  shall  in  any 
action  be  taken  to  be  unjust,  unreasonable,  and  extortionate,. 
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until  the  contrary  is  proved.  All  cases  of  a  failure  to  comply 
with  a  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  be 
embodied  in  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  to  the 
Governor,  and  the  same  shall  apply  to  any  unjust  discrimination, 
extortion  or  overcharge  by  said  company,  or  any  other  violation 
of  this  act  by  such  company. 

"Sec.  4.  Section  18,  chapter  124,  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1883, 
is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  Sec.  18.  The  Board 
shall,  upon  complaint  being  made,  inquire  into  any  allied  neg- 
lect or  violation  by  any  officer,  director,  agent,  attorney,  servant 
or  employ^  of  any  railroad  company  in  this  State,  of  the  laws 
relating  to  railroads  and  railroad  companies,  and  if  it  shall  find 
any  such  neglect  or  violation  as  alleged,  it  shall  report  the  same 
to  the  county  attorney  of  the  proper  county,  or  to  the  Attorney 
General,  for  prosecution. 

"Sec.  5.  That  nothing  in  this  act  or  the  act  to  which  this  is 
amendatory  shall  prevent  any  railroad  company  from  selling 
limited  excursion  tickets  at  reduced  rates. 

"  Sec.  6.  Sections  number  two,  number  four,  number  fourteen 
and  number  eighteen  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-four. 
Session  Laws  of  1883,  are  hereby  repealed. 

"Sec.  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  firom  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  State  paper." 

Senator  H.  B.  Kelly  moved  that  the  Senate  concur  in  the 
House  amendments  to  Senate  bill  No.  140. 

Senator  Blue  moved  as  an  amendment  to  the  motion,  that  the 
Senate  non-concur  in  the  House  amendments  to  Senate  bill  No. 
140,  and  request  a  committee  of  conference. 

Senator  Jennings  moved  the  previous  question,  which  was 
duly  seconded. 

The  question  being.  Shall  the  main  question  be  now  consid- 
ered? a  vote  being  had,  the  main  question  was  ordered. 

The  question  being  on  the  motion  to  non-concur  in  the  House 
amendments  and  request  a  committee  of  conference,  a  vote  being 
had,  the  amendment  prevailed. 

The  original  motion  as  amended  was  then  adopted. 

The  President  of  the  Senate  appointed  as  members  of  the  con- 
ference committee  upon  the  part  of  the  Senate,  Senators  Blue, 
Lloyd,  and  Buchan.

CONSIDERATION  OF  MESSAGES  FROM  THE  HOUSE  OF

Senate  bill  No.  150,  An  act  to  enable  Greenfield  township,  in 
Elk  county,  to  organize  as  a  graded  or  high-school  district,  and 
providing  for  holding  high  schools  therein,  was  read  as  amended 
by  the  House. 

The  House  had  amended  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  afl«r  sec- 
tion 1,  and  inserting  the  following: 

"Sec.  2.  Within  sixty  days  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  the 
township  board  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  voters  of  said  town- 
ship at  the  school  house  in  the  town  of  Grenola,  by  posting  up 
printed  or  written  notices  in  at  least  ten  public  places  in  said 
township  at  least  ten  days  preceding  said  meeting.  The  voters 
assembled  at  said  meeting  shall  elect  a  board  of  directors,  con- 
sisting of  a  director,  clerk  and  treasurer,  who  shall  hold  their 
respective  offices  until  the  regular  annual  meeting  hereafter 
named,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified;  and 
at  such  regular  annual  meeting  their  successors  shall  be  elected, 
one  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  and  one  for  three  years,  and 
thereafter  one  each  year,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  customary  in 
the  election  of  school-district  officers. 

"  Sec.  3.  The  board  of  directors  provided  for  in  section  2  of 
this  act  shall,  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  said  high  school,  pos- 
sess all  the  powers  and  discharge  all  like  duties  of  the  board  of 
directors  in  the  several  school  districts  of  the  State. 

"  Sec.  4.  The  said  high-school  district  may  levy  taxes  for  the 
purpose  of  furnishing  proper  buildings  for  the  accommodation 
of  said  school,  and  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  all  necessary  ex- 
penses, and  paying  teachers,  but  shall  be  governed  in  making 
such  levy  by  the  law  provided  for  levying  and  collecting  taxes 
in  the  several  school  districts  of  this  State. 

"  Sec.  5.  That  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  or  purchasing  one 
or  more  school  houses  in  and  for  said  high-school  district,  the 
board  of  directors  of  the  same  shall  have  power  to  issue  the 
bonds  of  the  said  district  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  five  per 
cent,  of  its  taxable  property  as  shown  by  the  last  assessment 
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thereof,  in  the  same  manner  and  under  like  restrictions  as  the 
boards  of  the  several  school  districts  of  this  Btate  are  now  author- 
ized to  issue  bonds  for  like  purposes. 

''8ec.  6.  The  clerk  of  the  said  high-school  district  shall  make 
a  report  to  the  county  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  and 
discharge  all  the  duties  of  clerk  in  like  manner  as  clerks  of 
school  districts. 

"Sec.  7.  The  treasurer  of  the  said  high-school  district  shall 
perform  all  the  duties  of  treasurer  in  like  manner  as  prescribed 
for  treasurers  of  school  districts. 

"Sec.  8.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  said  high-school  district, 
herein  provided  for,  shall  be  held  on  the  last  Thursday  in  June 
of  each  year,  at  such  hour  as  may  be  directed  by  the  board,  and 
the  manner  of  voting  and  conducting  the  business  of  said  school- 
district  meetings  shall  be  the  same,  as  far  as  applicable,  as  at  the 
annual  school  meetings  of  the  State. 

"Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  high-school  district  to 
use  for  school  purposes  any  building  owned  or  controlled  by 
said  township. 

"  Sec.  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  State  paper."

The  House  has  concurred  in  Senate  amendments  to  substitute 
for  House  bills  Nos.  66,  77,  73,  88,  175,  176,  187,  394,  et  al., 
being  an  act  to  remove  the  political  disabilities  of  certain  per- 
sons herein  named. 

The  House  has  passed  Senate  bill  No.  251,  An  act  to  author- 
ize the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  of  Douglas  county  to 
appropriate  money  to  build  a  bridge  in  Douglas  county.

CONSIDERATION  OF  MESSAGES  FROM  THE  HOUSE  OF 
REPRESENTATIVES. 

The  reading  of  House  messages  was  called  for,  and  House 
<x)ncurrent  resolution  No.  38,  Relating  to  prosecutions  to  set 
aside  the  sales  of  Normal  School  lands,  was  read  by  title,  and 
laid  over  under  the  rules. 

Senator  Redden  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended,  and  that 
the  reeolutioD  be  considered  now. 

The  question  being  upon  the  suspension  of  the  rules,  a  vote 
l)eing  had,  the  rules  were  suspended. 

Thereupon,  House  concurrent  resolution  No.  38  was  read. 

Senator  Redden  moved  to  amend  the  resolution  by  striking 
out  all  after  the  word  "  hereby  "  in  the  first  line,  and  inserting 
the  following:  "be  requested  to  examine  the  testimony  taken  by 
the  joint  committee  on  the  investigation  of  the  sale  of  the  Nor- 
mal School  lands,  and  if  thereupon  he  is  satisfied  the  sale  made 
by  Van  R.  Holmes,  as  agent  for  the  sale  of  said  lands,  is  illegal, 
he  is  hereby  directed  to  institute  the  proper  proceedings  to  set 
aside  seid  sale."    A  vote  being  had,  the  amendment  was  adopted. 

The  question  then  being  upon  concurring  in  the  resolution  as 
amended,  a  vote  being  had,  the  resolution  as  amended  was  con- 
curred in. 

The  resolution  as  amended  reads  as  follows : 
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Be  it  resolved  by  the  Souee  of  RepreientaUveSy  the  Senate  con- 
curring therein,  That  the  Attorney  (Jeneral  is  hereby  requested 
to  examine  the  testimony  taken  by  the  joint  committee  on  the 
investigation  of  the  sale  of  the  Normal  School  lands,  and  if 
thereupon  he  is  satisfied  the  sale  made  by  Van  R.  UohDes,  as 
agent  for  the  sale  of  said  lands,  to  H.  C.  Cross  is  illegal,  he  is 
hereby  directed  to  institute  the  proper  proceedings  to  set  aside 
the  said  sale. 

By  consent,  Senator  Young  presented  the  testimony  taken  by 
the  committee,  and  moved  that  the  report  be  adopted,  the  com- 
mittee be  discharged,  and  that  the  testimony  be  referred  to  the 
Attorney  General.     A  vote  being  had,  the  motion  prevailed. 

TESTIMONY  TAKEN  BEFORE  THE  SENATE  JOINT  COMMIT- 
TEE, APPOINTED  BY  THE  LEGISLATURE  OF  THE  STATE 
OF  KANSAS,  IN  PURSUANCE  OF  SENATE  CONCURRED 
RESOLUTION  NO.  5,  TO  INVESTIGATE  THE  SALE  OF  THE 
STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOL  LANDS. 

The  committee  met  according  to  appointment,  at  Room  32  at 
the  Copeland  Hotel,  at  7:30  p.  m.  on  the  27th  day  of  January, 
1885,  Senator  Young  presiding. 

And  thereupon  the  following  witnesses  were  introduced,  and 
sworn  to  testify  the  truth,  the  whole  truth,  and  nothing  but  the 
truth  : 

TESTIMOmr  OP  H.   D.   DICKBOlSr. 

H.  D.  Dickson,  being  duly  sworn,  testifies  as  follows: 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Young:)  Please  state  your  name,  Mr.  Dickson. 

A.  H.  D.  Dickson. 

Q.  What  official  position  have  you  occupied  during  the  year 
last  past? 

A.  I  am  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  State  Nor- 
mal School,  and  Secretary  of  the  Board. 

Q.  Who  are  the  other  members  of  the  Board? 

A.  J.  H.  Crichton,  Isaac  Sharp,  Samuel  Thanhouser,  George  D. 
Omer,  and  myself. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  the  circumstances  of  the  sale  of  the 
Normal  School  lands  lying  and  being  in  Mitchell  county  of  thi» 
State? 

A.  i  do. 

Q.  When  was  that  land  sold — if  you  know? 
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A.  I  believe  I  am  not  able  to  give  that  date — well,  I  believe 
about  the  middle  of  July  last. 

Q.  Now  you  may  state  the  circumstances  of  that  sale  as  you 
remember  it.  Commence  at  the  commencement  of  its  history, 
and  give  it  in  detail  as  you  remember  it. 

A.  When  I  became  connected  with  the  Board,  I  set  myself 
to  work  after  a  little  while  to  ascertain  the  condition  of  its  en- 
dowment, etc. ;  and  these  lands  in  Mitchell  county,  upon  exam- 
ination I  found  that  they  had  been  in  June,  1878,  appraised,, 
nearly  all  of  them  at  three  dollars  an  acre,  and  had  been  on  the 
market — well,  for  over  four  years,  at  that  price.  Some  few  of 
them  had  been  sold ;  and  right  here  I  will  state  that  the  other 
day  from  the  land  records  I  made  an  abstract  of  the  history  of 
each  tract  of  land  in  that  county,  of  the  land  sold  to  Cross,  and 
of  the  other  lands  separately,  and  they  can  be  certified  by  the 
books  in  the  Auditor's  office. 

Q.  Well,  we  don't  want  you  to  go  over  all  of  that. 

A.  Then  I  will  state  that  this  matter  had  been  before  the 
Board  on  several  occasions ;  but  at  a  meeting  held  June  the  10th,. 
1884,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Board: 

**  Whereas,  The  laods  in  Mitchell  ooanty  bekMiging  to  the  State  Normal 
Sehool  are  in  better  demand  than  for  some  time  past: 

**Re9olved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  visit  the  State  lands, 
with  a  view  of  ascertaining  their  actual  value  and  determining  the  tfize  of 
tracts  it  would  be  most  advantageous  to  group  them  in  for  sale,  and  make 
a  full  report  thereof.  Said  report  shall  stand  as  the  order  of  the  Board, 
and  meantime  all  former  appraisements  of  lands  in  Mitchell  county,  and 
section  nineteen  (19),  township  ten  (10),  range  six  (6),  in  Lincoln  county,, 
shall  stand  revoked." 

Then  the  next  thing  relating  to  that  transaction  was,  Isaac 
Sharp,  Greorge  D.  Omer  and  Samuel  Thanhouser  were  appointed 
members  of  the  committee  to  visit  the  Mitchell  county  lands. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  they  visited  that  land  or  not  ? 

A.  Only  from  hearsay.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  they  visited  the 
lands.  Charlie  Norton  was  with  them  all  of  the  time  they  were 
there;  he  drove  them  around. 

Q.  One  more  question:  Did  they  ever  make  any  report  to  you 
as  Secretary  of  the  Board  with  reference  to  that  appraisement  of 
the  land? 

A.  They  did  not,  except  as  I  will  state  in  the  history  of  the 
transaction.    After — some  time  after — I  don't  remember  the 
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date — ^I  received  a  dispatch  from  Thanhouser,  sent  me,  I  believe, 
from  Atchison,  to  meet  them  in  Emporia,  without  any  explana- 
tion. I  came  up  there,  and  the  committee,  Omer,  Thanhouser 
and  Sharp,  were  there,  and  they  had  a  report.  It  was  blank ; 
the  price  was  blank ;  and  they  said  they  had  been  over  the  land, 
and  considered  it.  I  don't  know  whether  they  had  the  report 
written  out  or  not.  They  said,  however,  they  would  think  it 
over,  and  in  the  meantime,  if  they  could  get  $5  an  acre,  they 
would  do  it.  They  told  the  agent  to  do  it — the  agent  of  the 
Normal  School,  Van  Holmes,  of  Emporia.  Sometime  after  that, 
along  about  the  middle  of  July,  I  received  a  dispatch  8a3ring: 
^  Normal  School  lands  have  been  sold."  That  dispatch  was  from 
Sharp.  I  came  to  Emporia,  and  Thanhouser  came  up.  Sharp 
was  there  with  the  report,  which  had  his  name  and  Omer^s  to  it. 
Thanhouser  came  up  from  Newton,  and  signed  the  report,  and 
Sharp  said  he  had  made  a  sale  of  the  lands ;  he  didn't  tell  me  to 
whom. 

Q.  This  report  Was  made  after  they  reported  the  sale  of  the 
lands  to  the  Board  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  I  understood  from  subsequent  transactions,  that 
the  contract  was  all  made  with  Cross  by  this  committee,  or  some 
members  of  it,  before  that  committee  made  any  report  Thej 
then  drew  up  a  report,  which  I  have  not  possession  or  control  o£ 
It  is  in  the  hands  of  Van  Holmes,  as  agent.  They  made  the 
transaction  with  Cross  for  these  lands.  He  refused  to  do  it  with- 
out an  order  from  the  Board;  he  refused  to  make  the  contract 
without  an  order  from  the  Board.  He  said  it  was  all  the  lands 
were  worth,  but  it  was  a  large  sale,  a  great  amount,  and  he  didn't 
want  to  take  any  responsibility. 

Q.  Whom  was  this  statement  made  to? 

A.  To  the  members  of  the  committee.  They  asked  for  me, 
as  Secretary  of  the  Board,  to  make  the  order  to  sell  the  lands 
to  Cross  at  that  price.  I  told  the  committee  that  I  would  give 
them  a  certified  copy  of  this  order  that  I  read  here,  that  the 
Board  had  passed.  That  was  the  only  kind  of  order  that  the 
Board  had  made.  Then  this  was  given.  A  copy  of  this  was 
given.  [Here  the  order,  is  referred  to.]  I  gave  them  a  certified 
copy  of  that  —  this  one  that  I  read  here — and  the  contract  for 
the  land  was  drawn  up,  and  as  Secretary  of  the  Board  I  ap- 
proved it.

Q.  Approved  what? 
A.  The  contract. 

Q.  Have  you  a  copy  of  that  contract  ? 
A.  Do  you  mean  the  contract  made  between  Cross  and  these 
two  committeemen — the  contract  that  was  made  between  Van 
R.  Holmes  and  Cross — the  form  of  these  contracts — there  was 
a  little  difference  made  between  that  contract  and  some  others, 
at  my  suggestion,  after  it  was  drawn  up.  I  am  not  sure  but 
that  I  wrote  the  contract  out  for  the  agent.  I  am  now  inclined 
to  think  that  I  did.  If  I  did  not,  I  suggested  some  things  that 
ought  to  go  in ;  among  others,  the  provision  to  keep  the  sale  as 
a  whole,  so  that  the  purchaser  could  not  allow  some  portions  of 
the  contract  to  be  forfeited  if  the  lands  didn't  suit  him,  and  hold 
on  to  the  good  lands.  I  think  that  change  was  made  at  my  sug- 
gestion. It  may  be  that  it  is  in  that  committee's  report.  I  am 
not  sure  of  that.  Some  one,  but  I  don't  know  who,  and  I  have 
been  trying  to  think,  suggested  to  me  that  it  would  be  as  well 
to  say  nothing  about  the  sale.  I  don't  know  whether  that  was 
one  of  the  committee — whether  it  was  Cross  or  Van  R.  Holmes. 
I  have  been  trying  to  think  who  it  was.  I  remember  the  im- 
pression it  made  on  me,  was  to  hunt  up  Aleck  Butts,  of  the 
Daily  News,  to  give  him  an  account  of  the  transaction,  so  that 
he  could  get  it  in  the  papers  at  the  time  of  the  transaction. 

Q.  You  say  you  can't  tell  who  made  the  suggestion  to  you 
concerning  the  transaction  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  cannot.  My  impression  is  that  Cross  would  say 
nothing  about  the  sale.  My  impression  is  that  it  was  not  Cross 
who  said  it.  The  only  effect  it  had  on  me  at  that  time,  as  1 8aid« 
was  to  get  it  into  the  papers  as  soon  as  possible,  because  I  didn't 
want  to  look  like  covering  up  anything. 
Q.  You  didn't  follow  the  suggestion? 

A.  No,  sir  J  I  probably  would  not  have  said  anything  to  any- 
body if  that  remark  had  not  been  made  to  me. 

Q.  Are  you  satisfied  that  that  suggestion  was  not  made  out- 
side of  that  committee,  or  the  members  of  that  committee  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  am  not  satisfied  whether  it  was  or  not.  I  don't 
know  whether  it  was  one  of  them,  or  some  one  for  Cross.  Since 
this  matter  came  up,  I  tried  to  remember  who  it  was  that  said  it, 
but  cannot  remember  who  that  person  is  who  said  nothing  was 
to  be  said  about  it. 
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Q.  Then  the  only  order  of  the  Board  is  the  order  you  have 
here  referred  to  ? 

A.  YeB,  sir,  that  is  all. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Clogston :)  And  no  order-  was  made,  exoept  the 
sale  of  this  land  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  not  hy  the  committee. 

Q.  And  the  sale  was  actually  made  by  the  committee,  and  not 
by  the  agent  Holmes  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  but  Holmes  signed  the  contract. 

Q.  Why  did  he  sign  the  contract,  when  the  sale  was  made  by 
the  committee? 

A.  That  was  the  rule ;  for  the  agent  to  sign  them. 

Q.  As  a  matter  of  fact  he  didn't  make  the  sales? 

A.  No,  sir,  but  he  got  his  commissions. 

Q.  Did  he  go  with  the  Board  to  view  the  lands? 
'     A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  At  the  time  this  committee  went  to  yiew  the  lands,  they 
had  been  taken  from  the  market,  had  they  not? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  the  committee  made  no  report  at  all  after  the  sale  of 
the  land? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  And  you  are  not  now  in  possession  of  that  rq)ort? 

A.  No,  sir ;  Mr.  Holmes  has  it. 

Q.  Would  it  have  been  proper  to  make  the  report  to  you  as 
Secretary  of  the  Board? 

A.  Why,  that  would  be  my  idea,  and  I  think  it  has  not  been, 
pimply  because  it  has  been  neglected.  We  haven't  had  but  one 
fiill  meeting  of  the  Board  but  once  since,  and  I  think  it  wasn't 
probably  that. 

Q.  Was  there  any  report  made  to  the  committee  of  the  sale  of 
these  lands? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  the  land  agent  did. 

Q.  But  has  there  been  any  report  of  the  conunittee? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  And  no  other  report  except  that  you  have  mentioned? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Is  that  the  usual  way  of  reporting  these  sales? 

A.  The  agent  makes  out  the  duplicate  reports,  one  of  which 
he  sends  to  the  Auditor  of  State,  and  the  other  to  the  Secretair 
of  the  Board. 
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Q.  (By  Mr.  Clogston:)  And  these  lands  were  sold  for  what 
price? 

A.  For  $3.50  per  acre. 

Q.  State  the  amount*  of  the  lands. 

A.  The  number  of  acres  was  7,520. 

Q.  When  was  the  last  appraisement  made  of  these  lands? 

A.  The  last  that  was  made,  I  think,  was  in  '82.  That  is  the 
last  one  I  have  noticed.  In  looking  over  here  it  is  said — Crich- 
ton  reports  the  following  as  the  lands  still  remaining  unsold  in 
Mitchell  county,  June  13, 1882,  unless  I  have  overlooked  some. 

Q.  So  that  is  a  correct  copy  of  the  appraisement  made  of  the 
lists  of  lands,  and  their  prices  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  This  list  that  I  present  you  is  by  the  quarter,  and  you 
have  it  by  the  acre.     I  want  to  see  if  they  correspond. 

A.  Under  this  last  appraisement  of  1882, 1  think  there  never 
was  a  sale.  I  don't  know  of  any.  This  is  the  last  appraise- 
ment. 

Q.  (By  Senator  Young:)  Allow  me  to  ask  you  one  question. 
Do  you  know  the  date  of  the  appraisement  prior  to  the  one  you 
now  refer  to,  and  have  in  your  hands? 

A.  Not  except  from  the  records. 

Q.  Was  it  on  or  about  March  1, 1882? 

A.  If  there  is  one  there,  I  missed  it.  The  only  one  I  knew 
of  was  in  1878.  There  is  no  appraisement  on  the  record  of  the 
date  of  March  Ist,  1882. 

Q.  If  there  is  no  appraisement  of  that  date,  what  date  was 
the  last  appraisement  prior  to  the  one  of  June  1st,  1882? 

A.  K  the  appraisement  is  on  the  records,  it  is  in  April  and 
June,  1878. 

Q.  That  is  the  last  appraisement  you  find  prior  to  '82? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  have  no  record  of  the  appraisement  between  the  ap- 
praisements in  '78  and  '82? 

A.  No,  sir.  There  might  be  a  paragraph  in  this  that  I  haven't 
seen.     I  haven't  read  every  word  of  the  records  over. 

Q.  (  By  Mr.  Clogston :)  You  say  this  is  the  copy  of  that  rec- 
ord that  you  have  mentioned? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  [  Here  copy  is  introduced  in  evidence,  marked 
"  Exhibit,"  and  made  a  part  of  this  evidence.] 
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Q.  (By  Mr.  Clogston:)  For  wkat  sums  were  these  laads  ap- 
praised in  78? 

A.  They  were  all  appraised  at  three  dollars  per  acre,  with  the 
exception  of  two  or  three  quarters.  Some  of  them  had  been 
sold  prior  to  the  sale  to  Mr.  Cross. 

Q.  (  By  Mr.  Clogston :)  Have  you  any  personal  knowledge  of 
the  value  of  these  lands  in  Mitchell  county  ? 

A.  Not,  except  from  inquiries  from  persons  I  saw  at  the  time 
of  this  sale,  or  contract  for  the  sale,  of  these  lands  to  Mr.  Crott. 

Q.  Was  Mr.  Cross  present  at  the  time  of  this  conversation 
with  the  members  of  the  committee?  • 

A.  He  was  not'.  Cross  and  the  members  of  the  committee 
were  in  conversation  at  various  times,  but  I  was  not  present- 
that  is,  I  didn't  hear  anything  that  was  said.  When  I  heard 
that  the  lands  were  sold,  I  didn't  know  to  whom  they  had  been 
sold. 

Q.  What  protest,  if  any,  did  you  make  to  the  sale  of  then 
lands? 

A.  Well,  the  only  protest  that  I  made  was  that  I  thought  they 
ought  to  put  them  in  the  hands  of  the  agent  to  sell.  I  didn't 
make  a  strong  protest,  because  I  thought  they  were  selling  the 
'  lands — well,  I  thought  it  was  a  good  sale,  in  fact;  but  I  think 
they  ought  to  have  placed  a  minimum  price  on  the  hwds,  and 
placed  it  in  the  hands  of  the  agent  for  sale.  That  was  the  ex- 
tent of  my  protest  to  one  of  the  members  of  the  committee. 

Q.  I  understood  you  to  say  that  you  revised  to  make  an  order 
under  the  sale,  of  the  Board,  purporting  to  be  the  action  of  the 
Board,^or  the  sale  of  these  lands? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Well,  that  request  for  the  order  was  made  by  this  commit- 
tee, or  if  not,  whom  was  it  made  by  ? 

A.  Governor  Sharp,  a  member  of  that  committee,  told  the 
agent  to  make  out  that  contract.  He  said  he  would  not  do  it^ 
without  an  order  from  the  Board.  He  told  me  to  do  it  He 
said  I  could  do  it  under  the  order — that  my  report  would  stand 
as  an  order  of  the  Board.  I  told  him  that  I  would  only  give 
them  a  certified  copy  of  the  order  which  the  Board  had  actually 


Q.  What  reason  had  you  for  not  giving  an  order,  under  the 
seal  of  the  Board,  of  the  sale  of  the  land  ?

A.  Simply  because  the  Board  had  not  made  any  such  order. 

Q.  Now  I  would  like  to  know,  has  the  Board  at  any  time 
since  the  sale  of  the  land  made  any  order  in  relation  to  the  sale 
of  the  lands? 

A.  The  Board  has  not.  This  committee  has  never  made  any 
report  to  the  Board. 

Q.  And  no  order  has  been  made  since  the  sale  confirming  it? 

A.  No,  sir.  That  has  never  been  done.  The  ordinary  course 
is :  the  land  agent  makes  out  the  contract,  and  sends  it  to  the 
Secretary  for  approval.  He  then  examines  it  to  see  whether  it 
is  within  the  appraised  value;  within  the  provisions — 

Q.  Was  that  made  in  this  case? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  it  was,  after  the  sale.  The  Secretary's  duties  in 
that  report  are  purely  ministerial. 

Q.  Did  you  find  tiiat  the  report  of  the  sale  agreed  with  the 
appraisement  ? 

A.  With  the  report  of  that  committee? 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  report  of  that  committee? 

A.  I  did  not,  except  it  was  shown  to  me  by  the  agent. 

Q*  Was  this  transaction  before  or  after  your  visit  to  Emporia? 

A.  It  was  at  the  time  of  the  making  of  this  contract. 

Q.  Before  this  report  that  was  made  to  you  by  the  agent,  you 
had  been  informed  that  this  land  had  been  sold  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  commission  did  the  Board  pay  Van  R.  Holmes  for 
the  sale  of  this  land  ? 

A  Three  per  cent.  He  reserves  his  commission  on  the  first 
payment. 

Q.  What  was  the  amount  of  his  commission  on  the  sale  of  thia 
land? 

A.  K  I  have  not  made  any  mistake,  the  lands  were  sold  for 
about  826,320— it  seems  to  me  that  sale  was  $27,000— $27,370. 
That  would  make  their  commission  $821. 

Q.  Now  you  say  that  they  told  you  afl^er  these  lands  had  been 
sold,  that  they  did  not  know  to  whom  the  committee  had  sold 
the  lands? 

A.  I  don't  know  that  I  know  exactly  what  you  mean.  Aftier 
the  committee  bad  bargained  the  lauds,  and  after  I  found  out 
who  the  purchasers  were,  I  spoke  to  the  agent  about  it,  and  he 
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said  that  was  the  first  he  knew  to  whom  the  land  was  sold.  That 
was  before  the  contract  was  made. 

Q.  So,  then,  the  agent  took  no  part  in  the  sale  of  the  land? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  All  he  did  was  to  sign  the  contract  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  he  didn't  know  that  they  were  sold  until  jou  told 
him? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  And  it  was  told  to  yon  by  Mr.  Sharp,  of  the  committee? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  this  was  two  or  three  hours  before  the  contract 
was  signed. 

Q.  How  long  had  they  their  arrangements  with  Cross  for  the 
«ale  of  the  lands? 

A.  I  do  not  know;  but  I  wasn't  informed  about  it  until  two 
or  three  hours  before. 

Q.  And  this  conversation  with  Van  R.  Holmes  was  how  long 
before? 

A.  Two  or  three  hours  before. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Clogston:)  I  will  get  you  to  state  whether  these 
papers  show  all  the  sales  and  the  transactions  of  the  same  periods 
of  record  kept  by  you  as  Secretary  of  the  Board,  and  the  sale  of 
these  lands  to  Mr.  Gross. 

A.  No,  sir;  what  they  show  is — well,  it  shows  the  history  of 
«ach  contract  of  sale  of  lands  prior  to  the  sale  to  Cross. 

Q.  And  that  appears  of  record  in  your  office? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  and  also  in  the  Treasurer's  office — or  it  ought  to. 

Q.  But  you,  as  Secretary  of  the  Board,  know  of  no  appraise- 
ment between  1878  and  June,  1882. 

A.  No,  sir;  I  do  not.  I  will  take  another  look  over  these 
records  before  I  go  away,  and  if  I  find  anything  of  the  kind  I 
will  notify  the  committee.  I  didn't  read  the  records  over,  but 
saw  there  were  no  lists  of  lands. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Young:)  In  your  evidence  you  stated  that  you 
thought  the  sale  was  a  good  one? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  thought  so  at  the  time. 

Q.  Upon  what  knowledge  did  you  base  your  opinion? 

A.  From  those  facts  that  I  saw  by  the  records  that  a  great 
many  of  those  lands  which  had  been  sold  at  three  dollars  per 
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acre  had  been  forfeited,  or  had  been  allowed  to  be  forfeited,  as  late 
as  along  in  1881 ;  and  from  the  flirther  fisust  that  they  had  not 
received  any  offers  for  a  great  many  of  them  in  the  '82  appraise- 
ment; and  from  the  further  fact  that  I  was  informed  that  they 
were  fit,  the  greater  part  of  them,  only  for  pasture,  and  that  they 
were  being  pastured  to  death,  and  ruined  even  for  that,  and  that 
it  would  be  advisable  to  get  rid  of  them,  and  because  they  hadn't 
received  any  other  offer. 

Q.  Isn't  it  a  fact  that  part  of  these  lands  sold  in  '78  were  sold 
at  $5  or  $6  per  acre,  and  they  have  not  been  allowed  to  be  for- 
feited yet? 

A.  No,  sir;  that  is  not  a  fiict,  as  I  believe.  For  all  the  lands 
that  have  not  been  forfeited,  there  are  lists  in  here — six  or  seven 

quarter-sections  at  $3  an  acre,  nine  sections  at  $ .    The  only 

one  half-section  at  $8  an  acre  that  the  contract  is  still  in  force 
and  not  allowed  to  lapse,  is  at  $4  an  acre,  sold  to  Smith,  in  Feb- 
ruary, 1882.  I  think  I  have  taken  a  great  deal  of  care  to  get 
this  matter  straight,  and — 

Q.  Has  there  ever  been  any  offer  made  to  the  Board,  or  to 
you  as  clerk  of  the  Board,  relative  to  the  purchase  of  any  of 
these  lands  by  any  parties  in  Mitchell  county? 

A.  Only  Robert  W.  Ewing,  I  believe.  I  think  that  is  the 
man  that  had  some  correspondence  with  me.  He  made  me  an 
offer  on  two  quarter-sections — it  may  be  three;  I  haven't  pre- 
^rved  his  letter. 

Q.  When  did  he  make  you  this  offer? 

A.  Sometime  last  spring ;  and  I  think  it  was  $4  an  acre.  I 
laid  that  matter  before  the  Board  informally.  Thanhouser  said 
those  were  choice  quarter-sections;  and  we  informally  agreed 
that  we  would  not  pick  out  any  choice  quarter-sections  and  sell 
for  a  price  as  low  as  that.  I  believe  all  the  northern  lands  in 
Mitchell  county  that  have  been  patented,  or  have  contracts  out- 
standing, have  been  at  $3  an  acre. 

Q.  Were  these  lands  choice  lands  that  were  sold  at  $3  an  acre 
and  forfeited? 

A.  Well,  I  don't  know. 

Q.  You  passed  your  opinion  that  this  was  a  good  sale,  from 
the  fact  that  in  1878  lands  were  sold  at  $3  an  acre,  and  allowed 
to  forfeit ;  that,  in  1884,  if  they  were  sold  at  $3.50  an  acre,  you 
consider  it  a  good  sale  ? 
64 
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A.  That  is  one  reason ;  and  the  further  reason  is,  that  whoi 
they  were  offered  for  sale,  none  of  them  were  appraised,  and  as 
late  as  '81  lands  were  forfeited. 

Q.  You  have  no  knowledge  of  the  values  of  land  in  Mitchell 
county? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  don't  think  I  have.  Another  reason  for  thinking 
that  it  was  a  good  price  was,  because  parties  that  saw  the  land 
thought  it  was  all  that  it  was  worth.  There  is  another  thiag: 
Van  R.  Holmes,  the  agent,  deals  in  lands  a  great  deal,  and  he 
said  his  opinion  was  that  $3.50  was  all  that  it  was  worth  then. 

Q.  When? 

A.  When  this  sale  was  made;  but  if  the  lands  were  held,  he 
could  in  time  get  $5  an  acre  for  them.  I  had  written  to  a  land 
company  at  Atchison  about  the  lands,  and  asked  them  to  look 
at  them,  and  meet  the  Board  at  Emporia,  and  make  an  offer. 
The  secretary  of  that  company  did  go  to  Emporia,  and  said  that 
he  looked  at  the  land.  My  appointment  with  him  was  prior  to 
the  appraisement  of  the  committee.  He  didn't  make  any  offer; 
he  said  he  would  wait  until  the  committee  appraised  the  land, 
and  he  told  me  privately  that  the  lands  were  not  worth  over  $3.50 
an  acre ;  but  that  didn't  influence  me  much,  because  I  thought 
he  wanted  the  lands  for  speculation.  He  told  me  that  he  didn't 
want  to  buy  any  lands  until  the  Board  made  the  appraisement 

Q.  The  Board  did  not  make  any  appraisement  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  He  therefore  didn't  make  any  offer? 

A.  No,  sir;  not  to  me,  nor  to  anyone  else  that  I  know  of. 

Q.  (  By  Mr.  Humphrey :)  After  that  committee  was  appointed, 
did  the  Board  solicit  a  proposition  from  him,  or  from  anybody 
else  that  you  know  of? 

A.  I  don't  know  whether  this  committee  did  or  not.  I  prom- 
ised Storch  as  one,  and  also  Weightman  in  the  Auditor's  office, 
that  as  soon  as  these  lands  were  appraised,  that  I  would  let  them 
know  what  the  appraisement  was.  But  I  had  not  the  opportunity 
to  do  so,  because  the  lands  were  bargained  before  I  could  do  so. 

Q.  Did  anybody  else  ever  make  any  offer  for  the  purchase  of 
these  lands  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  had  correspondence  with — I  wrote  to  some  pa^ 
ties  in  Mitchell  county,  asking  them  to  make  offers.  I  do  not 
know  that  I  wrote  to  more  than  one,  with  the  exception  of  Ew- 
ing. 
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Q.  Did  you  do  that  at  the  instance  of  the  Board,  or  of  jour 
own  motion? 

A.   I  did  it  of  my  own  motion. 

Q.  And  as  far  as  you  know,  this  committee  made  no  effort  to 
find  any  purchasers,  except  to  sell  to  Cross? 

A.  If  they  did,  I  do  not  know  it. 
-   Q.  If  they  had  done  a  thing  of  that  kind  ordinarily,  you 
would  have  known  of  it,  would  you  have  not  ?    In  the  ordinary 
transaction  of  the  business  of  the  Board,  you,  as  clerk,  would 
have  known  of  that  transaction,  would  you  have  not  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  in  the  ordinary  transaction  of  the  business  of 
the  Board  I  would,  certainly.  This  committee,  however  — I  didn't 
know  anything  of  its  transactions.  I  knew  of  their  coming  back» 
when  they  were  returning  from  Mitchell  county. 

Q.  When  did  you  meet  the  committee  in  Emporia,  after  their 
return  from  this  appraisement? 

A.  Sometime  in  the  latter  part  of  June.  They  at  that  time 
said  they  were  not  ready  to  make  any  appraisement.  I  asked 
them  at  what  price  they  were  going  to  appraise  it.  They  said 
they  intended  to  sell  it  in  bulk ;  they  didn't  want  to  put  any 
price  on  it. 

Q.  And  the  next  thing  you  heard  from  the  committee  was  to 
meet  them  in  Emporia;  that  they  had  sold  the  land? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  you  know  of  no  order,  on  their  part,  from  their  return 
from  Mitchell  county  up  to  the  sale  of  the  land? 

A.  No,  sir.  I  may  state  that  I  was  strongly  in  favor  of  sell* 
ing  these  lands  for  the  best  price  we  could  get,  all  the  time. 

Q.  Who  was  present  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  at  the  time 
this  order  was  made  appointing  this  committee? 

A.  I  may  state  they  were  all  present,  if  not  at  that  time,  soon 
after,  and  that  it  was  all  indorsed  by  the  Board. 

Q.  What  other  member  of  the  Board,  besides  yourself,  had 
knowledge  of  the  sale  of  these  lands  to  Cross,  before  this  con- 
tract was  made  with  him? 

A.  None  of  them — Dr.  Hallowell — well,  I  don't  know;  I 
have  no  reason  to  believe  that  he  knew  anything  of  it.  Colonel 
Crichton  was  not  in  the  State.  That  committee  was  Omer, 
Thanhouser  and  Sharp. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  Cross  himself,  or  by  agent,  exam- 
ined the  lands  in  Mitchell  county,  prior  to  the  purchase? 
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A.  I  heard  him  say — he  said,  in  my  preeenoe,  that  he  had 
looked  over  them. 

Q.  When,  with  reference  to  this  sale? 

A.  The  day  the  contract  was  made. 

Q.  When  did  he  say  that  he  had  examined  the  land,  with 
reference  to  the  time  of  the  sale? 

A.  It  was  at  the  time  of  the  sale — on  that  day — but  if  he 
said  on  what  date  he  examined  them,  I  don't  remember. 

Q.  You  mean  the  day  the  contract  was  completed? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  the  sale  was  made  by  the  committee 
to  Cross  in  person,  or  through  an  agent  for  Cross? 

A.  I  don't  know  just  the  exact  way  how  it  was.  The  com- 
mittee and  Cross  were  talking  together  the  day  I  got  there. 

Q.  Well,  during  that  conversation  about  the  sale  of  the  land, 
were  you  present,  or  was  their  conversation  by  themselves  and 
apart  from  you  ? 

A.  I  never  heard  a  word. 

Q.  Well,  they  had  frequent  conversations  that  day? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  but  I  don't  know  that  they  were  talking  about 
the  land. 

Q.  But  you  know  that  no  part  of  the  conversation  occurred 
in  your  presence? 

A.  Not  a  bit  of  it. 

Q.  And  you  knew  nothing  of  the  sale  of  the  land,  except 
what  Cross  told  you  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  I  refer  to  the  report  they  exhibited  to  me,  and 
which  the  agent  kept. 

Q.  Why  was  no  part  of  that  report  furnished  you  and  made 
of  record? 

A.  I  supposed  it  would  have  been  made  to  me,  but  up  to  thi? 
time  it  has  not  been  done.  All  the  members  of  the  committee 
have  never  been  present  together  since.  Omer  wasn't  present 
at  Emporia  the  day  this  was  done. 

Q.  But  there  was  a  contract  with  his  name  signed  to  it? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Was  that  in  blank? 

A.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  price — it  seems  to  me  that  they 
that  contract  made  out  with  the  exception  —  I  know  Than- 
houser  came  up  from ,  and  signed  it,  and  it  seems  to  me 
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that  there  was  something  about  filling  in  afterwards,  but  I  don't 
know,  because  I  didn't  look  at  it. 

Q.  You  don't  know  whether  it  was  the  price  or  the  name  of 
the  purchaser  that  was  in  blank? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Are  you  talking  of  the  report  of  that  committee? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Clogston:)  Then  on  the  day  of  the  sale  and  the 
making  of  the  contract,  there  were  but  two  members  of  the  com* 
mittee  present? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  they  had  the  signature  of  the  other  one. 

Q.  Then  when  Mr.  Omer  signed  that  contract,  he  must  not 
have  been  in  possession  of  one  of  two  facts :  either  the  price,  or 
the  party  to  whom  he  sold — according  to  your  evidence? 

A.  It  seems  to  me  they  said  there  was  a  blank  that  was  to  be 
filled  in,  but  I  think  Orner's  name  was  already  to  it.  It  was 
either  the  price  or  the  name  of  the  purchaser  that  was  left  in 
blank.  That  is  a  little  vague  in  my  mind — it  came  to  my 
knowledge  incidentally.  I  think  it  was  when  Thanhouser  signed 
the  report  that  he  noticed  it.  I  simply  remember  that  when 
Thanhouser  was  signing  it,  there  was  some  blank  that  GK)vemor 
Sharp  filled  up. 

Q.  You  stated  awhile  ago  that  it  was  either  the  amount  or  the 
name  of  the  purchaser  that  was  in  blank? 

A.  That  is  what  I  say  now. 

Q.  At  the  time  this  order  appointing  this  committee  to  ap- 
praise these  lands  in  Mitchell  county  was  made,  did  you  under- 
stand that  they  had  the  power  not  only  to  appraise  the  lands  but 
sell  them  upon  that  appraisement? 

A.  My  understanding  was  that  they  would  report  a  minimum 
price,  and  put  it  in  the  hands  of  the  land  agent  for  sale ;  that 
was  the  idea  I  had  of  it. 

Q.  Then  you  didn't  understand  they  had  the  power  to  sell  the 
land? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  did  not.  Well,  I  will  modify  it  by  saying  this : 
the  idea  of  their  selling  the  land  never  entered  my  mind  at  all. 

Q.  And  the  question  of  selling  the  land  in  bulk  had  never 
been  determined  and  passed  upon  by  the  Board  to  your  knowl- 
edge? 

A.  On  April  23d,  1884,  it  was  ordered  that  the  unsold  lands 
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in  township  9,  range  8,  in  Mitchell  county,  be  appraised  at  $5 
an  acre,  and  that  the  land  agent  be  instracted  to  sell  all  under 
one  contract.  [  Witness  reading  the  last  answer  from  the  min- 
utes of  his  records.] 

Q.  Was  there  any  other  order  of  the  Board  to  sell  lands  in 
bulk,  besides  this  one  made  in  April? 

A.  None  at  all,  except  the  order  that  is  already  in  for  this 
committee  to  report  whether  to  sell  in  bulk  or  separately ;  and 
that  their  report  should  stand  as  the  order  of  the  Board. 

Q.  Now,  then,  they  sold  these  lands  before  they  made  their 
report.  Who  was  the  author  of  that  resolution  appointing  that 
committee  to  appraise  these  lands  in  Mitchell  county? 

A.  Mr.  Thanhouser,  to  the  best  of  my  recollection. 

Q.  If  there  are  any  other  fiusts  in  this  business  that  you  may 
know,  that  would  lead  to  a  full  and  fiiir  investigation  of  this 
subject,  we  would  like  to  have  you  state  them. 

A.  I  don't  know  that  I  think  of  anything  now.  I  will  be  in 
town  a  few  days,  and  can  come  here  at  any  time.  I  would  like 
to  suggest  to  the  committee  one  thing — 

Q.  What  talk  had  you  with  any  of  the  members  of  this  com- 
mittee in  relation  to  the  sale  of  this  land  to  Mr.  Jordan? 

A.  I  asked  Governor  Sharp  if  he  knew  of  an  offer  of  $4  an 
acre ;  that  the  agent  had  informed  me  that  he  had  told  him  of 
one  at  that  time.  He  replied  no,  except  in  legal  sabdivisionB 
only  of  the  tract.  I  asked  him  if  he  didn't  have  one  from  a 
man  named  Jordan.  He  replied  that  he  did  not  think  an  offer 
from  Jordan  worthy  of  consideration;  that  he  did  not  consider 
it  as  amounting  to  anything ;  and  the  impression  that  I  got  was 
for  the  reason  that  he  was  a  man  of  no  means.  And  1  also  got 
the  same  impression  from  Thanhouser.  This  was,  however,  after 
the  transaction  that  I  knew  of  it. 

Q.  Was  it  the  same  day  of  the  contract  with  Sharp? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  think  not. 

Q.  How  long  after  that  ? 

A.  I  can't  tell  exactly;  but  some  time  after  this  sale—at  our 
next  meeting,  I  think.  I  believe  Holmes  said  that  Jordan  had 
written  him  that  he  was  prepared  to  make  an  offer  of  $4  an  acre, 
if  the  appraisement  warranted  it;  and  the  substance  of  the  con- 
versation with  Sharp  I  again  had  this  week.  I  spoke  to  him 
about  Jordan's  offer.    Sharp  told  me  that  Cross  offered  them  )4 
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an  acre,  and  to  take  a  separate  contract  for  each  separate  piece 
of  land.  If  a  whole  section  lay  together,  he  would  take  a  whole 
section ;  if  quarters,  he  would  do  the  same.  By  this,  he  wanted 
a  separate  contract  for  each  piece  of  land  by  itself.  My  opinion, 
as  I  stated  before,  is  that  the  appraisement  of  this  land  was  made 
after  the  sale  had  been  effected. 

TESTIMONY   OF   VAN   R.  HOLMES. 

Van  R.  Holmes,  being  duly  sworn,  testifies  as  follows: 

Q.  (Mr.  Clogston:)  Will  you  please  state  your  name? 

A.  Van  R.  Holmes. 

Q.  You  may  state  where  you  reside. 

A.  In  Emporia,  Lyon  county,  Kansas. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted,  and  were  you  acquainted,  with  the 
Board  of  Regents  of  the  State  Normal  Schqol  during  the  past 
year? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  may  now  state  what  you  may  know  in  relation  to  the 
sale  of  the  State  Normal  School  lands,  sold  in  Mitchell  county  to 
one  Cross. 

A.  I  know  that  they  were  sold  to  Mr.  Cross  in  July ;  that  was, 
all  the  remaining  lands  of  those  unsold. 

Q.  Now  you  may  state  all  the  circumstances  you  may  know 
in  relation  to  that  sale. 

A.  Well,  I  only  know  that  the  lands  were  sold  to  Cross  in  a 
body ;  that  is,  they  were  sold  by  the  Regents  of  the  School,  in 
July. 

Q.  July,  1884? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  connection  with  that  sale  did  you  have,  if  any? 

A.  I  had — I  was  agent  for  the  sale  of  these  lands,  and  have 
been  for  the  past  eight  years. 

Q.  Did  you  do  anything  in  relation  to  making  that  sale? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  made  the  contract. 

Q.  With  whom  did  you  make  the  contract  for  the  sale  of  these 
lands? 

A.  Well,  I  made  the  contract  that  conveyed  the  lands ;  I  didn't 
make  the  bargain;  the  bargain  was  made  before  I  knew  any- 
thing of  it. 

Q.  Then  I  understand  that  you  drew  the  contract  only  for  the 
<sale  of  these  lands? 
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A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  didn't  have  anything  to  do  with  the  contract  of  that 
sale? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  When  did  you  first  learn  of  the  sale  of  these  lands? 

A.  The  first  intimation  that  I  had  of  the  sale  to  Cross  was  the 
morning  on  which  we  closed  up  the  sale. 

Q.  Do  you  know  who  made  the  contract  of  the  sale — what  in- 
dividual or  member  of  the  Board  of  Regents? 

A.  I  only  know  as  I  was  told.  Sharp  told  me  that  he  had 
made  it  himself. 

Q.  Do  you  know,  from  your  own  knowledge,  or  from  anything^ 
that  either  of  the  Board  of  Regents  told  you,  as  to  when  the  con- 
tract of  sale  was  made? 

A.  I  think  that  Sharp  told  me  that  he  had  been  talking  widi 
Cross  for  three  or  four  weeks. 

Q.  Now  do  you  know  when  the  last  appraisement  was  made 
of  these  lands? 

A.  The  appraisement  of  this  tract  of  land,  or  tracts  of  land, 
that  was  sold  to  Mr.  Cross,  was  made,  I  think,  about  the  lOth  or 
15th  of  June,  if  I  recollect  aright.  I  think  along  in  March, 
last,  they  withdrew  this  tract  of  land  from  the  market — that  is, 
they  came  in  and  told  us  not  to  make  any  efiTort  to  sell  it,  that 
the  lands  must  be  sold  in  a  body,  that  if  I  had  any  offers  from 
any  person  that  would  take  the  whole  of  it,  that  I  might  sell  it 
at  $5  an  acre,  and  the  Board  would  confirm  the  sale ;  and  I  had 
a  considerable  correspondence  in  the  summer — along  in  the  sum- 
mer— with  several  parties,  holding  the  land  at  $5  an  acre.  I 
think  we  had  a  number  of  letters  for  quarter-sections,  and  small 
pieces  of  land  down  there,  but  the  land  was  withdrawn,  and— 

Q.  Well,  can  you  state  whether  or  not,  after  that  time,  it  was 
appraised  by  the  Board? 

A.  I  say  it  was  appraised  along  about  the  middle  or  the  latter 
part  of  June. 

Q.  Have  you  a  copy  of  the  appraisement? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  have— well,  there  never  was  really  any  figures 
made.  The  appraisement  is  contained  in  this.  [Here  witness 
introduced  a  certain  paper,  which  was  received  in  evidence  as  a 
part  of  his  testimony,  and  marked  "Exhibit  2."] 

Q.  Does  that  include  their  report? 
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A.  Yes,  sir.  It  is  the  resolution  and  report.  It  is  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Board  of  Regents. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Lawrence:)  Did  you  say  they  held  the  land  at 
$5  an  acre? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  the  whole  of  the  lands  is  in  a  body. 
Q.  (By  Mr.  Clogston:)  These  lands  were  withdrawn  from  the 
market  in  March,  1884.    Did  they  give  you  any  order  to  sell 
lands  before  the  sale  was  made  to  Mr.  Gross? 

A.  Only  as  they  had  instructed  me  if  I  got  bids  of  $5  an  acre, 
to  make  the  sale,  and  the  Board  would  confirm  it,  taking  the  en- 
tire body  of  the  land  clear.  I  have  a  special  order  here  about 
that.  [  Here  a  document,  purporting  to  be  the  special  order  re- 
ferred to,  is  handed  Mr.  Clogston  by  the  witness ;  and  the  same 
is  read  to  the  investigating  committee  by  Mr.  Clogston,  admitted 
in  evidence  as  part  of  the  witness's  testimony,  and  marked 
"Exhibits."] 

Q.  What  other  order  did  the  Board  give  you  for  the  sale  of 
these  lands,  with  the  exception  of  these  two  orders — the  general 
and  special? 

A.  That  is  all.  I  think  that  was  the  first  meeting  they  met 
after  they  came  back  from  making  the  appraisement.  That  i& 
the  only  paper  that  shows  anything  about  the  appraisement. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  or  not  there  was  a  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Regents  at  the  time  of  the  making  of  this  special  order?* 
A.  Well,  I  am  inclined  to  think  there  was  a  meeting  there. 
I  think  it  was  at  that  time.  I  know  that  Dickson  was  there. 
He  was  not  a  member  of  the  committee.  I  am  inclined  to  think 
that  there  was  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Regents,  but  would  not 
be  positive  about  that. 

Q.  Are  you  in  the  habit  of  receiviiig  orders  from  the  Board 
of  Regents  in  writing? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  the  orders  came  to  and  were*  signed  by 
the  Secretary,  with  the  seal  attached,  when  coming  from  the 
Board  of  Regents? 

A.  I  am  not  clear  about  that,  but  am  inclined  to  think  that 
most  of  them  were  that  way. 

Q.  What  do  you  know  of  the  reason  of  this  order  not  being 
attested  by  the  Secretary,  and  not  having  his  seal? 
A.  It  was  talked  over  at  the  time,  that  they  considered  that 
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the  power  wag  del^ated  to  the  committee  in  the  resolutions  that 
were  passed,  contained  in  ''  Exhibit  2/'  I  have  some  of  these 
orders  right  here. 

Q.  Then  it  was  the  understanding  at  that  time  that  the  com- 
mittee was  acting  under  and  by  authority  of  some  former  reso- 
lution, and  not  acting  as  a  Board? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  that  they  had  been  appointed  to  appraise}and  sell 
the  lands,  as  I  understood  it. 

Q.  In  the  sale  of  Normal  School  lands,  prior  to  this  sale,  who 
had  made  the  contract  or  bargain  of  sale  for  these  lands? 

A.  Well,  they  were  sold  by  myself.  The  traasactionB  some- 
times we  had  at  our  office^  and  at  other  times  through  sub- 
agents,  in  each  connty  where  the  lands  were,  we  efieeted  the  sale. 

Q.  Was  it  the  custom  of  any  committee  to  make  sales  of  lands? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  As  I  understand  you,  you  were  the  authorized  agent  for 
the  sale  of  these  lands? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Who  directed  you  to  draw  the  contract  for  the  sale  of  these 
lands  to  Cross? 

A.  Well,  that  is  the  direction  right  here.  [Witness  pointing 
to  a  certain  paper  which  was  in  the  hands  of  the  committee.] 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  other  direction  than  this?  [Witnees's 
attention  being  directed  to  "Exhibit  3."] 

A.  Well,  Mr.  Sharp,  in  talking  to  me  about  it  before  that 
thing  was  drawn  up,  on  the  morning  of  the  sale,  when  he  first 
came  in  the  office,  told  me  that  he  had  made  the  sale  to  Cross. 
He  may  have  mentioned  the  matter  at  a  previous  time,  but  I  am 
not  clear.  I  don't  know  of  anything  with  respect  to  it,  but  he 
may  have  mentioned  that  he  intended  to  sell  it  to  Cross. 

Q.  Who  first  told  you  of  the  purchase  of  these  lands  by  Cross? 

A.  Mr.  Sharp. 

Q.  And  that  was  the  time  when  he  required  you  to  draw  up 
the  contract  of  sale? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  During  any  of  these  conversations  with  Sharp,  was  Cross 
present? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  When  was  the  last  appraisement  prior  to  the  taking  of 
these  lands  out  of  the  market,  as  you  speak  of,  in  March? 
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A.  Before  that? 

Q.  Yes,  sir. 

A.  I  think  it  was  in  '82.  Sometime  in  '82  the  lands  were 
marked  up.  They  were  not  appraised — they  were  marked  up 
on  the  old  appraisement. 

Q.  By  what  membere  of  the  Board  were  these  lands  marked 
up  or  appraised? 

A.  I  think  it  was  done  by  an  action  of  the  Board;  I  think 
Crichton  had  something  to  do  with  it. 

Q.  To  refresh  your  memory,  didn't  Crichton  make  an  ap- 
praisement, a  new  appraisement,  in  1882,  of  these  lands? 

A.  I  would  not  be  positive  whether  he  went  oyer  the  lands  or 
not;  but  Crichton  and  I  went  over  the  lands  eight  years  ago,  and 
made  the  second  appraisement  They  were  appraised  in  early 
days  here,  and  when  I  took  my  position  as  agent,  afler  Bancroft's 
time,  I  was  appointed  one  of  the  appraisers,  Crichton,  and  a 
gentleman  from  Balina. 

Q.  When  were  they  appraised  before  the  time  you  speak  of  in 
1882? 

A.  That  was  in — let  me  see — it  was  in  April,  1878. 

[Here  ''£xhibit  1"  is  shown  to  the  witness,  and  the  witness 
asked:] 

Q.  Is  this  "Exhibit  1"  the  appraisement  which  you  refer  to? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  other  appraisement  being  made  be- 
tween the  date  of  the  appraisement  in  this  exhibit  and  the  time 
of  the  sale  of  these  lands,  other  than  the  time  the  land  was 
sold? 

A.  I  should  think  that  I  would  like  to  compare  this  with — 
now  ask  that  question  again. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  other  appraisement  being  made  be- 
tween the  date  of  this  appraisement  in  **  Exhibit  1 "  and  the 
time  of  the  sale  of  these  lands? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  think  not,  other  than  what  I  spoke  of. 

Q.  And  if  there  was,  you  have  no  knowledge  of  it  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Now,  what  offers,  if  any,  do  you  know  of  were  made  for 
the  purchase  of  these  lands  in  bulk,  at  or  before  the  sale  made 
to  Cross? 

A.  I  had  none.    Well,  as  I  told  you  before,  I  had  quite  a  large 
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correspondence  during  the  time  thej  had  taken  the  lands  out  of 
the  market.  I  corresponded  with  different  parties,  and  made  a 
son  of  Judge  Usher  a  plat  of  the  lands,  and  he  went  over  the 
lands.  I  had  some  correspondence  with  him  afterwards.  He 
thought  they  were  too  high  at  $5  an  acre.  I  also  had  some  cor- 
respondence with  a  party  in  Bufialo,  and  he  talked  about  coming 
out  here  to  look  at  the  lands.  I  also  had  some  oorrespondeoce 
with  a  man  by  the  name  of  Jordan,  from  Mitchell  county,  at 
Beloit.  He  had  been  over  them,  and  thought  that  $5  an  acre 
was  too  much,  and  said  if  we  could  reduce  the  price  some  he 
would  buy  it;  he  would  like  to  buy  it,  but  that  the  price  was  too 
much.  I  finally  wrote  to  him  and  told  him  that  the  Regents 
would  be  there  at  a  certain  time,  and  he  should  meet  them,  and 
talk  with  them  about  it;  that  I  had  no  authority  to  sell  the 
lands  for  less  than  $5  an  acre.  I  didn't  hear  anything  more 
from  him  for  a  couple  of  weeks;  then  I  got  a  letter  from  him 
just  before  the  lands  were  sold  to  Cross,  and  that  he  had  made 
the  o£fer  to  the  Regents  of  $4  an  acre,  and  that  if  the  lands  were 
to  be  sold  for  that  he  thought  he  ought  to  have  them,  having  been 
the  first  bidder.  On  the  morning  Mr.  Sharp  told  me  that  he  had 
seen  Jordan — on  the  morning  this  sale  was  made — I  called  his 
attention  to  it — to  Jordan's  ofier  of  $4  an  acre,  that  he  had 
made  to  the  Board  of  Regents. 

Q.  You  say  you  think  you  told  Sharp  about  it  previous  to 
that  time? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  that  letter  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  I  have  not. 

Q.  Will  you  please  tell  us  what  Sharp  said  in  relation  to  Jor- 
dan, or  what  he  said  that  Jordan  had  offered  to  buy  these  lands 
for? 

A.  I  think  he  told  me  that  he  had  met  Jordan,  and  knew  of 
the  offer;  that  the  Board  of  Regents  had  decided  that  the  lands 
must  be  sold. 

Q.  When  you  speak  of  the  Board,  you  speak  of  this  commit- 
tee, do  you  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  the  Board  of  Regents.  They  had  decided  that 
the  lands  ought  to  be  sold ;  and  they  would  require  a  bond  of  in- 
demnity to  be  put  up,  indemnifying  the  State  in  case  the  hrnds 
were  forfeited;  that  the  lands  had  been  forfeited  two  or  three 
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times,  and  they  were  killing  out  the  grass;  and  the  Regents  did 
not  iwant  the  lands  forfeited  any  more;  and  if  they  were  sold, 
they  were  to  be  sold  to  parties  who  could  put  up  bonds ;  and  that 
Jordan  was  an  irresponsible  man. 

Q.  He  then  referred  to  the  letter  you  had  received,  and  told 
you  he  had  seen  Jordan  ? 

A.  I  think  he  said  he  had  seen  Jordan.  I  know  that  was  in- 
Teetigating  Jordan. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  correspondence,  or  the  Board,  vrith  this 
Atchison  land  company  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  I  don't  recollect  who  it  was  that  told  me  that  they 
had  some  correspondence  with  the  Atchison  land  company — 
Mills  &  Company. 

Q.  What  offer  do  you  know  of  their  having  made  for  these 
lands? 

A.  I  never  heard  that  they  made  any  offer. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  you  knew  that  they  were  desirous  of 
purchasing  these  lands? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  don't  know,  except  what  I  waa  told. 

Q.  Now,  what  bond,  if  any,  did  Cross  execute? 

A.  I  don't  know  as  to  that. 

Q.  You  don't  know  of  any  bond  being  given  or  required  of 
Cross? 

A.  No,  sir;  not  to  my  knowledge. 

Q.  The  contract  that  was  made  with  Cross  was  the  same  kind 
that  is  drawn  with  respect  to  the  other  sales. 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  no  different? 

A.  Nothing  different,  except  that  the  land  was  all  embodied 
in  one  contract  for  sale. 

Q.  In  this  letter  you  speak  of,  from  Jordan,  you  say  he  in- 
sisted upon  having  the  right  to  purchase  the  lands,  if  they  were 
sold  at  $4  an  acre? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  he  said  he  thought  he  ought  to  have  the  land, 
inasmuch  as  he  was  the  first  to  make  the  offer. 

Q.  These  lands  you  say  were  sold  for  $3.50  an  acre? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Can  you  tell  the  committee,  if  you  know,  what  protest,  if 
any,  was  made  to  this  sale  or  contract  of  sale  by  Mr.  Dickson, 
at  or  about  the  time  of  sale  of  the  land  ? 
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A.  No,  sir,  I  cannot  eaj  as  to  that. 

Q.  And  what  do  you  know  of  his  refusing  to  make  an  order 
as  coming  from  the  Board  in  reference  to  the  sale  of  theee 
lands? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  know  that  Sharp  wanted  him  to  make  such  an 
order — to  sign  that  order  there.  Dickson  told  him  that  it  was 
in  the  hands  of  the  committee,  and  that  he  would  not  hare  any- 
thing to  do  with  it,  and  that  it  was  their  place  to  make  the 
order. 

Q.  And  he  refused  to  sign  this  order  and  attest  it  with  the 
seal? 

A.  Yes,  sir — well,  I  don't  know  that  anything  was  said  aboat 
the  seal. 

Q.  Will  you  please  state  what  statements  you  made  as  the 
agent  of  this  Board  in  reference  to  the  price  at  which  thej  were 
selling  these  lands;  and  what  is  your  judgment  as  to  whether 
they  might  not  have  been  sold  for  a  greater  price  ? 

A.  Well,  from  that  letter  from  Jordan,  I  naturally  thought 
that  that  sale  could  be  made  for  $4  an  acre. 

Q.  Have  you  any  objection  to  state  what  you  told  the  Board 
in  relation  to  the  sale.     Give  us  the  whole  facts,  now? 

A.  I  don't  know  that  I  can  tell  you  the  very  words  that  I 
used. 

Q.  Well,  give  us  your  best  memory  or  recollection  on  that 
subject  ? 

A.  I  think  I  told  them  that  I  thought  they  were  selling  the 
lands  a  little  too  low. 

Q.  What  price  did  you  tell  them,  if  any,  that  you  thou^t 
the  lands  could  be  sold  for  ? 

A.  I  don't  think  that  I  told  them  anything,  except  that  I 
called  their  attention  to  the  Jordan  letter,  and  told  them  that  I 
thought  they  could  sell  them  for  $4  an  acre,  and  by  contract,  as 
we  usually  draw  it,  made  it  binding  enough,  so  that  if  the  lands 
were  forfeited,  they  had  to  be  forfeited  in  a  body. 

Q.  Was  that  incorporated  in  that  contract? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  yes,  sir,  I  think  it  was  embodied  in  that  contract 
that  he  should  put  up  a  bond. 

Q.  They  didn't  require  a  bond  of  Cross  ? 

A.  My  understanding  is  that  they  required  a  bond  of  Cross. 
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Q.  Have  you  any  copy  of  the  original  order  under  which  this 
committee  of  the  Board  operated? 

A.  I  don't  know  that  I  quite  understand  you. 

Q.  Well,  they  had  an  order,  aB  I  understand  you,  from  the 
Board  of  Regents,  to  appraise  and  sell  these  lands ;  have  you 
any  copy  of  this  order,  except  this  one  in  "  Exhibit  2  "  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  that  is,  as  I  understood  it,  the  action  of  the  Board 
of  Regents.  There  was  another  meeting,  but  I  don't  recollect 
the  date. 

Q.  Now  I  will  get  you  to  state  if  any  copy  of  this  was  ever 
furnished  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Regents,  or  any  re- 
port had  ever  been  made  to  the  Board  of  Regents,  and  made  a 
matter  of  record,  from  that  committee  who  were  authorized  to 
sell  these  lands? 

A  I  cannot  tell  you.  I  haven't  been  in  the  habit  of  meeting 
with  the  Board. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  been  the  agent  for  the  sale  of  the 
Normal  School  lands? 

A.  I  think  eight  years  ago ;  in  '77. 

Q.  And  have  continuously  held  that  plaoe? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  have  sold  all  the  Normal  School  lands  since 
that  time,  except  these;  that  is,  I  have  made  the  contract  for  the 
sale  of  them. 

Q.  And  made  them  all  yourself  or  through  sub-agents? 

A  Yes,  sir,  and  kept  the  books,  and  did  all  the  business. 

Q.  And  your  understanding  from  the  Board  was  that  this 
committee,  consisting  in  part  of  the  Board,  by  resolution  of  the 
Board,  was  authorized  to  make  this  sale  themselves? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  reason  did  the  Board  give  you  for  requiring  you  to 
draw  and  sign  that  contract  for  the  sale  of  these  lands? 

A.  As  I  understood  it,  that  was  the  only  way  the  title  could 
be  given  to  the  land,  through  the  agent. 

Q.  And  for  that  reason  you  signed  the  contract  for  the  sale 
of  this  hmd? 

A  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  At  the  request  of  Sharp  or  some  other  member  of  the 
Board? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  this  is  your  order  in  "Exhibit  3"? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 
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Q.  The  only  reason,  then,  they  didn't  want  to  sell  to  Jordan 
was  that  he  was  not  a  responsible  manf 

A.  Yes,  sir,  and  could  not  put  up  the  bond. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  Cross  went  up  to  examine  these 
lands  himself  before  the  purchase? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  can't  say. 

Q.  Do  you  know,  or  did  you  at  that  time  know,  anything 
«bout  the  solvency  of  Jordan? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  knew  nothing  of  it.  I  was  a  perfect  stranger 
to  him ;  I  never  saw  him  as  I  know. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  conversation  with  Cross  in  reference  to 
the  sale? 

A.  I  never  had  any  conversation  with  him  at  all  except  since 
the  sale. 

Q.  In  that  conversation,  didn't  he  disclose  the  fitct  that  he 
knew  of  Jordan's  offer  of  $4  an  acre  for  these  lands? 

A.  Well,  I  would  not  be  positive  about  that.  It  seems  to  me 
that  he  did  tell  me  that  he  knew  something  about  it ;  but  I  am 
not  clear  enough  to  state  that. 

Q.  Well,  what  is  your  best  judgment  or  recollection  about 
that? 

A.  Well,  I  believe  that  he  did  not.  I  talked  with  two  or  three 
members  of  the  Board  about  it.  I  don't  think  I  had  any  talk 
with  Cross  about  it. 

Q.  Now,  if  you  know  of  any  other  fact  in  connection  with  this 
matter  that  we  haven't  asked  you,  I  would  be  thankful  if  you 
would  make  a  statement  of  anything  you  have  omitted,  or  we 
have  omitted  to  ask  you,  bearing  upon  this  question. 

A.  I  don't  think  of  anything  further  now. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  parties  in  Emporia  who  have  had  any 
conversation  with  the  Board  or  Cross  in  relation  to  the  purchase 
of  these  lands,  or  at  the  time  of  the  purchase? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  do  not.  The  first  intimations  that  I  had  of  the 
sale  there  are  as  I  have  stated.  I  have  a  faint  recollection  of 
Sharp  having  said  something  to  me  about  thinking  that  he  could 
sell  the  lands  to  Cross ;  but  I  never  had  any  talk  with  Cross 
a.b()ut  it  until  since  the  sale. 

Q.  And  you  didn't  know,  until  after  the  bargain  was  made, 
that  Cross  was  the  purchaser? 

A.  No,  sir. 
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Q.  Didn't  you  know  that  the  lands  had  been  sold  prior  to  that 
time? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Nor  knew  who  the  purchaser  was? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  You  had  your  commissions  for  the  sale  of  these  lands  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  • 

Q.  What  did  your  commission  aggregate  ? 

A.  The  sale  came  to  something  over  $26,000,  and  our  com- 
mission was  three  per  cent.,  and  it  was  so  all  through. 

Q.  And  you  received  your  usual  commissions  upon  the  sale  of 
these  lands? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  when  you  received  this  offer  from  Jordan? 

A.  Well,  sir,  I  didn't  receive  an  offer  from  Jordan ;  I  only  re- 
ceived a  letter  from  him  saying  that  he  had  made  an  offer.  Well, 
that  sale  was  made  on  the  19th  of  July,  I  think ;  that  letter  was 
received  about  the  10th  of  July,  I  will  say. 

Q.  You  haven't  got  that  letter? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  haven't  it. 

Q.  Was  this  Board — all  of  the  Board — of  the  opinion  that 
Jordan  wasn't  a  responsible  party? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  think  I  had  a  talk  with  Thanhouser,  who  was 
acquainted  with  the  gentleman,  and  he  thought  that  it  would 
not  do  to  make  the  sale  to  him;  that  the  Board  would  have 
trouble. 

Q.  Have  you  since  learned,  or  do  you  now  know,  whether  or 
not  Jordan  was  a  responsible  man  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  I  never  heard  anything  more  from  Jordon  from 
that  day  until  this. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  or  not  the  $25,000  bond  contem- 
plated in  the  order  of  sale, "  Exhibit  2,"  was  ever  got  from  Cross, 
to  save  the  Normal  School  against  loss  from  forfeiture?  Was  it 
ever  in  fact  given? 

A.  I  can't  say  whether  or  not  it  was  given. 

Q.  Have  you  described  or  stated  all  the  efforts  made  by  cor- 
respondence or  otherwise,  inviting  or  soliciting  competition  in 
the  sale  of  these  lands? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  will  answer  it  as  I  did  a  little  while  ago,  that 
these  lands  were  held — at  least,  that  we  gave  a  verbal  order. 
65 
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We  got  the  order^verbally  to  sell  these  lands  for  $5  an  acre,  and 
I  held  them  rigidly  for  $5  an  acre,  and  if  they  had  been  held  at 
$4  possibly  they  might  have  been  sold,  but  I  can't  say  that  they 
would  have  been. 

Q.  No  effort  was  made  in  that  direction  except  such  as  were 
made  by  yourself? 

A.  Not  that  I  know  of. 

Q.  Was  that  advertised  at  all? 

A.  No,  sir — well,  we  always  advertised  the  land.

We,  the  undersigned,  a  committee  appointed  by  order  of  said  Board,  on 
June  10th,  1884,  and  directing  said  committee  to  appraise  on  actual  view. 
and  to  inquire  into  and  decide  upon  the  feasibility  of  selling  the  unsoW 
lands  belonging  to  the  said  Normal  School  in  a  body,  or  in  legal  subdivisions, 
and  to  secure  the  said  School  against  loss  by  reason  of  the  subsequent  /^f- 
feiture  by  the  purchaser  or  purchasers,  and  that  this  report  of  said  comnii^- 
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tee,  when  delivered  to  Van  R.  Holmes,  the  agent  for  the  sale  of  said  lands^ 
be  his  anthority  to  sell  the  same  in  accordance  therewith,  hereby  make  thi» 
their  report  accordingly : 

We  did,  on  the  25th  day  of  June,  1884,  proceed  to,  and  on  actual  view  did 
examine  and  appraise  said  lands,  and  upon  a  careful  examination  of  the 
same,  do  find  that  it  would  be  highly  injurious  to  the  said  Normal  School 
to  offer  for  or  sell  the  aforesaid  lands  in  legal  subdivisions,  or  in  small 
tracts,  for  the  reason  that  the  best  watered  and  farm  lands  would  readily 
sell,  but  much  the  larger  quantity  thereof  are  unfit  for  any  purpose  other  . 
than  grazing,  and  could  not  be  sold  for  that  purpose  at  any  price  when  de- 
tached from  the  lands  that  have  water  and  better  grazing  upon  it. 

Wherefore,  we  report  in  favor  of  selling  all  of  said  lands  in  a  body,  and 
when  so  sold  in  a  body  we  further  report  that  the  sum  of  $3.50  per  acre  is 
all  that  said  lands  are  worthy  and  we  hereby  fix  the  selling  price  per  acre 
at  that  sum,  on  the  further  condition  that  the  purchaser  or  purchasers 
execute  and  deliver  to  the  Board  of  Regents,  in  the  name  of  the  State  of 
Kansas,  for  the  use  of  the  said  Normal  School,  a  good  bond  in  the  penal 
sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  that  in  case  any  of  said  lands 
so  sold  be  in  future  forfeited  to  the  said  Normal  School  by  said  purchaser 
or  his  assigns^  that  then,  and  in  that  case,  said  bounden  party  make  good 
to  said  Normal  School  any  and  all  loss  of  whatsoever  kind  the  said  Normal 
School  may  have  sustained  by  reason  of  said  forfeiture.  Upon  the  exe- 
cuting and  delivery  of  said  bond  to  the  satisfaction  of  this  committee,  the 
said  Van  K  Holmes  may  make  contracts  separate  for  each  section  or  legal 
subdivisions  thereof  not  less  than  a  quarter,  if  the  purchaser  so  desires ; 
and  this  is  his  authority  to  do  the  same.

TESTIMONY   OF   GEORGE  BTORCH. 

Q.  ( By  Mr.  Clogston :)  Where  do  you  reside,  Mr.  Storch  ? 

A.  In  Atchison. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the 
State  Normal  School,  or  any  of  the  members  of  the  Board. 

A.  I  think  I  know  Dickson,  and  Sharp,  and  Thanhouser — I 
think  that  is  his  name. 

Q.  Did  you  meet  these  gentlemen,  or  any  of  them,  about  June 
last,  and  if  so,  whereabouts  did  you  meet  them  ? 

A.  I  think  it  was  on  the  10th  of  June,  at  the  Coolidge  House 
in  Emporia,  I  met  them. 

Q.  You  may  state  what  conversation  you  had  with  them  in 
reference  to  the  sale  of  Normal  School  lands  in  Mitchell  county. 

A.  I  had  learned  that  these  lands  were  for  sale  in  Mitchell 
county,  and  I  am  somewhat  in  the  land  business,  so  I  went  out  and 
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looked  at  the  lands  myself,  and  then  I  went  down  to  Emporia  to 
meet  the  Board  of  Regents.  I  understood  that  the  lands  were 
appraised  at  $5  an  acre,  but  I  also  understood  that  thej  might 
be  got  for  less  money,  and  thought  that  I  would  go  down  and 
see  what  I  could  do  with  them.  I  inquired  for  Dickson;  he 
wasn't  up  yet ;  I  got  there  on  the  night  train.  It  was  early,  and 
I  told  the  clerk  there  at  the  hotel  that  I  wanted  to  see  some  of 
the  men.  After  a  while  he  pointed  out  to  me  Thanhouser,  and 
told  me  that  was  one  of  them.  I  introduced  myself  to  him,  and 
told  him  what  I  was  after,  and  he  made  a  minute  inquiry  about 
the  land — what  they  were  worth,  and  where  they  were  located, 
and  all  about  them ;  and  when  I  got  through,  he  wanted  to  know 
what  I  would  give  for  the  land.  I  told  him  I  would  like  to  buy 
them  for  $3.50  an  acre,  but  would  give  $4,  and  asked  them  if 
they  would  sell  them  for  no  less  than  the  appraised  price.  Then 
he  commenced  on  me,  and  said  that  I  had  misrepresented  the 
matter.  He  told  me  that  he  knew  all  about  the  lands;  that  he 
lived  at  Beloit.  At  first,  I  understood  that  he  knew  nothing  at 
all  about  the  land,  or  about  the  quality  of  the  land,  and  he 
seemed  to  want  to  get  the  information  from  me,  and  I  gave  him 
as  well  as  I  could.  Of  course  I  did  not  run  the  land  down,  but 
did  not  raise  it  up  to  the  highest  price.  I  wanted  to  get  the  land 
myself;  I  went  for  that  purpose.  Then  he  flew  off,  and  said  I 
wanted  to  tell  things  that  he  knew  were  not  so.  I  told  him  the 
land  was  about  nineteen  miles  from  Beloit;  he  said  it  wasn't 
above  fifteen  miles.  He  made  them  a  great  deal  nearer,  in 
which  he  was  wrong.  He  said  the  lands  were  worth  $7  or  $8 
an  acre  quite  down  to  Newton ;  that  there  were  no  cheap  lands 
out  there.  I  was  displeased  at  the  way  he  talked  to  me,  because 
I  didn't  deserve  it.  Then  Sharp  came  in,  and  the  conversation 
came  up  again  about  it,  and  he  said  that  he  knew  me;  that  he 
knew  our  land  company,  Morehouse  &  Mills;  that  they  were  all 
friends  of  his,  and  if  they  sell  the  lands  for  that  price,  we  ought 
to  have  them. 

Q.  Did  Mr.  Sharp  tell  you  that  if  the  lands  were  sold  for  less 
than  the  appraisement,  he  would  give  your  company  or  you  a 
chance  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  he  did, 

Q.  Now  state  what  he  said. 

A.  He  said  that  he  was  aware  that  I  belonged  to  the  lano 
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company ;  though  I  did  not  go  to  buy  them  for  the  land  com- 
pany— I  wanted  to  buy  them  for  myself;  I  needed  the  land  for 
myself — but  I  told  them  so.  He  said  the  land  company  were 
all  friends  to  him,  and  that  he  was  inclined  to  let  them  have  the 
lands,  if  they  were  sold  for  less  than  the  appraised  value — $5 
an  acre — but  they  said  they  were  going  out  to  see  the  lands — 
Thanhouser  and  Sharp  together ;  that  they  would  {appoint  a 
committee  to  examine  the  lands;  and  if  they  sell  the  lands  for 
less  than  $5  an  acre,  they  would  let  me  have  them.  I  also  saw 
Van  R.  Holmes  and  Holden,  who  were  the  agents,  and  told  them 
that  if  they  were  going  to  sell  them  for  any  less  than  the  ap- 
praised price,  they  must  let  me  have  them,  and  they  said  they 
would;  and  with  that  understanding  I  left.  I  will  say  here  that 
Dickson  said  that  he  was  in  favor  of  selling  the  lands  at  $4.50 
an  acre.  The  matter  went  on  until  one  day  I  went  west  on  the 
Central  Branch.  I  went  west  on  the  train.  It  was  about  a 
-week  or  so  after,  I  would  not  be  sure,  but  it  was  shortly  after 
that,  and  who  should  be  on  the  train  but  Sharp  and  another 
gentleman,  a  good  looking  gentleman.  I  think  it  was  Omer, 
but  would  not  be  sure.  It  was  the  third  member  of  the  commit- 
tee, I  think.  That  was  in  June,  about  a  week  after  I  had  met 
them  at  the  Coolidge  House — a  few  days  after.  I  did  not  know 
that  they  were  going  west  then,  but  I  saw  them  on  the  train.  I 
talked  to  Sharp,  and  he  said  if  the  lands  were  worth  less  he 
would  tell  us,  and  he  would  give  us  the  first  chance.  They  had 
lots  of  beer  and  cigars  on  the  train,  and  carried  on  like  regular 
army  officers,  and  were  having  a  jolly  time.  I  saw  Jordan,  and 
we  had  a  talk  about  these  lands  before ;  and  he  was  very  anxious 
for  me  to  buy  them,  and  he  would  resell  them  again.  He  was 
in  the  land  business,  and  he  thought  they  were  worth  some 
money.  I  told  him  that  he  could  see  the  committee.  At  all 
events,  he  had  some  correspondence  with  the  committee,  and  he 
said  he  had  offered  them,  for  me,  $4  an  acre.  He  thought  he 
could  get  them  and  sell  them  again,  and  make  a  profit.  I  was 
to  give  him  something  for  his  services.  Then  I  heard  nothing 
about  it.  I  didn't  pay  any  attention  to  it.  That  was  the  un- 
derstanding, that  if  he  could  get  them  for  $4  an  acre,  he  would 
take  them.  He  was  in  favor  of  giving  as  much  as  $4.50  an 
acre,  but  I  told  him  that  I  would  not  take  them  at  that.  The 
land  wasn't  in  our  territory,  aud  I  wasn't  anxious  about  it. 
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Q.  Did  you  ever  have  any  word  from  Jordan,  understanding 
that  he  had  made  the  offer  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  he  told  me  that  he  had  made  an  offer  of  ft4  for 
me. 

Q.  Were  you  willing,  at  the  time  you  went  to  Emporia,  and 
at  the  time  you  met  them  on  the  train  at  Beloit,  to  pay  $4  an 
acre,  and  take  all  the  lands  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  so  made  the  offer  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  receive  a  notice  from  them  that  the  lands 
were  for  sale  since  that  time  ? 

A.  I  never  got  a  word  from  anybody. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  Paul  Jordan  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  State  whether  or  not  he  is  financially  responsible  as  a  nuu? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  should  judge  so.  He  has  some  farms.  I  should 
think  so.  I  had  some  business  with  him,  and  I  always  found 
him  responsible. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  he  is  considered  at  Beloit  as  a  re- 
sponsible man  ? 

A.  Well,  I  don't  know.  He  used  to  live  in  Atchison,  and  he 
moved  from  Atchison  to  Beloit.  I  don't  know  how  he  stands  at 
Beloit.  I  was  only  out  there  twice  in  my  life.  He  always  did 
business  with  me  in  a  way  which  made  me  regard  him  as  re- 
sponsible. Jordan  had  had  correspondence  with  Holmes  and 
Holden  about  the  land  for  me. 

Q.  At  that  time — at  the  time  you  were  in  Emporia  and  the 
time  you  met  these  gentlemen  on  the  train — did  you  consider 
the  lands  reasonably  worth  in  the  market  $4  per  acre,  taking  all 
the  lands  in  Mitchell  county  of  the  Normal  School  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  thought  so.  I  thought  I  could  make  some  money 
on  them  by  re-selling  them. 

Q.  To  what  extent  have  you  been  dealing  in  lands  during  the 
last  few  years? 

A.  We  handled  a  great  deal;  bought  at  least  175,000  acres, 
and  sold  about  50,000  acres  during  the  last  two  years.  Have 
been  dealing  in  lands  ever  since  I  came  to  Kansas — that  is,  since 
1859.  I  bought  large  portions  from  the  Santa  F6  in  Chase, 
Greenwood,  and  other  counties. 
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Q.  Allow  me  to  ask  you  one  more  question :  You  stated  in 
your  testimony  that  you  had  made  an  offer  to  the  Board  of  Re- 
gents of  84  an  acre  for  the  whole  tract  of  land,  did  you  not? 

A.-  Yes,  sir,  I  did. 

Q.  Did  the  Board  ever  notify  you  that  that  offer  was  not  ac- 
cepted? Did  the  Board  ever  notify  you  of  the  acceptance  or 
rejection  of  that  offer? 

A.  They  said  they  would  look  at  the  lands,  and  after  seeing 
the  lands,  they  would  let  me  know  what  they  would  take. 

Q.  Did  they  ever  notify  you  as  to  what  they  would  take? 

A.  I  never  heard  one  word  from  them  in  regard  to  that. 

Q.  Did  they  ever  notify  you  that  the  land  was  for  sale,  and 
that  your  offer  was  not  ack»pted?  and  were  you  prepared  to 
make  an  offer  in  any  sums  greater  than  $4  an  acre? 

A.  I  wanted  to  buy  the  lands  as  cheap  as  I  could,  but  I  would 
have  given  at  that  time  as  high  as  $4.50  an  acre.  I  had  my 
mind  made  up  to  that,  but  never  told  them  so. 

Q.  But  in  fact,  if  you  had  had  a  chance,  and  could  not  have 
bought  the  lands  for  less  than  $4.50  an  acre,  you  would  have 
given  that? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  would  have  done  so.  I  had  made  up  my  mind 
to  do  so. 

TESTIMONY   OP   WILLIAM   H.   CALDWELL. 

William  H.  Caldwell,  being  duly  sworn,  testifies  as  follows  r 

Q.  Will  you  please  state  your  name  ? 

A.  My  name  is  William  H.  Caldwell. 

Q.  What  is  your  business  in  Beloit  ? 

A.  I  am  publisher,  editor  and  proprietor  of  a  newspaper,  the 
Beloit  Cmirier, 

Q.  How  long  have  you  lived  in  Mitchell  county  ? 

A.  Nearly  seven  years. 

Q.  In  your  business  connection  with  your  patrons  and  talk 
with  them,  have  you  any  knowledge  with  reference  to  the  value 
of  lands  in  Mitchell  county  ? 

A.  I  should  have  to  answer  that  question  exactly.  From  the 
fact  that  I  havn*t  any  real  knowledge  of  land  transactions,  I 
would  say  that  I  have  some  knowledge  in  that  regard  only. 

Q.  Well,  in  your  business,  your  attention  is  frequently  called 
to  the  sales  of  land  that  took  place  in  the  county  of  Mitchell  ? 

A.  Quite  frequently;  yes,  sir. 
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Q.  Have  you  ever  had  your  attention  caUed  to  the  sale  of 
Normal  School  lands  in  the  county  of  Mitchell  ? 

A.  I  have. 

Q.  Well,  you  might  state  to  the  committee  how  your  attention 
was  called  the  matter  ? 

A.  Well,  do  you  want  me  to  make  a  full  statement  as  to  just 
how  I  happened  to  be  interested,  I  might  say,  in  this  matter 
at  all? 

Q.  Yes,  sir;  how  your  attention  was  called  to  the  sale  of  the 
Normal  School  lands  in  Mitchell  county  ? 

A.  From  the  fact  that  I  am  publishing  a  Republican  news- 
paper, I  have  noticed  that  the  policy,  as  indicated  by  the  Demo- 
cratic party  through  their  resolutions  and  platforms,  is  against 
the  sale  of  large  tracts  of  lands  to  any  particular  individuals  or 
syndicates ;  and  as  soon  as  I  learned  of  this  sale,  it  occurred  to 
me  that  it  was  in  direct  conflict  with  the  professions  of  our  Dem- 
ocratic friends,  of  whom  I  know  that  there  was  a  majority  on 
the  Board  of  Regents.  I  accordingly  called  on  the  Sheriff  of 
our  county,  Mr.  McGrath,  and  asked  him  if  he  knew  anything 
about  that  transaction.  He  told  me  that  he  did.  I  questioned 
him  very  closely,  and  at  the  time  that  I  questioned  him  I  was 
sitting  at  my  desk,  and  wrote  down  his  replies  almost  verhotm, 
I  have  got  that  with  me  now,  and  if  the  committee  will  allow 
me — well,  this  was  simply  to  show  the  committee  as  to  how  I 
got  any  information  in  relation  to  it. 

Q.  Well,  you  are  more  or  less  acquainted  with  the  locality  in 
which  these  lands  are  situated  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  have  seen  the  lands — that  is,  some  of  them,  not 
all. 

Q.  You  have  not  made  a  personal  examination  of  the  entire 
tract  of  land  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  have  not. 

Q.  Now,  in  your  judgment,  what  would  that  tract  of  land  be 
worth  per  acre,  considering  the  value  of  other  lands  in  Mitchell 
county  at  the  time  of  the  sale,  which  was  in  July  last,  1884? 

A.  Well,  Mr.  Young,  what  is  the  purport  of  that  question? 
Do  you  mean  to  ask  the  value  by  the  single  acre  ? 

Q.  No,  sir,  just  as  the  sale  was  made;  what  would  that  tract 
of  land  be  worth  per  acre,  sold  upon  the  same  terms  and  condi- 
tions, in  your  judgment? 
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A.  I  should  think  that  the  lands  would  be  well  worth  $5  an 
acre.  In  making  that  answer,  however,  I  want  it  understood 
that  that  means  all  the  land. 

Q.  Well,  I  mean  the  entire  tract,  good  or  bad  ? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Now,  if  that  had  been  sold  out  in  parcels,  in  your  judg- 
ment what  would  the  best  land  have  brought?  What  would  it 
be  worth,  if  sold  by  quarters  or  sections  ? 

A.  If  sold  by  quarters  or  sections,  the  best  of  that  land  should 
have  brought  from  S8  to  $10  an  acre. 

Q.  And  in  your  judgment  the  poorest  class  of  that  land  would 
be  worth  how  much? 

A.  On  the  school  terms  you  are  asking  me  the  question,  I 
suppose? 
Q.  Yes,  sir. 

A.  The  poorest  ought  to  bring  $3.26  to  $3.50  an  acre. 
Q.  In  your  judgment  could  the  land  have  been  sold  out  in 
small  parcels  at  that  time  for  this  price?    Do  you  think  parties 
could  have  been  found  who  would  have  been  likely  to  have 
bought  these  lands? 

A,  I  think  I  have  heard  gentlemen  say  that  they  would  have 
bought  land  there — that  they  would  have  bought  the  entire 
tract  if  it  had  been  subdivided  so  that  they  could  get  it.  To 
my  knowledge  there  were  quite  a  number  of  men  who  wanted 
land  in  that  tract  before  the  sale  was  ever  made. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Clogston:)  How  much  of  this  land  do  you  per- 
sonally know — of  the  7,000  acres  that  were  sold? 
A.  I  could  not  answer  that  question  definitely. 
Q.  Well,  about  how  much?    What  proportion? 
A.  I  would  not  like  to  answer  that  question,  giving  any  def- 
inite answer,  from  the  fact  that  I  have  simply  passed  over  the 
land  on  the  public  highway,  and  never  had  my  attention  called 
to  the  land  since  the  sale. 

Q.  In  other  words,  you  have  never  made  any  examination  of 
the  land  since  the  sale? 
A.  No,  sir,  never. 

Q.  (  By  Senator  Young :)  State  to  this  committee  if  you  know 
anything  about  the  business  qualifications  of  Mr.  Paul  Jordan, 
of  Beloit,  Mitchell  county,  Kansas.  If  so,  state  what  you  know 
about  it — whether  it  is  good  or  bad? 
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A.  It  is  first  class.  I  would  expect  that  if  Paul  Jordan  prom- 
ised to  do  anything  in  his  line  of  business,  he  would  fulfill  it  to 
the  letter.     Just  that  I  would  expect  that  the  sun  would  rise. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  known  Paul  Jordan? 

A.  For  nearly  seven  years — the  whole  length  of  time  I  have 
been  there. 

Q.  You  have  had  numerous  transactions  with  him? 

A.  Every  day,  nearly. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Lawrence:)  What  is  his  financial  standing? 

A.  I  don't  know  that  I  can  answer  that  question  definitely. 
He  has  some  considerable  property  in  the  city,  and  has  been  do- 
ing a  good  business.  I  do  know,  as  I  remarked  before,  that  if 
he  said  or  promised  to  do  anything  in  the  way  of  a  money  tran- 
saction I  would  expect  it  to  be  fulfilled ;  I  would  rely  upon  it; 
and  in  answering  that  question  in  that  way,  I  would  not  gay  that 
I  know  anything  of  his  financial  ability. 

Q.  You  have  never  heard  of  his  financial  ability  being  ques- 
tioned, or  being  brought  into  question  ? 

A.  Never,  sir;  never. 

Q.  (By  Senator  Humphrey:)  What  opportunity,  if  any,  wbs 
given  to  parties  in  Mitchell  county  to  purchase  these  lands  at  or 
about  the  time  of  the  sale — about  the  last  of  July?  In  other 
words,  was  it  understood  that  the  lands  were  for  sale;  and  if 
bids  were  solicited,  it  very  evidently  was? 

A.  Well,  I  don't  know  how  to  answer  that  question,  unless  I 
was  an  applicant  for  these  lands. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  the  Board  advertised  the  lands  in 
any  way? 

A.  No,  sir,  they  did  not.  I  will  supplement  that  by  saying 
that  it  was  a  surprise  to  everybody  when  it  was  discovered  that 
the  lands  were  sold. 

Q.  Is  there  any  statement  that  you  desire  to  make  volunta- 
rily? If  so,  you  can  do  so  without  any  questions — anything 
that  is  material. 

A.  Well,  I  don't  think  of  anything  just  How. 

TESTIMONY   OF   A.    D.   MOON. 

A.  D.  Moon,  being  duly  sworn,  testifies  as  follows: 
Q.  State  to  the  committee,  Mr.  Moon,  where  you  live. 
A.  Beloit,  Mitchell  county,  Kansas. 
Q.  How  long  have  you  been  a  resident  of  Mitchell  county- 
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A.  I  have  resided  in  Mitchell  county  fourteen  years.  I  am 
one  of  the  earliest  settlers  there. 

Q.  State  to  the  committee  whether  or  not  you  hold  any  offi- 
cial position  there. 

A.  I  am  County  Surveyor. 

Q.  Any  other  business? 

A.  I  am  dealing  in  real  estate,  and  loaning  money  some? 

Q.  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  the  Normal  School  lands 
located  in  Mitchell  county? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  am  quite  familiar  with  the  lands  in  the  county. 
Have  rode  over  the  county  for  seven  years.  This  is  the  fourth 
time  I  have  been  County  Surveyor. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  the  tract  of  Normal  School  lands, 
and  have  been  over  them  more  or  less? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  nearly — perhaps  hardly  three  months  in  the  year 
passed  that  I  did  not  have  occasion  to  go  over  that  part  of  the 
county,  and  saw  the  lands.  I  tave  walked  over  nearly  the  en- 
tire tract  of  land,  I  suppose. 

Q.  You  are  dealing  in  real  estate  yourself,  I  believe. 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  have  some  knowledge  with  reference  to  the  value  of 
real  estate  in  Mitchell  county? 

A.  Well,  I  am  familiar  with  the  transfers  they  make  there. 
I  keep  an  abstract  of  titles. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Clogston:)  How  much  of  this  tract  of  land  in 
Mitchell  county  are  ferm  lands,  if  any,  susceptible  of  cultiva- 
tion? 

A.  Well,  really  I  think  that  from  one-half  to  three-fourths  is 
susceptible  of  cultivation. 

Q.  Reference  is  now  made  to  this  body  of  land  sold  last  July. 

A.  I  have  reference  to  that. 

Q.  What  would  be  a  reasonable  market  value,  say  July,  laat 
year,  of  that  portion  of  the  land  susceptible  of  cultivation? 

A.  I  don't  know  how  I  could  estimate  on  that  from  this  fact: 
What  I  mean  by  the  land  susceptible  of  cultivation  is  mixed 
with  the  other,  and  perhaps  there  is  no  quarter-section  there  that 
is  what  I  would  call  smooth  enough  to  plow,  that  is,  the  entire 
quarter-section.  I  mean  in  acres,  the  land  susceptible  of  culti- 
vation is  from  one-half  to  three-quarters,  I  guess. 

Q.  What  would  be  the  reasonable  market  value  of  lands  of 
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that  character  in  that  vicinity,  that  are  susceptible  of  cultiva- 
tion? 

A.  I  can't  exactly  answer  that  question  so  as  to  be  intelligi- 
ble. There  are  very  few  quarter  sections  of  land  that  you  can 
cultivate  entirely. 

Q.  What  is  land  worth  that  is  susceptible  of  cultivation  in 
that  vicinity,  at  that  time  ? 

A.  Well,  I  don't  see  any  material  difference  in  the  value  of 
the  lands  there.  I  think  the  land  for  stock  purposes  is  worth  as 
much  as  the  land  for  cultivation,  any  way. 

Q.  Well,  what  is  your  judgment  as  to  the  value  of  these  lands 
in  July  last,  considering  the  whole  tract,  whatever  it  is  adapted 
to,  whether  for  farming  or  for  grazing  purposes  ? 

A.  Well,  I  think  that  land  as  an  entire  tract — some  wouJd 
sell  for  more  and  some  for  less — ought  to  bring,  even  then,  $4.50 
to  $5  an  acre.     Some  of  it  would  bring  much  more. 

Q.  What  were  the  sections  of  Jand  worth  at  that  time? 

A.  Some  sections  were  worth  $7  an  acre. 

Q.  How  much  land,  in  your  judgment,  by  the  acre,  was  worth 
$7  an  acre  ? 

A.  I  think  four  sections,  at  least. 

Q.  Now,  state  to  the  committee,  if  you  have  any  knowledge 
with  reference  to  any  transactions — 

Q.  (By  Senator  Young : )  Well,  wait  until  I  aak  him  one  more 
question:  What  would  the  poorest  of  that  land  be  worth? 

A.  I  made  an  offer  on  six  quarters,  from  the  foct  that  I  con- 
sidered they  were  not  lands  in  solid  sections.  I  considered  such 
land  in  sold  sections  worth  more.  I  thought  I  could  buy  three 
in  a  section,  and  buy  out  the  fourth  quarter  from  any  other  per- 
son, and  make  them  in  solid  sections.  I  thought  I  could  bur 
out  two  more  sections,  and  make  them  solid  sections.  I  made  an 
offer  at  one  time  of  $3.50  an  acre,  for  what  I  thought  they  were 
worth. 

Q.  Well,  were  they  reasonably  worth  that,  last  July  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  just  as  soon  as  I  thought  they  were  in  shape  so 
that  I  could  buy  them.  There  were  six  quarter-sections  at  t^-^^ 
and  in  my  judgment  the  other  four  sections  might  have  been  si>W 
for  $7  an  acre. 

Q.  Then,  in  your  judgment,  based  upon  this  knowledge,  you 
say  that  the  poorest  of  that  land  would  be  worth  $3.50  an  acre. 
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A.  I  would  be  satisfied  at  that  time  to  pay  that  for  it,  and 
actually  ofiered  that  amount.  In  making  my  estimate  on  the 
cheaper  quarters,  I  didn't  consider  them  as  valuable  nearly,  be- 
cause they  were  not  in  solid  sectional  forms.  Solid  sections  cost 
more,  and  are  more  valuable.  I  thought,  however,  I  would  buy 
in  that  way,  because  I  could  get  two  or  three  sections  elsewhere, 
and  put  settlers  on  them  all. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  the  time  a  part  of  the  Board  of  Begents 
made  a  visit  to  these  lands  in  June  last? 

A.  I  think  I  do,  though  I  don't  remember  to  have  had  my 
attention  called  to  it  particularly. 

Q.  What  effort  do  you  know  of  their  trying  to  sell  these  lands 
while  at  Beloit? 

A.  I  am  not  aware  of  any. 

Q.  Was  it  generally  understood  by  people  up  there  that  the 
lands  were  for  sale? 

A.  At  that  appraisement  it  was  generally  understood  that  the 
lands  were  for  sale.  I  was  watching  the  lands  myself,  and  didn't 
know  that  there  was  any  change  from  the  old  appraisement. 

Q.  There  was  no  notice  given  of  the  change? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  didn't  know ;  I  saw  the  parties  there,  but  never 
heard  anything  of  the  change  in  the  appraisement.  In  fact,  we 
are  likely  to  hear  of  land  trades  very  promptly. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  of  the  business  reputation  of  Paul 
Jordan,  of  Beloit? 

A.  Well,  Jordan  is  quite  a  prominent  land-dealer  there;  in 
fact,  he  is  nearly  a  leading  land-dealer  there. 

Q.  You  know  nothing  against  his  business  reputation  there, 
do  you? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  been  knowing  Jordan  there? 

A.  Well,  I  think  perhaps  eight  years.  I  think  he  was  there 
about  eight  years — it  may  be  six — I  don't  know  exactly. 

Q.  What  is  his  standing  there  in  a  financial  point  of  view  — 
his  business  integrity? 

A.  Good,  as  far  as  I  know.  He  is  dealing  a  good  deal  in  real 
estate,  and  contract,  and  deeds. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  other  parties  making  offers  for  these 
lands? 

A.  Well,  the  parties  that  were  negotiating  with  me  also  nego- 
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tiated  with  Magrath  about  the  lands.  He  came  over  from  New 
York  State  with  me.  I  don't  know  of  any  other  propositions  or 
negotiations  personally. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  the  party  that  came  with  you  making 
any  offers  for  the  lands? 

A.  I  think  he  made  propositions  with  Magrath  also. 

Q.  Am  I  to  understand  he  also  made  propositions  through 
you  for  the  land? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  this  proposition  made  by  me  was  in  his  interest 
also. 

Q.  This  offer  of  $3.50  per  acre  for  these  quaaters  was  after 
the  sale  to  Cross? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  I  made  this  offer  to  Cross's  agent. 

Q.  What  reply  did  they  make  to  the  offer? 

A.  I  first  asked  him  how  much  he  would  take  for  these  odd 
quarters  or  any  solid  sections  of  the  land.  He  replied  to  me 
that  he  would  take,  or  that  he  expected  to  sell  the  entire  tract 
for  $6  an  acre — I  am  not  positive  whether  it  was  $6  or  $6.50 
now. 

Q.  For  the  entire  tract? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  I  sent  this  correspondence  to  my  friend  in  New 
York  State. 

Q.  When  was  that? 

A.  Probably  in  the  fore  part  of  September.  He  said  that  he 
did'nt  propose  at  present  to  subdivide  it  at  all,  and  would  not 
make  any  proposition  on  any  subdivision. 

Q.  Well,  your  offer  of  $3.50  an  acre  was  made  afterwards? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  It  was  made  on  the  speculative  basis  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  expected  that  you  could  make  some  profits  on  it  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  understand  that  these  six  quarter-sections  that 
I  made  the  proposition  of  $3.50  on,  were — 

(i.  What  effort  did  the  board  make  by  advertising  to  sell  the 
lands  to  the  parties  there  ? 

A.  They  had  an  agent  there  in  that  county  that  had  the  old 
ai)j)raisoment  list  simply,  so  far  as  I  know;  I  know  of  no  other 
price  or  advertisement  whatever.     He  had  their  old  price-list 

(i-  Was  he  authorized  to  sell  it,  excepting  under  the  old  ap- 
praisement? 
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A.  No,  sir;  I  dont  think  he  was.  It  wasn't  known  that  it  was 
offered  in  the  market,  except  by  the  old  appraisement.  It  wasn't 
known  that  it  was  offered  at  the  rates  it  was  sold  at. 

Q.  Where  were  these  lands  that  you  offered  $3.50  an  acre  for 
located. 

A.  East  half  of  sec.  5 ;  southwest  quarter  of  sec.  4;  west  half 
and  southeast  quarter  of  11.  That  is  the  six  quarters  that  I 
made  an  offer  on. 

Q.  What  was  the  character  of  these  quarters — these  six  quar- 
ters that  you  speak  of? 

A.  They  are  rough  lands,  without  any  water  upon  them,  I 
think. 

Q.  How  do  they  compare  with  the  remainder  of  the  lands  ? 

A.  I  think  they  are  about  the  lowest  values  of  lands  in  the 
tract.     Four  sections,  I  think,  would  be  worth  $7  per  acre. 

Q.  Where  were  these  four  sections? 

A.  I  think  that  I  would  pick  out  9, 10,  21,  and  24.  There 
are  22  and  23  that  are  very  good  sections,  but  I  should  say  9, 
10,  21  and  24  are  probably  the  best 

Q.  And  the  value  you  put  on  these  seven  sections  was  $7  an 
ttcre,  you  say? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Lawrence:)  What  are  sections  22  and  23  worth 
— what  is  your  judgment  of  the  value  of  these?  I  think  we 
ought  to  have  that. 

A.  Well,  I  think  they  ought  to  be  worth  $6  an  acre.  I  would 
take  $1  an  acre  of  those  that  w^ere  not  in  solid  sections.  In 
other  words,  I  would  give  a  dollar  more  for  lands  when  they 
come  in  solid  sectional  forms.  It  is  when  they  are  detached 
that  they  were  not  worth  so  much.  The  reason  of  that  is,  the 
lands  were  all  taken  in  quarter  sections,  and  it  was  very  difficult 
to  get  lands  in  solid  sections.  In  fact,  I  had  an  order  to  buy 
any  two  solid  sections  in  a  tract. 

Q.  At  what  price? 

A.  At  $5  an  acre.  I  considered  the  water  fairly  good  in  two 
sections. 

Q.  On  the  same  terms  as  to  payment  or  forfeiture  that  they 
were  sold  on  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  on  even  cash.     Of  course  I  didn't  make  this  prop- 
66 
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osition  to  Cross,  because  I  had  no  inducements.  He  said  he 
would  not  subdivide  it. 

Q.  You  were  prepared  to  buy  any  two  of  these  sections,  had 
the  Board  of  Regents  given  you  the  opportunity  ? 

A.  Yes  sir,  I  was  at  that  time,  but  it  was  after  the  Board  ot 
Regents  had  made  the  sale. 

Q.  What  is  the  value  of  lands  in  Mitchell  county  generally, 
that  is,  the  price  of  lands  compared  with  the  price  two  yeare 
ago? 

Q.  Do  you  mean  at  this  time,  or  the  time  the  land  was  sold  t 

A.  At  the  time  this  land  was  sold,  and  the  spring  of  '82. 

Q.  You  know  the  price,  compared  with  the  two  years  pre- 
vious? 

A.  It  was  worth  more  than  two  years  previous. 

Q.  Well,  about  what  per  cent  ? 

A.  I  think  safely  from  twenty-five  to  fifty  per  cent.  more. 

Q.  You  can  state  generally  what  kind  of  county  Mitchell 
county  is  as  to  population,  railroad  facilities,  and  other  respects? 

A.  The  population,  I  think,  is  13,000. 

Q.  Well,  it  is  a  good  and  fair  county  generally? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  as  compared  with  the  other  counties  of  the  State 
that  I  have  been  over.  It  is  fully  as  smooth  as  the  others.  It 
is  very  well  watered  by  creeks  and  rivers. 

Q.  What  railroad  facilities  has  it  ? 

A.  Two — the  Central  Branch  and  the  Solomon  Valley. 

Q.  How  far  is  this  land  situated  from  any  railroad  ? 

A.  The  nearest  portion  of  this  land  is  situated  fourteen  miles 
from  Beloit,  the  county  seat.  The  nearest  station  is  twelve  or 
thirteen  miles,  but  Beloit  is  the  nearest  shipping  point. 

Q.  How  is  the  land  surrounding  this  land,  as  to  being  settled 
by  settlers  ? 

A.  Well,  it  is  well  settled.  There  may  be  one  or  two  vacant 
quarters  in  the  county,  but  they  are  not  worth  looking  after. 

Q.  How  long  has  it  been  since  that  land  has  been  taken  up  in 
that  way  surrounding  this  land  ? 

A.  I  think  all  lands  that  were  desirable,  with  very  few  excep- 
tions, have  been  taken  in  the  county  for  about  ten  years, 

Q.  Was  it  generally  known  up  in  Mitchell  county  that  the 
Board  was  making  efforts  to  sell  these  lands — this  body  of  land 
— at  a  reduced  price  from  the  old  appraisement? 
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A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  After  the  sale  had  been  made  to  Cross  for  $3.50  per  acre^ 
and  that  fitct  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  the  people  of  Mitchell 
county,  what  was  the  expression  or  judgment  of  the  business 
men  of  that  county  as  to  its  being  a  fair  sale  or  otherwise  ? 

A.  It  was  generally  a  surprise  to  the  people  there ;  and  many 
of  us  would  have  liked  to  have  got  the  lands  at  those  figures, 
perhaps  at  a  little  better  price. 

TESTIMONY  OF   FRANK   MAGRATH. 

Frank  Magrath,  being  duly  sworn,  testifies  as  follows : 

Q.  You  may  state  your  name  to  the  committee. 

A.  Frank  Magrath. 

Q.  Your  residence? 

A.  Mitchell  county,  Kansas. . 

Q.  Any  official  position  do  you  hold,  if  so,  state  it  ? 

A.  Sheriff  of  Mitchell  county. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with — how  long  have  you  lived  in 
Mitchell  county? 

A.  Since  71. 

Q.  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  a  tract  of  land  in  Mitchell 
county  that  is  known  as  the  Normal  School  lands? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  been  over  that  tract  of  land  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  am  well  acquainted  with  it;  have  ranged  stock 
upon  it  for  ten  years. 

Q.  In  your  official  business  has  your  attention  been  brought 
to  the  appraisement  or  value  of  lands  in  Mitchell  county  ? 

A.  Somewhat,  sir,  in  the  last  years. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  the  values  of  lands  in  Mitchell 
county — reasonably  acquainted  with  them? 

A.  Well,  I  haven't  bought  myself,  but  have  sold  thirty  or 
forty  quarter-sections  in  the  county  last  year  at  sheriff's  sale. 

Q.  In  any  of  these  sales,  can  you  think  of  any  particular 
sale  that  would  be  about  the  same  grade  of  land,  about  the 
same  distance  from  town,  as  the  Normal  School  lands  ? 

A.  I  have  had  a  few  appraisements  of  some  lands  lately,  about 
the  same  distance  and  about  the  same  quality  as  the  roughest  of 
the  Normal  School  lands.  I  had  an  appraisement,  I  think, 
somewhere  between  the  10th  and  the  15th  of  January,  of  a  quar- 
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ter-section  of  land,  lying  twenty-one  miles  further  down  south, 
on  the  same  creek  that  these  Normal  School  lands  lay,  except 
further  east,  five  or  six  miles. 

Q.  Known  as  what  place? 

A.  The  Aid  Building  place.  It  was  appraised  by  two  gentle- 
men that  I  thought  ought  to  be  perfectly  well  acquainted  with  the 
values  of  the  land  there.  They  were  living  there  at  that  time. 
They  appraised  the  land  at  $1,200,  without  but  very  little  improve- 
ments upon  it.  There  was  a  little  breaking  upon  the  land.  The 
lowest  price  that  I  know  lands  sold  for  was  land  on  the  Salt 
Creek  township — belonging  to  Moore — lying  right  on  the  bluff. 
The  roughest  land  was  sold  for  $380,  in  foreclosure,  and  the 
other  piece — at  the  same  distance  from  Beloit,  would  compare 
favorably  with  the  Normal  School  lands — as  I  understood,  one- 
half  for  $1,500. 

Q.  Without  any  improvements  on  them? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Clogston : )  What,  in  your  judgment,  could  these 
Normal  School  lands  be  sold  for  at  a  forced  sale  as  upon  execu- 
tion in  Mitchell  county,  if  subdivided  and  sold  out  at  forced  sale 
on  execution,  taking  an  average  ? 

A.  Well,  you  see  that  is  something  beyond  my  personal  knowl- 
edge, for  I  have  never  had  the  experience  in  offering  such  a  tract 
of  land  as  that;  but  in  my  judgment,  the  sale  of  such  a  body  of 
land  as  that,  advertised  and  brought  to  the  notice  of  land  dealers, 
under  execution,  and  having  the  reputation  that  that  land  has 
for  grazing  purposes,  subdivided  into  sections  or  two  sections, 
would  have  sold  upon  school-land  terms  for  $5  an  acre. 

Q.  Now,  allow  me  to  ask  you  one  question — 

A.  I  don't  want  you  to  understand  that  that  land  was  sold  at 
that,  or  was  appraised  at  that. 

Q.  You  say  it  was  appraised  at  $1,200? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  W^hat,  in  your  judgment,  could  the  best  of  these  Normal 
School  lands  be  sold  for,  or  what  would  it  be  worth  sold  upon 
the  same  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  it  was  sold  ? 

A.  To  have  advertised  the  land  and  brought  it  to  the  notice 
of  land  dealers,  sold  in  subdivisions,  as  I  spoke  of  before,  I  pre- 
sume there  would  not  have  been  any  difficulty  in  selecting 
quarter-sections  and  selling  it  at  $8,  or  sections  and  selling  it  at 
$6  an  acre. 
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Q.  Now,  to  have  advertised  it,  to  let  land  dealers  know  — well, 
as  a  matter  of  fact,  was  there  any  advertisement  for  the  sale  of 
these  lands  ? 

A.  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Q.  Have  you  had  any  conversation  with  the  Board  with  ref- 
erence to  the  purchase  of  these  lands  ? 

A.  I  corresponded  with  Mr.  Van  R.  Holmes  at  least  six  or 
eight  months  prior  to  the  sale  of  that  land,  in  regard  to  sec- 
tions 10  and  11. 

Q.  Did  you  name  them  any  definite  offers? 
A.  I  told  Thanhouser  and  wrote  him,  both,  that  I  could  se- 
cure a  purchaser  for  sections  10  and  11,  at  $5  an  acre.  I  wrote 
Van  R.  Holmes  the  same.  The  reply  that  I  got  from  Van  R. 
Holmes — the  first  letter  that  I  wrote  was  in  September  a  year 
ago — he  said  the  lands  were  not  in  the  market.  I  was  author- 
ized by  Harrison  ( Mr.  Moon  knows  his  responsibility  in  the 
State  of  New  York,)  to  make  that  purchase,  and  I  was  to  take 
an  interest  in  it. 
Q.  On  what  terras  ? 

A.  He  said  as  far  as  he  was  concerned,  he  would  just  as  soon 
pay  cash ;  that  it  would  be  better,  when  you  take  into  consider- 
ation the  interest  that  would  have  to  be  paid.  The  answer  that 
I  invariably  got  from  Thanhouser  was,  that  the  lands  were  not 
for  sale,  only  in  a  body,  and  he  didn't  want  to  sell  it  otherwise. 
The  Sergeant-at-Arms  of  the  House  bought  some  of  the  land 
( that  same  land )  a  year  ago  last  fall,  and  I  thought  it  was 
strange  some  part  of  it  could  be  bought  and  others  could  not ; 
and  I  therefore  thought  it  looked  suspicious  that  they  said  the 
land  was  to  be  sold  only  in  a  body. 

Q,  What  is  your  judgment  now  as  to  the  value  of  the  entire 
tract — say  last  July,  if  it  were  sold  on  the  same  terms  school 
lands  were  sold  ? 

A.  Well,  in  answering  that  question,  I  would  like  to  explain 

a  little;  if  the  lands  were  properly  advertised  and  subdivided — 

Q.  Well,  I  mean  the  whole  tract,  in  your  judgment?     And 

what,  in  your  judgment,  the  whole  tract  was  reasonably  worth 

— say,  last  July? 

A.  Well,  I  would  say  that  there  is  one  section  of  that  land 
that  I  was  never  over  at  all,  and  that  lay  in  Lincoln  county. 
Q.  Well,  I  am  speaking  only  of  the  lands  in  Mitchell  county. 
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Give  your  judgment  as  to  what  they  were  worth  per  acre — the 
whole  tract? 

A.  I  don't  think  there  would  be  any  difficulty  for  some  man 
that  had  the  qualification — 

Q.  Give  your  judgment  as  to  what  it  would  be  worth — the 
whole  tract  of  land  reasonably  worth ;  what  is  the  value  that 
you  would  place  upon  it,  if  you  had  to  appraise  it? 

A.  If  it  had  been  my  land,  or  I  had  been  appointed  agent  to 
sell  it,  I  could  have  sold  it  for  $5  an  acre — the  whole  tract 
under  these  terms. 

Q.  Do  you  believe  that  it  was  reasonably  worth  that  at  that 
time? 

A.  I  don't  believe  that  a  man  that  had  the  means  to  bay  it, 
would  have  paid  more  than  it  was  worth.  As  I  was  going  to  say, 
one  can  get  more.  Tracts  of  land  of  a  section  or  more  are  more 
desirable  than  a  small  tract,  from  the  fact  that  our  county  is 
homestead,  and  there  are  no  public  lands  except  these  Normal 
School  lands;  and  we  have  got  quite  a  good  many  men  in  the 
stock  business,  and  they  would  have  liked  well  to  have  got  hold 
of  that  land  for  grazing  purposes — it  would  save  them  com  and 
feed  for  the  stock.  The  land  is  more  valuable  in  a  tract  as  a 
whole,  than  subdivided  into  quarter-sections.  What  I  know  of 
the  stock  interest  in  the  county,  and  the  demand  for  such  lands, 
I  am  sure  of  that. 

TESTIMONY   OF   G.   W.    EWING. 

G.  W.  EwiNG,  being  duly  sworn,  testifies  as  follows  : 

Q.  Where  do  you  live? 

A.  I  live  in  Round  Spring  township,  Mitchell  county. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  lived  there  ? 

A.  For  about  thirteen  years,  and  in  that  township  about  eight 
years. 

Q.  How  far  do  you  live  from  what  is  known  as  the  Normal 
School  lands,  Mitchell  county? 

A.  Right  adjoining  the  Normal  School  lands,  on  section  % 
in  the  township. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  had  any  correspondence — are  you  ac- 
quainted with  the  tract  known  as  the  Normal  School  lands? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  am  perfectly  well  acquainted;  have  run  a  good 
deal  of  stock  over  it  for  the  last  eight  years. 
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Q.  What  proportion  of  that  tract  of  land  is  susceptible  of  cul- 
tivation, in  your  judgment? 

A.  Well,  there  would  not  be  over  half,  I  think,  would  be  sus- 
ceptible of  cultivation. 

Q.  Is  there  any  living  water  upon  it? 
A.  Yes,  sir,  two  creeks  rA  through  the  land. 
Q.  The  part  that  is  not  susceptible  of  cultivation,  you  define 
as  grazing  land? 

A.  Well,  that  is  fair  grazing  land.  The  first  is  cut  up  with 
draws  running  into  these  creeks.  There  is  very  good  land  on 
the  divide.  Almost  ail  of  it,  however,  is  very  good  grazing 
lands. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  had  any  correspondence  with  any  members 
of  the  Board  of  Regents,  or  their  agent,  with  reference  to  the 
sale  of  any  portion  of  these  lands? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  had  some  correspondence  with  Dickson,  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Board. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  in  your  correspondence  make  any  offers  to 
him? 

A.  I  made  two  different  offers.     The  first  offer  was  on  section 
21,  separate  from  the  balance. 
Q.  When  was  that  ? 

A.  I  think  in  April,  as  near  as  I  can  remember — April  last. 
Q.  State  to  the  committee  what  offer  you  made  ? 
A.  $2,500  for  the  section,  or  $4  an  acre. 
Q.  What  reply  did  he  make  to  this  ? 

A.  The  first  reply  he  made  was  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of 
my  letter,  and  that  he  would  put  the  matter  before  the  Board; 
that  Thanhouser  was  there.     The  next  day  I  received  a  letter 
from  him  that  my  proposition  was  laid  before  the  Board,  and  re- 
jected.    Then  I  wrote  him  a  letter  on  the  last  of  May  or  the  first 
of  June.     Then  I  made  him  an  offer  on  the  south  tier  of  sections 
— 21,  22,  23,  and  three-fourths  of  section  24. 
Q.  What  offer  did  you  make  him  ? 
A.  I  made  him  an  offer  of  $4  an  acre  for  these  sections. 
Q.  What  reply  did  he  make  ? 

A.  He  said  the  next  week  there  would  be  a  committee  of  the 
Board  to  examine  these  lands,  and  he  thought  that  I  could  make 
the  dicker  with  this  committee. 

Q.  Did  you  have  any  knowledge  of  these  men  examining 
these  lands? 
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A.  Well,  immediately  on  my  return  I  found  when  I  got  to 
Beloit  they  had  returned  from  Beloit  to  their  homes  on  the  same 
day  I  had  received  the  letter  from  the  Secretary. 

Q.  You  cannot  state  whether  they  visited  the  lands,  or  not  ? 

A.  I  cannot ;  I  never  heard  any  person  in  the  vicinity  say  that 
they  visited  the  land  at  all.  • 

Q.  They  never  made  any  further  reply  to  your  offer  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  never. 

Q.  These  sections,  21,  22,  23,  and  three-fourths  of  section  24^ 
how  does  that  compare  with  the  remaining  portion  of  the  land? 

A.  I  think  just  about  an  average. 

Q.  You  made  this  offer  of  four  dollars  an  acre  with  the  ex- 
pectation that  it  would  be  a  bargain  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  wanted  it  for  grazing  purposes.  I  expected  to 
use  it  for  myself,  and  let  another  party  use  the  other  half;  but 
if  the  other  party  had  refused  to  take  the  other  half,  I  would 
have  taken  the  whole  of  it  myself. 

Q.  You  wanted  to  use  the  land  for  grazing  purpo8es,'you  say? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  is  your  business  ? 

A.  Grazing  stock.  And  I  have  been  raising  on  these  lands 
for  the  past  eight  years. 

Q.  You  never  received  any  notice  from  any  member  of  the 
Board  of  Regents  or  their  agent  that  they  desired  to  sell  these 
lands,  any  time  in  July  before  the  19th,  telling  you  they  wanted 
to  dispose  of  these  lands  that  were  appraised  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  never  received  any  information.  Somebody  told 
me  that  he  met  the  Board,  and  that  the  lands  would  be  sold  within 
ten  or  fifteen  days,  at  Emporia. 

Q.  Now  what  in  your  opinion  is  that  land  worth  on  the  gen- 
eral average  per  acre,  or  what  was  it  worth  at  that  time,  consid- 
ering of  course  the  terms  of  the  sale  ? 

A.  I  consider  it  was  worth  $4  an  acre.  I  wrote  to  the  com- 
mittee and  told  them  that  I  thought  I  could  find  buyers  for  it  at 
that  time.  That  was  the  amount  I  offered  for  the  south  tier  of 
sections.  I  would  have  taken  all  of  it  if  I  had  been  able.  I 
considered  the  one  tract  as  good  as  the  other,  but  the  reason  I 
wanted  the  south  tier  was  because  it  was  near  mine. 

Q.  Did  they  tell  you  that — would  that  land  have  brought 
any  more  than  $4  an  acre  if  it  had  been  advertised? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  think  so.     I  didn't  think  so  at  the  time,  but  saw 
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parties  afterward  that  said  they  would  have  given  more,  and  had 
offered  more.  I  think  if  they  had  given  notice  it  would  have 
brought  $4.50  per  acre,  the  whole  tract. 

Q.  The  whole  tract,  good  and  bad? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Humphrey:)  Were  you  ready  and  willing  to  pay 
the  amount  that  you  offered  to  pay  at  the  time? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  was  ready  and  willing  to  pay  for  it;  offered  it 
at  the  terms  upon  which  the  lands  were  sold. 

Q.  Do  you  know  Paul  Jordan? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  been  knowing  him  ? 

A.  Six  or  seven  years. 

Q.  What  is  his  reputation  as  a  business  man? 

A.  Well,  it  is  good,  as  far  as  I  know.  I  believe  it  is  gener- 
ally considered  that  he  b  reliable. 

TESTIMONY   OF   PAUL  JORDAN. 

Paul  Jordan,  being  duly  sworn,  testifies  as  follows : 

Q.  State  your  name  and  address,  Mr.  Jordan. 

A.  Paul  Jordan,  Beloit,  Kansas. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  lived  in  Beloit,  Mitchell  county, 
Kansas? 

A.  I  came  there  in  April,  1874. 

Q.  What  is  your  business  there  now? 

A.  At  the  present  time  I  am  engaged  in  the  real  estate,  loan, 
and  insurance  business. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  been  engaged  in  that  business  ? 

A.  Since  the  8th  day  of  May,  1874.  That  is  the  time  that  I 
purchased  Callender's  interest  in  the  insurance  business. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  been  in  that  business,  did  you  say  ? 

A.  Since  May  8,  1874. 

Q.  You  have  bought  and  sold  more  or  less  lands  since  that 
time  in  Mitchell  county? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  I  have  owned  nearly  700  acres  of  land  myself 
within  the  last  four  years  past. 

Q.  Are  you  somewhat  familiar  with  the  prices  of  lands  in 
Mitchell  county? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  any  acquaintance  or  knowledge  of  a  tract  of 
land  in  Mitchell  county,  known  as  the  Normal  School  lands? 
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A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  been  upon  that  tract  of  land  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  have. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  had  any  correspondence  with  any  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Regents,  or  their  State  agent,  with  ref- 
erence to  the  sale  of  any  or  all  of  that  land? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  did. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  made  them  any  offers  ?  Well,  what  cor- 
respondence or  transactions  have  you  had  with  the  Board  in  a 
general  way? 

A.  Probably  it  would  be  best  for  me  to  submit  the  correspond- 
ence to  you.  I  have  it  in  my  pocket;  it  dates  from  March, 
1884.  I  will  give  it  to  you,  as  the  correspondence  commenced 
with  me. 

[Here  the  letters  were  introduced  in  evidence,  marked  "Ex- 
hibits A,  B,  C,  and  D,"  respectively,  and  made  a  part  of  the  te&- 
timony  of  the  witness.] 

Q.  After  receiving  the  letter  dated  June  2,  1884,  marked 
"  Exhibit  C,"  what  information,  if  any,  did  you  receive,  or  what 
meeting  did  you  have  with  any  member  of  the  Board  with  refer- 
ence to  that? 

A.  The  only  conversation  I  had  with  any  of  the  Board  was 
with  Mr.  Thanhouser,  in  my  office.  I  requested  him  to  call  up 
to  my  office.  I  desired  to  see  him  with  reference  to  the  purchase 
of  the  Normal  School  lands. 

Q.  Now  give  that  conversation  you  had  with  him. 

A.  He  came  up  to  my  office  a  short  time  after,  and  I  stated  to 
him  that  I  desired  that  he  would  place  my  offer  at  $4  an  acre  for 
the  Normal  School  lands,  taking  it  in  a  body.  I  understood  it 
that  it  would  not  be  sold  in  subdivisions,  consequently  I  made 
up  my  mind  to  take  the  whole  thing ;  and  he  stated  that  he  would 
place  my  claim  before  the  Board  of  Regents. 

Q.  At  what  time  was  this  conversation  with  Thanhouser. 

A.  I  can't  just  remember  the  exact  date,  but  it  was  between 
the  25th  and  the  30th  of  June.  It  might  have  been  a  little 
later — probably  the  first  of  July. 

Q.  Was  that  the  time  the  committee  was  there  to  appraise  the 
lands? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  it  was  at  that  time. 

Q.  Now,  after  that,  what  information  did  you  have  from  the 
Board,  or  their  agent,  in  relation  to  the  oflfer. 
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A.  The  only  information  that  I  got  was  the  receipt  of  the  letter 
marked  "Exhibit  D/'  and  dated  July  3,  and  from  the  State 
agent,  stating  to  me  that  my  claim  had  been  placed  before  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board,  as  it  states. 

Q.  Well,  after  that,  did  you  learn  or  did  they  inform  you 
whether  your  offer  was  accepted  or  refused? 

A.  I  never  heard  anything  about  it  after  that  until  I  was 
reading  the  Beloit  Courier,  and  saw  that  Cross,  of  Emporia,  had 
made  the  purchase  of  the  land ;  but  I  did  not  know  upon  what 
terms — did  not  know  but  that  it  was  a  higher  bid  than  mine. 

Q.  In  your  correspondence  with  Holmes  and  Holden,  what 
offers  did  you  make  to  them  for  the  land? 

A.  I  never  made  them  any  offer,  except  as  I  stated  before. 
I  asked  Thanhouser,  who  was  in  my  office,  to  place  my  claim  at 
$4,  and  inform  the  Board  that  I  had  made  such  an  offer,  and 
place  my  claims  before  the  Board. 

Q.  At  that  time  were  you  prepared  to  complete  the  purchase, 
provided  they  had  accepted  your  offer? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  was. 

Q.  In  that  offer  did  you  include  the  offer  for  the  entire  tract 
of  land  in  one  body? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  did ;  from  a  correspondence  I  had  with  Holmes,  I 
understood  that  it  was  the  only  way  it  could  be  bought. 

Q.  And  you  knew  it  had  to  be  included  all  in  one  contract? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  you  understood,  and  the  offer  was  made  upon  that 
understanding,  that  this  land  was  to  be  taken  in  one  body  and 
included  in  one  contract? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  if  default  was  made  of  any,  it  would  be  a  forfeiture 
of  all? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  I  don't  think,  however,  there  would  be  any  chance 
to  forfeit  in  my  case.  I  didn't  do  business  in  that  way.  I  have 
bought  a  great  many  lands  in  that  manner,  and  it  never  lapsed. 

Q.  Were  you  ever  notified  by  the  Board,  or  by  any  person  for 
them,  that  you  could  have  these  lands  provided  you  gave  a  bond 
for  the  deferred  payments  of  money? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Were  you  ever  informed  that  you  would  have  to  give  a 
bond? 

A.  Never  was  so  informed. 
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Q.  Were  you  in  a  condition  that  you  could  give  a  bond,  if  it 
was  required  by  the  Board  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  waa. 

Q.  I  understand  you  to  say  that  you  were  never  notified  that 
your  bid  was  refused,  or  that  any  action  was  taken  upon  it? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  was  not. 

Q.  In  the  event  that  that  bid  had  been  rejected,  would  you 
have  made  an  increased  bid,  if  you  were  reAised  on  the  ground 
that  your  bid  was  too  small  ?  In  other  words,  if  your  bid  of  $4 
an  acre  had  been  rejected  on  the  ground  that  they  held  the  land 
higher,  would  you  have  made  a  higher  bid. 

A.  I  don't  think  I  would  have  wanted  to  make  a  bid  of  over 
S4.50  an  acre. 

Q.  You  would  have  been  willing  to  take  the  lands  at  $4.50  an 
acre  if  you  knew  that  you  could  not  have  got  them  for  less  than 
that? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  would  have  given  as  high  as  $4.50  an  acre,  be- 
cause I  think  I  could  have  come  out  whole,  but  would  not  want 
to  give  that  unless  it  was  in  the  last  extreme. 

Q.  And  even  then,  if  you  gave  that,  you  would  have  given 
it  with  the  expectation  of  making  money  in  speculation  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  think  I  could  make  something  out  of  it  at  that 
rate. 

Q.  You  would  have  bought  the  land  for  speculation  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  wanted  to  make  subdivisions  of  it  for  perma- 
nent settlers. 

Q.  How  could  that  land  be  sold  in  subdivisions,  supposing  it 
was  sold  out  in  quarter-sections  ? 

A.  Well  subdivided,  which  I  would  have  done  so  as  to  give 
water  on  each  quarter-section  or  tract,  I  could  have  made  the 
land,  of  course,  very  valuable. 

Q.  What  could  it  have  been  sold  for? 

A.  Well,  I  think  on  the  average  I  would  put  it  at  the  lowest, 
I  could  realize  not  less  than  $6  an  acre  for  the  land. 

Q.  Were  you  in  a  condition,  and  so  situated,  that  if  you  could 
have  bought  the  lands,  being  required  to  have  paid  cash  down 
for  the  entire  tract  at  $4  an  acre — could  you  have  purchased  the 
lands  under  those  conditions  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  was  ready,  if  required,  to  have  taken  the  lands  at  a 
cash  consideration? 
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A.  Yes,  sir,  at  a  cash  consideration  of  S4  an  acre;  and  I  will 
state  ^rther,  that  we  are  still  prepared  to  take  the  lands  at  $4 
per  acre,  as  I  made  my  bid,  and  pay  the  ten  per  cent,  down,  if 
the  law  requires  it,  and  give  a  bond  for  the  balance. 

TESTIMONY   OF   FRANK   J.    KELLEY. 

Frank  J.  Kelley,  being  duly  sworn,  testifies  as  follows : 

Q.  What  is  your  name? 

A.  Frank  J.  Kelley. 

Q.  Where  do  you  reside? 

A.  Cawker  City,  Mitchell  county,  Kansas. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  lived  there? 

A.  Twelve  or  thirteen  years. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  the  value  of  lands  in  Mitchell 
county  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  is  your  business  ? 

A.  I  am  an  aftorney  at  law. 

Q.  What  is  your  official  position,  if  any? 

A.  Representative  of  the  106th  Representative  District. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  the  value  of  real  estate  in  Mitchell 
county? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  am  reasonably  well  acquainted  with  it. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  the  value  of  real  estate  in  the 
southern  part  of  the  county? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  to  a  considerable  extent. 

Q.  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  a  tract  of  land  in  Mitchell 
county,  known  as  the  State  Normal  School  lands  ? 

A.  I  know  of  the  location  of  what  were  the  Normal  School 
lands,  and  something,  though  not  very  definitely,  as  to  the  char- 
acter of  the  land. 

Q.  I  will  ask  you  if  you  at  any  time  had  any  correspondence 
or  dealing  in  any  way  with  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Regents, 
or  their  agent,  in  reference  to  the  purchase  of  that  land,  or  any 
part  of  it  ? 

A.  Sometime  last  summer,  I  think  it  was  in  June,  the  Board 
of  Regents  were  in  Beloit.  I  was  formerly  acquainted  with 
Thanhouser  and  Sharp,  two  members  of  the  Board,  and  there 
for  the  first  time  met  Greorge  D.  Orner,  whom  I  understood  at 
that  time  to  be  the  other  member  of  the  Board.  Sharp,  in  a 
conversation  there  had,  and  I  think  in  answer  to  a  question  what 
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was  his  business  in  that  part  of  tbe  State,  told  me  that  thej 
came  there  to  see  about  the  Normal  School  lands,  and  that  they 
were  about  to  sell  them.  I  saw  them ;  I  think  he  showed  me  a 
plat  of  the  land.  Now  previous  to  this,  for  some  two  jears,  I 
have  been  attorney  for  the  First  National  Bank,  and  also  acted 
as  their  agent  in  several  transactions.  They  are  extensive  deal- 
ers in  stock,  and  owners  of  three  other  ranches.  In  talking 
about  these  lands  with  Sharp,  it  occurred  to  me  that  the  pur- 
chase of  the  land  would  be  just  what  my  clients,  for  whom  I 
acted,  would  like.  I  asked  Mr.  Sharp  whether  the  land  when 
offered  for  sale  would  be  sold  to  the  highest  bidder,  and  whether 
or  not  it  would  be  advertised  in  the  local  papers,  and  told  him 
in  substance  that  I  referred  to  the  Mitchell  county  papers.  I 
think  I  told  him  in  substance  that  the  parties  for  whom  I  acted 
would  like  to  get  some  of  the  land,  and  that  my  purpose  in 
carrying  on  the  conversation  so  long  was  to  have  the  opportu- 
nity of  bidding ;  and  from  him  I  obtained  the  promise  that  before 
the  land  should  be  sold  I  should  have  the  opportunity  of  filing 
a  bid  for  the  purchase,  or  in  words  to  that  effect.'  He  may  have 
used  about  this  expression,  that  when  the  land  was  sold  the 
whole  world  would  know  of  it.  The  other  members  of  the 
Board  were  not  present.  That  I  believe  to  be  about  the  sub- 
stance of  the  conversation  that  occurred  between  us  at  that  time 
about  the  land. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  make  a  proposition  about  that  land  to  the 
Board? 

A.  No,  sir,  and  was  deceived  in  not  having  an  opportunity  to 
do  so. 

Q.  Were  you  ready  to  make  a  proposition  if  you  had  had  the 
opportunity? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  the  bank  directed  me  not  to  let  the  opportunity 


Q.  If  the  Board  had  notified  you,  and  given  you  an  opportu- 
nity to  bid  upon  that  land,  what,  if  any  sum,  were  you  prepared 
to  make  an  offer  of?  And  if  so,  what  offer  were  you  prepared 
to  make  for  that  land? 

A.  Do  you  mean  per  acre? 

Q.  Yes,  sir. 

A.  Well,  I  never  received  positive  instructions  from  the  bank 
as  to  what  I  should  bid.     The  bank  didn't  settle  any  figures  to 
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me,  directing  me  to  buy  it  at  a  certain  price ;  and  in  fact,  if  the 
land  had  been  bought,  I  would  have  had  a  small  interest  in  it 
myself. 

Q.  Did  they  direct  you  to  buy  the  land  if  it  could  be  had? 
XHd  they  give  you  the  discretionary  power  to  buy  the  land  at  a 
reasonable  figure? 

A.  I  had  that  power;  but  the  only  thing  I  had  was  from  the 
director  of  the  bank,  who  told  me  to  watch  the  sale,  and  see  that 
it  wasn't  sold  at  a  price  less  than  what  we  would  give. 

Q.  Now  what  is  your  judgment — your  best  judgment — as  to 
what  amount  yourself  or  the  bank  would  iave  given — if  you 
had  had  an  opportunity — per  acre? 

A.  Well,  I  think  we  would  not  have  let  any  other  purchaser 
have  it,  unless  they  bid  more  than  $4  an  acre  for  the  whole  body 
— taking  it  in  one  sale.  We  only  wanted  it  in  that  way.  We 
would  have  given  more  for  the  land  in  one  whole  body  than  we 
would  have  given  for  the  lands  in  subdivisions  or  separate 
tracts. 

Q.  You  would  have  bought  on  the  theory  that  it  was  a  good 
bargain  for  you  to  get  the  land  in  a  body? 

A.  It  might  not  be  correct  to  say  that,  because  we  would  have 
gone  and  examined  the  land,  so  that  we  could  get  the  exact 
value  of  the  land;  but  my  present  opinion,  from  knowing  the 
land  myself,  is  that  we  would  have  done  as  I  say ;  but  I  don't 
say  positively  about  it,  that  we  would  have  taken  the  land  if  it 
was  offered  to  us  at  that  price,  but  that  is  my  opinion  now. 

Q.  How  much  per  acre,  considering  the  price  of  land  now,  or 
in  July  last,  would  it  be  worth  per  acre? 

A.  My  opinion  is,  that  the  land  was  worth  $4  an  acre,  and  I  say 
that  with  a  view — well,  at  the  very  lowest  figures.  No  lands 
that  I,  or  these  parties  whom  I  represented,  handled,  were  gen- 
erally low-priced  lands.  It  would  be  proper  for  me  to  say  here, 
that  the  estimate  I  placed  on  these  lands  might  be  increased  or 
slightly  lowered  upon  a  careful  examination  of  the  tract. 

Q.  Did  they  proclaim  to  the  world  the  sale? 

A.  He  didn't  let  me  know. 

Q.  You  have  no  knowledge  that  the  land  was — 

A.  Well,  it  was  the  understanding  between  himself  and  me^ 
that  before  the  land  was  sold  I  should  have  an  opportunity  to 
purchase,  and  he  may  have  forgotten  it;  but  at  all  events,  he 
never  notified  me  of  it. 
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TESTIMONY   OF  CHARLES   A.   NOKTON. 

Charles  A.  Norton,  being  duly  sworn,  testifies  as  follows: 

Q.  Give  your  name  and  address  to  the  committee. 

A.  Charles  A.  Norton;  I  live  at  Beloit,  Mitchell  count}% 
Kansas. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  lived  in  Mitchell  county? 

A.  About  seven  years;  between  six  and  seven  years. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  relative  to  a  tract  of  land  situated 
in  Mitchell  county,  known  as  the  Normal  School  lands? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Have  you  ever  got  any  of  the  land? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  bought  two  quarters  of  it. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  offer  to  sell  that  land  at  any  time? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  make  an  offer  to  any  person,  that  if  certain  sec- 
tions could  be  sold,  you  would  let  yours  go  in  at  a  certain  price? 

A.  How  is  that  ? 

Q.  That  if  certain  sections  at  or  adjoining  yours  could  be  sold, 
you  would  let  yours  go  in  at  a  certain  price? 

A.  I  haven't  any  recollection  of  having  made  that  proposition 
to  anybody.  I  don't  recollect  of  anybody  trying  to  buy  mine. 
I  have  heard  of  somebody  offering  to  take  the  land  off  my  hands 
for  what  I  gave  for  it. 

Q.  When  did  you  buy  this  land  ? 

A.  Two  years  ago,  I  think;  I  am  not  sure.  I  had  it  a  year  or 
two,  any  way — a  year  and  a  half — about  two  years. 

Q.  With  whom  did  you  deal  with  reference  to  the  purchase? 

A.  I  bought  it  from  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  Normal 
School. 

Q.  What  particular  member  of  the  Board  did  you  have  the 
negotiations  with? 

A.  Paul  Starch,  the  agent  of  the  Board — Holmes,  the  agent 
down  at  Emporia. 

Q.  What  did  you  pay  for  that  land  ? 

A.  $3  an  acre. 

Q.  You  think  that  was  some  two  years  ago  you  bought  ? 

A.  Well,  one  and  a  half  years  to  two  years. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  the  Board  of  Regents  being  at  Beloit, 
or  part  of  them,  sometime  in  July  last  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 
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Q.  Did  you  meet  with  the  Board  that  time? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  I  went  with  the  Board  when  they  went  out  to  see 
the  lands.     I  rode  in  a  carriage  with  them. 

Q.  What  inspection  of  the  land  did  they  make  at  that  time  ? 

A.  I  have  been  out  there  hundreds  of  times,  but  my  head  is 
tamed  around.  We  came  around  the  creek  on  one  side,  then 
went  down  on  the  other  side — 

Q.  What  members  of  the  Board  were  there  at  that  time  ? 

A.  Thanhouser,  Sharp,  and  Omer. 

Q.  What  time  was  that,  what  time  did  they  spend  in  the  in- 
spection ? 

A.  They  came  there  the  night  before  we  started.  We  started 
out  in  the  morning,  and  got  back  in  the  afternoon.  We  got  back 
in  the  afternoon  in  time  to  take  the  train.  It  goes  about  four 
or  five  o'clock  in  the  aft;emoon.    It  is'a  mixed  train. 

Q.  How  far  from  Beloit  is  this  land  situated  ? 

A.  The  nearest  point  of  the  land  from  Beloit  is  about  thirteen 
miles. 

Q.  What  time  did  you  start  out  in  the  morning  ? 

A.  About  eight  o'clock,  I  think. 

Q.  You  don't  know  how  many  sections  of  land  you  drove 
over? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  can't  tell  you  how  many  sections.  We  were  in 
sight  of  the  surface  of  every  section  of  that  land,  except  perhaps 
two.  No  man,  I  don't  think,  has  been  over  there  more  than  I 
have,  for  the  time  I  have  been  there. 

Q.  Did  you  actually  make  a  reappraisement  of  that  land  ? 

A.  I  don't  know.  They  asked  me  to  go  out  with  them  because 
I  was  acquainted  with  the  land. 

Q.  What  did  you  understand  their  business  was  out  there  on 
that  land  ? 

A.  I  understood  it  was  that  they  were  going  to  appraise  it. 

Q.  Did  they  put  values  on  it  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  they  were  discussing  the  value  of  the  land  when 
they  came  back. 

Q.  Did  they  drive  over  it  pretty  thoroughly  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  These  men  weigh  a  large  amount,  and  I  weigh 
175  pounds;  some  of  these  lands  are  pretty  rough,  and  we  had 
to  drive  where  we  could  get  over  with  the  carriage. 

Q.  Where  did  you  stop  for  dinner  ? 
67 
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A.  At  Bill  Kittler's.  We  stopped  an  hour  and  a  half  there, 
and  got  some  good  whisky  and  good  beer,  and  had  a  good  time. 
A  pretty  jolly  set  of  fellows  we  were.    All  but  the  driver  got — 

Q.  Pretty  happy?    Don't  think  they  were  a  little  too  happy? 

A.  No,  sir,  not  one  of  them  that  I  saw.  I  drank  as  much  » 
any  of  them. 

Q.  You  were  the  driver? 

A.  Yes,  sir.    I  always  get  my  share  in  a  case  of  that  kind. 

Q.  Now,  I  want  to  ask  you  another  question :  did  they  actu- 
ally drive  over  that  land  in  the  way  that  a  set  of  men  actually 
would  in  getting  the  appraisement  or  finding  out  the  value,  the 
real  value,  of  such  lands — as  men  usually  would? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  they  got  over  the  land  as  much  as  it  was  possible 
to  be  done  and  get  back  in  the  carriage  in  time  for  the  train. 
I  took  them  myself,  and  drove  them  over  it  as  carefully  as  I 
could  to  get  back  in  time  for  the  train. 

Q.  Well,  you  drove  fourteen  miles  to  get  to  the  land? 

A.  No,  sir,  we  struck  the  land  about  thirteen  miles  from  Be- 
loit. 

Q.  You  got  back  about  four  o'clock? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  along  about  that  time. 

Q.  And  you  think  you  spent  about  one  and  a  half  houns  to 
two  hours  for  dinner? 

A.  No,  sir.  I  didn't  say  one  and  a  half  hours  to  two  hours — 
I  said  one  hour  to  one  and  a  half  hours. 

TESTIMONY  OP   FRANK  MAGRATH  (recalled,) 

Q.  You  testified  this  morning  relative  to  negotiating  the  sale 
of  two  sections  of  that  land? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Now  was  there  any  other  tract  of  land  that  was  contem- 
plated to  be  put  in  with  that  for  sale,  or  did  any  person  ofier  or 
submit  a  proposition  at  that  time  to  you? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  You  may  name  the  party  that  submitted  to  you  that  prop- 
osition. 

A.  Charles  A.  Norton. 

Q.  What  price  did  he  put  on  that  half-section  of  land  that  he 
desired  you  to  sell  with  those  two  sections?  What  did  he  au- 
thorize you  to  put  them  in  at? 

A.  $6  per  acre,  the  way  I  understood  it.     That  was  my  un- 
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derstanding.    If  I  had  submitted  the  propoeition  to  Harrison  ^ 
I  should  have  submitted  it  in  that  way. 

A.  D.  MOON  (reeaUed.) 

Q.  In  traveling  from  Beloit  to  the  Normal  School  lands, 
which  you  have  heretofore  testified  to,  what  is  the  distance  from 
the  nearest  point  from  Beloit  to  that  land  ? 

A.  From  Main  street,  you  mean  ? 

Q.  Yes,  sir. 

A.  Thirteen  and  a  half  miles. 

Q.  Now  what  distance  would  a  person  have  to  travel  in  going 
from  the  city  of  Beloit  and  traveling  over  the  Normal  School 
lands  so  as  to  be  even  in  sight  of  every  section  of  the  Normal 
School  lands? 

A.  I  could  not  well  make  a  computation  on  that — to  be  in 
sight  of  every  section. 

Q.  Well,  I  mean  to  touch  the  nearest  point  and  return? 

A.  To  touch  the  nearest  point  and  return.  The  nearest  road 
to  the  nearest  point,  then,  including  straight  lines,  so  as  to  sim- 
ply touch  each  section  even  at  the  comers,  and  return  to  Beloit^ 
is  thirty-eight  and  one-quarter  miles. 

Q.  Now  then,  you,  as  a  real  estate  agent,  in  showing  a  piece 
of  land,  what  distance  would  you  ordinarily  travel  in  going  from 
Beloit  and  showing  that  land,  or  examining  it,  and  returning? 
You  have  testified  as  to  the  nearest  point  simply  to  touch  each 
section.  In  other  words,  about  what  distance  would  you  travel 
in  showing  up  that  land  as  a  real  estate  agent,  starting  from  Be- 
loit and  returning  ? 

A.  I  don't  think  that  I  could  well  examine  it  short  of  fifty 
miles. 

Q.  That  would  not  be  a  very  thorough  examination,  either, 
would  it? 

A.  Not  very  thorough ;  no,  sir. 

Q.  What  distance  would  you  probably  travel  in  examining 
every  quarter-section  of  that  land  for  the  purpose  of  reappraise- 
ment,  or  for  the  purpose  of  sale? 

A.  I  think  sixty  miles.  Nothing  less  than  sixty  miles,  I  think, 
would  be  necessary  to  examine  each  quarter-section  thoroughly. 
Of  course  there  is  a  wide  latitude  to  the  examination  of  lauds ; 
but  to  thoroughly  examine  it  would  require  at  least  a  travel  of 
sixty  miles. 
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TESTIMONY   OF  J.   H.   CRICHTON. 

J.  H.  Crichton,  being  duly  sworn,  testifies  as  follows: 

I  am  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  State  Normal 
School,  at  Emporia ;  have  been  for  many  years,  since  the  year 

,  and  am  President  of  said  Board.     I  am  well  acquainted 

•with  the  State  Normal  School  lands  in  the  county  of  Mitchell; 

liave  been  over  them,  and  assisted  in  appraising  them  in , 

and  again  in  .     I  think  the  lands  sold  in  a  body  were 

^orth  at  that  time  S6  an  acre.     I  reside  at  Chetopa,  Kansas. 

Q.  Have  you  been  over  these  lands  since  that  time?  K  so, 
-when? 

A.  I  was  over  the  lands  again:  passed  over  them  in  1882. 

Q.  For  what  purpose  did  you  pass  over  the  lands  in  '82? 

A.  I  went  over  for  the  purpose  of  reappraising  the  lands  or 
readjusting  the  prices  we  should  sell  them  at;  for  we  had  them 
out  of  the  market  for  some  time — lands  in  Mitchell,  Saline,  and 
Lincoln,  and  all  the  lands  we  had  left. 

Q.  Do  I  understand  you  to  say  that  they  had  been  upon  the 
market  for  some  time  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  they  were  withdrawn  from  the  market. 

Q.  At  that  time,  in  Mitchell  county,  in  1882,  did  you  make 
an  appraisement  of  the  land ;  and  if  so,  did  you  make  the  ap- 
praisement of  the  lands  at  what  you  considered  they  were  worth? 

A.  As  stated,  I  visited  the  lands  that  we  had  left,  not  so  much 
to  examine  them  minutely,  as  I  had  the  first  appraisement.  We 
took  down  a  minute  description  of  the  land,  with  a  plat  of  the 
ground ;  and  in  connection  with  visiting  the  lands  at  the  time, 
where  the  lands  were  forfeited,  I  examined  to  see  if  the  lands 
were  all  clear  as  to  taxes.  I  went  over  the  lands  in  Mitchell 
oounty  in  the  spring  of  1882,  and  after  returning  home  made  an 
appraisement  of  the  lands,  what  I  thought  they  ought  to  bring, 
and  made  out  a  list  of  the  lands  that  were  then  unsold,  the  ap- 
praisement of  each  separate  tract,  and  filed  it  with  the  agent  for 
the  sale  of  the  Normal  School  lands.  Van  R.  Holmes.  These 
lands,  my  recollection  now  is,  were  placed  at  from  $5  up.  I 
think  one  or  two  tracts  were  at  $4.50  to  $7  an  acre. 

Q.  Does  that  embrace  the  tract  of  land  sold  by  the  members 
of  the  Board  to  Cross,  of  Emporia,  last  July  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  I  will  get  you  to  state,  if  you  know,  whether  lands  have

been  increased  or  diminished  in  price  since  March,  1882,  to  July 
1884,  in  Mitchell  county,  and  especially  these  lands? 

A.  That  would  be  pretty  hard  for  me  to  answer  that  question. 
I  will  give  my  reason  why  I  think  that  the  lands  were  appraised 
at  least  low  enough.  We  had  a  plenty  to  run  the  School,  and 
my  purpose  was  to  make  the  fund  as  large  as  possible,  and  in 
appraising  these  lands  I  intended  for  them  to  bring  all  the  lands 
were  worth,  and  appraised  them  then  at  what  I  thought  they 
would  sell  for.  I  was  informed  by  the  agent  that  some  landa 
were  sold  for  that.  The  Legislature  reduced  the  price  from  ten 
to  seven  per  cent,  on  deferred  payments.  Just  before  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  in  March,  as  chairman  of  the  Board,  I  in- 
structed Holmes  to  withhold  all  the  lands  then  unsold  at  that 
time. 

Q.  For  what  purpose  did  you  instruct  him  to  do  that  ? 
A.  For  the  purpose  of  selling  the  lands  at  a  better  advantage 
for  the  School.    We  had  enough  to  run  the  School  at  that  time,. 
and  thought  that  at  7  per  cent,  they  might  bring  a  larger  sum. 

Q.  Now  have  you  any  knowledge  of  the  lands  being  placed 
upon  the  market  for  sale — that  land? 

A.  No,  sir,  except  what  I  have  heard  since. 
Q.  Were  you  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board  when  these  lands 
were  again  placed  upon  the  market  for  sale? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  was  not.  I  should  perhaps  state  here,  that  a 
year  ago  I  was  at  the  May  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Regents,  in 
1884,  and  no  action  was  taken  at  that  time.  In  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Board,  in ,  the  question  came  up  as  to  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  committee  to  view  the  lands,  and  I  was  then  in- 
formed that  in  the  March  meeting  there  was  some  action  taken 
to  appoint  a  committee  to  examine  the  land.  I  didn't  take  any 
notice  of  it. 

Q.  Did  you  know  that  the  Board  had  directed  or  ordered  the 
sale  of  the  land  in  bulk  ? 
A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  When  did  you  first  know  of  the  sale  of  these  lands  in  bulk 
to  Cross? 

A.  When  I  returned  from  the  West  in  December,  I  went  into 
Van  R.  Holmes's  office,  as  my  habit  is,  to  inquire  of  lands,  to 
ask  him  what  the  condition  of  the  lands  was ;  if  they  had  been 
sold  or  not :  then  was  the  first  time  I  was  informed  of  the  sale 
of  the  lands  in  bulk. 
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Q.  Now  will  you  state,  from  your  judgment  and  knowledge 
of  these  lands,  whether  or  not  the  sale  made  to  Cross,  at  $8.50 
an  acre,  was  an  advantageous  sale,  and  made  for  the  best  inter- 
ests of  that  school,  in  your  judgment  ? 

A.  Well,  men  may  differ  as  to  judgment. 

Q.  Well,  I  am  asking  for  yours  now  ? 

A.  Well,  I  am  going  to  explain.  When  Holmes  told  me  of 
the  sale  of  the  lands,  I  was  very  much  provoked ;  in  &ct,  I 
haven't  been  so  angry  for  some  time.  I  told  him  that  I  thought 
it  was  a  bad  blunder  for  two  reasons :  first,  because  it  was  sell- 
ing the  lands  in  bulk,  which  I  thought  was  against  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  people,  and  because  I  thought  the  lands  didn't 
bring  what  they  should  have  brought;  because  the  lands  had 
been  held  out  of  the  market  for  nearly  a  year  and  a  half,  and  I 
thought  a  great  many  of  them  would  have  been  sold  on  my  ap- 
praisement. 

Q.  Now  can  you  state  what  in  your  judgment  these  lands 
could  have  been  reasonably  sold  for  at  the  time  or  near  the  time 
they  were  sold? 

A.  Well,  I  can  only  say  this  generally,  that  I  think  they  could 
have  been  sold  on  my  appraisement. 

Q.  What  was  the  average  appraisement  of  the  land  as  made 
by  you? 

A.  $5  or  $6, 1  think.     I  didn't  figure  on  it  at  all. 

Q.  And  that  is  your  judgment  now,  that  they  could  have  been 
sold  on  your  appraisement  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  that  is  my  judgment.  They  may  not  have  been 
sold  readily,  but  I  think  they  could  have  been  sold  at  that,  and 
if  I  had  the  management  again,  I  think  I  could  have  made 
more  money  out  of  the  lands. 

Q.  Was  the  School  in  '84  in  great  need  of  money,  and  was  it 
absolutely  necessary  for  these  lands  to  be  sold  for  the  purpose  of 
keeping  up  the  School,  in  your  judgment? 

A.  It  is  only  my  own  judgment  that  I  give  when  I  say  no,  as 
far  as  my  judgment  goes.  Of  course  the  members  of  the  Board 
have  the  same  right  to  pass  upon  it  as  I  have ;  and  the  reason 
is,  my  purpose  was  not  to  sell  these  lands  until  I  could  get  a 
good  figure  on  them,  because  we  had  $12,000  or  $13,000  interest 
to  go  on. 

Q.  Now  you  can  state  what  else  in  your  judgment  you  think 
will  aid  the  committee  in  respect  of  the  sale  of  these  lands. 
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A.  I  have  nothing  ^rther  to  say,  gentlemen.  Of  course  I  re- 
gret the  division  in  the  Board,  and  have  a  deep  interest  in  the 
School.  Of  course  men  may  differ  as  to  the  values  of  the  lands ; 
perhaps  this  committee  thought  it  was  all  right.  I  remember 
telling  the  committee  to  hold  the  land  until  we  could  get  a  fair 
price  for  it. 

Q.  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  the  lands  in  Kansas  for  the  two  years 
last  past  have  been  of  an  upward  tendency? 

A.  For  that  reason  I  instructed  the  agent  not  to  offer  the 
lands  for  sale  until  we  could  get  a  good  price  for  them. 
Q.  Even  at  your  appraisement? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  I  may  state  here  further,  gentlemen,  that  on  my 
Tetum  I  had  a  conversation  with  Gov.  Sharp,  who  was  President 
of  the  Board,  in  regard  to  it — that  I  was  aware  he  had  done  so; 
and  he  said  he  thought  he  had  done  what  was  right,  and  vindi- 
cated his  position — that  he  thought  he  had  done  what  was  right 
in  the  matter,  but  I  always  was  of  a  different  opinion  as  to  the 
•conduct  of  the  sale. 

Q.  I  will  get  you  to  state,  Mr.  Crichton,  if  you  had  any  con- 
versation about  the  time  of  the  purchase,  or  since,  with  Cross. 
If  so,  you  can  state  what  conversation  you  had  with  him  about  it. 
A.  I  had  a  conversation  with  Cross  the  night  after  I  had  been 
in  Holmes's  office.  He  had  heard  that  I  had  been  talking 
rather  against  this  sale,  and  came  round  to  the  hotel  where  I 
was,  and  he  started  in  to  argue  with  me  that  he  had  given  all 
the  lands  were  worth — the  full  value.  I  informed  him  that  I 
differed  with  him  very  much.  I  there  told  him  that  if  he 
thought  he  had  given  for  that  land  what  it  was  fully  worth,  of 
course  he  would  turn  it  back  to  the  Normal  School,  for  th^  sake 
of  the  School,  and  I  would  see  that  he  got  his  money  back.  I 
think  he  made  the  proposition  that  he  woMld  return  them  back 
for  fifty  cents  more  per  acre.  I  told  him  that  I  had  no  authority 
at  all  to  do  so ;  the  Board  had  made  the  sale,  and  we  had  no 
money  to  draw  on.  His  argument  was  that  he  had  paid  all  the 
lands  were  worth,  and  he  didn't  think  he  would  get  so  much  for 
them  at  a  sale.  I  told  him  that  we  would  take  the  lands  back, 
and  make  him  whole. 

(  Cross-examination.) 
Q.  (By  Gov.  Isaac  Sharp:)  You  may  state,  if  you  please, 
whether  you  did  not,  at  different  times — I  can't  say  just  when — 
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in  explanation,  state,  in  explanation  of  your  appraisement  that 
you  made  in  1882  of  the  Mitchell  county  lands,  that  you  put  it 
at  those  iGigures  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the  land  from  sell- 
ing ;  that  you  didn't  want  to  sell ;  you  wanted  to  retain  the  lands 
until  they  could  rise  to  a  higher  market  value  ? 

A.  I  don't  know  that  I  stated  it  like  that.  I  said  I  put  up 
the  land  for  the  purpose  of  securing  as  much  as  possible  out  of 
it,  and  may  have  put  them  a  little  higher  than  the  people  np 
there  think  they  were  worth.  I  said  that  the  committee  kept 
them  up  for  a  year  and  a  half.  I  will  frankly  say  that  I  have 
been  on  one  price  all  the  time. 

Q.  If  Mr.  Cross — when  he  told  you  that  he  would  take  $4  for 
the  land,  which  is  a  half-dollar  in  advance,  when  was  that?  I 
did  not  catch  what  you  said  as  to  the  time  ? 

A.  That  was  right  after  I  came  back,  in  Emporia — after  the 
conversation  I  had  with  Holmes. 

Q.  If  Cross  was  willing  to  take  a  half-dollar  in  advance  for 
that  land,  now  don't  you  think  that  shows  the  man  was  in  earnest 
when  he  said  he  had  paid  all  the  lands  were  worth  ? 

A.  Well,  he  may  have  thought  it  was  all  it  was  worth.  Cro8& 
didn't  offer  to  take  my  proposition,  that  I  would  make  him 
whole  if  he  acted  as  a  friend  of  the  School,  and  returned  these 
lands. 

Q.  Have  these  lands  in  Mitchell  county  raised  in  value  since 
last  June? 

A.  I  don't  know.  I  have  not  been  up  there  at  all,  and  there- 
fore don't  know.  I  want  to  add  here,  that  George  D.  Omer,  wha 
was  on  the  committee,  wired  me  the  other  day,  and  in  that  tele- 
gram stated  that  he  was  not  here  when  the  sale  was  made,  and 
that  as  far  as  he  knew  he  intrusted  it  with  (Jov.  Sharp  to  sell 
the  lands  to  the  best  advantage,  and  so  &r  as  he  knew  of  anr 
sale  or  any  offer  of  that  kind,  he  knew  nothing  at  all  about  it. 
I  am  sorry  I  have  not  the  telegram  here. 

TESTIMONY   FOR  THE   DEFENSE. 

Isaac  Sharp,  being  duly  sworn,  testifies  as  follows: 
My  name  is  Isaac  Sharp.  I  am  the  President  of  the  Board 
of  Regents  of  the  State  Normal  School,  and  have  been  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  since  the  month  of  March,  1883.  I  am  cogni- 
zant of  the  sale  of  the  Normal  School  lands  known  as  the  Mitchell 
county  lands  of  the  State  Normal  School.     I  was  appointed  by 
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the  Board  of  Regents,  at  a  meeting  in  the  spring  of  1884, 1 
don't   remember  exactly  what  time  it  was,  in   company  with 
George  D.  Orner  and  Samuel  Thanhouser,  and  directed  by  the 
Board  to  proceed  to  Mitchell  county  and  examine  and  appraise 
these  lands ;  and  in  the  resolution  that  was  passed  by  the  Board 
creating  this  committee,  it  provided  that  our  report  of  the  ap- 
praisment  to  the  agent,  Mr.  Van  R.  Holmes,  for  the  sale  of  the 
lands,  would  be  his  authority  for  selling  the  lands.     This  com- 
mittee that  I  have  named,  proceeded  to  Mitchell  county  to  view 
the  lands ;  it  may  have  been  in  the  latter  part  of  June  or  in 
the  beginning  of  July.     It  was,  however,  in  the  latter  part  of 
June  or  the  beginning  of  July  that  we  went  upon  the  lands  and 
examined  them.    Coming  home,  when  we  got  to  Topeka  on  our 
return  home,  Mr.  Orner  desired  that  we  would  hold  our  report 
until  after  the  Republican  State  Convention,  he  being  a  candi- 
date  for  some  office  before  that  convention,  and  stated  that  he 
wanted  to  go  around  the  State  and  see  his  friends,  and  would 
meet  us  immediately  after  that  time  and  make  up  our  report  of 
the  appraisement.    Between  that  time  that  we  arrived  in  Topeka 
and  the  date  of  the  Republican  State  Convention  here,  I  met 
Mr.  Cross,  of  Emporia,  and  he  asked  me  if  we  had  sold  these 
Mitchell  county  lands. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Clogston:)  Who  asked  you  that? 
A.  H.  C.  Cross.  I  told  him  we  had  not.  He  asked  me  if  we 
had  appraised  it.  I  evaded  answering  him  directly,  but  asked 
him  immediately  if  he  had  wished  to  buy  the  lands.  He  said,. 
"  What  do  you  ask  for  them? — then  I  will  tell  you."  I  told  him 
I  didn't  think  that  there  was  any  need  of  telling  him  our  price 
unless  he  wanted  to  purchase.  I  said,  "  Cross,  if  you  would  like 
to  buy  it  then  I  will  tell  you."  He  said,  "  I  don't  want  to  buy 
your  lands  until  I  see  them."  I  told  him  to  go  and  see  them* 
The  reason  why  I  talked  to  him  like  that  is  because  we  hadn't 
yet  made  up  our  report.  I  didn't  want  to  say  that  we  were 
waiting  for  Greorge  D.  Orner — that  we  were  after  politics.  That 
wasn't  my  idea  I  believe  that  was  all,  or  about  all.  I  can't 
call  to  mind  anything  more  that  was  said  at  that  time.  I  think 
he  said,  "Sharp,  if  I  go  up  and  look  at  that  land,  how  long  will 
you  hold  it  ?  "  I  said, "  The  first  man  that  comes  I  will  sell  to  him^ 
if  we  get  our  price."  At  that  time  I  didn't  think  that  Cross  in- 
tended to  buy.    A  few  days  after  that,  it  may  be  a  week  or  more^ 
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I  was  at  Emporia,  and  Mr.  Cross  came  to  me  on  the  street,  I 
believe,  or  it  may  be  at  the  hotel  I  met  him ;  I  believe  in  the 
porch  of  the  hotel.    He  said,  "  I  have  been  up  and  looked  at 
your  lands."     I  said, "  What  do  you  appraise  it  at?"    We  hadn't 
made  up  our  report  yet.     I  said,  "Cross,  tell  me  how  much  you 
will  give  for  that  land,  and  I  will  tell  you  whether  there  is  any 
use  in  talking  about  it."    He  said,  "I  don't  want  to  put  a  price 
on  another  man's  property,  and  don't  want  to  be  placed  in  the 
position  of  buying  and  selling  both."     I  told  him  he  need  not; 
I  said,  "There  is  no  necessity  for  you  and  I  playing  Jews  in  this 
matter — if  you  want  the  land,  tell  me  what  you  will  give  for  it, 
And  I  will  tell  you  in  a  moment  whether  there  is  any  necessity  fer 
any  further  talk."     He  then  offered  me — I  believe  it  was  $3.50 
and  take  it  all,  but  he  wanted  a  separate  contract  for  each  legal 
subdivision,  and  I  laughed  at  him,  and  said,  "Cross,  what  do 
you  take  us  for?"     Then  he  said,  "I  didn't  mean  that,  exactly, 
but  if  you  will  give  us  a  separate  contract  for  each  legal  sub- 
division, I  will  give  $4  an  acre  and  not  another  cent."    I  said, 
"Cross,  you  may  just  as  well  offer  us  $20  an  acre  for  it,  because 
we  would  not  take  it  in  that  way ;  no  man  can  get  this  land  from 
this  School  in  piecemeal — it  must  all  go  together,  the  good  and 
the  bad."    "  But,"  he  said,  "  the  most  of  it  is  bad."     I  said,  "  You 
have  seen  it — you  can  take  it  for  just  what  it  is;  I  would  not 
consider  that  bid  at  all ;  the  Board  has  talked  that  over,  and 
would  not  sell  at  any  price  in  that  way."     He  said, "  What  is  the 
reason  ?  "     I  told  him  that  I  could  not  tell  him,  but  there  was  no 
necessity  for  it;  "You  could  keep  the  good  land,  and  give  us  back 
the  bad  one  that  didn't  suit  you ;  there  is  land  that  is  worth  $6 
or  $7  an  acre,  and  there  is  land  in  it  not  worth  50  cents  an  acre, 
even  for  grazing  purposes,  because  there  is  no  fresh  water  on  it; 
cut  off  the  good  land,  and  the  other  is  not  worth  50  cents  an  acre 
for  grazing  purposes  even ;  you  could  keep  the  good  land,  and 
let  the  bad  fall  back  on  our  hands;  we  haven't  any  right  to 
contract  a  debt  without  having  money  to  pay  for  the  debt;  we 
must  have  more  teachers  in  that  School,  and  we  must  have  some 
more  money  to  pay  them;  either  that  or  discharge  fifty  or  sixty 
pupils,  and  the  State  cannot  afford  to  do  that."    He  said,  "That  is 
true,  but  I  cannot  afford  to  do  that,  give  you  $4  an  acre  for  the 
whole."     I  asked  him  how  much  he  would  give.     He  said  $3.50. 
I  said  in  my  judgment  the  Board  would  not  agree  to  that,  "but 
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if  you  will  make  the  propoaition  fair  and  square,  I  will  call  the 
Board  together  and  see  what  they  will  have  to  say."    So  I  con- 
ceived the  idea  that  night  of  calling  the  Board.     I  telegraphed 
Dr.  Haller,  a  member  of  the  Board,  to  come  to  Emporia  the 
next  day ;  we  had  offers  for  the  land.     I  also  telegraphed  Dick- 
son at  Neosho  Falls,  and  Thanhouser  at  Newton.    I  don't  re- 
member whether  I  telegraphed  George  D.  Omer  here  to  To- 
peka,  or  to  his  brother.     He  has  a  brother  here  in  the  drug 
business.     It  was  one  or  the  other.     I  don't  remember  which 
now.     He  told  me  whenever  he  was  m  Topeka  he  would  be  at 
his  brother's;  and  I  don't  know  whether  I  telegraphed  the 
brother  to  send  George  up  the  next  day  by  the  first  train,  or 
George  himself  to  come  up.     The  next  morning,  sometime  in 
the  morning,  I  believe  after  breakfast,  I  got  a  dispatch  from 
Orner  that  he  could  not  be  up  to  Emporia ;  he  would  be  in  To- 
peka, and  thought  I  should  go  down.     Waited  until  the  train 
came  down.    Thanhouser  came  about  11  o'clock,  Dickson  about 
one  o'clock,  and   Haller  about  four  o'clock.     I  don't  know 
rightly  whether  Haller  came  or  not.     I  told  the  two  gentlemen 
and  Haller,  if  he  was  there,  of  Cross's  offer  of  $4  an  acre,  but 
to  have  separate  contracts,  or  $3.50,  and  take  all  of  the  land. 
There  was  a  difference  of  opinion  in  the  Board  as  to  our  power, 
our  legal  power,  to  make  a  contract  in  bulk.     Dickson  had  some 
misgivings  as  to  that.    Thanhouser  suggested  that  as  there  were 
doubts,  and  he  wasn't  a  lawyer,  we  had    better  go  and  see 
Omer;  and  as  I  was  to  be  in  Topeka  I  could  just  as  well 
lay  the  matter  before    the  Attorney  General  and    Governor 
Glick.    That  evening   I   came  down    in   a   freight  train    in 
the   day-time   and    got   here  in   the  evening,  and    the    next 
morning  I  got  up  and  came  up  to  the  State  House  here.     I 
am  just  a  little  too  fast  here.     Mr.  Dickson  or  myself  suggested 
that  we  had  better  see  Cross,  and  compel  him  to  give  us  an  in- 
demnifying bond,  conditioned  that  if  the  land  was  thrown  back 
on  the  State,  and  we  had  teachers  running  along  that  would 
make  us  be  creating  a  debt  that  we  could  not  pay,  and  it  would 
be  in  violation  of  law.     I  think  now,  it  was  I  who  suggested  it, 
and  Dickson  said  there  was  no  law  for  it.     I  suggested  that  it 
would  be  good  at  common  law ;  that  we  could  take  a  bond,  and 
it  would  secure  us,  and  find  no  doubt  about  it  yet.     Then  I  asked 
Cross  if  we  should  sell  it  to  him  in  bulk  if  he  would  give  us  a 
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bond,  if  it  came  back  when  we  sold  it  to  bim  in  bulk,  to  secure 
the  State  against  loss.     He  said  he  would  go  and  see  his  attor- 
ney.    He  came  back  a  little  while  afterwards,  and  told  me  that 
he  would  give  us  any  bond  we  wanted.     Dickson  said  he  hoped 
I  would  make  it  a  special  point  to  see  the  Attorney  General  and 
Glick,  and  ask  him  about  the  propriety  of  selling  the  lands  in 
that  way.     Then  I  went  and  saw  the  Attorney  Greneral,  Johnston, 
now  Judge  Johnston.     That  was  the  very  day  of  the  Republican 
convention.     I  don't  remember  the  day  of  the  month.    I  stated 
to  him  what  the  propositions  were  for  buying  these  lands.     He 
remarked  to  me,  "'Are  you  going  to  get  that  amount  of  money, 
$3.50  or  $4  an  acre,  for  that  land  ?  "     I  told  him  that  we  hoped 
to  be  able  to  get  it.    He  said, ''  You  hurry  back,  and  take  it.'' 
I  said  to  him,  "Judge,  I  wanted  to  know  about  the  l^lity  of 
taking  a  bond."    He  said  he  was  too  busy  to  write  out  a  bond, 
and  asked  me  if  I  would  not  wait  upon  him.     I  said,  "I  will 
state  to  you  the  proposition ;  now  you  give  us  your  best  judg- 
ment, and  if  you  want  to  give  a  formal  opinion,  we'll  give  you 
a  chance,  and  you  can  write  out  the  opinion,  and  file  it."    I  said 
''At  common  law  we  could  do  so ; "  and  he  said  ''  Yes."    I  told 
him  that  was  my  idea ;  to  sell  it  in  bulk,  and  take  a  bond,  but 
Dickson  thought  we  could  not  do  that    There  were  a  number 
of  gentlemen  there,  and  I  didn't  stay  long.     I  then  pro- 
ceeded to  Grov.  Glick's  office,  and  told  him  just  what  we  had 
done  and  what  we  were  about  to  do.     I  told  him  that  we 
didn't  intend  to  make  the  sale  if  it  did  not  meet  with  his  ap- 
proval.    He  stated  this  to  me,  after  making  a  few  statements  as 
to  the  details,  the  tract,  the  location,  the  quality  of  the  land, 
etc.,  and  stating  that  he  knew  something  about  the  land  himself, 
he  said :  "  Governor,  I  heartily  approve  of  your  theory  of  gell- 
ing it  in  bulk,  and  making  the  good  land  sell  the  bad  one.    1 
know  about  that  land.     I  once  had  the  authority  to  purchase  it 
as  an  attorney  for  somebody,  and  I  had  the  authority  to  offer 
SI. 25  an  acre,  and  I  found  out  that  it  could  not  be  sold  for  that 
amount  according  to  law.    But,"  said  he, "  whether  $3.50  is  a  good 
price  for  that  land  now,  I  don't  know ;  but  I  am  sure  that  yuur 
theory  of  selling  it  in  bulk  is  the  right  one.     As  to  whether  you 
are  getting  enough  for  it  or  not,  I  don't  know.     I  would  not  set 
up  my  judgment  as  against  the  judgment  of  you  gentlemen,  who 
have  seen  it.     I  don't  know  what  the  value  of  such  lands  in 
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Mitchell  county  is."  Said  he :  "  What  have  you  appraised  it 
at  ?  "  I  said  "  I  don't  know  until  I  see  (Jeorge  D.  Omer.  Dick- 
son and  Thanhouser  told  me  to  take  the  $3,  and is  satisfied. 

Of  course  I  would  be  governed  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  by 
Omer."     I  said :  "  Where  is  Omer  ?  "    He  said :  "  He  is  town." 
I  started  to  go  to  his  brother,  who  keeps  a  drug  store  this  side 
of  the  Dutton  House,  and  just  where  the  old  State  printing 
office  was,  right  at  that  comer — I  believe  they  had  moved  it,  or 
were  about  to  move  it — right  there,  I  met  George  Omer  com- 
ing up  the  street,  and  told  him  what  I  was  after,  and  George's 
remarks  to  me  were  these :  "  By  G^od,  take  it  quick,  Grovernor." 
And  I  pulled  out  this  paper  I  had  here.    It  was  then  in  blank. 
Greorge  read  it  over,  at  least  seemingly  very  carefully,  and  we 
went   into  a  grocery  store  immediately  north  of  that  place, 
right   on  the  opposite    corner,  and   George  borrowed  a  pen 
from    a    gentleman;     and     I     believe     that    it    was    myself 
that  put  this  $3.50  in  there.     We  didn't  put  it  in  until  I 
saw  Greorge ;  I  think  I  inserted  that ;  it  was  put  in  with  differ- 
ent ink,  and  George  put  his  name  to  it ;  and  I  started  right  for 
Emporia  that  night,  and  got  there  in  the  night.     The  next  day 
after  I  went  home — I  think  it  was  the  very  next  day — I  got  in 
Emporia  in  the  night — well,  in  the  morning,  on  the  night  train 
— my  recollection  is  that  the  next  day  we  wrote  this.     Either 
Dickson  or  Holden,  of  the  firm  of  Holmes  &  Holden,  wanted 
an  order  signed  by  the  Board,  and  George  told  me  and  wrote  a 
note  to  Thanhouser  that  if  I  would  not  write  his  name  to  any 
paper  that  was  necessary,  to  tell  Thanhouser  to  do  it;  and  I 
wrote  out  that  name  that  is  there.     Thanhouser  and  I  both  had 
the  authority  to  do  so.     I  thought  that  was  entirely  unnecessary, 
because  the  resolution  that  authorized  it — I  think  it  is  in  that 
report — now  the  substance  of  the  resolution  under  which  we 
were  created  a  committee.     Now  that  is  all  that  there  was  in 
connection  with  the  sale  of  that  land,  and  I  don't  believe  that 
there  were  ten  words  said  by  Cross  to  the  Board  or  any  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  that  I  haven't  stated  now  to  you — all 
the  substance,  at  least.     Now  I  want  to  state,  as  I  have  partially 
stated  already,  that  there  were  in  the  Normal  School  at  that  time 
about  from  sixty  to  eighty  students  more  than  we  had  teachers 
to  teach,  and  spend  the  same  amount  of  time  as  on  other  students. 
They  were  principally  in  the  preparatory  department,  and  we 
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lacked  preparatory  teacherB.  The  Faculty  were  very  anxious  to 
retain  all  the  students  we  could.  We  didn't  want  to  get  the 
reputation  that  the  Normal  School  was  driving  away  children 
that  came  in  there  to  get  an  education.  There  were  at  that  time 
about  530  students  and  odd — over  500  any  way. 

Q.  Was  that  in  the  primary  department  ? 

A.  Well,  there  was  a  primary  department. 

Q.  I  mean  a  preparatory  department  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  all  the  money  that  we  had  was  exhausted  in  the 
Faculty  that  we  had,  and  that  thereupon  as  soon  as  we  sold 
these  lands  we  knew  that  we  would  be  getting  interest  along 
about  the  1st  of  January,  and  figured  the  interest  to  be  about 
$700  or  $800;  and  we  hired  a  teacher  at  $600,  and  another  at 
$100,  to  hear  a  certain  number  of  scholars,  or  classes,  each  d&y, 
and  she  took  some  studies  of  her  own  and  took  charge  of  the 
library.  That  gave  us  $100  to  bridge  over  until  the  Legislature 
should  meet ;  and  we  were  enabled  to  do  this  in  anticipation  of 
getting  this  $700  or  $800  from  this  interest.  That  was  the  rea- 
son the  lands  were  put  in  the  market  at  that  time.  We  were 
compelled  to  keep  the  students  in  that  School.  The  School  was 
instituted,  we  believe,  for  the  benefit  of  the  children  of  Kansas 
— to  give  them  an  education  when  they  knocked  at  its  doors. 
Now  I  think  of  nothing  more,  unless  you  gentlemen  want  t^  ask 
me  some  further  questions.  Oh,  I  will  say  this  in  addition  to 
what  I  have  said  on  that :  At  that  time,  and  I  think  yet,  that 
that  land  brought  all  that  it  is  worth.  I  would  sell  it  to-day 
for  the  same  money,  if  land  in  Mitchell  county  was  in  the  same 
condition  as  I  think  it  was  at  that  time.  I  have  heard  that 
land  has  raised  in  Mitchell  county  since  then,  but  at  that  time 
they  were  not  sure  of  their  corn  crop.  They  had  just  gone  to 
harvest.  All  lands,  I  am  told,  have  increased  in  value  since  it 
has  turned  out  that  the  crops  are  good. 

(  Croas-examination,) 

Q.  (  By  Mr.  Clogston :)  You  say  that  the  committee  went  to 
Mitchell  county,  you  think,  sometime  in  July? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  think  it  was ;  it  might  have  been  in  June. 

Q.  What  time  did  you  get  to  Beloit  in  the  evening — what 
time  did  you  start  for  these  lands  in  the  morning? 

A.  Immediately  after  breakfast,  I  suppose  seven  o'clock— it 
might  have  been — I  would  not  be  positive. 
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Q.  What  time  did  you  return  to  Beloit? 
A.  We  got  back  about  sundown. 

Q.  Did  you  remain  at  Beloit  when  you  got  back  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  we  came  back  the  same  night. 

Q.  What  time  did  you  leave  Beloit  to  go  home? 

A.  We  must  have  left  before  sundown,  because — 

Q.  Isn't  it  true  that  you  left  there  about  three  o'clock  ? 

A.  I  can't  say,  sir ;  I  think  we  left  before  it  was  twilight.     It 
was  sometime  in  the  afternoon. 

Q.  Didn't  you  get  back  to  Beloit  before  it  was  three  o'clock? 

A.  I  cannot  say. 

Q.  Didn't  you  remain  there  one  day  and  one  night  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  far  is  the  land  from  Beloit? 

A.  My  best  judgment  is  that  it  was  ten  or  twelve  miles. 

Q.  How  much  of  the  land  did  you  view? 

A.  I  viewed  all  the  land  that  Charlie  Norton  told  me  was  the 
Normal  School  land. 

Q.  Every  acre  or  every  section  ? 

A.  I  think  there  was  one  section  that  was  pointed  out,  down 
to  near  some  man  by  the  name  of  Ewing,  that  looked  to  be  very 
level  and  smooth.  I  asked  Mr.  Norton  whether  it  was  not  full 
of  ravines.  He  said:  "No,  sir;  it  is  a  good  piece — a  good  sec- 
tion, like  the  one  these  sheep  are  on." 

Q.  And  save  that  section,  you  think  you  were  on  all  of  the 
sections  of  the  land? 

A.  I  can't  tell  you  that,  but  I  suppose  we  did. 

Q.  What  was  the  character  of  the  land  with  regard  to  streams? 

A.  There  was  a  stream  that  ran  from  the  northwest  comer  of 
the  northern  tier  of  sections,  and  ran  eastwardly,  perhaps  bear- 
ing a  little  to  the  south,  until  it  came  to  section  12,  perhaps.  I 
think  it  was  there  it  took  the  turn  — 11  or  12 — which  is  at  the 
comer.  It  took  a  turn,  and  ran  down  to  13,  and  ran  from  18 
down  south. 

Q.  Were  there  any  other  streams  or  water  both  besides  these  ? 

A.  There  is  one  that  came  in  from  the  west ;  I  don't  remem- 
ber whether  there  was  much  water  or  not.  There  was  a  large 
ravine  coming  from  the  west.  I  could  see  some  creeks  near  that 
section  that  I  was  telling  you  was  near  Ewing's  place,  that  seemed 
to  go  across  it.

Q.  Where  did  you  first  strike  the  land  ? 

A.  The  quarter-section  of  section  4.  Then  we  went  on  next 
to  section  9. 

Q.  Who  was  with  you,  and  where  else  did  you  go  from  sec- 
tion 9? 

A.  To  10,  12,  and  then  to  13.  We  drove  up  south  of  9,  over 
to  the  side  of  that  other  land  south  of  9 ;  I  don't  know  how  long 
it  was. 

Q.  Was  that  over  in  Lincoln  county? 

A.  No,  sir.  My  understanding  of  the  land,  the  way  it  was 
shown  to  me,  there  were  two  tiers  of  sections — one  in  9, 10, 11; 
then  it  dropped  down  to  the  east,  and  took  in  13;  then  went 
to  21. 

Q.  Where  did  you  go  from  section  13? 

A.  I  don't  remember.  Norton  can  tell  you  better  about  that 
than  I  can. 

Q.  Who  was  with  you  at  the  time? 

A.  Charles  Norton,  Thanhouser,  Omer,  and  myself. 

Q.  All  in  one  wagon  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  all  in  one  conveyance.  I  stayed  in  principally 
with  Norton,  when  he  was  driving ;  the  others  got  out  and  did 
the  walking  when  it  was  very  rough. 

Q.  Supposing  it  was  thirteen  or  fourteen  miles  from  Beloit 
that  the  land  is,  and  you  left  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and 
had  required  fifty  miles  to  drive  over  the  land,  then  you  could 
not  have  driven  over  the  land  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  we  could  not;  and  I  don't  think  as  a  matter  of 
fact  we  did  drive  over  the  whole  of  the  land.  The're  was  a  sec- 
tion or  two  of  the  land  that  we  did  not  go  over.  I  was  guided 
by  Thanhouser  and  Norton. 

Q.  You  say  when  you  returned  to  Emporia  and  saw  Cross  you 
immediately  got  the  Board  together  to  meet  at  Emporia.  How 
long  was  that  before  you  came  to  Topeka  and  saw  the  Governor 
and  Attorney  General? 

A.  The  day  before. 

Q.  Were  the  members  of  the  Board  present,  except  Orner,  at 
that  conference  at  Emporia? 

A.  I  would  have  to  refer  back  to  my  books  to  know.  I  know 
that  Dickson,  Thanhouser  and  myself  were  there. 

Q.  Did  you  lay  that  proposition  before  the  Board? 
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A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Was  Dickson  present? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  discuss  to  Dickson  that  proposition? 

A.  I  think  so. 

Q.  Are  you  sure  that  it  is  so? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  for  this  reason,  Dickson  asked  us — 

Q.  Well,  I  don't  care  for  your  reason;  I  just  want  to  know 
ivhether  he  was  present.  This  sale  was  made  on  the  19th  of 
July,  was  it  not? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  That  is  the  date  of  this  paper?  [Pointing  out  a  certain  doc- 
ument to  the  witness.] 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Is  it  not  true  that  Dickson  did  not  know  anything  about 
it  until  the  19th  of  July? 

A.  I  think  Dickson  is  mistaken  if  he  says  so,  for  my  recollec- 
tion is,  that  he  came  up  in  the  evening,  and  stayed  over  all  night, 
and  the  sale  was  made  the  next  day. 

Q.  You  don't  think  that  you  could  be  mistaken  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  And  you  now  say  that  Dickson  was  there  the  day  prior  to 
the  sale,  and  discussed  it  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir :  I  don't  know  how  well  he  was  apprised  of  it. 

Q.  Will  you  swear  that  he  never  knew  one  word  about  it  — 
about  that  sale  that  was  made  to  Cross ;  that  Dickson  ever  knew 
anything  about  it  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  will  swear  to  that.  Now,  the  sale — well,  the 
talk  had  with  Cross  was  before  that,  and  without  Dickson's 
knowledge. 

Q.  Isn't  the  first  thing  that  Dickson  knew  of  it  was  that  you 
bad  sold  the  land  to  Cross  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  think  so.  He  didn't  know  anything  about  the 
negotiations  concerning  it. 

Q.  Then  you  say  that  the  first  Dickson  knew  of  it  was  after 
the  contract  was  made  ? 

A.  The  contract  or  certificate  of — 

Q.  Isn't  it  true  that  you  had  sold  the  land  to  Cross,  and 
agreed  to  have  the  contract  made  to  him,  and  the  price  agreed 
68 
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upon  as  to  what  he  should  pay — what  he  should  have  the  knd 
for — before  Dickson  knew  anything  about  it? 

A.  No,  sir,  it  is  not;  because  everything  that  was  said  to 
Cross,  I  told  him  that  it  was  necessary  for  the  Board  to  know 
all  about  it  too. 

Q.  Isn't  it  true  that  Dickson  did  not  know  anything  at  all 
about  it  until  the  land  was  sold  to  Cross,  about  two  or  three 
hours  after? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Why  didn't  you  sell  it  to  Cross  and  take  his  bond  ? 

A.  There  was  no  bond  to  be  given. 

Q.  Didn't  he  agree  to  give  a  bond  at  $4  an  acre  to  secure  the 
Board  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  take  any  bond  firom  him  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  I  never  thought  there  was  any  necessity  for  the 
bond. 

Q.  Why  didn't  you  take  his  $4  oflfer? 

A.  Why,  turn  to  the  letter,  and  you  will  find  the  reason. 
Supposing  we  had  taken  this  $4  offer,  and  made  twenty  or  thirty 
contracts,  one  for  each  subdivision  of  this  land,  ( it  might  have 
been  fifty,  I  have  never  counted  them,)  then  he  would  have  got 
land  at  $4  an  acre  that  is  worth  $5  or  $6.  I  think  part  of  that 
section  9  is,  and  part  of  section  10  is.  Now  then,  to  have  given 
him  that  at  $4  an  acre,  he  could  have  paid  up  on  these  tracts, 
kept  his  interest  paid  on  lands  worth  more  than  $5  an  acre,  and 
refused  to  pay  on  land  not  worth  that,  and  turn  the  inferior  lancb 
without  water  back  on  our  hands — lands  that  we  could  not  have 
sold. 

Q.  Do  you  think  that  there  is  a  single  quarter-section  that  is 
not  worth  $3.50  per  acre. 

A.  Yes,  sir;  there  are  quarter-sections  up  there  that  no  sane 
man  would  give  $1  an  acre  for. 

Q.  Was  there  any  other  appraisement  of  the  Board? 

A.  I  never  saw  any  other  appraisement  having  been  made  to 
the  Board :  that  is,  after  we  had  been  up  there. 

Q.  I  will  call  your  attention  to  the  feet,  if  before  the  sale  of 
these  lands  to  Cross,  or  at  the  time  they  were  sold,  whether  or 
not  Van  Holmes,  the  agent  for  the  sale  of  these  lands,  didn't 
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inform  you  and  Thanhouser  that  he  had  an  offer  of  $4  for  all  of 
these  lands? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  He  told  us  that  he  had  a  letter  from  some  party, 
and  he  said  it  was  precisely  the  same  as  the  Cross  offer;  and 
Thanhouser  asked  him  who  it  was,  and  he  said  it  was  from  a  man 
from  Beloit,  Paul  Jordan. 

Q.  Did  he  not  make  an  offer  for  this  land  to  the  committee^ 
while  in  Emporia,  for  these  lands? 

A.  No,  sir ;  I  never  heard  of  it. 

Q.  You  say  you  had  no  knowledge  of  Jordan's  offer,  other 
than  what  Van  Holmes  told  you  ? 

A.  Other  than  what  Van  R.  Holmes  told  me,  I  never  heard. 

Q.  Didn't  he  produce  you  letters  from  Jordan  to  the  Boards 
and  show  them  to  you  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  I  never  saw  anything,  until  — 

Q.  And  wasn't  his  offer  for  the  whole  lands  in  bulk  ? 

A.  I  never  saw  it;  I  never  heard  of  it  until  the  morning  the 
contract  was  being  made  out. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  seeing  Storch  there  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  Mr.  Dickson  told  me  that  he  was  there  to  buy  the 
land,  and  I  asked  him  what  he  would  give;  he  turned  on  his  heel, 
and  would  not  give  me  any  answer. 

Q.  Didn't  he  offer  you  the  whole  for  $4  an  acre  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  if  he  says  that,  he  has  told  you  a  lie.  I  have 
never  spoken  to  him  since  '76,  until  I  saw  him  in  Topeka. 

Q.  When  did  you  speak  to  him  before  that  ? 

A  At  Emporia,  when  I  asked  him  what  he  would  give  for 
the  land,  and  he  turned  on  his  heels  and  went  off.  After  that, 
Thanhouser  and  Dickson  told  me  that  he  had  offered  them  $3 
an  acre  for  the  land. 

Q.  Were  you  not  informed  by  them  that  the  offer  was  $4  an 
acre  for  that  land  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  it  is  infamously  false. 

Q.  If  he  swears  to  that  fact,  in  your  judgment,  he  has  told  a 
Ue? 

A.  Then  he  is  greatly  mistaken,  or  has  told  an  infamous  lie. 

Q.  Are  you  not  mistaken  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  &om  the  fact  that  we  never  talked  together. 

Q.  In  the  talk  between  Van  Holmes  and  yourself  in  Emporia, 
before  these  lands  were  sold  to  Cross,  when  he  told  you  that  Paul 
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Jordan  had  offered  to  buy  these  lands,  I  will  ask  you  if  you  didn't 
give  as  the  reason  why  you  did  not  accept  this  offer  was  that  Paul 
Jordan  was  not  responsible,  and  that  that  was  the  reason  why 
you  did  not  accept  his  offer  ? 

A.  Well,  do  you  want  to  know  the  reason  ? 

Q.  Answer  my  question  first,  yes  or  no ;  then  you  may  state 
your  reason. 

A.  Well,  yes,  sir,  I  did ;  I  will  give  you  now  my  reason  for 
that  answer.  Well,  I  ought  not  to  say  that  I  have  answered 
that  question  wrong,  for  this  reason :  it  was  not  until  we  had 
had  all  my  talk  to  Cross,  but  it  was  before  the  contract  was 
made  that  we  might  have  been — ^I  will  state  that — and  then  he 
stated  that  he  had  the  offer,  and  it  was  the  same  as  the  $4  prop- 
osition from  Cross. 

Q.  Didn't  Jordan  state  that  he  had  made  the  offer  to  the  com- 
mittee out  at  Beloit? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  And  that  if  it  was  to  be  sold  for  that  amount,  or  leas  than 
the  appraised  value,  he  ought  to  have  it,  as  being  the  first  to 
offer? 

A.  No,  sir.  He  told  me  that  he  had  a  proposition  just  as 
Cross  had  made,  and  then  I  said  that  Thanhouser  and  another 
who  knew  him  said  that  he  was  a  dead-beat  and  no  confidence 
was  to  be  placed  in  him.     I  never  saw  the  letter. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  go  and  examine  the  ofier  made  to  Van 
Holmes  before  making  the  contract  with  Cross? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Then  you  made  no  investigation? 

A.  No,  sir.  Dickson  and  Thanhouser  went  there,  and  they 
told  me  that  the  proposition  was  the  same  as  Cross's ;  and  they 
went  and  looked  at  it,  and  then  that  was  the  time  they  said  he 
was  a  dead-beat. 

Q.  Then  I  understand  you  to  say  no  contract  binding  upon 
the  Board  was  made  until  the  contract  was  drawn  up? 

A.  That  is  my  judgment. 

Q.  Didn't  you  pay  Van  R.  Holmes  $800  for  signing  the  con- 
tract? 

A.  Well,  I  don't  know — he  retained  his  commission  of  three 
per  cent. 
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Q.  What  part  of  this  arrangement  between  Cross  and  the 
Board  concerning  the  sale  did  Van  R.  Holmes  do? 

A.  I  don't  know  that  he  did  anything  except  that.  He  and 
Dickson  made  the  contract — that  is,  wrote  it  out. 

Q.  Did  Cross  ever  appear  before  Van  Holmes  in  relation  to 
this  matter? 

A.  I  don't  know. 

Q.  Did  he  ever  appear  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board,  with 
reference  to  the  safe  of  these  lands  ? 

A.  I  don't  know ;  not  to  my  knowledge. 

Q.  When  was  Van  R.  Holmes  first  informed  of  the  sale  of  that 
land? 

A.  I  don't  know. 

Q.  When  did  you  first  inform  him  ? 

A.  I  think  that  morning  we  made  the  contract,  if  I  informed 
him  at  all — well,  I  think  in  the  evening  this  man  first  came  over 
— it  must  have  been  the  evening  before  I  came  to  Topeka. 

Q.  Now  you  may  refresh  your  memory ;  are  you  not  mista- 
ken about  your  coming  to  Topeka  that  night? 

A.  No,  sir;  my  recollection  is,  that  this  gentlemen  stayed  in 
Topeka,  while  I  came  down. 

Q.  And  you  came  to  Topeka  while  the  State  convention  was 
going  on  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Was  not  that  on  the  16th  of  July? 

A.  Indeed,  I  don't  know  that. 

Q.  Well,  then,  if  you  say  it  was  the  18th  when  you  got  back 
to  Emporia,  you  must  have  been  mistaken,  if  the  State  conven- 
tion was  held  here  on  the  16th. 

A.  Well,  yes,  sir,  if  that  is  so,  I  may  be  mistaken. 

Q.  You  never  called  the  Board  together  for  any  purpose  but 
once? 

A.  I  don't  remember  it ;  the  records  of  the  Board  would  show 
that  better  than  I  could.  We  might  have  done  so,  but  I  don't 
remember  at  all. 

Q.  Then  the  preliminaries  of  this  sale  to  Cross  were  agreed 
upon  before  you  came  to  Topeka  ? 
A.  Yes,  sir;  provided  it  was  acceptable  to  Omer. 
Q.  Then  you  contracted  to  sell  this  land  before  the  appraise- 
naent  was  made? 
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A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Didn't  you  say  that  this  offer  of  $4  an  acre  by  CroaB  was 
in  bulk? 

A.  No,  sir;  this  was  for  a  separate  contract  for  each  subdi- 
vision.   No,  sir ;  I  said  the  $3.50  was  in  bulk. 

Q.  What  other  effort  from  then,  if  any,  did  you  make  to  try 
to  find  purchasers  for  this  land  in  a  body? 

A.  Why,  I  asked  O.  S.  Munsell,  who  was  in  our  town ;  he 
was  a  land-dealer  himself,  I  understood,  and  a  retired  banker — 
I  can't  think  of  his  name,  Weston  Arnold,  I  believe — were 
wanting  to  make  some  investments  in  real  estate,  and  I  told 
Munsell  that  there  was  a  piece  of  land,  and  I  would  like  them 
to  get  a  look  at  it. 

Q.  Were  any  of  these  lands  advertised? 

A.  No,  sir;  there  was  no  land  to  that  efiect. 

Q.  No  public  information  was  given  that  the  land  was  to  be 
sold? 

A.  No,  sir;  the  land  was  withdrawn  from  the  market. 

Q.  And  you  don't  know  of  any  notice  being  given  by  Van 
Holmes? 

A.  No,  sir. 

TESTIMONY   OP   J.   H.   CALDERHEAD. 

J.  H.  Calderhead,  being  duly  sworn,  testifies  as  follows: 

Q.  Where  do  you  reside,  Mr.  Calderhead? 

A.  I  live  at  Beloit,  Mitchell  county,  Kansas. 

Q.  What  is  your  occupation  or  business? 

A.  I  am  now  in  the  real-estate  business ;  I  was  formerly  work- 
ing for  the  railroad  company. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  been  living  in  Mitchell  county? 

A.  About  five  years. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  been  in  the  real-estate  business? 

A.  Since  last  October. 

Q.  What  do  you  know,  if  anything,  about  the  bid  or  offer  of 
one  Paul  Jordan  to  the  special  committee  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Regents  to  appraise  these  school  lands  in  Mitchell 
county  last  July? 

A.  Last  June — sometime  in  last  June — he  came  to  me  and 
was  talking  to  me  in  the  depot.  I  told  him  that  I  thought  of 
resigning  my  position  in  the  railroad  company.  Then  he  spoke 
to  me  of  going  into  the  real-estate  business,  and  spoke  of  the 
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proposed  sale  of  Normal  School  lands,  and  made  the  proposition 
to  me  to  advance  the  money  to  make  the  first  payment — one- 
tenth  of  the  sale,  I  think,  to  be  paid  in  cash,  and  the  balance  to 
be  allowed  to  run  on  time,  I  think  for  twenty  years ;  and  that  if 
I  should  advance  the  first  payment,  he  would  endeavor  to  sell 
his  farm,  to  keep  up  the  interest  for  a  number  of  years;  and  at 
the  end  of  that  time  he  thought  he  should  be  able  to  sell  the 
lands  at  a  profit.  He  told  me  that  he  didn't  have  the  money  to 
earry  out  the  investment  himself,  and  endeavored  to  secure  my 
assistance  in  the  matter;  and  there  was  another  conversation 
about  it.  I  didn't  have  the  money,. and  told  him  that  I  would 
not  go  into  it. 

Q.  Do  you  know  the  date  of  that  conversation? 

A.  Sometime  in  June — I  can't  tell  exactly.  I  know  that  I 
reeigned  from  the  Santa  F6 — I  think  it  was  sometime  in  July 
that  I  resigned.  This  was  the  middle  of  June,  as  far  as  I  remem* 
ber  now. 

Q.  Is  this  all  you  know  in  relation  to  this  matter? 

A.  All  I  know  in  relation  to  Jordan's  proposition. 

Q.  Well,  do  you  know  of  Jordan  ever  entering  into  any  ar- 
rangements with  anybody  else  for  the  purchase  of  this  land  ? 

A.  I  do  not. 

Q.  Do  you  know  anything  about  whether  he  stated  at  that 
time — or  what  statements,  if  any,  he  made  about  selling  the 
land  out? 

A.  Mr.  Jordan  said  nothing  to  me. 

Q.  Let  us  see,  you  came  from  Beloit? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

TESTIMONY   OF   EARLE  HOOD. 

Earle  Hood,  being  duly  sworn,  testifies  as  follows : 

Q.  Mr.  Hood  where  do  you  live? 

A.  I  live  at  Jamestown,  Cloud  county,  Kansas. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  lived  in  that  place — well,  what  is  your 
business  or  occupation? 

A.  Having  cattle,  I  live  close  to  Salt  Creek  township,  south 
of  Beloit,  and  one  mile  west. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  lived  there? 

A.  Twelve  years. 

Q.  You  are  a  stock  raiser,  you  say? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 
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Q.  (  By  Gov.  Sharp :)  Are  you  acquainted  with  these  lan(fe— 
these  Normal  School  lands  in  the  northwest  part  of  Mitchell 
county? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  its  value  in  last  June — what  it  was  worth 
in  the  market  as  compared  with  other  lands  of  similar  quality  ia 
that  county? 

A.  I  don't  know  that  I  could  say  right  to  the  value ;  have 
heard  it  was  sold,  that  is  all.  I  think  I  heard  it  was  sold  for 
$3.50  an  acre.  I  was  on  it  ever  since  I  have  been  in  that  county. 
I  thought  it  was  sold  at  a  pretty  good  price.  Taking  into  con- 
sideration that  it  was  sold  in  a  body,  I  thought  it  was  sold  for 
all  it  was  worth. 

Q.  Then  you  regard  $3.50  an  acre  as  a  good  price  for  it? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  taking  it  all ;  in  consideration  of  its  being  sold 
all  in  a  body. 

(  Cross-examination!) 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Clogston:)  How  much  land  do  you  own  in  that 
vicinity,  if  any? 

A.  I  don't  own  any  now. 

Q.  How  much  land  have  you  owned  in  Mitchell  county  and 
Cloud  county,  Kansas,  since  you  have  been  a  resident  there? 

A.  One  quarter-section. 

Q.  How  did  it  compare  with  these  lands  ? 

A.  It  was  better  land  than  that  is  on  the  average. 

Q.  Better  than  any  of  these  lands  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  it  is. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  the  price  of  real  estate  in  that 
vicinity? 

A.  No,  sir,  not  much;  I  have  heard  of  some  selling  there  last 
fall.  There  were  several  quarters  selling  right  adjoining  these 
lands  lajst  year. 

Q.  How  did  it  sell? 

A.  Well,  as  cheap  as  these. 

Q.  Isn't  it  true  that  this  land  has  running  water  on  it? 

A.  Well,  a  part  of  it  hajs,  and  a  part  has  water  which  don't 
run  in  the  summer  season. 

Q.  How  much  of  these  lands  would  be  cultivatable  lands,  or 
farming  lands,  in  Mitchell  county ;  about  what  proportion  ? 

A.  I  don't  think  it  would  be  half,  of  it. 
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Q.  What  was  the  character  of  the  remainder  not  susceptible 
of  cultivation  ? 

A.  Stony  and  rocky ;  it  is  not  fit  for  anything ;  even  the  grass 
that  grows  on  it  the  stock  didn't  eat. 

Q.  Now,  isn't  it  true  that  it  was  stock  lands,  and  was  hired  in 
that  vicinity  for  a  great  number  of  years  for  that  purpose  ? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  about  half  of  it  is  pretty  good  grazing  land? 
A.  Yes,  sir;  about  half. 
Q.  Well,  the  remainder  of  it? 
A.  No,  sir;  I  would  not  call  it  grazing  land. 
Q.  Well,  has  it  not  been  used  for  that  purpose? 
A.  Well,  yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  section  of  that  land  is  not  fit  for  grazing  purposes? 
A.  Well,  there  is  some  good  grazing  land  in  every  section. 

Q.  Are  there  not  whole  sections  that  are  good  lands? 

A.  No,  sir.  I  don't  think  that  there  is  one  whole  section  on 
it  good  for  grazing. 

Q.  What  is  the  best  section  of  it  worth? 

A.  I  can't  tell. 

Q.  Can  you  tell  what  the  poorest  section  is  worth? 

A.  Well,  I  would  not  give  a  half  for  it. 

Q.  I  am  not  asking  what  you  would  give  for  it.  I  am  asking 
for  the  market  value. 

A.  Well,  I  could  not  say  what  they  are  worth. 

{Redirect  examination.^ 

Q.  I  would  like  to  ask  you  one  question,  Mr.  Hood.  Are 
there  more  than  two  sections  of  that  land  that  have  good  water 
on  it? 

A.  No,  sir,  there  is  not;  twenty-one  and  twenty-four. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Clogston:)  What  do  you  mean  by  good  water? 

A.  I  mean  water  for  stock. 

Q.  Do  you  mean  to  say  there  are  not  but  two  sections  on  which 
water  could  be  got? 

A.  Well,  there  are  other  sections  upon  which  you  could  get 
water. 

Q.  Every  section? 

A.  Well,  I  don't  know  about  that — I  don't  think  so. 
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TEBTIMOKT  OF  JOHN  MEHL. 

John  Mehl,  being  duly  sworn,  testifies  as  follows: 

Q.  Where  do  you  reside,  Mr.  Mehl? 

A.  Beloit,  Mitchell  county,  Kansas. 

Q.  What  is  your  occupation  or  business? 

A.  Clerk  of  the  District  Court. 

Q.  Any  other  business?  You  are  engaged  in  the  real-estate 
business,  are  you  not? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  some. 

Q.  Who  is  your  partner  in  the  real  estate? 

A.  A.  D.  Moon. 

Q.  Is  he  the  same  A.  D.  Moon  that  has  already  testified  be- 
fore this  committee  in  this  investigation? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  been  engaged  in  the  real-estate  busi- 
ness? 

A.  Three  or  four  years. 

Q.  Mr.  Mehl,  if  you  are  acquainted  with  the  value  of  Normal 
School  lands  in  Mitchell  county  sold  last  summer,  just  state  it  to 
the  committee. 

A.  Well,  I  think  I  may— 

Q.  Just  state  what  you  know  about  the  value — the  market 
value;  just  give  the  committee  your  knowledge  of  that. 

A.  Well,  there  is  a  difference. 

Q.  I  mean  all  sold  in  a  body.  What  would  be  the  average 
price  of  the  entire  tract?  What  would  it  sell  for  in  the  market 
under  the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  it  was  sold  last  July, 
1884?  It  is  not  what  you  would  give  for  it,  but  what  it  would 
sell  for  in  the  market. 

A.  Well,  from  $3  to  $4  an  acre. 

Q.  Well,  was  $3.50  an  acre  a  fair  value  for  it? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  would  think  it  was. 

Q.  For  the  entire  tract? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  for  the  entire  tract. 

(  Crosa-examinaiion,) 
Q.  (  By  Mr.  Clogston :)  Do  you  own  any  lands  in  the  y\(3isAl 
of  these  lands? 
A.  Yes,  sir,  I  do. 
Q.  On  what  sections? 
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A.  In  section  4,  in  the  same  township,  and  in  section  6. 

Q.  These  lands  adjoin  the  School  lands? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  one-quarter  of  a  section. 

Q.  How  does  it  compare  with  the  remainder  of  the  section  ? 

A.  Well,  I  think  I  have  the  best  quarter  in  that  section. 

Q.  Is  there  water  upon  it? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  does  it  compare  with  the  other  sections? 

A.  There  are  four  sections  I  don't  think  there  is  much  differ- 
ence in.  Well,  section  4 — at  the  present  time  I  own  a  quarter, 
and  Smith  owns  the  other  quarter.  Except  the  northeast  quar- 
ter, the  creek  goes  through  a  portion  of  that,  otherwise  the  quar- 
ter is  very  rough. 

Q.  When  did  you  buy  that  land? 

A.  I  cannot  exactly  tell  you. 

Q.  Well,  when  did  you  purchase  it? 

A.  About  three  years  ago.  I  did  not  purchase  it  from  the 
Staie. 

Q.  What  did  you  give  for  that  land  ? 

A.  I  bought  the  improvements  upon  the  land  for  $75,  and 
assumed  the  contract. 

Q.  And  what  was  the  contract  price? 

A.  The  land  had  originally  sold  for  $3.50  per  acre,  and  one- 
tenth  was  paid. 

Q.  That  is  ten  years  ago? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  real  estate  in  Mitchell  county  has 
made  any  advance  in  price  since  three  years  ago  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  it  has  within  the  last  year. 

Q.  About  what  per  cent.  ? 

A.  Well,  it  is  owing  to  the  locality. 

Q.  I  mean  in  Mitchell  county. 

A.  You  mean  how  much  it  would  average  per  cent.  ? 

Q.  Yes,  sir. 

A.  There  is  not  a  great  advance  in  Mitchell  county.  In  some 
locations — 

Q.  Well,  we  want  to  get  at  this  general  question  first. 

A.  Well,  I  would  say  on  an  average,  twenty  (20)  per  cent. 
That  is  just  a  rough  average. 
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Q.  Isn't  it  true  that  there  was  a  rise  in  price  in  '83  over  $2 
over  that  of  '82,  in  your  county? 

A.  If  my  recollection  serves  me  right,  I  think  there  was  not. 

Q.  Then  you  say,  in  1883  the  lands  were  not  higher  than  for 
the  year  previous? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  if  my  recollection  is  right;  I  have  not  thought  of 
the  matter. 

Q.  Now  isn't  it  true  that  in  that  whole  vicinity,  however,  lands 
since  1882  have  been  gradually  increasing  in  value? 

A.  I  cannot  say  that  it  is ;  no,  sir. 

Q.  What  proportion  of  these  lands,  in  your  judgment,  were 
farming  lands  susceptible  of  cultivation  ? 

A.  Probably  one-fourth. 

Q.  What  is  the  remainder — as  to  being  grazing  lands  or 
otherwise? 

A.  They  are  for  grazing — yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  class  of  grazing  lands  are'they? 

A.  Well,  very  rough  and  bluffy.  It  is  stony,  and  the  hills 
abruptly  lead  down  to  the  creek.  The  lands  are  stony,  and  have 
bunch  grass. 

Q.  Would  it  do  for  grazing  ? 

A.  Well,  they  are  good  for  grazing. 

Q.  Well,  isn't  it  true  that  lands  in  Mitchell  county  have  been 
in  demand  for  grazing  ? 

A.  I  cannot  say  it  is. 

Q.  And  isn't  it  true  that  large  tracts  have  been  held  in  the 
market  for  more  value  than  smaller  quantities? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  there  have  been  demands  for  large  tracts  in  eec- 
tions,  but  I  cannot  say  whether  more  than  for  smaller  tracts  for 
agricultural  purposes. 

Q.  Well,  isn't  it  a  fact  that  there  have  been  large  demands  for 
such  lands? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Well,  what  would  you  consider  your  lands  worth  over  all 
improvements? 

A.  Well,  I  have  offered  it  for  one  year  at  $5  an  acre— fro"^ 
January  1,  1884,  to  January,  1885. 

Q.  What  are  the  improvements  worth  ? 
"   A.  About  forty  acres  are  broken,  I  think.     Some  would  call 
it  improvements  and  others  detriments,  according  to  what  they

would  want  it  for.    If  for  farming  purposes,  it  would  be  called 
improvements;  but  for  grazing,  it  would  be  a  detriment. 

Q.  Any  building  on  it  ?  . 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Any  fence  around  it? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  You  say,  then,  your  land  adjoining  these  is  worth  $5  an 
acre,  and  the  other  land  only  $3  ? 

A.  I  average  that  land — I  consider  sections  4,  9,  and  21  the 
pick  of  that  land ;  and  a  section  adjoining  mine  on  the  east  I 
think  I  would  not  give  $2  an  acre  for. 

Q.  Then  the  poorest  land  you  consider  not  worth  less  than 
$2.50  an  acre. 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  if  you  could  control  the  water  interest  it  would 
be  worth  that ;  if  not,  it  would  not  be  worth  so  much. 

Q.  Is  your  land  as  good  as  any  of  the  School  lands  ? 

A.  There  may  be  possibly  in  section  ten  and  some  other  sec- 
tion, lands  with  water  on  it — I  don't  know  how  that  land  runs, 
but  I  think  I  have  as  good  a  quarter  for  all  practical  purposes 
as  I  know  of. 

Q.  How  many  sections  of  land  have  water  on  them  ? 

A.  To  my  knowledge,  there  is  water  on  sections  9, 10,  and  21, 
some  on  section  4,  but  half  of  that  is  sold,  and  it  controls  half 
of  the  water. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  offers  being  made  for  these  lands, 
these  School  lands,  during  the  spring  of  1884,  up  to  June  or  July, 
1884? 

A.  No,  sir;  not  that  I  am  personally  acquainted  with.  There 
were  some  offers  made  on  them  by  Moon  and  others,  but  it  was 
after  the  sale  was  made.     I  don't  know  exactly  what  he  offered. 

Q.  Has  it  not  been  considered  in  Mitchell  county  that  these 
lands  in  Mitchell  county,  these  Normal  School  lands,  were  desir- 
able grazing  lands  ? 

A.  Well,  I  don't  know  in  what  way  and  by  whom. 

Q.  Well,  by  the  people  there  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  by  the  people  living  along  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
lands;  yes, sir. 

(^Redirect  examination.) 

Q.  (By  Gk)v.  Sharp:)  Were  they  not  very  desirable  because 
they  could  use  them  without  paying  for  them  ? 
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A.  Yes,  sir;  that  is  what  made  them  so  desirable. 

Q.  (  By  Mr.  Clogston :)  They  are  as  good  grazing  grounds  as 
in  Mitchell  county,  are  they  not  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  so  far  as  I  know. 

Q.  Did  you  know  that  these  Normal  School  lands  were  to  be 
sold  in  a  body,  that  is,  was  it  known  there?  was  any  general  no- 
tice given? 

A.  No,  sir;  no  general  notice  was  given,  to  my  knowledge. 

Q.  What  individual  or  particular  notice  was  given  of  the  sale 
of  these  lands  ? 

A.  Well,  I  wrote  to  some  of  the  parties  in  r^ard  to  leasing 
them — some  of  these  lands — and  I  got  a  letter  from  the  State 
agent  saying  that  they  didn't  intend  to  lease  it,  they  were  going 
to  sell  it. 

Q.  When  was  that? 

A.  In  the  spring  of  1884,  before  the  sale  was  made. 

Q.  There  was  no  public  notice  given  ? 

A.  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Q.  Then  you  know  of  no  notice,  at  or  previous  to  the  saJe, 
given  in  Mitchell  county  that  these  lands  were  to  be  sold  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Nor  any  particular  notice? 

A.  No,  sir,  not  to  my  knowledge,  except  that  I  gave  them  no- 
tice I  had  received  information  to  that  effect  in  my  letter. 

Q.  At  whose  request  did  you  appear  before  the  Board— this 
committee — as  a  witness? 

A.  Well,  I  can't  tell  you.  It  was  at  the  committee's  request 
that  I  came  down. 

Q.  Well,  you  were  interviewed  by  Grov.  Sharp  before  you  came 
down? 

A.  Well,  I  don't  know;  he  and  I  had  a  talk  about  the  matter 
in  a  general  way. 

Q.  That  was  since  the  investigation  was  ordered? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  think  so. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  the  time  or  the  circumstance  of  the 
Board,  or  a  part  of  them,  being  present  there  in  Mitchell  coonty 
in  June  or  July,  1884,  to  appraise  these  lands  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  do.  I  remember  they  were  up  there — a  part 
of  the  Board.  I  think  Omer,  Thanhouser  and  Sharp  were  there. 
I  saw  them  when  they  were  there. 
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Q.  At  that  time  were  you  informed  that  the  lands  were  for 
sale? 

A.  I  don't  think  so.    If  I  was,  I  don't  recollect  it. 

[Here  the  committee  adjourns  to  meet  the  same  evening  at 
the  hour  of  7:30,  February  25,  in  the  same  place,  viz.,  the  room 
of  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means  of  the  Senate.]

TESTIMONY  OP   DUANE   FREEMAN. 

DuANE  Freeman,  duly  sworn,  testifies  as  follows : 

Q.  Where  do  you  live,  Mr.  Freeman? 

A.  At  Beloit,  Kansas. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  lived  there? 

A.  A  little  over  thirteen  years. 

Q.  What  is  your  business  or  occupation? 

A.  I  am  running  a  hotel  in  the  town. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  the  Normal  School  lands  in 
Mitchell  county? 

A.  I  am  somewhat  acquainted  with  them. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  been  acquainted  with  them? 

A.  Well,  more  or  less  for  a  good  many  years.  I  was  in  the 
livery  business  there,  and  had  occasion  to  travel  by  them  and 
over  them. 

Q.  Are  you  acquainted  with  the  values  of  lands  in  Mitchell 
county? 

A.  Well,  more  or  less.  I  have  been  speculating  right  along 
in  Mitchell  county,  in  lands. 

Q.  Are  you  well  enough  acquainted  with  these  lands  of  the 
Normal  School,  to  say  what  the  sections  are  worth  ? 

A.  Well,  I  don't  think  I  can.  I  have  been  over  the  lands 
cons^iderably,  but  as  to  appraising  them  by  sections,  I  don't  think 
I  could. 

Q.  And  you  are  not  acquainted  enough  with  the  lands  to  give 
an  average  of  the  value  of  these  lands  by  sections  in  the  market? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Well,  what  is  your  judgment  as  to  the  worth  of  these  lands 
in  July  last  ? 

A.  Well,  a  large  portion  of  these  lands  are  very  poorly 
watered,  and  according  to  the  way  the  lands  are  selling  at,  they 
would  sell  according  to  the  Government  lands  sold  about  that 
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time,  at  $1.25  an  acre,  but  there  may  be  some  quarteiB  that 
would  probably  range — well,  would  run  up  to  $5  an  acre. 
There  are  a  few  pretty  good  quarters,  but  the  majority  of  the 
lands  are  very  bad  lands,  and  pretty  cheap. 

Q.  How  many  sections  of  land  have  water  on  them  ? 

A.  Well,  about  three  or  four  sections. 

Q.  Have  living  water  ? 

A.  Well,  no,  sir — stock  water.    I  don't  say  living  water. 

Q.  And  the  remainder  of  the  lands — how  are  they?  Pretty 
good  grazing  lands? 

A.  Pretty  good,  and  &ir  grazing  lands. 

Q.  What  lands — how  much  is  good  for  cultivation? 

A.  The  people  would  say  there  is  but  a  very  small  portion. 

Q.  Isn't  it  true  that  the  percentage  is  nearly  equal  to  half 
that  is  susceptible  of  cultivation? 

A.  I  don't  think  there  is  a  half  that  would  be  considered  fiiir 
cultivatable  lands. 

Q.  Well,  what  portion,  in  your  judgment? 

A.  From  one-quarter  to  one-third,  in  my  judgment. 

Q.  Isn't  it  true  that  the  lands  in  your  county,  and  grazing 
lands  particularly,  have  been  better  as  well  as  held  at  better 
prices  since  '82,  than  before  that? — or  since  the  spring  of  *83, 
than  they  were  previous  to  that? 

A.  I  don't  know  that  there  has  been  much  rise  in  lands  in  our 
county,  except  in  the  last  year. 

Q.  Beginning  with  the  spring  of  1884? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  Our  lands  have  been  sold  for  two  or  three  years 
ago  the  same  as  six  or  seven  years  ago. 

Q.  Well,  from  the  spring  of  1884,  how  much  have  lands  in- 
creased from  what  they  were  selling  the  year  before  that— in 
'82  or '83? 

A.  Well,  I  bought  one  place  this  spring  myself  at  sheriff's 
sale  that  was  offered  twice  last  year,  and  neither  time  could  they 
get  $800  on  it — two-thirds  of  the  appraised  value.  I  bought  it 
for  $1,300  in  the  spring  at  sheriff's  sale. 

Q.  Was  that  an  improved  quarter? 

A.  Well,  it  has  some  improvements  on  it;  probably  fifteen  or 
twenty  acres  are  under  cultivation. 

Q.  Is  a  house  on  it? 

A.  No,  sir,  not  much. 
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Q.  What  would  the  improvements  on  it  be  worth? 

A.  Well,  the  homestead  about  $150. 

Q.  Is  it  true  that  lands  in  the  spring  of  '84  were  worth  from 
twenty  to  twenty-five  per  cent,  over  what  they  were  in  the  spring 
of  '83,  on  the  average  in  that  county? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Clogston:)  Well,  what  increase  was  there  over 
'82  and  '83,  if  any? 

A.  There  was  a  very  slight  increase,  if  any,  in  '84.  Lands 
sold  with  us  very  dull  last  year. 

Q.  Isn't  it  true  that  grazing  lands  were  very  desirable  in  your 
county  last  year? 

A.  They  were  not  sought  after  very  much. 

Q.  Then,  there  wasn't  a  great  sale  in  your  county  last  year? 

A.  No,  sir,  not  a  great  deal. 

Q.  Well,  isn't  it  a  fact  that  there  were  more  sales  in  your 
county  last  year  than  in  any  of  the  three  years  previous  to  that? 
Do  you  know  of  any  offers  for  the  land  during  the  spring  of  '84? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  don't  know.  I  know  that  the  lands  were  offered 
for  sale,  and  sold. 

Q.  When  did  you  know  that  they  were  offered  for  sale?  How 
did  you  learn  it? 

A.  I  don't  exactly  know  whether  I  understood  it  from  a  no- 
tice or  from  a  hotel  conversation ;  but  I  know  that  I  knew  of  it, 
and  talked  about  it. 

Q.  And  you  don't  know  who  informed  you  of  it? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  You  knew  that  they  were  for  sale  before  they  were  sold  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  you  don't  know  how  you  got  it  ? 

A.  Well,  it  was  from  hotel  talk. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  have  any  conversation  with  the  Board  of 
Regents  about  the  sale  of  the  lands  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  know  of  any  notice  being  given  by  the  Board  of 
Regents,  or  any  of  them,  that  the  lands  were  for  sale? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  can't  say  that  I  know  of  any  public  notice. 

(Redirect  examination,) 
Q.  (By  Gk>v.  Sharp:)  Was  $3.50  an  acre  a  &ir  price  for  that 
land,  all  sold  in  a  body? 
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A.  Yes,  sir,  it  was  a  big  price  for  it.  It  is  more  than  I  would 
give  for  it  to-day ;  and  I  am  satisfied  that  the  lands  are  25  per 
cent,  higher  this  year  than  last  year. 

Q.  You  buy  a  good  deal  of  lands  in  that  county? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  a  great  deal  in  small  tracts.  I  never  bought  any 
large  tracts. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Clogston :)  Well,  if  these  lands  could  have  been 
sold  for  $4.50  an  acre,  they  would  have  been  worth  that,  would 
they  not  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  If  anybody  would  have  bought  them  for  that, 
they  would  have  been  worth  that  to  him. 

Q.  You  don't  know  whether  they  could  have  been  sold  for 
that  or  not? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  (By  Gov.  Sharp:)  What  is  your  bestjudgment  about  that? 

A.  Well,  I  don't  think  they  could  have  been  sold  for  that  I 
was  surprised  to  see  them  sold  for  that  price,  $3.50. 

Q.  (By  Mr.  Clogston:)  If  you  thought  the  lands  were  not 
worth  that,  when  they  were  in  fact  sold  for  $3.50  an  acre  for  the 
entire  tract,  then  your  estimate  of  the  value  of  the  land  was  still 
below  what  they  were  actually  worth,  and  what  they  were  act- 
ually sold  for;  and  you  are  mistaken  as  to  what  the  landa  could 
be  sold  for  at  that  time? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  then  you  may  be  mistaken  as  to  whether  they  < 
not  be  sold  for  $4.50  or  $4  an  acre? 

A.  Yes,  sir.     I  may  be  mistaken  as  to  that. 

TESTIMONY   OF   W.   C.   INGRAM. 

W.  C.  Ingram,  being  duly  sworn,  testifies  as  follows: 

Q.  (By  Senator  Young:)  What  is  your  place  of  residence. 

A.  Beloit,  Mitchell  county,  Kansas. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  lived  in  Mitchell  county? 

A.  Since  71. 

Q.  What  is  your  occupation? 

A.  AVell,  I  deal  in  real  estate,  sell  some  real  estate,  work  in 
loans  and  things  of  that  kind ;  I  suppose  yeu  know  very  well, 
[  addressing  the  latter  remark  to  Senator  Young.] 

Q.  (By  Governor  Sharp:)  You  may  state  to  the  committee 
if  you  know  anything  about  the  value  of  Normal  School  wn<^ 
in  the  south  part  of  the  county  of  Mitchell  last  July. 
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A.  Well,  do  jou  mean  as  to  the  relative  value  of  the  lande? 

Q.  Ye»,  wm. 

A.  Well,  you  know  bcmi  that  is  considered  in  that  county? 
We  are  governed  a  good  deal  by  tka  kind  of  purchaser  we  have. 
Sometimes  lands  here  sold  for  a  good  deal  more  money  than  they 
are  worth,  and  sometimes  for  their  full  value;  but  taking  raw 
lands,  last  spring,  they  sold  from  three  to  four  or  five-  dollars  an 
acre,  owing  to  location,  and  so  on.  I  bought  a  quarter-section, 
not  very  far  from  where  Mr.  Young  resides,  for  $555.  It  is  only 
one  or  two  miles  from  where  you  reside  [the  witness  referring  to 
Senator  Young],  and  you  know  about  the  value  of  that  land  as 
much  as  I  do. 

Q.  How  would  that  land  compare  with  the  average  of  the 
Normal  School  lands  down  there  ? 

A.  With  the  majority  of  the  land  it  would  average  above  that 
of  the  Normal  School  lands.  A  quarter  or  two  have  water  on 
it.  It  would  be  worth  more,  but  if  you  take  the  entire  body  of 
the  land  it  was  not  worth  any  more  than  what  I  paid,  and  Mr. 
Young  knows  himself  how  much  I  paid  for  that  quarter-section 
of  land.     It  would  not  be  worth  any  more  than  what  I  paid. 

Q.  You  have  since  sold  that  land  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Well,  what  did  you  sell  it  for  ? 

A.  $900.  I  sold  it  this  fall.  At  that  time  raw  lands  were 
worth  from  three  to  four  dollars  per  acre.  This  land  I  have 
reference  to  had  some  improvements  on  it.  I  got  some  rent  on 
it  besides. 

Q.  What  was  that  land  worth  at  the  time  you  purchased  it  ? 

A.  There  was  no  valuation  put  on  it  at  the  time  I  pur- 
chased it. 

Q.  Well,  what  valuation  did  you  put  on  it,  if  it  was  worth 
anything  ? 

A.  Well,  what  a  piece  of  land  was  worth  that  had  twenty- 
five  acres  of  breaking.  I  think  some*  hay  was  on  it,  and  good 
water. 

Q.  Waa  it  stock  water? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  by  well. 

Q.  Do  you  state  to  this  committee  that  there  was  good  water 
on  this  quarter  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  good  water  could  be  got  there. 
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Q.  Well,  don't  you  know  that  they  had  proepected  aU  over 
that  land,  and  failed  to  get  water  on  it  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  don't  know  anything  of  it.  All  the  land  I 
bought  in  that  county,  I  bought  in  good  ^Eiith  or  good  representa- 
tions. 

Q.  This  land  you  bought  on  forced  sale  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  on  sheriff's  sale,  under  an  administrator's  sale, 
«oId  for  ca«h. 

Q.  Sold  for  cash? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  What  time  wa0  that? 

A.  In  the  spring. 

Q.  Well,  lands  in  that  vicinity — raw  lands — were  worth  more 
in  the  spring  of  '84  than  '83? 

A.  Well,  I  didn't  consider  them  so.  I  didn't  consider  raw 
lands  worth  more  in  1883  than  in  1884. 

Q.  Were  they  not  selling  for  more? 

A.  I  don't  know  of  any  case  that  came  under  my  supervision 
where  lands  were  sold  for  more. 

Q.  You  think  they  were  worth  $3  an  acre. 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Well,  wasn't  such  lands  sold  for  $6  an  acre? 

A.  I  don't  know  of  any. 

Q.  Well,  wasn't  lands  in  Mitchell  county  sold  in  large  tracte, 
and  were  they  not  desirable  for  grazing  purposes? 

A.  No,  sir — I  don't  know. 

Q.  How  many  sections  of  this  land  has  water  on  it? 

A.  I  am  not  prepared  to  tell  you  how  many  sections  of  the 
Normal  School  land<  have  water  on  it.  I  don't  think  there  ai* 
more  than  two  or  three  sections  that  have  good  water  on  them. 

Q.  Isn't  it  true  that  there  are  four  sections? 

A.  Well,  I  would  not  admit  that. 

Q.  Well,  do  you  say  it  is  not  true? 
.  A.  No,  sir,  I  don't  say  so. 

Q.  Well,  you  don't  know  whether  it  is  more  than  two? 

A.  I  don't  know  whether  two  or  more  sections  have  water. 

Q.  Well,  if  water  was  on  it,  would  it  not  be  worth  more? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q,  Well,  were  not  these  lands  excellent  lands  for  grazing  pur- 
poses? 
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A.  Well,  I  didn't  consider  so. 

Q.  Was  there  any  grazing  lands  in  Mitchell  county  any  better? 

A.  Well,  of  course  this  is  an  irregular  body,  in  a  tract,  as  I 
understand  it.  I  have  looked  over  the  maps  when  Starch  had 
control  of  the  land. 

Q.  Well,  it  lies  together,  by  consecutive  sections,  does  it  not? 
all  joined  together  by  sections?  State  whether  or  not  it  is  not 
in  a  solid  body? 

A.  Well,  do  you  mean  in  a  square,  solid  body  ? 

Q.  1  mean  joining  by  sections — lying  contiguous;  was  there 
any  detached  sections  of  land  in  the  body  of  this  land  in  Mitchell 
county? 

A.  I  don't  know  that  I  am  prepared  to  state  that. 

Q.  Well,  then,  you  have  not  a  great  personal  knowledge  of 
this  land,  have  you  ? 

A.  Well,  I  have  been  over  these  lands  a  long  time  before  they 
were  sold,  several  times. 

Q.  Did  you  go  over  them  for  the  purpose  of  appraising  them, 
or  so  that  you  could  make  a  fair  appraisement  of  the  values  of 
these  lands? 

A.  Well,  I  am  getting  at  these  things  from  a  business  stand- 
point. 

Q.  Well,  1  want  these  things  now  from  a  truthful  standpoint : 
are  you  acquainted  with  these  lands  enough  to  make  yourself  a 
competent  appraiser? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  could  put  a  valuation  upon  them  without  going 
on  them  again. 

Q.  Well,  what  is  section  10  worth  ? 

A.  I  don't  know,  sir. 

Q.  Well,  what  is  section  21  worth  ? 

A.  I  don't  know,  sir. 

Q.  Well,  what  is  section  9  worth  ? 

A.  I  don't  know.  Well,  the  lands  that  lay  up  on  the  divided 
part  are  very  different  from  the  others. 

Q.  Now  isn't  it  true  that  you  cannot  give  a  value  on  each 
section  ? 

A.  Well,  I  would  not  want  to  do  that. 

Q.  Then  you  have  not  enough  knowledge  of  it  to  give  the 
value  of  any  of  that  land  by  sections? 
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A.  I  don't  know  that  I  am  prepared  to  give  you  the  value  of 
each  section. 

Q.  And  have  not  the  knowled^  to  give  the  value  of  any  par- 
ticular section  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  And  have  not  studied  it  enough  to  give  a  value  of  what 
that  particular  section  is  worth,  or  that,  or  any  in  a  general  way, 
what  the  land  is  worth :  have  you  the  knowledge  of  that  land 
so  that  you  could  fix  the  value  of  that  land? 

A.  If  I  saw  the  map  of  the  land — 

Q.  And  then  you  would  have  to  rely  upon  your  general 
.  knowledge  ? 

A.  I  understand  the  value  of  the  land,  and  would  be  willing 
to  put  the  valuation  on  it. 

Q.  Well,  give  a  value  of  the  south  tier  of  that  school  land. 

A.  Well,  if  I  was  going  to  lay  a  general  valuation  on  theae 
lands,  I  would  not  give — 

Q.  Well,  I  want  what  they  would  sell  for  in  the  month  of 
July  last,  in  the  market,  under  the  terms  and  conditions  thej 
were  sold  for — one-tenth  down,  and  the  remainder  at  interest? 

A.  Of  course,  I  understood  the  time  the  time  the  sale  was 
made,  and  that  it  was  a  very  good  one  — 

Q.  I  want  you  to  state  what  they  would  sell  for — what  they 
were  worth  in  the  market  last  July,  under  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions they  were  sold  for?  Give  us  an  answer,  if  you  can,  what 
they  were  worth  per  acre?  Approximate  the  fair  value  under 
the  circumstances  under  which  they  were  sold — one-tenth  down, 
and  the  remainder  at  interest? 

A.  If  you  want  to  know  in  general  terms — they  were  sold  for 
$3.50  per  acre,  and  they  were  all  the  lands  were  worth  at  that 
time. 

Q.  Do  you  mean  the  south  tier? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  many  sections  does  that  include? 

A.  Well,  they  were  not  worth  any  more  than  they  were  aold 
for.     There  were  one  or  two  of  these  sections — 

Q.  Well,  can  you  tell  enough  about  it  to  know  whether  it  was 
the  south  tier  or  the  north  ? 

A.  The  south  tier. 
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Q.  Well,  what  were  they  worth? 

A.  Well,  if  they  were  sold  in  smaller  lots  they  would  be  prob- 
ably worth  one  dollar  more  than  what  they  were  sold  for. 

Q.  Don't  you  know  that  they  were  worth  $5  or  $6  an  acre? 

A.  I  don't  think  so.  Of  course  any  reasonable  man  knows 
that  when  he  goes  into  a  thing  of  that  kind,  that  he  buys  for  the 
water  on  it. 

Q.  Well,  what  water  privileges  are  there  on  that  land  ? 

A.  Well,  if  a  man  wanted  it  for  a  stock  ranch,  of  course  there 
is  lots  of  that  land  down  there  fit  for  that.  I  thought  several 
times  of  going  down  there  and  buying  some  lands  from  him — 
from  Starch.  I  would  have  probably  have  examined  it  more 
minutely  than  I  did,  if  I  wanted  to  buy  that  land. 

Q.  Well,  now  as  a  matter  of  honest  truth,  if  you  wanted  to 
buy  that  land,  you  would  have  gone  over  it  and  seen  it,  would 
you  not? 

A.  Yes,  sir ;  of  course. 

Q.  Now,  if  you  wanted  to  appraise  that  land,  would  you  not 
go  out  and  look  at  it? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  If  you  were  to  do  it  under  law,  would  you  not  have  liked 
to  have  gone  out  and  examined  it? 

A.  Certainly. 

Q.  And  would  you  not  consider  that  you  would  not  be  com- 
petent to  appraise  it  without  such  an  examination? 

A.  Well,  I  don't  know ;  I  have  been  over  the  whole  county. 

Q.  Well,  would  you  so  regard  yourself? 

A.  Well,  I  would  not  make  a  statement  before  this  committee, 
would  not  make  a  statement  to  anybody,  unless  I  was  pretty  sure 
about  it. 

Q.  Well,  if  you  were  summoned  to  appraise  these  lands,  would 
you  not  have  required  to  have  visited  them  before  you  could 
make  it  an  accurate  appraisement? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  think  I  could  have  stayed  at  home  and  made 
that  appraisement  just  as  honestly. 

Q.  Without  knowing  whether  water  was  on  two  sections  or 
four  sections  of  it? 

A.  Well,  I  don't  think  that  would  make  any  material  difier- 
ence. 
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Q.  Well,  didn't  you  answer  a  little  while  ago  that  water  priY- 
ileges  were  very  valuable? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  they  are. 

Q.  Would  it  not  increase  or  decrease  its  value  if  there  were 
four  sections  or  two  sections  that  had  water  on  them? 

A.  Well,  if  you  will  excuse  me,  I  will  say  this:  that  depends 
upon  what  kind  of  sale  I  was  making — if  I  was  going  to  divide 
it;  but  if  I  was  going  to  buy  it  in  one  body,  I  would  not  take  it 
at  all. 

Q.  Then  you  say  it  would  not  make  any  difference  whetlier 
there  was  water  on  two  or  on  four  sections? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Then  your  idea — 

A.  No,  sir,  if  I  was  selling  instead  of  buying  it. 

Q.  Well,  would  not  a  man  hold  it  essential  to  the  value,  if  lie 
was  going  to  buy  it,  whether  it  had  water  on  two  or  on  four  sec- 
tions— the  buyer  just  as  much  as  the  seller? 

A.  Well,  if  I  was  owning  that  land,  and  wanted  to  sell  it,  tlien 
I  would  sell  it  at  its  sectional  value ;  but  if  I  was  going  to  sell 
it  out  in  small  tracts,  then  I  should  probably  place  different 
values  upon  it. 

Q.  Well,  would  it  not  make  just  as  large  a  difference  for  a  man 
to  know,  if  he  was  going  to  buy  it,  then,  that  there  were  only 
two  sections  that  had  water  on  them,  although  he  bought  it  all 
in  one  body,  or  appraised  it  all  in  one  value?  Would  not  that 
increase  or  add  to  the  value  of  the  entire  body  of  the  tract? 

A.  I  look  upon  land  sales  as  I  do  upon  any  other  contract. 
If  a  man  is  closing  out  a  general  lot  of  goods — shoes,  merchan- 
dise, or  anything,  whether  lands  or  anything  else,  personal  prop- 
erty or  real — it  seems  to  me  that  it  makes  a  great  deal  of 
difierence  whether  the  sale  was  made  in  a  whole  or  not. 

Q.  And  does  it  not  make  a  great  deal  of  difference  whether 
the  land  was  sold  as  a  whole ? 

A.  Well,  you  make  a  good  article  sell  a  poorer  one. 

Q.  Then  the  larger  number  of  good  articles  you  have,  the 
better  the  sale  would  be  made  ? 

A.  Well,  I  have  always  looked  upon  it  that  that  land  ^ 
having  more  poorer  sections  than  good  ones. 

Q.  At  whose  suggestion  did  you  appear  before  this  com- 
mittee ? 
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A.  Do  you  mean  me  ? 

Q.  Yes,  sir. 

A.  No  one  as  I  know  of. 

Q.  Then  you  came  here  voluntarily? 

A.  Why,  no. 

Q.  Then  you  didn't  come  here  as  a  witness  from  home? 

A.  I  was  instructed  to  come  here. 

Q.  Well,  by  whom? 

A.  I  presume  it  was  by  Mr.  Sharp. 

(JRedirect  examination,) 

Q.  (By  Grov.  Sharp:)  Are  not  lands  in  Mitchell  county  that 
are  twelve  or  fifteen  miles  away  from  market  or  railroads,  less 
valuable  than  lands  near  it? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  far  is  this  land  from  Beloit? 

A.  About  fourteen  miles. 

Q.  This  land  you  speak  of  as  owning,  how  near  is  it? 

A.  About  eight  miles  from  it. 


Q.  (By  Mr.  Clogston:)  Now,  with  reference  to  that  land  that 
you  bought,  I  want  you  to  state  whether  or  not  it  is  a  fact  that 
that  land  is  surrounded  by  farming  lands,  and  was  got  for  farm- 
ing purposes? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  sold  it  for  farming  lands. 

Q.  Does  the  fact  of  land  being  twelve  or  fourteen  miles,  or 
eight  miles  from  town,  make  very  much  difference  for  grazing 
purposes? 

A.  Well,  there  is  not  very  much  grazing  land  near  town. 

Q.  Well,  would  it  make  very  much  difference? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  it  would  make  a  great  deal  of  difference. 

TESTIMONY   OF   SAMUEL   THANHOUSER. 

Samuel  Thanhouser,  being  duly  sworn,  testifies  as  follows: 

Q.  You  may  give  your  full  name  to  the  committee. 

A.  Samuel  Thanhouser. 

Q.- Your  address  ? 

A.  Newton,  Kansas^ 

Q.  What  is  your  business  ? 

A.  I  am  a  dry-goods  merchant. 
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Q.  For  what  period  of  time  were  you  a  member  of  the  Boanl 
of  Regents  of  the  State  Normal  School  ? 

A.  For  the  last  two  years. 

Q.  Were  you  a  member  of  the  Board  at  the  time  of  the  sale 
of  these  lands  of  the  Normal  School  in  Mitchell  county? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  a  member  of  the  committee  that  visited  the  lands  just 
before  the  sale  of  them  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Now  go  ahead  and  make  any  statements  with  reference  to 
that  sale  you  see  proper. 

A.  About  the  19th  of  July — I  think  about  four  weeks  before 
that  we  had  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Regents,  when  a  gentle- 
man from  Atchison  was  there,  I  think  his  name  was  Storch,  rep- 
resenting parties  in  Atchison.  I  wish  to  say  before  that,  however, 
that  at  several  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Regents  we  found  it 
necessary  to  sell  these  lands,  in  order  to  keep  up  the  grade  of  the 
School  that  we  wanted  to ;  our  finances  were  in  such  a  condition 
that  such  a  thing  was  absolutely  necessary.  To  sell  them  by 
sections,  or  by  quarter-sections,  I  didn't  think  myself  that  it  was 
a  good  plan ;  lived  in  Beloit  myself  for  five  or  six  years,  and 
knew  something  about  it.  I  was  told  by  parties  well  versed  in 
these  lands,  that  if  you  sell  a  quarter-section  here  and  there  it 
would  spoil  the  sale  of  the  lands,  so  that  it  would  be  worth  less 
to  the  School ;  and  so  I  was  in  favor  of  selling  the  lands  in  a 
body,  so  that  the  School  would  get  the  benefit.  Dickson  and  I 
figuring  up  found  that  we  were  getting  short  of  help  such  as  the 
progress  of  the  School  demanded.  Storch  told  me  that  he  was 
looking  over  the  lands,  and  he  represented  that  parties  from 
Atchison  would  like  to  buy  them. 

Q.  Where  was  this? 

A.  At  Emporia.  It  was  not  a  meeting  of  the  Board.  It  was 
at  the  Coolidge  House.  I  think  Dr.  Haller,  Dickson,  Gov. 
Sharp  and  myself  were  present.  That  was  all  at  the  time  I  hid 
this  conversation.  I  forget  whether  Omer  was  there  or  not;  I 
am  not  sure  whether  he  was  there  or  not  at  that  time.  Mr. 
Btorch  told  me  that  he  thought  the  lands  were  worth  about  $3. 
I  told  him  that  I  didn't  think  that  the  Board  would  sell  them  at 
that  price,  although  we  wanted  to  sell  them  in  a  body.  Dickson 
had  been  corresponding  with  this  man,  and  he  knew  fiom  him. 
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At  that  meeting  I  made  a  motion  to  have  a  committee  of  three 

or  four  appointed  to  go  up  and  look  over  these  lands  in  Mitchell 

county,    I  think  Dr.  Haller  appointed  Gov.  Sharp,  Orner,  and 

myself.     I  said  I  didn't  want  to  go,  as  I  had  lots  of  business  on 

my  hands,  and  he  begged  me  to  go,  as  he  had  a  great  deal  of 

business  himself  to  attend  to.     We  went  up  and  got  Norton  — 

who  lived  up  there  and  knew  all  about  the  lands — to  take  us 

out  where  they  were.     He  drove  us  all  over  the  lands,  and  we 

came  to  the  conclusion  that  from  $3.50  to  $4  an  acre  was  all  the 

lands  were  worth ;  and  it  met  my  views,  from  the  remarks  I  had 

up  there  four  or  five  years  ago  in  regard  to  them.     We  came 

home,  and  I  guess  that  a  week  or  two — some  one  or  two  after 

that,  several  days,  I  cannot  place  the  date  at  all — I  was  at  home 

at  Newton,  and  received  a  telegraphic  dispatch — my  impression 

is  that  it  was  signed  by  Dickson — to  go  up  immediately  that 

evening  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  the  lands.     I  had  a  talk  with 

Dickson,  and  he  thought  Sharp  sent  it,  but  k  was  my  impression 

that  it  was  he  that  sent  it.     I  came  up  that  night  very  late,  and 

saw  Dickson  and  Sharp  that  morning,  and  Sharp  told  me  that 

they  were  offered  for  this  land  $3.50  an  acre  or  $4 — $4  by 

quarter-section  in  separate  contracts,  the  $3.50  for  the  whole 

thing  in  a  body.     Gov.  Sharp  told  me  that  he  had  been  at  To- 

peka,  had  seen  Gov.  Glick  and  Attorney  General  Johnston  and 

Orner,  who  had  coincided  with  him  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  these 

lands — that  is,  two  besides  himself — and  that  Gov.  Glick  and 

Johnston  had  advised  him  to  sell  these  lands  at  that  price,  and 

I  had  been  thinking  of  the  matter,  and  gave  my  consent  to  it, 

and  thought  it  was  an  elegant  good  sale.     There  was  some  talk 

that  there  was  a  proposition  before  the  Board  of  $5  an  acre, 

coming  from  Jordan  at  Beloit,  in  single  sections,  and  Sharp  told 

me  that  Cross — with  whom  I  had  no  conversation  at  any  time 

with  reference  to  the  lands — told  him  that  he  would  give  $4  an 

acre  for  it  himself  upon  the  same  terms ;  but  the  proposition  was 

whether  we  would  take  that  money  and  have  none  of  the  lands 

come  back  to  the  State,  or  take  the  proposition  of  Jordan,  and 

have  the  lands  come  back.     Some  of  the  lands  were  very  poor 

and  some  good,  and  I  think  my  duty  was  such  to  the  School 

that  I  would  rather  take  $3.50,  and  get  all  the  lands  off.     It 

was  stated  that  a  proposition  of  $4  was  made  to  take  the  lands 

for  $4  in  a  body.     I  don't  know  anything  about  it,  and  think  if 
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there  was  such  a  proposition,  Dickson  or  Sharp  would  have  told 
me.  If  that  was  so,  I  want  to  say  that  I  know  nothing  about 
it,  nor  do  I  believe  that  such  a  proposition  was  made.  That  is 
all  I  know  about  the  sale. 

(  Oross-examination,') 

Q.  You  went  to  Emporia  the  night  you  got  the  dispatch  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  How  long  did  you  stay  at  Emporia  ? 

A.  Until  the  next  night. 

Q.  And  went  home  then  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Are  you  not  mistaken  about  it  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  came  to  Emporia  as  though  it  was  to-night — 

Q.  When  you  got  to  Emporia,  you  were  informed  that  they 
had  already  gone  to  Topeka  to  see  Orner  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  At  the  time  you  say  you  saw  Storch,  it  was  at  Emporia  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Was  he  meeting  with  the  Board  ? 

A.  I  don't  know.  Dickson  told  me  that  he  had  a  conversa- 
tion with  him. 

Q.  All  you  know  was  the  time  you  had  the  conversation  with 
him? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  and  I  intimated  to  him  that  the  land  could  not 
be  sold  for  $3. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  hear  about  a  proposition,  or  see  it,  that  Jor- 
don  would  take  the  lands  for  $4. 

A.  No,  sir ;  I  never  heard  it. 

Q.  If  you  had  heard  of  such  a  proposition,  would  you  have 
sold  the  lands  to  Cross  for  $3.50  an  acre  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Would  you  have  consented  to  the  sale  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  Mr.  Storch  did  not  make  any  such  proposition. 

Q.  Would  you  have  consented  to  have  sold  the  lands  at  that 
price,  if  Jordan  or  any  other  responsible  person  had  offered  more 
for  the  land  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  public  notice  of  the  land  being  for 
sale? 
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A.  No,  sir;  I  don't  know. 

Q.  Who  had  the  charge  of  selling  the  land — who  made  the 
arrangement  with  Cross  ? 

A.  I  presume  Gov.  Sharp. 

Q.  And  you  say  you  didn't  see  Cross  at  all  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  did  not. 

Q.  And  at  that  time  you  thought  you  were  selling  the  land 
or  what  it  was  worth? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  and  I  wish  to  state  here,  that  from  what  I  know 
of  the  Mitchell  county  lands,  if  I  had  the  same  thing  to  do  over 
again,  knowing  what  I  do  of  the  lands,  I  would  do  the  same 
thing  again. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  letters  being  laid  before  the  Board 
by  Van  Holmes,  containing  offers  at  $4  an  acre? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  letters  by  Storch  for  that? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Are  you  posted  as  to  the  price  or  prices  of  lands  in  Mitchell 
county  at  that  time  when  the  sale  was  made? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  cannot  say  that  I  am  posted,  except  from  hear- 
say. 

Q.  Well,  how  then  can  you  say  that  that  is  all  the  lands  were 
worth? 

A.  Well,  simply  from  what  I  know  that  lands  in  the  county 
were  selling  for. 

Q.  But  you  say  you  don't  know  anything  about  the  prices  of 
lands  at  the  time  these  lands  were  sold. 

A.  Well,  it  was  from  my  best  judgment,  according  to  how  the 
lands  were  sold  in  Mitchell  county  then.  I  sold  my  place  that 
I  gave  $600  for,  for  $200  just  before  this  land  was  sold.  I  judge 
of  the  prices  from  what  Hood,  Norton  and  others  told  me.  Nor- 
ton said  they  were  not  worth  over  $3.50  an  acre. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  examine  these  lands? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  with  Gov.  Sharp  and  Oraer,  and  went  out  to  the 
land  a  dozen  times  when  Norton  was  there. 

Q.  How  many  sections  of  this  land  you  went  over? 

A.  I  was  on  sections  10,  11,  and  21,  and  several  others;  I 
can't  tell  you  exactly. 

Q.  Were  you  on  24? 

A.  I  can't  tell. 
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Q.  Were  you  on  12? 

A.  I  can't  tell. 

Q.  Were  you  on  11? 

A.  I  can't  tell. 

Q.  Were  you  on  10? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  I  remember  10  particularly. 

Q.  Did  you  not  state,  just  a  bit  ago,  that  you  were  on  11,  and 
now  state  that  you  were  not? 

A.  I  don't  know  that  I  did. 

Q.  (  By  Gov.  Sharp :)  At  the  time  you  came  on  that  telegram, 
that  you  speak  of,  didn't  we  the  next  morning  have  a  meeting 
at  the  office  in  the  building,  in  the  Normal  School  building? 

A.  I  think  we  did. 

Q.  Do  you  remember  there  anything  about  a  conversation 
had  between  Dickson,  you  and  myself,  (I  don't  know  now 
whether  Dr.  Haller  was  there  or  not,)  in  which  you  gentlemen 
directed  that  I  should  go  to  Topeka  to  see  the  Attorney  General 
in  regard  to  the  bond? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Was  that  the  time  you  say  you  came  in  accordance  with 
the  telegram  ? 

A.  I  think  it  was  before.  I  think  you  were  in  Topeka  when 
that  telegram  reached  me. 

Q.  Then  the  telegram  that  you  received  that  you  came  on,  it 
was  the  time  we  made  the  contract  when  I  was  in  Topeka? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  when  I  went  to  Topeka,  I  went  at  the  request  of  you 
gentlemen? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  I  remember  that  I  said  before  this  land  should 
be  sold,  you  should  go  to  Topeka  and  consult  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral and  others  about  it.  As  I  said  before,  it  might  not  he  to 
credit,  but  I  have  been  rather  an  ornamental  part  of  the  body. 
Gov.  Sharp  was  President,  and  Dickson  was  Secretary.  They 
took  a  great  deal  of  interest  in  it,  and  my  memory  is  at  default 
with  regard  to  these  .matters — that  is,  as  to  dates. 

TESTIMONY   OP   H.  C.  CROSS. 

H.  C.  Cross,  being  duly  sworn,  testifies  as  follows: 
Q.  Will  you  please  state  your  name? 
A.  My  name  is  H.  C.  Cross. 
Q.  Where  do  you  reside? 
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A.  At  Emporia,  Kansas. 

Q.  How  long  have  you  lived  in  Emporia? 

A.  This  18  mj  twentieth  year. 

Q.  What  is  your  business  ? 

A.  President  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Emporia. 

{Examined  by  Oov.  Sharp,) 

Q.  Let  Mr.  Cross  tell  his  story.  Now,  Mr.  Cross,  state  whether 
you  know  anything  relative  to  the  sale  of  Normal  School  lands 
in  Mitchell  county? 

A.  I  do,  I  suppose. 

Q.  When  did  that  sale  take  place? 

A.  My  recollection  is  that  the  paper  was  drawn  up  on  the  19th 
day  of  July,  1884. 

Q.  Make  a  statement  with  reference  to  it? 

A.  Well,  along  in  the  latter  part  of  June,  one  evening  I  was 
in  the  Hotel  Coolidge ;  I  went  over  there,  and  Gov.  Sharp  was 
sitting  on  the  veranda.  I  remarked  to  him  something,  and  he 
said  he  was  up  in  Mitchell  county  appraising  the  Normal  School 
lands.  Having  been  once  a  Regent  of  the  Normal  School  lands 
myself,  I  felt  some  interest — 

Q.  (By  Senator  Young : )  Well,  did  he  inform  you  at  that 
time  about  the  price  ? 

A.  No,  sir.  Well,  I  asked  him  the  condition  of  the  lands — 
what  lands  the  State  owned  yet.  He  said  7,000  or  8,000  acres. 
I  asked  him  where  they  were.  He  said  in  Mitchell  county. 
That  is  all  that  was  said  at  the  time.  Then  shortly  afterwards, 
he  said  the  State  wanted  to  sell  these  lands,  and  you  had  better 
buy  them.  I  told  him  I  didn't  know  whether  I  wanted  to  buy 
them  then.  When  I  was  on  the  Board,  the  lands  were  held  very 
high.  He  told  me  to  go  and  look  at  them.  I  told  him  that  I 
didn't  want  them,  and  didn't  know  that  I  wanted  to  look  at 
them.  Shortly  after  that,  he  came  again,  and  said  to  me  that 
the  State  intended  to  sell  these  lands — that  the  School  needed 
the  money.  He  said  again, "  You  had  better  go  and  look  at  them." 
I  told  him  no,  that  the  State  held  them  too  high,  and  I  didn't 
want  them.  He  said  no;  he  supposed  the  State  would  sell  them. 
I  then  went  to  see  them.  I  rode  into  Beloit  on  the  morning  of 
the  3d  day  of  July — perhaps  it  may  have  been  the  2d  —  well,  I 
don't  know;  I  know  that  I  spent  the  3d  and  4th  of  July  there, 
and  went  out  with  Mr.  Magrath  to  see  the  lands.     He  took  me 
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out  in  his  buggy,  and  showed  me  what  was  claimed  to  be  the 
Normal  School  lands — that  is,  the  northern  part  of  it.     We  got 
upset,  and  broke  the  buggy.    Then  we  went  to  £wing*s,  and 
stayed  there  all  night.     Next  morning  we  took  in  the  south  tier 
of  sections,  and  looked  over  the  land.    We  spent  the  forenoon 
upon  the  land.     We  went  on  all  the  sections  as  he  named  them, 
80  that  I  could  get  them  fair.    I  asked  him  what  he  would  pay 
for  them.    He  said  $4  an  acre  for  section  10.    There  was  water 
on  it,  a  pump  on  it.     He  said  he  didn't  know  but  he  would  take 
11  too.     I  remarked  to  him  that  that  was  too  much  for  the  land. 
He  said  he  thought  so  too.     He  said  the  land  ought  to  bring 
(3.50  an  acre  for  the  whole.    He  said  that  there  had  not  been  a 
good  crop  of  com  made  in  that  county  for  the  last  three  yean, 
until  that  season,  when  we  were  there,  and  it  wasn't  made  yet 
— at  least  it  had  not  been  harvested.     That  is  what  Magrath 
said  to  me.     So  I  looked  over  the  lands,  and  returned  back  to 
Beloit.      Stayed   there  that   night,  and  next    morning  came 
home,  and  made  up  my  mind  that  if  I  could  buy  that  land 
for  $3.50  an  acre,  I  would  buy  them,  but  if  I  had  to  pay 
more  I  would  not  buy  them.     I  told  the  matter  to  Martmdale, 
who  was  associated  with  me  in  business.     He  said:   ''I  know 
nothing  about  the  lands  and  never  saw  them,  but  one  thing  is  in 
favor  of  lands  in  that  county:  as  there  is  no  ranch  near  by,  you 
would  probably  buy  com  cheaper  than  in  this  county."    On 
account  of  no  other  ranch  being  there,  he  thought  that  was  quite 
a  consideration.     I  then  made  up  my  mind  that  I  would  make 
an  offer  for  the  land.     When  I  saw  Sharp  again,  I  told  him  that 
there  was  a  portion  of  the  lands  good  and  a  portion  not  good. 
The  Lincoln  county  land  I  didn't  see,  and  hadn't  time  to  go  and 
see  it.     He  said  "  That  section  is  equal  in  every  respect  with  the 
balance  of  the  lands,  and  has  water  on  it."     I  said  ''  I  will  take 
certain  sections  of  that  land,  and  should  select  them."    He  said 
no,  he  would  not  sell  them  in  that  way ;  so  I  told  him  that  I 
would  take  the  land  at  $4  an  acre,  if  I  picked  my  sections.    He 
said  no.     Then  I  told  him  that  I  would  pay  $4  an  acre,  but  that 
I  would  forfeit  one-third  of  them.     Then  I  told  him  that  I  would 
take  the  land  at  $3.50  an  acre,  and  would  not  forfeit  any  of  it 
Then  I  told  him  that  I  would  give  a  bond  of  820,000,  and  not 
forfeit.     He  said  he  didn't  know  whether  it  could  be  done,  and 
I  told  him  to  hold  it  open.     He  said  he  wasn't  going  to  let  any 
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other  persons  have  it.  Then  I  said  I  would  not  wait,  if  that  was 
the  case.  He  said  he  was  going  to  see  the  Attorney  General. 
Three  or  four  days  after  that  he  told  me  that  he  would  let  me 
have  the  whole  of  the  land.  Holmes  then  drew  up  the  contract. 
I  asked  Holmes  if  the  matter  was  all  right — I  had  a  good  deal 
of  business  with  him — he  said  it  was  all  right.  I  gave  him  my 
check  for  twenty-six  and  some  odd  hundred  dollare,  and  took  my 
oontract.  The  first  interest  fell  due  January,  and  I  paid  it. 
That  is  all  I  know  of  it. 

Q.  (By  Senator  Young:)  Now  you  state  that  Magrath  told 
you  that  he  would  give  $4  an  acre  for  section  10,  and  probably 
for  some  other  section  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  he  said  section  10,  and  possibly  section  11. 
Q.  Are  you  positive  about  the  $4  an  acre? 
A.  Yes,  sir. 

(cj.  If  Magrath  testifies  that  he  offered  $5  an  acre,  then  he  tes- 
tifies falsely? 

A.  Well,  I  would  not  like  to  say  that,  but  I  would  swear  that 
the  gentleman  is  mistaken  if  he  said  that. 

Q.  How  long  were  you  in  examining  that  land,  Mr.  Cross  ? 
A.  Well,  I  should  say  we  got  out  there  about  noon,  or  a  little 
lifter  noon ;  it  must  have  been  2  or  3  o'clock. 
Q.  What  time  did  you  start  ? 
A.  A  little  after  dinner. 
Q.  How  long  were  you  getting  out  there? 
A.  Two  or  three  hours ;  he  had  a  good  team. 
Q.  When  did  you  return  ? 

A.  We  got  back  about  2  o'clock  the  next  day;  maybe  3 
o'clock;  it  is  possible  as  late  as  three.  Dinner  was  all  over  at 
the  hotel. 

Q.  In  making  your  offer  of  $3.50  an  acre,  you  made  it  with 
the  expectation  that  it  was  a  bargain,  did  you  not  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  didn't  think  it  was  any  special  bargain,  for  I 
would  never  have  given  a  cent  more  for  it;  and  I  swear,  so  help 
me  Grod,  that  if  he  hadn't  made  the  plea  to  me  that  it  was  nec- 
essary for  the  institution,  that  it  was  in  a  bad  condition,  and 
needed  money  very  much,  I  would  not  even  have  gone  to  look 
at  the  land. 

Q.  Then  you  mean  to  say  that  you  bought  the  land  only  on 
account  of  the  institution,  and  not  for  any  personal  benefit  ? 
70 
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A.  No,  sir,  I  don't  want  the  committee  to  understand  any- 
thing of  the  kind.  I  think  that  the  land  was  worth  it,  hut  I 
would  not  have  looked  at  that  property  unless  Gov.  Sharp  had 
told  me  that  the  institution  was  in  great  need  of  ^nds,  and  was 
in  a  bad  way. 

Q.  You  swear  that  you  thought  the  lands  were  not  worth  over 
$3.50  an  acre? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  I  did. 

Q.  I  want  to  ask  you  if  you  had  any  offers  for  any  part  of 
that  land  since  you  bought  it,  at  or  near  the  time,  or  since  that 
time? 

A.  Not  that  I  have  any  recollection  of,  except  to-night,  when 
Clogston  asked  me  if  I  would  take  $4.50  an  acre  for  the  land. 

Q.  I  will  ask  you  if  Mr.  A.  D.  Moon,  of  Beloit,  did  not  ask 
you  if  you  would  not  take  $3.50  an  acre  for  two  of  the  poorest 
sections  you  had  of  that  land? 

A.  If  he  made  me  an  offer  for  any  specific  number  or  part,  I 
do  not  know.     He  did  not  ask  me  about  it. 

Q.  Isn't  it  a  fact  that  you  said  you  would  not  sell  it  for  leas 
than  $6  an  acre? 

A.  Yes,  sir,  for  the  whole  body,  from  the  fact  that  I  did  not 
want  to  sell  it.  I  had  made  an  arrangement  for  wire  to  fence 
that  land  all  in,  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  it  a  term  of  years. 
At  the  same  time,  if  I  get  an  offer  on  it,  I  will  sell  it,  of  course. 

Q.  Now  if  that  land  on  an  average  was  bought  for  S3.50  an 
acre,  and  you  have  been  offered  $3.50  an  acre  for  the  poor^t, 
don't  you  think  that  would  be  a  good  bargain? 

A.  I  don't  know ;  I  have  no  recollection  that  the  offer  was 
made — no  special  offer — but  I  refused  to  sell  the  property  un- 
less I  sell  it  as  a  whole.  I  think  the  property  is  worth  more  as 
a  whole  than  sold  in  portions,  and  had  the  land  been  broken  up 
more  than  it  was,  I  would  not  have  taken  it  at  all. 

Q.  Well,  now,  I  want  to  know  whether  you  said  you  held  the 
land  at  $6  an  acre? 

A.  I  may  have  said  so  in  order  not  to  sell  it.  I  may  have  put 
that  price  on  it  because  I  didn't  want  to  to  sell  it,  but  I  swear 
that  I  didn't  think  the  property  was  worth  that.  Of  course,  I 
asked  it,  and  ask  that  to-day,  but  at  the  same  time  if  a  man 
comes  to  me  and  offers  me  a  fair  prioe,  meaning  business,  I  will 
let  it  go  at  a  much  less  figure. 
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Q.  With  whom  did  you  make  this  contract  with  the  Board? 

A.  With  Gov.  Sharp. 

Q.  All  the  understanding  and  talk  was  made  with  Gov.  Sharp^ 
and  no  other  member  of  the  Board  ? 

A.  None  other  that  I  believe  I  recollect  of. 

Q.  You  were  not  present  when  the  contract  was  written  up  ? 

A.  No,  sir ;  I  was  with  Holmes,  and  talked  about  it,  but  was 
not  present  when  it  was  done.  Dickson  might  have  been  pres- 
ent when  the  contract  was  closed  up ;  I  don't  know. 

Q.  You  said  that  a  much  less  amount  than  $6  an  acre  would 
buy  that  land :  can  you  tell  how  much  would  buy  it  ? 

A.  Well,  I  am  not  going  to  state  it,  unless  you  want  to  buy 
that  land.  I  swear  that  it  wasn't  worth  over  $3.50  an  acre  at 
the  time  I  bought ;  and  don't  think  it  is  business  to  put  a  price 
on  my  property  now,  except  persons  want  to  buy  it. 

Q.  Do  you  think  lands  have  increased  100  per  cent,  since  last 
July? 

A.  No,  sir — that  is,  some  lands  have,  but  I  don't  think  that 
land  has. 

Q.  I  want  to  know  whether  you  are  posted  as  to  the  prices  of 
lands  in  Mitchell  county  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  am  not. 

Q.  Well,  how  then  do  you  swear  that  was  all  the  land  was 
worth  ? 

A.  Well,  I  spoke  to  gentlemen  in  the  county — Magrath  and 
others — and  gave  you  my  judgment  from  that. 

Q.  Would  you  take  the  opinion  of  Magrath? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  partially  so.     I  also  talked  with  Ewing. 

Q.  Are  you  williijg  to  take  his  opinion  ? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  so  far  as  I  thought  it  corresponded  with  what  I 
thought  was  correct. 

Q.  Well,  if  they  said  it  was  worth  $7  or  $8  an  acre,  would 
you  be  willing  to  take  their  opinion  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Well,  you  did  take  it.  Well,  as  a  matter  of  feet,  you  are 
not  familiar  with  the  prices  of  lands  in  Mitchell  county  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  am  not. 

Q.  Well,  how  do  you  put  that  price  on  it,  and  say  that  it  was 
all  that  it  was  worth  ? 
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A.  Well,  from  what  I  heard  from  others,  and  my  general 
knowledge  of  prices  of  lands  in  other  parts  of  the  county. 

Q.  How  often  have  you  been  in  Mitchell  county  ? 

A.  Only  once. 

Q.  I  understood  you  to  say  that  you  examined  that  land? 

A.  I  did  not  examine  the  land  in  Lincoln  county;  I  was  told 
by  Grov.  Sharp  that  it  was  as  good  as  the  others.  I  will  sell  that 
and  in  Lincoln  county  for  $3  an  acre.  I  didn't  examine  it  at 
the  time,  but  have  examined  it  since,  and  found  that  it  was  not 
so  as  represented.  He  told  me  that  there  was  water  on  it,  but  I 
found  out  otherwise.  I  wentand  examined  that  land  in  Lincoln 
county.  The  Governor  told  me  that  it  was  watered  land,  and  I 
supposed  he  was  correct,  from  the  maps.  There  was  an  elbow 
that  ran  across,  and  afterwards  left  the  land  without  water.  I 
think  there  is  probably  twenty-five  or  thirty,  or  it  may  be  thirty- 
five  acres  of  bottom  land,  on  which  there  is  a  dog  town,  and  some 
slope  land,  but  the  balance  is  as  mean  a  land  as  I  ever  saw  in 
Kansas. 

Q.  It  is  good  grazing  land,  isn't  it? 

A.  No,  sir;  limestone  comes  out  on  the  top.  I  didn't  tell 
anybody  that  I  could  enter  the  half-section  south  at  $1.25  an 
acre.     If  the  State  wants  that  land  for  $3  an  acre,  she  can  have  it 

Q.  Can't  she  have  it  for  what  you  paid? 

A.  No,  sir,  but  at  a  very  decent  advance.  There  is  nothing 
small  about  me — I  would  trade  at  any  time. 

Q.  Well,  what  would  you  take  for  it? 

A.  Now  I  won't  appraise  that  land  unless  you  are  going  to 
buy  it — that  would  be  childish. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  give  that  bond? 

A.  No,  sir,  because  I  didn't  ask  for  any  subdivision  of  the 
land.  It  was  not  necessary  to  give  it ;  my  contract  is  all  in  one. 
If  I  had  asked  for  subdivisions,  and  I  had  bought  in  that  way, 
then  I  would  have  put  up  my  bond  of  $20,000. 

Q.  I  want  to  ask  you  one  more  question :  you  said  there  was 
no  water  on  that  land  ? 

A.  Well,  from  the  corner  issued  water ;  if  that  is  dry,  there  is 
no  water  on  it. 

Q.  Don't  you  know  there  is  plenty  of  water  that  could  be  got 
by  digging? 

A.  Well,  yes,  sir,  I  suppose  so.

The  committee  met  at  the  room  of  the  Committee  on  Ways 
and  Means  of  the  Senate. 

TESTIMONY   OF   GEORGE   D.   ORNER. 

George  D.  Orner,  being  duly  sworn,  testifies  as  follows : 

Q.  What  is  your  full  name,  Mr.  Omer  ? 

A.  George  D.  Orner. 

Q.  Where  do  you  reside? 

A.  Medicine  Lodge,  Barber  county,  Kansas. 

Q.  What  official  position,  if  any,  did  you  occupy  during  the 
summer  of  1884  in  Kansas  ? 

A.  I  was  one  of  the  Regents  of  the  State  Normal  School. 

Q.  For  what  length  of  time  were  you  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Regents? 
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A.  I  waa  appointed  two  years  ago  this  month — no,  two  years 
Ago  in  February. 

Q.  Were  you  present  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Direct- 
ors at  the  time  when  a  committee  was  appointed  to  appraise  the 
^Normal  School  lands,  sometime  in  the  summer  of  1884  ? 

A.  I  was  not. 

Q.  Were  you  afterwards  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board  after 
the  appointment  of  the  committee  to  visit  these  lands? 

A.  I  was. 

Q.  Who  composed  that  committee  ? 

A.  I  was  informed  by  the  Board  when  I  met  them  at  the  time 
you  speak  of,  that  a  committee  was  appointed  for  the  purpose  of 
visiting  these  lands  in  Mitchell  county  and  making  an  examina- 
tion of  the  same,  as  they  found  it  necessary  to  reappraise  them, 
as  it  was  supposed  that  the  appraisement  at  that  time  was  too 
high ;  and  I  was  informed  at  this  meeting  that  the  committee 
consisted  of  Sharp,  Thanhouser,  and  myself. 

Q.  Do  you  know  whether  the  committee  ever  visited  the 
lands,  and  made  an  appraisement  of  these  lands  in  Mitchell 
county,  Kansas  ? 

A.  We  as  a  committee  visited  Mitchell  county  for  the  purpose 
of  examining  these  lands.  We  went  out  upon  the  lands,  and 
looked  them  over,  and  returned  to  Topeka.  Grov.  Sharp,  some 
time  after  that,  (Isaac  Sharp,)  came  to  me  with  a  report  in 
blank,  and  asked  me  to  read  it,  and  see  if  that  was  my  report. 
I  did  so.  My  recollection  is  that  that  report  went  on  to  state 
that  we  as  a  committee  had  visited  the  lands,  and  found,  in  our 
judgment,  that  they  had  been  appraised  too  high;  and  that  we 
had  also  concluded  that  there  being  a  large  amount  of  inferior 
lands,  and  the  inferior  lands  being  in  greater  quantities  than  the 
good  land,  it  was  better  to  sell  the  land  in  bulk.  That  report  he 
presented  to  me  in  Topeka,  on  the  day  of  the  Republican  State 
Convention.  I  read  it,  and  stopped  in  a  grocery  store  with  him 
and  signed  it.  I  want  to  state,  in  this  connection,  that  I  had 
been  informed  by  Sharp,  previous  to  going  on  this  committee, 
and  while  on  the  committee,  and  pending  the  investigation,  that 
he  had  consulted  Grov.  Glick  and  Attorney  General  Johnston 
with  reference  to  selling  the  land  in  bulk,  and  that  he  was  act- 
ing directly  under  their  instruction ;  that  they  had  agreed  with 
him  that  in  all  probability  if  we  sold  off  all  the  good  lands  in 
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quarter-sections,  we  would  have  so  much  bad  laud  on  our  hands 
that  we  would  not  get  it  off  at  all,  but  that  we  should  make  the 
good  land  sell  the  bad — to  use  Gov.  Sharp's  own  language;  and 
Sharp  also  informed  me  that  the  School  wafi  very  much  in  need 
of  money,  and  that  the  agent  had  found  it  impossible  to  sell 
these  lands  because  they  were  appraised  too  high,  and  this  com- 
mittee  was  appointed  to  examine  to  see  if  the  lands  were  not 
appraised  too  high ;  and  when  he  handed  me  this  report  to  sign^ 
the  amount  that  the  lands  were  to  be  sold  for  (were  appraised 
at)  was  in  blank.  I  have  seen  the  report  since,  and  saw  that  it 
is  filled  in  at  $3.50  per  acre,  (I  mean  the  report  of  this  committee 
on  the  appraisement  of  the  land;)  and  it  was  understood  then^ 
when  I  signed  this  report,  that  the  price  should  remain  in  blank 
until  we  as  a  committee  reported  to  the  foil  Board,  and  the  Board 
acted  upon  our  report,  and  fixed  the  value  per  acre  of  the  land. 
That  was  on  the  17th  of  July,  I  think — the  day  that  the  con- 
vention balloted  for  officers,  in  July,  1884.  On  the  26th  of 
July — 

Q.  Well,  let  me  a«k  you  a  question  or  two  before  that:  At 
that  time — the  time  of  the  appraisement  of  this  land,  and  the 
time  you  saw  Grov.  Sharp  here  in  Topeka,  that  you  speak  of — 
did  you  understand  that  the  committee  had  any  authority  to  sell 
these  lands  ? 

A.  They  had  none  whatever. 

Q.  Did  you  understand,  at  the  time  you  were  appointed  on 
that  committee,  that  the  committee  was  appointed  to  sell  that 
land? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  don't  think  that  the  report  shows  that  either. 
Simply,  we  were  to  appraise  the  land,  and  to  see  if  the  lands  were 
appraised  too  high,  or  not,  and  dimply  to  sell  it  in  bulk,  so  that 
the  good  lands  should  sell  the  poor  lands.  We  were  to  see  if 
the  land  could  be  sold,  even  in  bulk,  at  $6,  I  think ;  and  if  not 
in  bulk,  at  the  appraised  value  at  that  time;  then  to  change  it, 
and  to  reappraise  it. 

Q.  Then  I  understand  you  to  say  that  the  committee  had  no 
authority  to  sell  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  didn't  so  understand  it;  well,  we  had  no  such 
authority.  I  am  sure  that  the  Secretary's  report  does  not  show 
anything  of  the  kind. 

Q.  Were  you  on  the  Board  when  the  blank  was  filled  out  ? 
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A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Were  you  on  the  Board  at  any  meeting — were  you  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Board  when  the  land  was  ordered  sold  ? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  State  what  took  plaoe  after  you  saw  Oov.  Sharp  ? 

A.  Well^  I  want  to  state  that  when  we  came  back  from  the 
examination  of  this  land,  we  separated,  and  Sharp  was  to  make 
the  report  and  we  were  to  meet  and  sign  it ;  and  Gk>v.  Sharp  made 
the  report  and  met  me  here.  But  I  had  told  Sharp  when  we 
left  each  other — I  said,  "I  may  not  see  you  again,  and  if  I  am 
not  there  you  juBt  write  out  that  report  and  sign  my  name  to  it.'^ 
He  had  suggested  that.  I  was  here  only  temporarily,  and  was 
going  back  to  California.  I  told  him  to  sign  my  name  to  the 
report.    He  came  up  here  with  it,  and  I  signed  it  myself. 

Q.  Have  you  seen  one  of  the  exhibits  over  here  of  the  sale 
of  these  lands  to  Cross  for  $3.50  an  acre?  [Witness's  attention 
being  called  to  a  certain  paper  already  in  evidence,  and  marked 
"Exhibit—."] 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  authorize  your  name  to  be  affixed  to  that  paper  ? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  had  no  knowledge  of  it,  and  never  authorized 
anyone  to  do  so; 

Q.  Did  you  ever  authorize  Gov.  Sharp  or  Mr.  Thanhouser  tj 
do  so? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  When  was  the  first  you  knew  that  that  paper  was  in  exist- 
ence? 

A.  When  I  saw  it  in  the  hands  of  the  committee  to-day. 

Q.  When  did  you  first  know  that  the  lands  were  sold? 

A.  When  I  saw  the  fact  mentioned  in  the  press  of  Kansas. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  receive  any  notification  from  the  Board  that 
any  such  contract  was  made:  if  so,  when? 

A.  I  received  a  communication  from  Sharp,  sometime  in 
August,  I  think  August,  1884,  some  time  after  I  had  returned  to 
San  Francisco,  California,  in  which  — 

Q.  Have  you  that  letter  now  ? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  returned  it;  it  was  in  August. 

Q.  What  time  did  you  leave  here? 

A.  I  was  going  to  state  that;  I  was  about  to  state  that  before. 
I  left  here  about  the  26th  or  27th  of  July.    The  reason  I  know 
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that  18  that  my  leave  of  absence  required  me  to  be  back  by  the 
first  day  of  August,  and  I  arrived  there  by  the  last  day  of  July. 
Some  time  after  I  had  been  here — sometime  in  August,  I  think 
— it  certainly  was  in  August — I  remember  the  circumstaaoe 
pretty  well — I  received  a  letter  from  Gk)v.  Sharp,  in  which  he 
went  on  to  state  that  they  were  compelled  to  sell  the  lands  for 
43.50;  that  that  was  the  best  they  could  do;  and  that  it  was  to 
the  best  interest  of  the  School  to  sell  it;  and  requested  in  this 
«ame  letter  that  we  indorse  our  opinions  on  the  letter  as  to 
whether  we  sanctioned  this.  Gk)v.  Sharp  signed  the  letter  as 
written  by  him.  Thanhouser  only  stated  under  it  that  he  con- 
<!urred,  or  agreed  to  the  contents  of  the  letter.  Dickson  agreed 
to  the  same  thing,  and  signed  it.  But  Dr.  Haller,  I  noticed 
particularly  that  he  indorsed  it  in  substance  like  this:  If  you 
<»nnot  get  any  more  than  $3.50,  you  had  better  take  it  Well, 
I  indorsed  it  like  Dr.  Haller.  I  concurred  in  the  opinion  ex- 
pressed by  Haller.  I  wrote  that  as  my  indorsement  on  the  let- 
ter. The  letter  hadn't  been  to  Crichton  ;  or  if  it  had,  he  had 
not  indorsed  his  opinion  on  it.    The  letter  was  returned  by  me. 

Q.  To  whom? 

A.  I  was  thinking  about  that  to-day  when  you  talked  to  me 
to-day,  but  I  am  not  sure,  but  think  I  returned  it  to  Sharp.  It 
was  very  natural  for  me  to  return  it  to  him,  because  I  got  it  from 
him. 

Q.  Do  you  know  of  any  offer  at  the  time  of  this  appraisement, 
or  immediately  before  or  afterwards ;  do  you  know  of  any  offer 
having  been  made  to  the  members  of  the  Board  for  the  sale  of 
these  lands  in  Mitchell  county,  or  any  offer  for  the  same? 

A.  No,  sir,  I  do  not.  I  know  this:  that  some  of  these  Mitch- 
ell county  men,  when  down  here  at  the  State  convention,  talked 
about  some  parties  up  there — they  mentioned  about  an  attorney; 
that  in  all  probability  there  were  some  parties  who  would  like  to 
buy  that  land  when  it  was  appraised. 

Q.  Were  you  informed  by  Governor  Sharp  that  he  had  bids 
or  offers  for  the  land? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Do  you  know  as  a  matter  of  fact  if  the  land  was  placed  in 
the  market  to  be  sold  at  its  market  value? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  knew  nothing  at  all  about  the  sale  of  that  land 
until  I  came  back  to  Topeka,  and  found  it  had  been  sold  to 
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CrtMs;  then  I  signed  this.  There  certainly  was  never  any  talk 
between  Grovemor  Sharp  and  myself  for  any  sale  of  the  lands  at 
^3.50;  because,  if  so,  I  should  have  signed  that  blank  myself. 
I  don't  know — 

Q.  I  want  to  ask  you,  at  the  time  you  speak  of  having  met 
Sbarp  at  Topeka,  at  the  time  of  the  State  convention,  about  the 
16th  or  17th  of  July  last,  whether  or  not  at  that  meeting  you 
were  consulted  about  the  sale  of  that  land  at  $3.50  per  acre? 

A.  No,  sir;  Cross's  name  never  was  mentioned,  and  I  didn't 
know  that  he  had  bought  it  until  I  returned  here  within  the  last 
tbree  or  tour  days  ago. 

Q.  Did  he  tell  you  about  an  offer  of  $4  an  acre? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Was  there  anything  said  about  selling  the  land,  or  fixing 
its  value? 

A.  No,  sir;  because  the  amount  was  left  in  blank,  as  I  stated 
before. 

Q.  Was  there  anything  said  by  you  as  to  the  property ;  as  to 
selling  the  property  at  $3.50  an  acre? 

A.  No,  sir.  I  want  also  to  say  that  during  my  membership 
on  that  Board  for  the  last  year  and  a  half,  I  only  met  about 
three  times  with  the  Board ;  was  quite  ignorant  about  the  condi- 
tion of  things,  and  took  the  opinion  of  the  Board  as  to  the  ne- 
cessity of  selling  these  lands. 

Q.  Did  you  inform  yourself  as  to  the  value  of  lands  up  there 
when  you  went  to  Mitchell  county? 

A.  Yes,  sir.  Charlie  Norton  very  kindly  took  us  out  in  his 
buggy,  and  showed  us  the  corners  of  the  land.  He  owned  a 
sheep  ranch  up  there,  and  we  got  his  judgment  of  the  matter, 
and  that  judgment  was  as  to  whether  the  appraisement  was  too 
high,  and  Charlie  said  it  was  too  high.  He  thought  that  ap- 
praisement was  between  $6  and  $7  an  acre.  My  recollection  is 
that  it  was  between  $6  and  $7  an  acre,  but  Crichton  would  know 
all  about  that  if  he  helped  to  appraise  it  five  or  six  years  ago. 
A  great  portion  of  the  land  that  I  was  shown  was  pretty  rough 
land,  and  there  was  also  some  good  grazing  land. 

Q.  If  you  know  of  any  additional  facts  that  would  help  the 
committee  in  this  investigation,  you  may  state  them. 

A.  No,  sir;  that  is  my  whole  connection  with  the  whole  mat- 
ter. 
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Q.  You  didn't  make  any  appraisement,  did  you? 

A.  No,  sir ;  we  did  not  agree  upon  any  appraisement. 

Q.  I  mean  in  your  own  mind? 

A.  No,  sir ;  our  duty  was  not  to  appraise  it  particularly,  but 
to  see  if  the  appraisement — the  existing  appraisement — was  too 
high,  and  whether  we  ought  not  to  sell  the  land  in  bulk,  and  we 
left  the  matter  in  blank  to  be  filled  up. 

SAMUEL  THANHOU8EB  (recalled.) 

Q.  (  By  Mr.  Clogston :)  Mr.  Thanhouser,  you  may  state  what 
letter,  if  any,  you  indorsed,  written  by  Grov.  8harp,  and  directed 
to  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  Normal  School,  in  relation  to  the 
sale  of  Mitchell  county  Normal  School  lands. 

A.  I  don't  know  of  any  such  letter. 

Q.  I  will  get  you  to  state  w^hether  you  indorsed  a  letter  under- 
neath the  indorsement  of  Gov.  Sharp,  and  which  letter  was  sent 
to  other  members  of  the  Board — to  George  D.  Orner  and  others? 

A.  I  don't  know  anything  of  it. 

Q.  If  there  was  a  letter  of  that  kind  sent  to  Greorge  D.  Orner, 
to  California,  in  August  last,  I  will  get  you  to  state  if  you  know 
anything  of  it? 

A.  No,  sir;  nothing  whatever. 

Q.  Did  you  make  any  indorsement  on  a  letter  of  that  kind? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  And  the  only  papers  you  signed  in  relation  to  these  lands 
— these  school  lands — in  July  last,  is  what  is  contained  in  "Ex- 
hibits 2  and  3"? 

A.  Yes,  sir. 

Q.  And  that  you  signed  no  other? 

A.  No,  sir. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  see  a  letter  written  by  Sharp  and  signed  by 
him,  in  which  he  set  forth  the  offer  for  the  Normal  School  lands 
at  $3.50  an  acre,  and  requested  you  to  give  your  opinion  on  the 
sale? 

A.  I  don't  remember  that  I  did. 

Q.  Did  you  ever  receive  a  letter  of  that  kind  from  Gov.  Sharp, 
and  indorse  on  it  your  recommendation? 

A.  No,  sir;  I  never  did,  sir.

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was  referred  Houae  bill  No.  467,  An  act  to  prevent  and  punish 
malicious  mischief,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and 
instruct  me  to  report  the  bill  back  to  the  Senate  with  the  recom- 
mendation that  it  be  not  passed. 

Geo.  S.  Green, /or  Chairman, 

By  consent,  Senator  Allen  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended, 
and  that  Senate  bill  No.  87  be  considered  engrossed,  and  be 
placed  on  third  reading,  subject  to  amendment  and  debate. 

The  question  being  upon  the  suspension  of  the  rules,  a  vote 
being  had,  the  rules  were  not  suspended. 

CONSIDERATION  OF  MESSAGES  FROM  THE  HOUSE  OF 
REPRESENTATIVES. 

House  messages  being  called  for.  Senate  bill  No.  331,  An  act 
to  provide  revenue  for  the  fiscal  years  ending  June  30, 1886,  and 
June  30,  1887,  was  read  as  amended  by  the  House.

Said  Board 
of  Commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  at  any 
time  to  make  and  establish  for  any  railroad  company  doing  busi- 
ness in  this  State,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  complaint  has  been 
made  hy  any  shipper  or  other  person  interested,  a  just  and 
reasonable  charge  for  the  transportation  of  such  freight,  pro- 
vided the  Board  of  Commissioners  deem  such  complaint  to  be  a 
reasonable  one;  and  said  Board  shall,  from  time  to  time  and  in 
the  manner  hereinbefore  described,  change  and  revise  said  sched- 
ules; and  when  any  schedule  shall  have  been  revised  as  afore- 
said, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Board  to  notify  the  railroad 
company  for  which  the  same  was  made,  thereof;  and  every  such 
<?ompany  shall,  within  ten  day^  after  receiving  notice  of  the  same, 
post  and  maintain  in  conspicuous  places  in  all  of  their  stations 
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and  depots,  full  and  correct  schedules,  printed  in  large  type,  of 
the  rates  for  freights  as  fixed  by  the  Board  for  said  railroad  com> 
pany,  but  no  such  schedule  shall  go  into  force  or  take  effect  until 
thirty  days  after  the  said  road  for  which  it  was  made  shall  have 
been  notified  thereof  by  said  Board ;  and  said*  schedules  shall,  in 
in  all  suits  brought  against  any  such  railroad  companies  wherein 
is  in  any  way  involved  the  charges  of  such  railroad  company  for 
the  transportation  of  freights  and  ears  upon  the  railroads,  or 
discriminating  in  reference  thereto,  or  in  reference  to  any  matter 
in  this  act  mentioned,  be  deemed  and  taken  in  all  courts  of  this 
State  as  prima  facie  evidence  that  the  rates  therein  fixed  are  just 
and  reasonable  rates  of  charges  for  the  transportation  of  freights 
and  cars  upon  railroads  for  which  such  schedules  may  have  been 
respectively  prepared.    All  such  schedules  heretofore  or  here- 
after made  shall  be  received  and  held  in  all  suits  as  prijMi  fade 
the  schedules  of  said  Board,  without  further  proof  than  the  pro- 
duction of  the  schedule  desired  to  be  used  as  evidence,  with  a 
certificate  of  the  Board  that  the  same  is  a  true  copy  of  the 
schedule  prepared  by  them  and  presented  to  the  railroad  com- 
pany therein  named;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the 
Attorney  General  or  any  county  attorney,  upon  demand  of  the 
Railroad  Commissioners,  to  prosecute  any  and  all  violations  of 
this  act:  Pnmdedy  That  the  Railroad  Commissioners  shall  not 
^x  a  schedule  of  rates  for  any  road  in  this  State  until  such  road 
shall  have  had  at  least  ten  days'  notice  of  the  intention  of  said 
Commissioners  to  fix  a  schedule  of  rates  for  such  road :  Pravided 
further.  That  no  such  schedule  of  rates  shall  be  fixed  or  adopted 
for  any  railroad  company  until  said  company  shall  have  had  an 
opportunity  to  be  heard  upon  a  proposition  to  fix  such  schedule : 
Provided  further,  That  three  weeks'  public  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  fixing  any  rate  shall  be  given  by  the  Commissioners,  by 
publication  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  along  the 
line  of  the  railroad,  when  said  rate  is  to  take  effect. 

Sec.  2.  Section  14,  chapter  124  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1883 
is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  Section  14.  In  all 
cases  where  complaint  shall  be  made  that  the  rates  charged 
for  freight  are  unjust,  unreasonable,  or  extortionate,  and  the 
Board  shall  find  such  complaint  to  be  true,  they  shall  require  a 
modified  charge  for  the  service  rendered,  such  as  they  shall 
deem  to  be  reasonable,  and  shall  certify  their  finding  to  the 
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managing  officer  of  the  road  against  which  complaint  is  made; 
&nd  the  rates  so  determined  by  the  Board  to  be  reasonable,  shall 
be,  by  the  railroad  company  affected  thereby,  accepted  and 
posted  up  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  each  depot  on  the  line  of 
its  road,  that  may  be  designated  by  said  Board ;  and  such  rates, 
so  found,  shall  in  all  actions  arising  in  any  court  in  the  State, 
be  taken  to  be  reasonable  compensation  for  the  services  for 
which  they  are  provided,  until  the  contrary  is  proven ;  and  all 
compensation  demanded  or  received  by  any  such  railroad  com- 
pany in  excess  of  the  rates  so  determined  by  the  Board,  shall  in 
any  such  action  be  taken  to  be  unjust,  unreasonable  and  extor- 
tionate, until  the  contrary  is  proved.  All  cases  of  a  failure  to 
comply  with  a  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners, 
shall  be  embodied  in  the  report  of  the  Board  of  CommisBionen 
to  the  Grovemor;  and  the  same  shall  apply  to  any  unjust  dis- 
crimination, extortion  or  overcharge  by  said  company,  or  any 
other  violation  of  this  act  by  such  company. 

Sec.  3.  Section  18,  chapter  124  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1883 
is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  18.  The  Board 
shall,  upon  complaint  being  made,  inquire  into  any  alleged 
neglect  or  violation,  by  any  officer,  director,  agent,  attorney, 
servant  or  employ^  of  any  railroad  company  in  this  State,  of  the 
laws  relating  to  railroads  and  railroad  companies ;  and  if  it  shall 
find  any  such  neglect  or  violation  as  alleged,  it  shall  report  the 
same  to  the  county  attorney  of  the  proper  county,  or  to  the  At- 
torney General,  for  prosecution. 

Sec.  4.  Sections  number  4,  number  14,  and  number  18  of  diap- 
ter  124,  Session  Laws  of  1883,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  5.  That  nothing  in  this  act,  or  the  act  to  which  this  is 
amendatory,  shall  prevent  any  railroad  company  from  selling 
limited  excursion  tickets  at  reduced  rates. 

Sec.  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  State  paper.

Senator  Green  offered  Senate  concurrent  resolu- 
tion No.  49,  Relating  to  the  appointment  of  a  joint  committee 
to  wait  upon  the  Governor,  and  moved  that  the  rules  be  sus- 
pended, and  the  resolution  be  considered  now. 

The  question  being  upon  the  suspension  of  the  rules,  a  vote 
being  had,  the  rules  were  suspended. 

Thereupon,  Senate  concurrent  resolution  No.  49  was  taken  up 
for  consideration,  and  adopted. 

The  resolution  reads  as  follows: 

Resolved  by  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Representatives  concurring 
therein,  That  a  joint  committee  of  two  upon  the  part  of  the  Sen- 
ate and  three  upon  the  part  of  the  House  be  appointed  to  wait 
upon  the  Governor,  and  ascertain  if  he  has  any  further  commu- 
nication to  make  to  the  Legislature. 

The  President  appointed  as  members  of  such  committee  on  the 
part  of  the  Senate,  Senators  Green  and  Lowe.
